GENTLEMEN, 5 
: AS it is the Duty of my Station to be at all Times watchful over the Intereſts of the 


Province under my Government, and as nothing more eſſentially concerns them 


than the Security of its Trade and Navigation, I think myſelf indiſpenſably obliged to lay 


| © hold of the firſt Opportunity of delivering to you my Sentiments upon a very late Inci- 


dent; which, as. it cannot but have come to your Knowledge, muſt have in ſome De- 

* gree engaged likewiſe your Thoughts before your meeting together ; that is, the take- 
ing four Veſſels upon our Coaſt by a French Privateer Ship of conſiderable Force, and 
* the Captain's giving the Men Leave to go on Shore, with this contemptuous Circum- 
* ſtance, that he was too well acquainted with Philadelphia to apprehend their ſending out 
Vany thing to attack him, and that he therefore deſigned to cruize a Fort night longer in 
the ſame Place. If he did not ſtay out that Time, it may be concluded he did his Buſineſs 
* ſooner, and from the Succeſs he met with, that this Ship and the two Privateer Bri 


tines equipped at Lowbourg at the ſame Time, will ſoon return to an Harveſt plentiful, 


* and to be reaped without Danger. 
© Is it not a Reproach to the Name of En gliſbmen, to ſuffer themſelves to be thus in- 
* ſulted, when they have the Means in their Hands to maintain their ancient Character? 


Por under proper Regulations a Ship might have been equipped in a few Days, capable 
_ © of driving this Privateer from the Coaſt, or of bringing her in. And will not your 


* Trade be entirely ruin'd, when the Enemy are convinced by Experience, that they 
may not only cruize upon your Coaſt, but block up your Port with Impunity ? The 
French in America ſeem'd at firſt unprepar'd for the War, but now they begin to act, 
and it is highly probable their Privateers will ſwarm upon our Coaſt next met 
* if we do not put ourſelves into a Condition to act againſt them, to convoy our Veſſels 
* off, and to protect them when they come upon our Coaſt. The Governments of New- 
England, Rhode-Iſland and Connecticut, enter d early into this Method of ſecuring their 
Trade, and Virginia has been lately obliged, from the Diſability of the King's Ship 
* upon. that Station, to do the ſame. 
© It is not difficult to foreſee the ill Conſequences that will enſue upon a Want of 
Attention, or an ill-timed Parſimony, in a Matter of this Importance. If the Britiſb 
Merchants, as well as our own, are not as well protected by this. as by other Govern- 


ments, the Trade of this City will be ſoon at an End; for no Man will carry it on at 


* certain Loſs. From hence will follow the Loſs of your Shipbuilding; and the Ship- 
* wright, Smith, Joiner, and all the other Artificers concerned in equipping that noble 
* Machine, muſt ſeek for Employment elſewhere; and when this Trade is once loſt, the 
Example of a neighbouring City ſhews that it is not eaſily to be recovered. This whole 
City indeed, in ſome way or other, depends upon the Merchant, and if he cannot trade 
to Advantage, it will be ſoon very ſenſibly felt by the Whole. Even the Farmer, who 
* is too apt to conſider the Landed and the Trading Intereſt in Oppoſition to each other, 
* muſt confine his Produce to the Conſumption of his own F amily, if the Merchant is 
* diſabled from exporting it to foreign Markets. 

In Oppoſition to the fitting out a Veſſel for the Protection of your Trade, I know it 
has been ſaid, that it is a needleſs Expence to the Province, ſince the King's Ships, ſta- 
* tioned at New-York and Virginia, are ſufficient to clear the Coaſt of the Enemies Priva- 
* teers. But we are now convinced, from Experience, that the King's Ships have been or- 


_ © dered upon other Services, and that what with the Deſertion of their Seamen, and their 


being out of Repair at their Return to their Se the whole Summer has been 
* ſpent before they could put to Sea again.

y YE s Arms at Cape Breton may induce them to throw themſelves into the French 
scale, in order to preſerve the Balance. For that Indian Sage ſaid, 1 hat however 
** meanly they may be thought of, they were not unacquainted with their own true In- 
ce tereſts; and therefore would not join with either Nation in the War, unleſs compelled 
©« to it for their own-Preſervation: That hitherto, from their Situation and Alliances, 
« they had been courted by both; but ſhould either prevail ſo far as to drive the other 
*« out of the Country, they ſhould be no longer conſidered, Preſents would be no longer 
* made to them, and in the End they ſhould be obliged to ſubmit to ſuch Laws, as the 
Conquerors ſhould think fit to impoſe on them.”

e S by the Act of Aſſembly paſſed in the roth Year of the Reign of the late Queen 
W 11 Ann, to which you are pleaded to refer us, the Powers of Legiſlation neceſſary in 
and Council's every Government, are taken from us during the Abſence of our Governor, we agree 
— with you in Opinion, it were to be wiſhed that Some one Perſon of known Integrity 

and Abilfties had the Adminiſtration: But ſince this, as you well obſerve, how de- 
ſirable ſoever, is not immediately to be expected, the Declarations you are pleaſed to make 
of your Zeal and ſincere Intentions for the Welfare of the Province, and of executing 
the Truſt devolved on you, in a juſt and impartial Manner, are very acceptable to us. 
The Proclamation you have been pleaſed to iſſue for the Continuance of all Magiſ- 
trates and Officers within this Government, and your N Fey to proceed in the 
Exerciſe of their reſpective Truſts, as it hath been uſual on like Occaſions, and may 
have prevented Doubts that otherwiſe would have ariſe, was, we think, a prudent Step, 
whether, in Strictneſs of Law, ſuch a Proclamation was abſolutely neceſſary or not. 
By the Order of the King in Council, which was directed to be laid before us, we 
obſerve the Act for impoſing a Duty on Perſons convicted of heinous Crimes, &c. laſt 
paſt, is repealed ; and by a Letter from our Honourable Proprietor, Thomas Penn, Eſq; 
we are informed) the Report from the Lords for Trade and Plantations to the King in 
Council, :gdviſed the Repeal of all the former Acts paſt on like Occaſions: But this, on 
the kind Interpoſition ar Proprietors, is for the preſent forborn, and the laſt Act | 
only repealed ; by which Means the former Act ſtands revived. But fince Exceptions | 
have alſo been taken againſt this Act, as not conſiſtent with ſome late Acts of Parliament, 
it will, we think, be neceſſary on the Arrival of our Governor, to reviſe and amend it, 
ſo as to make it more conformable to the Sentiments of our 3 „„ | 
The Accounts ſent by Governor Shirley, on the Report of the Perſons he employed 
with the Indians of the Six United Nations, we obſerve, differ much from thoſe given 
by our Indian Interpreter: From which laſt, and, as we take it, moſt gathentic Ac- 
count, it appeats, theſe. Indians have not hitherto joined in a Declaration of War againſt 
the French. And, as there is Reaſon to believe the Expedition againſt Canada is now laid 
aſide, and that the Forces raiſed to that End will be diſbanded, it is not to be expected 
the Indians of the Six Nations will involve themſelves farther in the War ; and therefore, 
had we no other Reaſons to induce us, we are of Opinion the Congreſs propoſed in Sep- 
tember next at New-York, can be of little Avail. It is nevertheleſs our Sentiments, con- 
formable to the Practice of this Government ſince its firſt Eſtabliſhment, that great Care 
ſhould at all 'Times be taken to preſerve the Friendſhip and good Correſpondence which 
at preſent ſubſiſts between us and the Indians: That the Injuries of which they com- 
plain ſhould be inquired into, and ſpeedily redreſſed; and, as it is highly probable they 
are at this Time in neceſſitous Circumſtances, we think a Preſent ought now to be made 
them, and ſhall therefore, before our Riſing, make the Proviſion neceſſary to this End;

The Length of the Bay and River, and the Scatteringneſs of 
the Settlements below, muſt ever, whilſt thus circumſtanced, render them liable to De- { 
predations.

ing they returned, and anchored in Lewes Road, which kept the Watch at Lewes up- 
* on Duty Day and Night: That one of the faid Veſſels, in Sight of the People at 
* Lewes, took a Ship outward bound, with her Pilot Boat, and another Ship next 
Morning coming in; and was, at the Time of ſending away that Expreſs, in Chace 
© of a Third, which, it was feared, would fall into their Hands in an Hour or two. It 
appeared afterwards, that the Privateer, mentioned in the ſaid Expreſs, belong'd to 
Cape Frangois : That ſhe carried fourteen Carriage Guns, ſixteen Swivels, and came 
out with about one Hundred and Seventy Men; that ſhe had taken in thi Cruize no

Theſe 
Accidents, and thoſe which after happened, appear to us to be chiefly owing to like 
Cauſes, viz. the Miſconduct of the Pilots refiding thereaway, without whoſe Aſſiſtance 
it is not probable theſe Attempts would have been made. And ſure it can be no great 
Difficulty for the Governments adjoining to the Bay, to oblige their Pilots to ſuch Regu- 
lations as may prevent like Accidents for the future. 

As to any Enterpriſe intended againſt the City, we hope there is no Dange er; and if 
there be, one of the beſt Expedients to prevent it, will, we think, be to c eck every 

Appearance of illicit Trade, which, under Colour of Flags of Truce, or otherwiſe, 
may be attempted to be carried on; for if any Acquaintance be gained of our Bay and 
River, it is moſt likely to happen by this Means. 

As the Members of the preſent Aſſembly are moſtly the ſame with the laſt, and heir 
Sentiments the ſame as at chat Time, it will be unneceſſary, we think, to add to what is 
before contained in Anſwer to your preſent Meſlage, 5 OR than to refer to their laſt 

Addreſs, in Anſwer to the Speech delivered to them by the Preſident in Council.

Government, and Money given to ſupport a Governor, differ but as the Whole does 
from a Part, it myſt be allowed the former is a much more extenſive Dgnation than 
the latter. And yet where Money is given for the Support of the Goverhior, it muſt, 
as we conceive, be underſtood, as given the better to enable him to diſcharge the Truſt 
repoſed in him ; and if any Emergency ſhould require his laying out a Part of this 
Money for the public Good, any Government might juſtly think themſelves dere, 
uſed if it were denied them, eſpecially where there was no Doubt of being repaid wi 
Advantage: You are pleaſed to add, You receive no ſuch Salaries. And to this we as 
readily anſwer, neither do, nor did we expect you would advance any Money. We 
might however have juſtly expected you did know that the preſent 17 85 had no 
Right to bind thoſe who were to ſucceed them; and therefore their Be/ef of what future 
Aſſemblies would do, was all that could be reaſonably expected from the preſent. 

Part of your fecond Reſolve is, That there is no Probability that others will be induced 
to advance Money on ſo uncertain, obſcure and evaſive a Declaration, as is contained in the 
laſt Meſſage of Aſſembly ; their being repaid dgain depending on the Good-will and Pleaſure 
of the Houſe, to be obtained by humble petitioning, and by ſubmiſſive perſonal Applications 
to the Members, &c. The Language you have here been pleaſed to make Choice of is 
ſuch, as neither for Delicacy nor Decency will, we hope, be drawn into Example on 
any future Debate; but waving this, as what can reflect no Diſhonour upon us, be 

pleaſed to recollect, That by your Meſſage of the gth of Jane laſt, after having acquainted 
us the Sloop Otter would ſoon be fit for Service; that you had diſpatched an Expreſs 
to Virginia to procure the Aſſiſtance of the Hector Man of War to join the Otter; you 
let us know, you thought it abſolutely neceſſary that a Ship of War ſhould be fitted out by 
this Province, to join with the Otter for the Protection of our Trade. To this, by our 
Meſſage two Days after, we anſwered in Subſtance, That the hiring and fitting out ſuch” 
a Ship of War we thought unneceſſary; that from your own Eſtimate the Charge would 
be near 1000 /. per Month, beſides the Riſk and Repairs of the Veſſel, a Burthen we 
thought to heavy for the Province to bear. That if the Commander of the Hector Man 
of War had, as we were informed, been inſtructed to aſſiſt the Otter, there was no 
Reaſon to doubt he would comply with his Inſtructions, and that this was all we thought 
neceflary on the Occaſion. Is not this a direct Anſwer to your Meſſage, without any 
Obſcurity, Uncertainty or Evaſion ? Had we not at leaſt as equal a Right to judge of 
what was fit to be done, as your Board? And has not the Event ſhewn the Judgment 
we formed was right, and ſaved the Province divers Thouſand Pounds ? But what gen- 
ders the Proceedings of the Board yet more remarkable, is, that notwithſtanding the great 
Obſcurity in the Meſſage you complain of, and that it is ſuch as neither you, nor any 
other, would advance Money on; yet by Virtue of this Meſſage (for without you had 
no Pretence) in a few Days after you thought fit to draw an Order on the active Truſtee 
of the Loan-Office, for a Sum of Money payable to your Secretary, which he accord- 
ingly received.

Governor, of the Province; who, though of different Perſuaſions in Religious Matters, have ne- 
vertheleſs united in thoſe Petitions, complaining, that notwithſtanding manyy 

Proviſions have been heretofore made by the Laws of this Province, concerning® 

licenſed to keep Inns and Public Houſes for the Sale of ſtrong Liquors, and the Enter- 

tainment of Travellers, and the good Order to be kept in thoſe Houſes ; yet, contrary 
to the Tenor of thoſe Laws, they have, of late Years, very much increaſed : That many 
of them are neither of ſober Converſation, nor of Ability to entertain 'Travellers ; nor 
do they keep good Orders in their Houſes, as by Law they ought to'do : That on the 
contrary moſt of them are Nurſeries of Vice and Immorality, ſuch as promote Drink- 

ing, Gaming, Idleneſs and many groſs Evils ; enticing Youth and others to the laviſh ſpend- 

ing of their Money, waſting their Time in Tippling and corrupt Company; and by 

this Means neglecting their proper Buſineſs, impoveriſhing themſelves and their Fa- 

milies, and endangering the Loſs and Ruin of their Souls, Bodies and Eſtates: To pre- 

vent which for the future, the Petitioners pray our Interpoſition ; and as our own Obſerva- 
tions, as well as the Teſtimony of others, convinces us of theſe melancholy Truths, 

we think it a Duty we owe to the Province, to Poſterity, and to ourſelves, to contribute 
the utmoſt in our Power to diſcourage and prevent theſe growing Evils. | 

With this View we have inſpected the ſeveral Laws now in Force in relation to 

Public Houſes, and we there find many prudent Proviſions adapted to the Circumſtances

At Mr. Croghan's we met with five Indians, three from Shamokin, two of which were 
Sons of the late Shickcalamy, who tranſact the Buſineſs of the Six Nations with this Go- 
vernment; two were juſt arrived from Allegheny, viz. one of the Mohock's Nation, called 
Aaron, and Andrew Montour, the Interpreter at Ohio. Mr. Montour telling us he had 
a Meſſage from the Ohio Indians and Twightwees to this Govetnment, and defirin 
a Conference, one was held on the 18th of May laſt, in the Preſence of James Galbreth, 
George Croghan, William Milſin and Hermanus Alrichs, Eſquires, Juſtices, of the County 
of Cumberland; and when Mr. Monfour's Buſineſs was done, we, with the Advice of the 
other Juſtices, imparted to the Indians the Deſign we were aſſembled upon, at which 
they expreſſed great Satisfaction. „ „ Og 
Another Conference was held, at the Inſtance of the Indians, in the Afternoon, in 
the Preſence of Mr. Galbreth and Mr. Croghan, before- mentioned, wherein they expreſ- 
ſed themſelves as follows: © 610 OF, 4 4 Re 
% Brethren, We have thought a great deal of what you imparted to us, that ye were 
come to turn the People off who are ſettled over the Hills; we are pleaſed to fee you on 
this Occaſion, and as the Council of Onondago has this Affair exceedingly at Heart, and 
it was particularly recommended to us by the Deputies of the Six Nations, when they 
parted from us laſt Summer, we deſire to accompany you; but we are afraid, notwith- 
ſtanding the Care of the Governor, that this may prove like many former Attempts ; 
the People will be put off now, and next Year come again; and if fo, the Six Nations will 
no longer bear it, but do themſelves Juſtice : To prevent this therefore, when you ſhall 
have turned the People off, we recommend it to -the Governor, to place two or three 
faithful Perſons over the Mountains, who may be agreeable to him and us, with Com- 
miſſions, impowering them immediately to remove every one who ſhall preſume after 
this to ſettle there, until the Six Nations ſhall agree to make Sale of their Land.” To 
enforce this, they gave a String of Yampum, and received one in Return from the Ma- 
giſtrates, with the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances that they would do their Duty. 


On Tueſday, the 22d of May, Matthew Dill, George Croghan, Benjamin Chambers, Tho- 
mas Wilſon, fohn Finley and James Galbreth, Eſquires, Juſtices of the ſaid County of 
Cumberland, attended by the Under-Sheriff, came to Big funata, ſituate at the Diſtance 
of Twenty-five Miles from the Mouth thereof, and about ten Miles North from the 
Blue Hills, a Place much eſteemed by the Indians for ſome of their beſt hunting Ground; 
and there they found five Cabbins or Log-houſes, one poſſeſſed by William White, 
another by George Caboon, another not quite finiſhed in Poſſeſſion of David Hiddleſton, 
another poſſeſſed by George and Witham Galloway, and another by Andrew Lycon; of 
theſe Perſons, William White, George and William Galloway, David Hiddleſton and George 
Caboon appeared before the Magiſtrates, and being aſked by what Right or Authority 
they had poſſeſſed themfelves of thoſe Lands, and erected Cabbins thereon ? They re- 
plied, by no Right nor Authority, 'but that the Land belonged to the Proprietaries of 
Pennſylvania. They then were aſked, whether they did not know they were acting 
againſt the Law, and in Contempt of frequent Notices given them by the Governor's 
Proclamations ? They faid they had ſeen one ſuch Proclamation, and had nothing to 
ſay for themſelves, but craved Mercy. Hereupon the ſaid William White, George and 
William Galloway, David Hiddleſton and George Cahoon, being convicted by the ſaid 
Juſtices on their View, the Under-Sheriff was charged with them, and he took William 
White, David Hiddleſton and George Cahoon into Cuſtody ; but George and William Gal- 
loway reſiſted, and having got at ſome Diſtance from the Under-Sheriff, they called 
to us: © You may take our Lands and Houſes, and do what you pleaſe with them; we 

deliver them to you with all our Hearts, but we will not be carried to Goal.” 
The next Morning, being Wedneſday, the 23d of May, the faid Juſtices went to the 
Log-houſe or Cabbin of Andrew Lycon, and finding none there but Children, and hear- 
ing that the Father and Mother were expected ſoon, and William White and others offer- 
ing to become Security jointly and ſeverally, and to, enter into Recognizance as well for 
Andrew's Appearance at Court, and immediate Remoyal, as for their own ; this Pro- 
poſal was accepted, and William White, David Hiddleſton and George Caboon entered 
into a Recognizance of One Hundred Pounds, and executed Bonds to the Proprietaries 
in the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, reciting," that they were Treſpaſſers, and had no 
Manner of Right, and had delivered Poſſeſſion to me for the Proprietaries. Then the 
Magiſtrates went to the Log-houſe or Cabbin of George and William Galloway (which 
they had delivered up as aforeſaid the Day before, after they were convicted, and were

were in the Cabbin, and left me in Poſſeſſion, that empty and unfiniſhed Cabbin was 
likewiſe ſet on Fire by the Under-Sheriff by my Order. | | 

The next Day, being the 24th of May, Mr. Weiſer and Mr. Galbreth, with the Un- 

der-Sheriff and myſelf, on our Way to the Mouth of Fun:ata, called at Andrew Lycon's, 
with Intent only to inform him, that his Neighbours were bound for his Appearance 
and immediate Removal, and to caution him not to bring himſelf or them into Trouble 
by a Refuſal: But he preſented a loaded Gun to the Magiſtrates and Sheriff, ſaid, 
he would ſhoot the firſt Man that dared to come nigher. On this he was difarmed, 
convicted, and committed to the Cuſtody of the Sheriff. This whole Tranſaction hap- 
pened in the Sight of a Tribe of Indians, who by Accident had in the Night-time fixed 
their Tent on that Plantation; and 8 Behaviour giving them great Offence, the 
Shickcalamies inſiſted on our burning the Cabbin, or they would burn it themſelves: 
Whereupon, when every Thing was taken out of it (Andrew Lycon all the while aſſiſt- 
ing) and Poſſeſſion being delivered to me, the empty Cabbin was ſet on Fire by the 
Under-Sheriff, and then Lycon was carried to Goal. D 35 5 
Mr. Benjamin Chambers and Mr. George Croghan had about an Hour before ſeparated 
from us; and on my meeting them again in Cumberland County, they reported to me 
that they had been at Sheerman's Creek, or Little Funiata, ſituate about fix Miles over 
the Blue Mountains, and found there James Parker, Thomas Parker, Owen M* Keeb, 
Fobn M*Clare, Richard Kirkpatrick, Fames Murray, Jobn Scott, Henry Gaſs, John 
Cowan, Simon Girtee and John Kilaugh, who had ſettled Lands, and erected Cabbins 
or Log-houſes thereon ; and having convicted them of the Treſpaſs on their own View, 
they had bound them in Recognizances of the Penalty of One Hundred Pounds, to ap- 
pear and anſwer for their Treſpaſſes on the firſt Day of the next County Court of Cum- 
berland, to be held at SHippenſburgb, and that the ſaid Treſpaſſers had likewiſe entered 
into Bonds to the Proprietaries in Five Hundred Pounds Penalty to remove off imme- 
diately, with all their Servants, Cattle and Effects, and had delivered Poſſeſſion of their 
Houſes to Mr. George Stevenſon for the Proprietaries Uſe ; and that Mr. Stevenſon had 
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e ordered ſome of the meaneſt of thoſe Cabbins to be ſet on Fire, where the Families 
y were not rge, nor the Improvements confiderable.

At that Time none had preſumed to ſettle at a Place called the Big Cove (having this 
Name from its being encloſed in the Form of a Baſon by the furthermoſt Range of the 
Kittochtinny Hills and the Tuſcoraro Hills, which laſt end here, and loſe themſelves 
in other Hills) ; this Big Cove .is about five Miles North of the ee e Line, and 
not far to the Weſt of the Place where the Line terminated. Between the Big Cove 
and the Temporary Line lies the Little Cove, ſo called from being likewiſe encircled 
with Hills, and to the Weſt of the Little Cove towards Patoumec lie two or three 
other Places, called the Big and Little Conolloways, all of them ſituate on the Tempo- 
rary Line, was it to be extended towards Patowmec.

ſettled Boundaries. After this the French War came on, and the People in thoſe Parts ; 
taking Advantage of the Confuſion of the Times, by little and little ſtole into the 
Great Cove; ſo that at the End of the War, it was ſaid Thirty Families had ſettled there, 
not however without frequent Prohibitions on the Part of the Government, and Admo- 
nitions of the great Danger they run of being cut off by the Indians, as theſe Settle- 
ments were on Lands not purchaſed of them: And at the Cloſe of the War, Mr. Max- 
well, one of the Juſtices of Lancaſter County, delivered a particular Meſſage from this 
Government to them, ordering their Removal, that they might not occaſion a Breach 
with the Indians, but it had no Effect. | 
Theſe were, to the beſt of my Remembrance, all the, Places ſettled by the Penn- 
ſylvanians in the unpurchaſed Part of the Province till about three Years ago, when 
ſome Perſons had the Preſumption to go into the Path-valley, or Tuſtoraro Gap, lying 
to the Eaſt of the Big Cove, and into a Place called Aucqurick, lying to the Northward 
of it; and likewiſe into a Place called Sheerman's Creek, lying all along the Waters of 
Juniata, and is ſituate Eaſt of the Path-valley, through which the preſent Road goes 
from Harris's Ferry to Allegheny; and laſtly, they extended their Settlements to Big 
Juniata; the Indians all this while repeatedly complaining, that their Hunting-ground 
was every Day more and more taken from them ; and that there muſt infallibly ariſe Quar- 
rels between their Warriors and theſe Settlers, which would in the End break the Chain 
of Friendſhip, and preſſing in the moſt importunate Terms their ſpeedy Removal. The 
Government in 1748, ſent the Sheriff, and three Magiſtrates, with Mr. Weiſer, unto 
theſe Places to warn the People; but they, notwithſtanding, continued their Settle- 
ments, in Oppoſition to all this ; and, as if theſe People were only prompted by a De- 
fire to make Miſchief, ſettled Lands no better, nay not ſo good, as many vacant Lands 
within the purchaſed Parts of the Province. 5 
The Bulk of theſe Settlements were made during the Adminiſtration of Preſident Pal- 
mer ; and it is well known to your Honour, 2 50 then in England, that his Attention 
to the Safety of the City and Lower Counties, would not permit him to extend more 
Care to Places ſo remote. | | 
In theſe Circumſtances Matters ſtood between the Indians and this Province, when 
the Six Nations came laſt Summer to viſit the Government, on the Cloſing of the War, 
and to receive a Preſent in Reward of their Fidelity. At this Treaty they renewed 
their Complaints, of the Injuries received by theſe Encroachments on their Hunting- 
grounds, and peremptorily inſiſted on the Removal of the Intruders; and your Honour, 
as an Expedient to quiet them, propoſed a Purchaſe of thoſe Lands from the Indians; 
ſignifying to them, that it would be more agreeable to you to buy them (as the Cauſe 
of Complaint priveipely aroſe there) than any other ; but they abſolutely refuſed, and 
inſtead thereof made an Offer of about two Millions of Acres on the Eaſt-ſide of Sa/- 
quehannah, ſaying the People might go and ſettle there, which was accepted, and a Sum 
of Money paid them down; and thereupon a Proclamation was iſſued, to warn the Peo- 
ple againſt continuing or ſettling on any unpurchaſed Land over Safquehannah, on the 
ſevereſt Penalties ; but this making no Impreſſion, your Honour ifſued Orders to me 
and Mr. Weiſer, to effect their Removal. | 
J leave it to Mr. Weiſer (as he was joined with me by your Honour) to make his 
own Report ; and ſhall only obſerve, that in all our Conſultations, he (who is Indian 
Interpreter tor Virginia and Maryland as well as this Province, and muſt be ſuppoſed to 
know the Minds of the Indians the beſt) proceeded on this as a certain Truth, that if

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1750. the Government to prevent an Indian War; and that, as the neighbouring Provinces 
were as much concerned in this Event as ourſelves, he recommended it to the Magi- 
ſtrates either not to go, or to act with the utmoſt Spirit; and his Arguments were 
convincing, that all the Magiſtrates determined to go in a Body. 

I had furniſhed myſelf with Blank Convictions and Mittimus's, ſettled by the At- 
torney General on the Act of Aſſembly, entituled, A ſupplementary Af, &c. and had 
taken his Inſtructions, and was determined to proceed by Conviction, Fine and Impri- 
ſonment ; but when, on the very firſt Attempt to convict and impriſon, the two Ga/- 
loways fled from the Sheriff, it then appeared very plain to every Body that this Me- 
RA. would not anfwer ; and that, if the Treſpaſſers, who were more numerous in other 
5 Parts, ſhould believe they were to be carried to Priſon, they would either unite, and 

with a ſuperior Force reſiſt the Magiſtrates; or they would flee from Juſtice, and, in 
ſhort, that the whole Deſign muſt infallibly miſcarry. | 
And it was remembered, that in a fimilar Caſe, on Complaint of the Indians, in the 
Year 1721, the Magiſtrates reſiding in that Part of the Province did, by Order of the 
then Governor, burn and deſtroy the Houſes and Habitations of certain Settlers on 
Lands on the Weſt-fide of Saſquehannah, without Right. On this the Perſons in Cuſ- 
tody were told, that they ſhould deliver Poſſeſſion of their Places to me, and become 
bound in a Bond to the Proprietaries in Five Hundred Pounds, conditioned to move off 
with all their Cattle, Sc. And that in the Condition they ſhould acknowledge, they 
UW had given Poſſeſſion to me for the Proprietaries ; and were told at the ſame Time, that 
5 6 ſome Cabbins muſt be burnt: With this they were ſatisfied, and chearfully executed the 
we Bonds, and expected, that as their Cabbins did now belong to the Proprietaries, the

ol At the Path-valley, and indeed at all other Places, the Offenders were got together, 
10 and were told by the Magiſtrates beforehand, what was intended to be done; and that 
if all the new ſettled Cabbins would be burnt. After they were told this, they executed 
= the Bonds, thereby putting me into Poſſeſſion, and very chearfully and voluntarily took

Finding ſuch a general Submiſſion, and verily believing the Evil would be effectually 
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. taken away, there was no Kindneſs in my Power which I did not do for the Offenders; 

| giving them Money where they were poor, and telling them they might go directly on 
| 1 any Part of the two Millions of Acres lately purchaſed of the Indians; and where the 

| Families were large, as I happened to have ſeveral of my own Plantations vacant, I of- 

fered them to ſtay on them Rent-free, till they could provide for themſelves ; then I 

| told them, that, if after all this Lenity and good Uſage, they would dare to ſtay after the 

Time limited for their Departure, no Mercy would be ſhewed, but that they would 
feel the whole Rigour of the Law. | 

It may be proper to add, that the Cabbins or Log-houſes which were burnt, were of 
no conſiderable Value; being ſuch as the Country People erect in a Day or two, and 
coſt only the Charge of an Entertainment. 

Thus I have given your Honour a full Relation of this whole Tranſaction, humbly 
hoping the Part I have acted therein will meet with your Approbation ; and that it will 
have the deſired good Effect in removing the Treſpaſſers, and prevent their returning to

TK have been uſing all poſſible Artifices to corrupt the Six Nations at Onondago, and have 


« alfo very lately ſent a large and valuable Preſent to be diſtributed among the Indians at 
* Ohio; and leſt theſe Meaſures ſhould fail, have actually provided at Fort D Etroit, 
c Magazines of Proviſions and warlike Stores, to be in Readineſs againſt the Spring, in 
order to reduce them by a Body of Forces from Canada: In which Deſign ſhould they 
ſucceed, it cannot be ſuppoſed they will Jong ſuffer thoſe Indians to continue in Peace 
with us; the fatal Conſequences whereof, not only to our Trade, but even to the 
Lives and Properties of our remote Inhabitants, muſt be obvious to every conſiderate 
Perſon. 

That the French are Hot at any Rate to embroil us with the Indians at Ohio, 
is further confirmed by two Perſons, Inhabitants of this Province, who were taken 
Priſoners in May laſt by ſeven French Indians, within a few Miles of one of the 
Twightwee Towns, at the Inſtigation of the French Officer at Fort D'Etroit, to whom 
they were delivered, and from whom, as he was conveying them to Canada, they 
made their Eſcape. 

Mr. Weiſer, our Province Interpreter, is now in Town, being juſt returned from 
Onondago, and brings from thence likewiſe very diſagreeable News, to wit: That, 
upon the Death of Canaſſatego, and ſome other of the principal Sachems of the Six 
Nations, who were heartily attached to the Engliſb, the Perſon now at the Head of 
their Councils, is wholly in the French Intereſt. 

Thus, through the indefatigable Induſtry of the F rench, not only the Six Nations at 
Onondago are much ſhaken in their Affections to us, and inclining to go over to our 
Rivals, but the Indians at Ohio are in great Danger of being corrupted by their Pre- 
ſents, or ſubdued by their Arms, unleſs ſome proper and Wie Meaſures are taken 
to prevent it. 

This, Gentlemen, is the preſent unhappy Situation of our Indian Affairs, 8 
to the beſt Information I can procure; and, though it is not uſual for you to enter on 
Buſineſs of Importance at your firſt Meeting, yet I am perſuaded, that, on Peruſal of 
the Papers I herewith ſend you, you will think it incumbent on you, to take the 
whole Matter into your immediate Conſideration, ſince any Delay, as Thakgs.: are now 
circumſtanced, may prove of the moſt dangerous Conſequence. 

Upon what his Excellency Governor C/nton was pleaſed to write to me on Indian 
Affairs, I immediately directed Mr. Croghan' and Mr. Montour to haſten to Ohio,

Hopes they would arrive time enough to have diſappointed the Schemes of the French,

tions from us, and engage them more cloſely to the French Intereſt than they have here-

And moreover, © That in all Cafes and Matters of leſſer Moment, Twenty-four Mem- 
bers of theſaid Provincial Council [which was one Third Part of the Whole] ſhall make 
© a Quorum, the Majority of which Twenty-four, ſhall and may always determine in 
© ſach Caſes of leſſer Moment. 

In the Act of Settlement made at Cheſter in the ſame Year 1682, when it was found 
neceſſary to reduce the Numbers both of the Provincial Council and Aſſembly, we 
find the like Proviſion with Regard to Matters of greater and leſſer Moment in theſe 
Words, That the Numbers deſired by the Inhabitants in their ſeveral Petitions, and 
expreſſed to be their Deſires by the Sheriffs Returns to the Proprietary and Governor, 
© to ſerve as the Provincial Council, and General Aſſembly, be allowed and taken, to 
all Intents and Purpoſes to be the Provincial Council, and General Aſſembly of this 
Province; and that the Quorum ſhall be proportionably ſettled, according to the 
Method expreſſed in the fifth Article [of the aforeſaid Frame of Government] that 
is to ſay, two Thirds to make a Quorum in extraordinary Caſes, and one Third in 
ordinary Caſes, as is provided in the ſaid fifth Article, | 

The Frame of Government, dated the ſecond Day of the 2d Month, 1683, among 
other Privileges. granted to the Provincial Council and Aſſembly, recites, that 

to the End that all Bills prepared and agreed by the Governor, and Provincial Council, 
may yet have the more full Concurrence of the Freemen of the Province, and Terri- 
tories thereof, it is declared, granted and confirmed, that at the Time and Place in 
every County for the Choice of one Perſon to ſerve in Provincial Council, the reſpective 
Members thereof at their ſaid Meeting, ſhall yearly chooſe out of themſelves fix 
Perſons of moſt Note for Wiſdom, Virtue and Ability, to ſerve in Aﬀembly as their 
Repreſentatives, who ſhall yearly meet on the 1oth Day of the 3d Month in the Ca- 
pital Town or City of the ſaid Province; unleſs the Governor, and Provincial Coun- 
cil ſhall think fit to appoint another Place to meet in; where during eight Days the ſe- 
veral Members may confer freely with one another; and if any of them fee meet, 
with a Committee of the Provincial Council, which ſhall be at the Time purpoſely 
appointed to receive from any of them, Propoſals for the Alteration or Amendment of 
any of the ſaid propoſed, and promulgated Bills; and on the ninth Day from their 
ſo meeting, the ſaid Aſſembly after their reading over of the propoſed Bills by the 
Clerk of the Provincial Council, and the Occaſions and Motives for them being opened 
by the Governor or his Deputy, ſhall, upon the Queſtion by him put, give their Af- 
firmative or Negative, which to them ſeemeth beſt, in ſuch Manner as is hereafter 
expreſt, | that is, in Things perſonal by Ballot, and in all Things relating to the pre- 
paring and paſſing of Bills into Laws openly by Vote] But not leſs than two Thirds 
* ſhall make a Quorum in the paſſing of all Bills into Laws, and Choice of ſuch Of-

As in this laſt Paragraph two Thirds are mentioned as a Quorum of Aſſembly in all 
Caſes when called by the Governor's Writs, without any negative Words; it is remark- 
ably explained by the Conduct of ſucceeding Governors, and the Proprietor himſelf, 
when the Aſſemblies failed of making a Quorum. . 
In the Minutes for the Year 1698, during Governor Markham's Adminiſtration, we 
find, that Edward Shippen and William Biles, two Members of Council, being ſent 
from the Governor, reported, that there was not a ſufficient Number of Council as 
yet come in, therefore deſired our Appearance To-morrow Morning at Nine o Clock. 
At which Time the Repreſentatives of Aſſembly met. —— Two Members of Council 
* came with a Meſſage from the Governor, that he was ready to receive us, in order 
* for our Qualification; we making our Appearance accordingly, and being qualified, 
the Governor returned us to our Houſe to chooſe a Speaker. | 
In the Minutes for the Year 1699, are theſe Words, David Lloyd and John Hill, 
two Members of Council, informed the Houſe, that they were now a full Council, 
and were ready to receive the Aſſembly. Anthony Morris and James Fox being re- 
queſted by the Members of Aſſembly now met, went to the Governor and Council 
* to acquaint them, that they were not a full Houſe, and to defire that the abſent 
« Members might be ſent for. Whereupon the Governor ordered that all the Mem- 
bers preſent ſhould come into Council, in order to be qualified: Upon which the 
* Members went in a full Body to the Governor, and were qualified ; after which they 
returned to the Houſe, and agreed to meet together To-morrow Morning about Ten 
o Clock. | 
In the Year 1700, when the Proprietor himſelf was our Governor, we find the Mi- 
nutes of that Year begin with theſe Words, viz. * At an Aſſembly held at Philadel-

not being a full Houſe, it was concluded to meet again on the twelfth Inſtant.

. In the Year 1701, when the Proprietor and Governor was yet in the Province, we 
have upon our Minutes a particular Inſtance of the Proprietor's Conduct towards that 


Aſſembly upon their being unable to make a Quorum, when called together by his

they all attended the Governor to know his Pleaſure in calling this Aſſembly ; who

. © 6th Month 2. The Aſſembly met, the aboveſaid Members all appeared, and fix

The 23d, 24th and 25th of September, 1701, we find ſeveral very remarkable Minutes 
relating to the Meeting of a Majority of Members of Aſſembly on their own Adjourn- 
ments, viz. * September 23, The Houſe met, &c.

Then the two Members of Council bein 
again called into the Houſe, were told, that the Governor ſhould have a Copy of the 
« faid Addreſs this Night or in the Morning. ———Adjourned till Eight o'Clock To- 
* morrow Morning. 29th. The Houſe met, and all appeared, &c. | 

In the ſame Year 1701, on the tenth Day of O#ober, P. M. among other Minutes 
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are theſe following, vis. The Vote being put, whether the Bill for Confirmation of 


* Laws ſhould pats into a Law ?—ſeveral Members roſe up and left the Houſe [ viz. nine] 
and the Vote was immediately carried in the Affirmative by the remaining Members, 
being fourteen in Number, N. C. D.—Adjourned till Nine o Clock To-morrow 
Morning. October 11. The Houſe met, and—all appeared, except ſome of the Lower 
County Members not yet returned. Then ſeveral Bills were read, and likewiſe 
our preſent Charter of Privileges. ———Orgered, that 7. B. and S. R. wait on the 
Governor, and acquaint him with the Members leaving the Houſe, who return and fay, 
that the Governor's Anſwer was, They might proceed to Bufineſs notwithſtanding.” 

We apprehend there can be no Occaſion to multiply Inſtances of the Powers, agreed 


by the Proprietor to be veſted in the Meeting of a Majority of the Repreſentatives after 


this his full Declaration to that very Aſſembly, who, at that Time, had under their 
Conſideration, and in a few Days after accepted of our preſent Charter. Only, we may 
obſerve, that notwithſtanding the aforeſaid Lower County Members ſometimes took 


their Seats in the Houſe, and at other Times abſented themſelves, for fear of being over- 5 


voted; yet the Buſineſs of the Province, whether they were preſent or abſent, went for- 
ward; and at length the Proprietor, Aſſembly and Members of the Lower Counties, 


without the leaſt Objection, unanimouſly coneur in paſſing thoſe Laws, and accepting 
our preſent Charter. 


We ſhould here reſt our Enquiries previous to the Charter, but for a very material 


and ſhort Minute of the Twenty-ſecond of Oclober, this Year, viz. The Houſe met, &c, 
and there being a Majority, it was propoſed to go to the Governor, in order to 
know his Pleaſure in reſpect to the Conference by him propoſed, —— Adjourned till 
Nine o'Clock 'To-morrow Morning. October 23. The Houſe met, &c. Ordered, 
that 4. M. wait on the Governor with the Charter of Privileges, and acquaint him 
that the Houſe have conſidered it, and approve of it, as it now is, and deſire it may 
be engroſſed. 
We now come to our preſent Charter, the ſecond Section whereof grants, that, For 
the well-governing of this Province and Territories, there ſhall be an Aſſembly yearly 
choſen by the Freemen thereof, to conſiſt of four Perſons out of each County [this 
was agreeable to the Frame of Government, 1696] (or of a greater Number, at 
any Time as the Governor and Afſembly ſhall agree) upon the firſt Day of October, 
forever; and ſhall fit on the fourteenth Day of the fame Month. Which Aſſembly 
ſhall have Power to chooſe a Speaker, and other their Officers, and ſhall be Judges 
of the Qualifications and Elections of their own Members, fit upon their own Ad- 
* journments, appoint Committees, prepare Bills, in order to paſs into Laws, impeach 
* Criminals, and redreſs Grievances, and ſhall have all other Powers and Privileges of 
an Aſſembly, according to the Rights of the Freeborn Subjects of England, and as is 
uſual in any of the King's Plantations in America.” 
* And if any County or Counties ſhall refuſe or negle& to chooſe their reſpective 
Repreſentatives as aforeſaid, or if choſen do not meet to ſerve in Aſſembly ; thoſe who 
are ſo choſen, and met, ſhall have the full Power of an Aſſembly, in as ample Man- 
ner, as if all the Repreſentatives had been choſen : Provided they are not leſs than two 
* Thirds of the whole Number that ought to meet.” 


We are now to enquire what Judgment the Governors and Aſſembly formed upon 
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this Section of our preſent Charter, in regard to the Power of a Majority of Aſſembly to 


adjourn when met, either upon their own Adjournments, or when called together by the 
Vor.

This is the only Inſtance we meet upon our Journals, where the Aſſembly failed to 
meet upon their Adjournment, till after Paſſing the Law, Quarto Anne, entituled, An 
AF to aſcertain the Number of Members of Aſſembly, and to regulate the Elections. By 
which Law the two Members for the City of Philadelphia, and eight Members for each 
of the Counties (then erected) were confirmed, and the two Paragraphs relating to the 
Powers and Privileges of an Aſſembly, and the Proviſion in caſe any County ſhould re- 
fuſe to chooſe [as had been the Caſe of Næwcaſile County, in the Year 1699] were 
enacted in the very Words of the Charter. So that the ſame Powers continued, after 
the paſſing this Act, as were veſted in the Repreſentatives by the Proprietor's Charter. 
Me therefore proceed to lay before the Houſe what we have met with, ſince the 
paſſing of that Law.

acknowledged both in the Beginning and End of Governor Gookm's Adminiſtration yet 
occaſionally he not only queſtioned, but denied it with great Heat and Reſentment, as 


will ſoon appear. 


On the 25th of November, 1709, the Houſe addreſſed the Governor, laying before 
him their Reſolves, and ordering the Sheriff of Philadelphia County (whom they ap- 
pointed, by a Reſolve of the Houſe, their Officer for this Purpoſe) to take the Secretary 
to the County Goal, which he promiſed to obey. „ 1 

The Secretary being thus warmly proſecuted by the Houſe (ariſing in a great Meaſure 
from his extreme Attachment to the Proprietary Intereſt) and as earneſtly protected, 
both by the preſent and the former Governor, as well as others in the Magiſtrac 
at this Time, Governor Gooꝶin found himſelf neceſſitated either to ſuffer the Aſſembly 
to proceed in executing their rigorous Reſolves, or elſe to queſtion their Powers; and 


accordingly he choſe to diſpute their Right of Adjournment, when met together in a 


leſſer Number than a Quorum of the Whole Houſe, though he himſelf, as well as the 
Council and Secretary, had acknowledged their Powers ever fince their failing to make a 
Quorum on the 3 iſt of OcFober,and the firſt and 14th of November, as we have already ſhewn. 
November 26. The Sheriff, in the Execution of the Order of the Houſe, being op- 
poſed by the Governor, and the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia, reported the ſame to 
the Houſe; whereupon the Speaker acquainted him, that if the Governor thought fit 
to ſuperſede the Warrant [iſſued by the Speaker] * it muſt be by an Inſtrument in Write- 
ing; otherwiſe the Houſe could take no Notice of it, but would expect him to do his 
Duty; and he thereupon was ordered to withdraw. The Speaker acquainted the 
* Houſe, that he received a Paper laſt Night from the Governor, which contained ſome 
Account of what he had ſaid to ſome Members of Aſſembly, about the Secretary's 
Trial, Sc. which he had deſired might be communicated to the Members, as Oppor- 
tunity offered, and to the Houſe at their next Meeting; for that he could not confider 
the Aſſembly as a Houſe, ſeeing they had dropt their own Adjournment. | 
November 28. The Sheriff, being upon his Requeſt admitted into the Houſe, de- 
clared, that he had received from the Governor, a Super ſedeas to the Warrant figned 
by the Speaker againſt the Secretary, under the Governor's Hand, and Seal of the 


© Province, which he produced, and delivered to the Speaker ; which being read in the 


* Houſe; and the Contents thereof conſidered and debated, the Houſe came to | ſeveral 
Reſolutions thereupon, N. C. D. [amongſt which, the third Reſolve is] Ręſolved, that 
the Governor's Objection, that this Aſſembly is no Houſe ; becauſe, as he ſays, they 
dropt their Adjournment, is of no Weight; becauſe, if that ſhould be granted, it is 
poſiible, that by Violence of Weather, Mortality or Indiſpoſition, it may often happen, 
as it hath done heretofore, that two Thirds of the whole Number cannot meet on the

They returned, and reported, that they could not meet with the Governor, though

Thus ended this firſt Attack upon the Privilege of the Houſe, to adjourn with a leſs 
Number than a Quorum of the whole Houſe: The Governor and Council being in- 
duced to it [as ſeems clear to us] by their Defire of protecting the Secretary: And this 
is more probable” as not only the Governor himſelf, but the Council and Secretary, had 
all acknowledged the Hoſe as ſuch, {inte their failing to make a Quorum on the 31ſt 
of October, and the iſt and 14th of November, and continued ſo to do until the 25th ; 
on which Day the Speaker ſigned the Warrant to the Sheriff, to take the Secretary into 
Cuſtody in the County Goal, as appears above. 3 „ 
We find by our Minutes of the 3d Month 20, 1712, that the Houſe had adjourned 
to the 19th, on which Day there is no Minute. —— 3d Month 26, a Quorum appeared.

We know it is objected, that unleſs two Thirds of the whole Number of Repre- 
ſentatives meet on the Day of Adjournment, there can be no Houſe ; which we can 
in no wiſe allow, becauſe by the Law which requires two Thirds to make an Aſ- 
ſembly, it has been generally underſtood, that a leſſer Nuniber could not act legiſla- 
tively : But never doubted, till of late, that ſuch as met, were a Houſe, to adjourn from 
Day to Day, till they had a Quorum. And to admit of another Conſtruction, would 
render the Powers of the ſaid Royal Grant, as well as our Laws, in that Point, very 
ineffectual, and make the Act of God the Inſtrument of doing that great Wrong to 
the Powers of Aſſembly, contrary to the known Maxim and Principle of Law. |

WE have a grateful Senſe of the Governor's Care and Concern in Indian Affairs; the A Meſlage 
prudent Management of which is of great Importance to the Peace and Safety 2 17 5 
of theſe Colonies, but if it ſhould be agreeable with the Governor's Sentiments, we Governor. 
would wiſh, that ſuch as may hereafter be employed on Buſineſs with the Indians, might 
be cautioned againſt charging themſelves with Letters from every inferior French Of- 
ficer, who ſhall preſume to ſend down his Threats or pretended Claims to our Governor, 
in order to give himſelf an Air of Authority among our Indian Allies. 6: 
The Informations of Conrad Weiſer and Andrew Montour, on their Arrival in Town, 
ſince the Governor's Meſſage of the Thirteenth Inſtant, we ſuppoſe have given the Go- 
vernor, as well as the Houſe, Reaſon to believe that the Requeſt inſerted in George Crog- 
han's Journal, whieh the Governor was pleaſed to lay before the Houſe, as made by the 
Indians at Ohio to this Government, to erect a ſtrong Trading Houle in their Country, 
as well as the Danger, tis there ſaid, they apprehended from the Attempts of the French, 
have been miſunderſtood or miſrepreſented by the Perſon in whom the Governor confided 
tor the Management of that Treaty. 
We have ſeriouſly confidered the Offer made by our Proprietaries, of contributing to- 
wards building ſuch a Houſe ; but as we have always found that ſincere, upright Dealing 
with the Indians, a friendly Treatment of them on all Occaſions, and particularly in re- 
lieving their Neceſſities at proper Times by ſuitable Preſents, have been the beſt Means 
of ſecuring their Friendſhip, we could wiſh our Proprietaries had rather thought fit to 
join with us in the Expence of thoſe Preſents, the Effects of which have at all Times 
ſo manifeſtly advanced their Intereſt with the Security of our Frontier Settlements. 
As it appears from the late notorious Diſorders among the Indian Traders, as well as 
from the Repreſentation of the Magiſtrates of Cumberland, that ſome very unfit Perſons 
are at preſent employed in that Bufineſs, we hope the Governor will enjoin the Juſtices 
of the County Courts to be more careful for the future whom they recommend for 
Licences; and whatever is thought further neceſſary to enforce or amend the Laws now

IB Purſuance of the Order of the Houfe, we have examined the Journals of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Aſſemblies of this Province, on what relates to the Charges of Treaties 


and other Affairs with the Indians, by which we find, . | 
That the Expences on theſe Occaſions were very inconſiderable till the Year 1722, 
there being a Proviſion made by Law to limit them to / 50 per Annum ; and when Ac- 
counts were exhibited to the Houſe of a larger Charge on theſe Occaſions, great Cau- 
tion was uſed in allowing them. 
In the Year 1722 a general Treaty was held at Albany with the Indians of the Six 
Nations by the Governors of New-York and Virginia, at which Sir William Keith, then 
Governor of this Province, with ſeveral of his Council, was deſired by the Aſſembly to 
attend (in order to ſatisfy the Indians of the Care and Juſtice of this Government, to 
puniſh ſome Perſons, by whom one of them had been lately killed) and the Aſſembly 
agreed to advance { 230 to defray the Governor's Expences, and the Coſt of Preſents 
made to the Indians on that Occaſion. | 
From that Time till the Year 1727, there does not appear to have been any Expences 


on theſe Affairs paid by the Public, but in that Year an Account amounting to about 


L 70 being exhibited, the Aſſembly allowed one Half of it, and left the reſt to be paid 
by the Proprietary. 1 | | 
In the Year 1728 ſome unuſual Apprehenſions of Danger from the Indians appeared, 
and the Province being at that Time under great Difficulties in other Reſpects (from 
ſome Party Diſputes then ſubſiſting) the Aſſembly requeſted Governor Gordon to hold 
a Treaty with the Indians, and promiſed to pay the Expences of it : And this is the firſt 
Inſtance we find of a general Engagement made by any Aſſembly of this Kind; and we 


apprehend, the Circumſtances of the Proprietary Family at that Time induced the 


Repreſentatives of the People freely to contribute more of the Public Money than 
uſual, to anſwer the preſſing Exigencies of that Occaſion. h 

After which, the firſt Article of Expence is in 1733, the Year after the Arrival of 
our Proprietary THomas PENN in this Province, at which Time the People paid the 


Expence of a Treaty with the Indians, being defirous of demonſtrating their Reſpect to 


the Proprietary Family, and of preſerving the Memory of our firſt worthy Proprietary 


in the Minds of the Indians, with that Reverence and Reſpect they have ever profeſſed 
for him. R 5 | 
And the ſame Conſiderations, we believe, induced the Aſſembly, on the Arrival of 
our Proprietary JoHN PENN, to defray the Expence of a Treaty with ſome Indians, 
who came down to pay him a Viſit. 
Theſe, we apprehend, were the Reaſons, by which the People were firſt induced to 


bear ſo large a Part of the Expences on Indian Affairs; yet conſtantly there appear Proofs 
of the People conſidering theſe Contributions as their free Gift: And in ſeveral Inſtances 


we find they refuſed to pay more than Half of the Charge on theſe Occaſions, leaving 
the reſt to be paid by the Proprietary. 5 
After the Commencement of the late War, the Aſſembly thought it proper to de- 


monſtrate, that they were not induced by mercenary Motives, to refuſe joining in the 
making any Military Preparations, and therefore contributed towards cultivating our 


ſent Opportunity ſeems to us very proper to enter into the Conſideration of the Propor- 


Friendſhip with the Indians, and on ſeveral other Occaſions, more largely, than before 
that Time had ever been done by their Predeceſſors. | 
But the Danger of introducing Precedents of this Kind ſeems to us very manifeſt in 


this Inſtance ; their Liberality in granting theſe large Supplies being now interpreted to 


authorize the fixing the whole Charge of Indian Affairs on the Public. And as the ge- 


nerous Allowances lately made (amounting within four Years paſt to near F£ 5000) 


have had the deſired good Effect of confirming our Alliances with the Indians, the pre- 


tion the People ſhould pay of ſuch Charges as may hereafter ariſe on the like Occaſions; 
which is nevertheleſs ſubmitted to the Houſe.

our Paper Currency, &c. made their Report in Writing, which was read, and is as 
follows, viz. ; | 


JN Obedience to the Order of the Houſe, your Committee have enquired into the 
State and Circumſtances of the Paper Currency of this Province, our foreign and 

domeſtic Trade, Numbers of People, &c. and do find ; 
That in the Year 1723 the firſt Experiment of Paper Money was made in Pennſyl- 

vania, by ſtriking and emitting on Loan, upon real Securities, the Sum of Fifteen Thou- 


and Pounds. And the ill Conſequences apprehended by ſome, as neceſſarily attending 


ſuch a Currency, not appearing, but on the contrary great and manifeſt Advantages to 
the Public immediately enſuing, the Government were induced to paſs another Act 
the ſame Year, for iſſuing a farther Sum of Thirty Thouſand Pounds. 

Experience demonſtrating more and more the Benefit arifing from this Currency to 
the Province, by the Encreaſe of 'Trade and People, and Improvement of Lands, and 
the Sum of Forty-five Thouſand Pounds not being found ſufficient for the Occaſions of 
Commerce, the General Aſſembly did, in the Year 1729, ſtrike and emit a farther Sum 
of Thirty Thouſand Pounds, and in 1739 a ſmall additional Sum, with which, the whole

That in 1723, and for ſome Years before, the Trade of this Province languiſhed for 
Want of a Medium; Building and Planting were diſcouraged, and the Inhabitants in 
b 20. City and Country rather diminiſhed than encreaſed. This is not only confiſtent with 
the Knowledge of ſome of your Committee, who well remember the diſtreſſed Cir. 
cumſtances of the People at thit Time, that many Tradeſmen and others left the Coun. 

try, and that a great Number of Houſes were vacant and untenanted in the City: But 

the ſwift Declenſion of our Trade appears from the Cuſtom-houſe Entries, where 

we find, that the Veſſels cleared from the Port of Philadelphia in the Year 1721 were 
130, in 1722 but 110, and in 1723 only 85. . 

From that Period both the City and Country have flouriſhed and encreaſed in a moſt 
ſurprizing Manner. The Encreaſe of the City appears even to the Eye of every com- 

mon Obſerver, the Number of new Buildings much exceeding the Old. It appears alſo 

by comparing the Bills of Mortality: For in the Year 1722 the Burials in Philadelpbia, 

of all Ages, Sects and Colours, amounted to no more than 188, an exact Account being 
for that Vear publiſhed monthly. Of the preceeding and next following Years we find 

no Account; but from November 20, 1729, to November 19, 1730, the Burials were 

2443 and from November 18, 1731, to November 16, 1732, they were 254, notwith- 
ſtanding that in the intermediate Year, the Small-pox raging in the Town, had alone 

carried off near 240 Perſons, and ſwell'd the Bill for that Year to 490. From hence to 

1738, no Account is come to our Hands; but from December 25, 1738, to December 

25, 1744, the Burials amounted to 3179, which being, at a Medium, 454 per Annum, 

ſhews the great Encreaſe of Inhabitants to that Time; and ſince 1744, the Encreaſe is 
thought rather to have exceeded in Proportion. | 9 1 

Vour Committee have endeavoured to procure from the yearly Tax Books, Accounts 

of the Number of taxable Inhabitants in the Counties of this Province for ſeveral Years, 

ſince the firſt ſtriking of Paper Money; and though the Accounts they have obtained 

are not ſo perfect as could be wiſhed (ſome of thoſe Books being loſt or miſlaid) yet they 

find ſufficient to ſhew that a very great Addition has been made, viz. In the City and 

County of Philadelphia, it appears that there were in the Year 1720 but 1995 Taxables; 

in the Year 1740 they amounted to 4850; and in the Year 1751 they were 7100. 

For the County of Bucks we have only obtained an Account of the preſent Number 
of Taxables, which amounts to 3012, excluſive of the Moravians at Bethlehem, whoſe 
Numbers are unknown: But inaſmuch as there were few or no Settlements above Dur- 

„ ham before 1723, and that there are now ſo many as to be formed into a new County 
5m by this Aﬀembly; and the Lower Settlements are grown much thicker, not only by

fince which we have no Account, but it is well known that within theſe five Years the 
Engliſh Trade is greatly augmented. = 

Our Domeſtic or Inland Trade is ſo connected with and dependent on our foreign 
Commerce, that it is difficult to diſtinguiſh, or obtain any ſeparate Account of it: 
But that it muſt have encreaſed proportionably with the People, is eaſy to conceive ; 
that our Indian Trade particularly is extended many hundred Miles farther Weſtward, 
to numerous, new and ſtrange Nations, is well known ; and that the Number of Wag- 


gons employed in exchanging and conveying Commodities from one Part of the Pro- 


vince to another, has been very greatly augmented within theſe few Years, is a Matter 
of common and general Obſervation. 

Furniſhing the Country with a Medium of Trade, and of a Kind that could not, to 
any Purpoſe, be exported, as it facilitated mutual Commerce, leſſened our Taxes by the 
Intereſt it produced, and made it more eaſy for every one to obtain ready Pay for his 
Labour, Produce or Goods (a Medium ſo evidently wanted at the Time Paper Money 
was firſt iſſued) has doubtleſs been one great Means of the ſubſequent Encreaſe of our 
Trade and People, by inducing Strangers to come and ſettle among us. But your Com- 
mittee conceive, that the Manner of iſſuing this Medium contributed no leſs to thoſe 


happy Effects than the Medium itſelf. It was by the Laws directed to be emitted on 


Loan, in Sums of Twelve Pounds Ten Shillings, and upwards, not exceeding One Hun- 
dred Pounds to one Perſon, for a long Term, on eaſy Intereſt, and payable in yearly 
Quotas ; which put it in the Power of many to purchaſe Lands, and make Plantations, 
(the Loan-Office enabling them to pay the Purchaſe ſo eafily) and thereby to acquire 
Eſtates to themſelves, and to ſupport and bring up Families; but who, without that 
Aſſiſtance, would probably have continued longer in a ſingle State, and as Labourers 
for others, or have quitted the Country in Search of better Fortune. This eaſy Means 
of acquiring landed Eſtates to themſelves, has, we ſuppoſe, been one principal Encou- 
ragement to the great Removal hither, of People from Ireland and Germany, where the 

were only, and could ſcarce ever expect to be other than Tenants. And that happy 
Contrivance in our Money Laws, by which the yearly Quotas are, as faſt as paid in, 
re-emitted to other Borrowers, makes the ſame Quantity of Currency ſerviceable in 
their Turns to a much greater Number of People; thereby leſſening the Neceſſity and 
Demand for ſtriking great additional Sums, which, if carried to Exceſs, might depre- 


ciate the Value of the Currency. 

Yet had this eaſy Method of obtaining Money for the Purchaſe and Improvement of 
Lands, kept Pace, as it ought to have done, with the growing Numbers of People, 
your Committee conceive, that our Encreaſe, great as it is, would probably have been 
much greater : For during many Years paſt, through the Smallneſs of the Sum to be 
from Time to Time re-emitted, not only thoſe admitted to borrow were obliged to be 
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content with ſmall Proportions, but many who could give ample Security, have been 


delayed and diſappointed. Even at this preſent Time, though Applications by failing 
of Succeſs have been ſo much diſcouraged, we are informed there are no leſs than 1000 
Appliers on the Lift, who wait their Turn to be ſupplied. And within theſe Ten Years, 
a vaſt Multitude of our Inhabitants have, to procure Settlements, wandered away to 
other Places. | . | 
| That it ſhould be eaſy for the induſtrious Poor to obtain Lands, and acquire Property 
in a Country, may indeed be chargeable with one Inconvenience, to wit, that it kee 

up the Price of Labour, and makes it more difficult for the old Settler to procure work 


ing Hands, the Labourers very ſoon ſetting up for themſelves: (And accordingly we 
find, that though perhaps not lefs than 30,000 Labourers have been imported into this 
Province within theſe Twenty Years, Labour continues as dear as ever.) Yet this In- 
convenience is perhaps more than balanced by the riſing Value of his Lands, oecaſioned 
by Encreafe of People; and to the Public in general, Numbers of ſubſtantial Inhabi- 
tants have been always reckoned an Advantage. -In fine, by rendering the Means of

purchaſing Land eaſy to the Poor, the Dominions of the Crown are ſtrengthened and 
extended; the Proprietaries diſpoſe of their Wilderneſs Territory; and the Britiſb Na- 
tion ſecures the Benefit of its Manufactures, and, encreaſes the Demand for them: For 
ſo long as Land can be eaſily procured for Settlements between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, ſo long will Labour be dear in America; and while Labour continues dear, we 
can never rival the Artificers, or interfere with the Trade of our Mother Country.

and were ſo kind as to give him all the Encouragement he could expect, to forward the 
Undertaking aforeſaid, and being ſatisfied that the ſame would be a great Burthen and

and brought an Account, that 240 Indians, headed by two Frenchmen, had, in an hoſtile 
Manner, attacked a Village of the Twightwees, and killed 14 Indians and one white 
Man, and carried away five other white Men Priſoners; that ſaid Burney being in the 
* Twightwee Country at the Time of the Attack, ſaw one of their Chiefs, who deſired 
* him to take a Meſſage to the Governor of Pennſylvania; which, with a Scalp and five 
Strings of Wampum delivered with it, were incloſed in the Letter. That the Go- 
vernor, by the Return of the Expreſs, ordered Thomas Burney to come immediately 
* to him, in order to be examined concerning this Matter; but as he is not come, nor 
has the Governor any Tidings of him, the Whole reſts on Mr. Calendars Letter.” 

A Petition from Tench Francis, Eſq; his Majeſty's Attorney-General of this Province, 
was preſented to the Houle and read, ſetting forth, that the Buſineſs of his Office has, 
for ſome Years paſt, greatly encreaſed, by large Importations of People from ſeveral 
Parts of Europe, and the unuſual Reſort of fugitive Servants, Convicts, and other wicked 
Perſons hither from ſome of the neighbouring Plantations ; that the legal Fees due from 
the Accuſed, a fourth Part of which, through the Poverty of Criminals, hath never 
been paid to the Petitioner, are not, upon the Whole, a Compenſation for the great 
Trouble and Expence in carrying on and attending public Proſecutions ; that on theſe 
Conſiderations, this Houſe hath generally given the Attorney-General an annual Salary;

ſome Friends, he obtained his Liberty, and went to Paris to ſolicit the Reſtitution of 


his Goods : But after three Months Attendance in vain, he could obtain nothing ; and 


was told, his Goods were confiſcated, he being, as they pretended, found trading with- 
in the Limits of their Country. On which he returned to this his native Country, but 
is totally ruined by the ſaid Proceedings of the French, which if they continue, our In- 
dian Trade muſt at length be quite diſcouraged and loſt to this Province: Therefore the 
Petitioner prays this Houſe would take the Premiſes, with his unhappy Caſe, into Con- 
ſideration, and afford him ſuch Relief as to their Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet.

furniſhed the Governor with the State of our Paper Currency, to be tranſmitted to thi 
Lords for Trade and Plantations, although he had received from the Repreſentatives of 
the preceding Year a full and impartial Account of all the Bills of Credit then current; 
and an Account of the Rates of Gold and Silver, from the Year 1700 to that Time, 
ſtated and tranſmitted in Compliance with the Directions of the Board of Trade, dated 
Fuly 5, 1739, founded upow two Addreſſes from the Houſe of Lords, and two Addreſ- 
ſes from the Houſe of Commons, of the 13th of June preceding, as appears by the Mi- 
nutes of this Houſe. And again upon the Duke of Bedford's Letter to our preſent Go- 
vernor, in Purſuance of an Addreſs from the Houſe of Commons to the King, upon, 
the zoth of May 1749, the Aſſembly drew up, with great Care and Exactneſs, a third 
State of our Bills of Credit, the Times appointed by Law for paying in and finking the 
ſame, and the Value of the whole Sum in Sterling Money of Great-Britam, which 
they preſented to the Governor on the 18th of October 1749, with a Meſſage, recom- 
mending it to his Care to be tranſmitted purſuant to the Directions he had received. 

5. That your Committee are well aſſured theſe ſeveral: States of our Paper Currency, 
and the laſt particularly, have been tranſmitted, and carefully examined by the Houſe 
of Commons on the 15th of March 1750, and from thence repeatedly to the End of 
that Seſſions of Parliament, as is evident from the Votes of the Houſe of Commons, 
where it appears, on that Day, That Mr. Comptroller preſented to the Houſe, pur- 
« ſuant to their Addreſs to his Majeſty of the 3oth of May 1749, the State of News- 
© Ferſey Currency, the State of Rhode-1fland Currency, the State of North-Carolina 
« Currency, the State of South- Carolina Currency, the State of Pennſylvania Currency, 
© the State of the Currency of the Counties of New-Caftle, Kent and Suſſex, the State 
« of New-Hampſhire Currency, the State of Mafjſachuſetts-Bay Currency, and the State 
« of New-York Currency; all which ſaid States were ordered to lie upon the Table, to 
be peruſed by the Members of the Houſe: The Reſult of which Examination termi- 
nated in a Bill, entituled, An Act to reſtrain Paper Bills of Credit in his Majeſty's Colo- 
nies, or Plantations of Rhode-Iſland and Providence Plantations, Connecticutt, te Maſ- 
ſachuſetts Bay and New-Hampſhire, which paſſed the Houſe of Commons on the 1oth, 
was agreed to by the Houſe of Lords on the 18th, and received the Royal Aſſent on the 
25th of June 1751; by Means whereof, the other Colonies, notwithſtanding the ill 
Impreſſions the Conduct of ſome of them had made upon the Members of that honour- 
able Houſe, were left in the full Poſſeſſion of their reſpective Rights, in regard to a Pa- 
per Currency, and continue ſo to this Day. _ 

6. That the Governor, long ſince the Date of that Inſtruction, has received a Com- 
miſſion from our Proprietaries, with the Approbation of the Crown; and we hope he 
is at full Liberty to paſs all our Laws upon the Terms granted us by the Royal and Pro- 
vincial Charters, without thinking himſelf gt all concerned in an additional Inſtruction, 
expreſly directed to a former Governor, the Subſtance of which has, many Years ſince, 
been printed with our Minutes; and which, as it was temporary, and the State of our 
Bills of Credit, to which it referred, has, fince that Time, been ſo carefully examined, 
in a Britiſh Parliament, ſo much to our Advantage, we hope and preſume, has anſwered 
all the Purpoſes intended, without putting us under the diſagreeable Neceſſity of exa- 
mining the Validity of that Inſtruction; and this we have the greater Reaſon to expect, 
when we conſider, that, upon the ſeveral Applications made to our Governor for an Ad- 
dition to our Paper Currency, he has been pleaſed repeatedly to make Objections of 
different. Kinds, and particularly when the Bill for reſtraining his Majeſty's Colonies in

Royal Grant, and our Provincial Charter, by which the Proprietary confirms them to 
the Freemen of this Province, we claim our Privileges. How far the Clauſe propoſed 
to be added to the Bill is deſtructive of thoſe Privileges, we leave to the Houſe to deter- 
mine ; and how far the Proprietaries may apprehend it injurious to their Rights, we 
preſume will appear by the Minutes of this Houſe, whilſt the Bill above-mentioned, 
for reſtraining Bills of Credit in the Plantations, was depending. That Bill, or one of 
the ſame Tenor nearly, was firſt framed in the Year 1744, again re-afſumed in 1748, 
and at length rejected by the Juſtice of a Britiſb Parliament; but as it was brought 
into the Houſe, and for ſome Time ſupported by ſeveral Members of great Weight and 
Influence, the Fears of that Bill became very alarming, and this the Governor himſelf 
ſeems to have been very ſenſible of, in his Meſſage of the 16th of October 1749, in which 
he is pleaſed to ſay, I take it for granted, we are all ſenſible of the miſchievous Ten- 
« dency of the Bill that was brought into Parliament the laſt Year, to regulate and re- 
* ſtrain Paper Bills of Credit in the Plantations (in which there was a Clauſe to enforce 
ce the Orders of the Crown in his American Dominions and it is not improbable that 
«* ſomething of the ſame Kind may be offered in the enſuing Seſſion; I perſuade myſelf 
* you will think it convenient to give your Agent full Inſtructions upon this Subject, 
in caſe it ſhould become neceſſary for him to oppoſe it; the Honourable Proprieta- 
* ries at that Time laboured indefatigably, and with Succeſs, to avert the Miſchicts 
* that threatened this Province from the Paſſing of the ſaid Bill; and JI have it in Com- 


* mand from them to aſſure you of their Aſſiſtance upon all future Occaſions, wherein 


* the Welfare and Happineſs of the People of this Province may be concerned. 
Having thus conſidered the Clauſe, as founded upon an additional Inſtruction from 
the Lords Juſtices to Governor Thomas, near thirteen Years ago, and long before the 
Settling the States of the Bills of Credit in the American Plantations; and alſo laid be- 
fore the Houſe ſo much of the Royal Charter as immediately concerns the propoſed 
Amendment : Your Committee beg Leave to add, . that we have likewiſe examined the 
Laws of this Province, a conſiderable Number of which were enacted by Governor 
Fletcher, under the immediate Powers of the Crown, and are well aſſured, that here 
has never been one ſingle Inſtance of the paſſing of any Law under the e "of 
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contended for by the Governor, from the firſt Settlement of this Province to the pre- 1753.

Wy mMination of our Laws, a conſiderable Nnmber of which were enacted under the im- 
Sepremb*r 5. mediate Powers of the Crown; and we are well aſſured, there has never been one 
ſingle Inſtance of the paſſing of any Law under the Reſtrictions now contended for by 
the Governor from the firſt Settlement of our Province to this Day. This has led us 
into an Enquiry, why ſo dangerous an Experiment ſhould be now preſſed upon us, as 

we conceive, without the leaſt apparent Neceſſity. 


The Governor, it is true, has been pleaſed to inform us, that it is founded upon an 

Inſtruction from the Lords Juſtices to the late Governor; but we intreat he would con- 
ſider, how far an additional Inſtruction, dated in 1740, expreſly directed to a former Go. 
vernor, and which in its own Nature appears temporary, and the Ends long fince an- 
ſwered, can be binding upon him. 0 
That though it was directed to a Governor of this Province, it neither did, nor could 
ſuit our Circumſtances either at that Time, or any other Time before or fince ; that it 
was temporary, and that the Ends propoſed by that Inſtruction have been anſwered, ap- 
pear very clear to us when we conſider, that the effectual putting in Execution the Ad 
of the Sixth. of Queen ANNE, for aſcertaining the Rates of foreign Coins in America, 
the various and illegal Currencies introduced in ſeveral of the Colonies, the miſerable De- 
fection from that Act, as well as the reſpective Acts by which ſuch Currencies were 
originally iſſued, the Diſcouragement it brought on the Commerce of Great-Britar, 
the Confuſion in Dealings, and the Lefſening of Credit in thoſe Parts, are the Foun- 
dations both of the Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons to the King, and in Purſuance 
of that Addreſs, of the additional Inſtruction, to which the Governor is pleaſed to 
refer. ” +: 

That this could never ſuit our Province at any Period ſince the Emiſſion of our Bills 
of Credit, muſt be very apparent to the Governor himſelf, and is moſt clearly demon- 
ſtrable from the Dates of the Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons, and additional In- 
ſtruction, with the Report of the Board of Trade, and Royal Aſſent to the Act for emit- 
ting the largeſt Sum of Bills of Credit that had ever been current amongſt us. 

The Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons we find to be on the 25th of April, 1740, 
the additional Inſtruction on the 2 1ſt of Auguſt following, founded upon that Addreſs; 
and about the ſame Time, 0 wit, on the 16th Day of April, 1740, the Bords of Trade 
upon the Act for the more effettual preſerving the Credit of our Paper Money, &c. and 
the Act for reprinting, exchanging and re-emitting all the Bills of Credit, and for ſtriking 
the further Sum of Eleven Thouſand One Hundred and Ten Pounds Five Shillings, e. 
report, that as theſe Acts relate to Paper Money, they. took the Senſe of the Mer- 

_ © chants trading to that Province upon them, who were of Opinion, that they were not 
only reaſonable, but likewiſe neceſſary for carrying on the Commerce of that Country;” 
and in Purſuance of that Report, on the 12th Day of May, 1740, the King was gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to confirm thoſe Acts in a full Council. 

If then the Governor will be pleaſed to compare the Dates of the Report of the Board 
of Trade with the Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons, the Confirmation of our Paper 
Money Acts, and the Lords Juſtices Inſtruction, we make no Doubt he muſt be ſen- 
ſible, that Bills of Credit, emitted in Virtue of Laws reported to be not only reaſon- 
able, but the Sum itſelf ſo emitted neceſſary for carrying on the Commerce of the 
Country, cannot poſſibly agree with Bills of Credit illegally iſſued, by Means whereof 
the Trade of Great-Britain is diſcouraged, Confuſion in Dealings introduced, and all 
Credit leflened ; and in Conſequence the Inſtruction, or the Addreſs of the Houſe of 
Commons, could not poſſibly ſuit the Circumſtances of this Province at that Time. 

To evidence this more clearly, if that can be, the Report of the Board of Trade to 
the Houſe of Commons the Twenty-firſt of January, 1740, ſets forth, that in Purſu- 
ance of the Addreſs abovementioned, on the Twenty-fifth of April preceding, his Ma- 

jeſty had been pleaſed to direct them to prepare, in order to lay before the then Seſſions 
of Parliament, an Account of the Tenour and Amount of the Bills of Credit which had 
been iſſued in the ſeveral Britiſp Colonies, &c. Whereupon they did immediately ſend 
circular Letters to all the Governors of his Majeſty's Plantations in America, reciting the 
ſaid Addreſs, and directing them forthwith to prepare and tranſmit the ſeveral Accounts 
therein required, as by a Copy of one of the ſaid circular Letters, which they had there- 
unto. annexed, would more fully appear; from whence it is unqueſtionably clear, that 
the Lords of Trade formed one circular Letter to be ſent through all the Colonies how- 
ever differently circumſtanced; and this nearly in the Terms both of the Inſtruction 
of the Lords Juſtices, and of the Addreſs of that Honourable Houſe, on the 2 5th of 
April preceding; although at the ſame Time they acknowledge, that being deſtitute of 
proper Information, it could not be expected they ſhould be able to lay before the Houſe 
an adequate Remedy for the Evils complained of, and the rather becauſe the Circum- 
ſtances of the ſeveral Provinces being various and very different, each Provinee might 
require a diſtin& Conſideration. But they proceed to ſay, being deſirous as 4 as in

But if the Liberty the Governor contends for can mean that we muſt allow him to 
judge for himſelf, how far he may or may not obey ſuch Royal Inſtructions, at his own 
Riſk (as his Majeſty's higheſt Diſpleaſure is threatened againſt him particularly) and 
at his own Pleaſure too, then we muſt own we are at a Loſs to diſtinguiſh: any great 
Difference between the miſchievous Tendency of an Act to inforce all Orders and In- 
ſtructions of the Crown whatever, and the Neceſſity the Governor is pleaſed to think we 
are under to allow him the Power of inforcing them whenever he ſhall think fit; with 
this Preference, however, that we would far rather chuſe to ſubmit burſelves, and our 
Cauſe, to the King, and the Juſtice of a Britiſb Parliament, than to the mere Will of

tend for; and we have no Reaſon to doubt, all Men of Underſtanding and Candour will 
prefer a regular Courſe of Laws, occaſionally ſuited to the Times, and framed by the 
Repreſentatives of the People annually choſen, and aſſented to by their Governor, to a 
Series of Inſtructions ſent for that Purpoſe from fo great a Diſtance. HE 
For our own Part, we are fully ſatisfied and aſſured, that ſo long as we continue in our 
Duty and Loyalty to the beſt of Kings, who has been pleaſed to declare, That nothing 
in this World can give him ſo much Pleaſure as to ſee {his Subjects] a flouriſhing and happy 
People; and neither claim nor deſire other or greater Privileges than thoſe we have a 
Right to, under the Grant of his Royal Predeceflors, we can have nothing to fear from 
the King or a Britiſb Parliament: And as it is our Duty to defend theſe in the beſt 
Manner we are able, in the faithful Diſcharge of ſo high a Truſt, we ſhall have the Sa- 
tisfaction of our own Minds, and, we hope, the Countenance of all good Men, not- 
withſtanding the Governor's Opinion, that the Charge made againſt this Province 
(among other Charter Provinces) by the Board of Trade, is not much to our Ad-

© I have received a Letter from the Right Honourable the Earl of Holderneſſe, one of 
* his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State, which, with others of the like Tenor to all 
* his Majeſty's Governors on the Continent, was ſent Expreſs by a Sloop of War to 
Virginia; wherein his Majeſty lays his Royal Commands on me, in caſe the Subjeds 
of any foreign Prince ſhall have preſumed to make Encroachments, erect Forts, or 
commit any other Hoſtilities within his Majeſty's Dominions, if, after repreſenting to 
them the Injuſtice of their Proceedings, they do not deſiſt, to draw forth the armed 
Force of the Province, and to endeavour to repel Force by Force; and to call the 
Aſſembly, and to engage them to grant ſuch Supplies as the Exigency of Affair

Gentlemen, French Forts and French Armies ſo near us will be everlaſting Goads 
in our Sides; our Inhabitants from thence will feel all the Miſeries and dreadful Ca- 
lamities that have been heretofore ſuffered by our neighbouring Colonies; all thoſe 
Outrages, Murders, Rapines and Cruelties, to which their People have been expoſed,

Power towards preſerving or reſtoring this Harmony, we have referred that Part of the 


Governor's Meſſage to be conſidered independent of the Royal Commands, and other 
preſſing Affairs recommended to us at this Time, in order that no ſeparate Intereſts of 
our own, Which can poſſibly be avoided, may interfere with the Common Good of 
theſe his Majeſty's Colonies on the Continent of America. 5 1 
Under theſe Conſiderations we have deliberately conſidered the other Matters con- 
tained in the Governor's Meſſages, and Letters to which they refer, in which we can- 
not but obſerve ſome Differences between the Royal Orders, ſignified by the Earl of 
Holderneſſe's Letter, as well as the Letter from the Lords of Trade, of the Eighteenth 
of September laſt, and the Light in which the Governor is pleaſed to repreſent them in 
his Meſſage of the Fourteenth Inſtant, for which Reaſon we ſhall undoubtedly ſtand ex- 
cuſed if we recur to the Letters themſelves for the Rule of our Conduct in this great 
Affair. | 
The Earl of Holderneſſe, in his Letter of the Twenty-eighth of Augu/t laſt, has very 
minutely and preciſely directed the ſeveral Steps to be taken, and the Cautions to be 
uſed by the Governors of the Colonies, in regard to their own Defence, or when called 
upon by the-neighbouring Provinces, or any others of his Majeſty's Colonies, for their 
mutual Aſſiſtance in Support of the general Intereſt of the Britiſb Dominions on the 
Continent; in which, as it is his Majeſty's Determination not to be the Aggreſſor, they 


are moſt ſtrictly commanded and enjoined, not to make Uſe of an armed Force, except- 


ing within the undoubted Limits of his Dominions, and in that Caſe, under ſuch Re- 
ſtrictions only as are particularly ſet forth in the Royal Order. 3208 
As it would be highly preſumptuous in us to pretend to judge of the undoubted Li- 
mits of his Majeſty's Dominions on the Continent, ſo neither ought we to fix the 
Boundaries of this Province, beyond which, we apprehend, our own Forces are ſtrictl 
enjoined by no means to act as Principals, eſpecially as the Governor has not been pleaſed to 
furniſh us with any Materials for that Enquiry, were we ſo inclined, or were we the 
proper Judges; nor has he made the neceſſary Requiſition, or called upon us to refiſt any 
hoſtile Attempts made upon any Part of his Majeſty's Dominions within this Govern- 
ment, but to grant ſuch a Supply as might enable him to raiſe. Forces, to be ready to 
join thoſe of Virginia early in March, upon Potowmack. Under theſe. Circumſtances, 


we hope, the Governor will concur with us, the moſt prudent. Part will be to wait the 


Reſult of the Government of Virginia, as there is no Proviſion yet made there, ſo far as we 
know, for the raiſing any Forces on this Occaſion; nor in Maryland, their neigh- 
bouring Colony, or Neu- Jerſey, equally engaged in the general Intereſt of the Britiſb 
Dominions on this Continent, though the Governors have called upon their reſpective 
Aſſemblies for that Purpoſe, in Purſuance of the Royal Command fignified to them in 
the circular Letter from the Earl of Holderneſſe, as above; and this Caution, we pre- 
ſume, is more eſpecially becoming us, as it is well known the Aſſemblies of this Pro- 
vince are generally compoſed of a Majority who are conſcientiouſly principled againſt 
War, and repreſent a well-meaning peaceable People, deeply ſenſible of the great Fa- 
vours, Protection and Privileges they enjoy under the preſent Royal Family, and there- 
fore ready and willing to demonſtrate their Duty and Loyalty, by giving ſuch Sums of 
Money to the King's Uſe, upon all ſuitable Occaſions, as may conſiſt with our Circum- 
{tances, or can be reaſonably expected from ſo young a Colony. | 

By the Accounts now before us, we find we have contracted a Debt. of about 
Fourteen Hundred Pounds, for Preſents to the Indians, and other Charges arifing from 
the late Treaty held at Carliſle, which we ſhall diſcharge chearfully, notwithſtanding 
our Proprietaries refuſe to contribute any Part of our Indian Expences, which have in- 
creaſed upon us exceedingly within theſe few Years ; nevertheleſs we return our Ac- 
knowledgements to the Governor for his Care and prudent Conduct on that Occaſwn, 
as well as to the Gentlemen who, under the Governor's Commiſſion, held the Treaty 
at that critical Juncture, to our Satisfaction, and, we hope, not only to our own, but 
to the general Intereſt of theſe Colonies, by demonſtrating to our Indian Allies the good 
Faith with which the Subjects of Great-Britain fulfil their Treaties, and the ready Aſ- 
ſiſtance they may depend on under their Wants and Neceſſities. 

The Letter from the Lords of Trade having left both the Time and Place of holding 
a Treaty with the Six Nations, to the Governor of New-York, he has thought fit to 
appoint it to be held at Albany, on the Thirteenth or Fourteenth of June next, as the 
Governor has been pleaſed to inform us: However inconvenient it may appear to us to 
hold our Treaties with the Indians at Albany, yet as all his Majeſty's Colonies, whoſe 
Intereſt and Security are connected with, or depend upon, the Six Nations, are invite 
to join in this Interview, if the Governor ſhould think it may be for the Intereſt or Ad- 
vantage of this Province, to appoint Commiſſioners to be joined with thoſe of the other 
Governments on this Occaſion, we ſhall be willing to make the proper Proviſion for 
that Purpoſe, together with a ſmall Preſent; but as we have been already at ſo ug

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Gderable an Expence at our late Treaty, it cannot be expected, nor do we apprehend it 17 54. 
would anſwer any good Purpoſe, to make it very large at this Timm. N 
We are now to join with the Governor, in bewailing the miſerable Situation of our * 
Indian Trade, carried on (ſome few excepted) by the vileſt of our own Inhabitants, and 
Convicts imported from Great- Britain and Ireland, by which Means the Engh/h Nation 
is unhappily repreſented among our Indian Allies in the moſt diſagreeable Manner. Theſe 
trade without Control, either beyond the Limits, or at leaſt beyond the Power of our 
Laws, debauching the Indians and themſelves with ſpirituous Liquors, which they now 
make, in a great Meaſure, the principal Article of their Trade, in dire& Violation of 
our Laws, ſupplied, as we are informed, by ſome of the Magiſtrates who hold a Com- 
miſſion under this Government, and other Inhabitants of our back Counties. Theſe 
Laws now in Force, if duly put in Execution, we hope, would in a great Meaſure re- 
dreſs the Grievances complained of ; but that no Endeavours may be wanting on our 
Part, we have appointed a Committee to conſider if any Thing further in our Power 
can be done to remedy theſe Evils, and to bring in a Bill accordingly.”

c Witk regard to the Firſt; you are pleaſed to ſay, that it is clear to you, that both 
Governor Thomas, and the Houſe too agreed in the eſſential Point, viz. That the 
additional Inſtruction was binding upon neither of them. And that the Aſſembly, by 
making Uſe of the Diſtinction of ordinary and extraordinary Caſes, did convince him, 
© that the Inſtruction was not to be ſubmitted to on its own Terms; and therefore, by 
giving his Aſſent to an Act for granting Five Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, in 
direct Oppoſition to the King's Inſtruction, he ſhewed a greater Regard to the Senti- 
ments of that Aſſembly than you had any Reaſon to believe I have to the repeated Re- 
* queſts of your Houle. | 

There is ſomething in this Paragraph that appears to me very remarkable; and al- 
though I would not willingly harbour a Suſpicion, that the Repreſentative Body of a 
* whole Province would condeſcend to make Uſe of any Degree of Artifice (ſo unworthy 
even of private Men) to miſlead the Underſtandings of the People, merely with a View 
to aſperſe me, yet to me it has ſo much of that Appearance, that I muſt take Leave to 
examine the Fact upon which thoſe Aſſertions are founded. 35 

In the Vear 1746, the late Governor, by his Majeſty's Order, called upon the Aſ. 

ſembly for a ſufficient Quantity of Proviſions for the Subſiſtence of the Troops to be 
_ © raiſed here for the Reduction of Canada. In Anſwer to which, the Houſe acquaints 
him, that they are willing to give a Sum of Money for the King's Uſe; but, upon En- 
* quiry, find, that neither the Treaſury nor Loan-Office are furniſhed with ſuch a 
* Quantity beyond the other Exigencies of Government, as they are willing to give; 
and therefore propoſe the Striking a further Sum of Paper Money, to be placed out at In- 
« tereſt, in like Manner as are the other Bills of Credit, current by a former Act, by 
* which Means the Sum to be given might be repaid by the Intereſt of the Bills ſo 
* lent out. | 

In Anſwer to this, the Governor, by Meſſage of the Thirteenth of June, tells 
them, that he wiſhes it were as much in his Power as it is in his Inclination to agree 
with them in the Method by them propoſed for raiſing it. But that they muſt be 

* ſenſible, from the Royal Inſtruction, communicated to a former Aſſembly, that he was 
* forbid, under Pain of his Majeſty's higheſt Diſpleaſure, from paſſing any Act for 
« ſtriking Bills of Credit, without a Clauſe reſtraining its Operation until the King's 
* Pleaſure ſhould be known. 5 

In Reply to this Meſſage, the Aſſembly acquaint him, that they are willing to hope

* any extraordinary Emergency requires it. 

* Hereupon the Governor, by Meſſage of the Fourteenth of June, again acquaints

* from his Obedience to the Royal Inſtruction, immediately proceeded to paſs a Bil 

for giving Five Thouſand Pounds for the Uſe of the King, to be paid out of the Bill 
* of Credit remaining in the Loan-Office for exchanging torn and ragged Bills, and for 
* ſtriking and emitting other Bills to the ſame Value, to be ſunk by a Tax in Ten Years, 
* which Bill was afterwards enacted into a Law. : 
I I ſhould now be glad to know, Gentlemen, upon this State of the Fact, which 1 
taken from your own Minutes, what are the Proofs that have made it clear to you, 
that the late Governor agreed that the King's Inſtruction was not binding upon him, 
and that he acted in direct Oppoſition to it, ſince the very contrary is evident, as well 
from the whole Tenor of his Meſſages, as from his Perſeverance in refuſing to conſent 
to a Bill upon the uſual Terms, as the Aſſembly requeſted it (that is) without the 
< ſuſpending Clauſe; although, as an Inducement thereto, the Houſe intimated to him 
an Intention they had of making an Addition to the Five Thouſand Pounds already

every one, that the true and genuine Intention of that Inſtruction could relate wy 0

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© Emiſſions on common and ordinary Occaſions, by Means whereof, the Evils and In- 
c CI Fecified in the Body of the Inſtruction had ariſen ; and to prevent which 
for the future, appears clearly to have been the ſole End and Purpoſe of the Inſtruction. 
If again, on the other Hand, it be conſidered, that the Sum emitted in this Province, 
by Virtue of the Act of 1746, was very ſmall, and occaſioned by a very real Emer- 
* gency; that the ſame was appropriated ſolely to his Majeſty's Uſe, and that the 
Whole of it was to be ſunk in a ſhort Space of Time | Taxes, and without there 
being the leaſt Probability of its producing any of the Inconveniences complained of: 
We muſt neceſſarily allow, that the late Governor (however he might diſregard the 
« ſtrict Letter) never departed from the Spirit and Intention of the Inſtruction; and 
* therefore cannot properly be charged with having acted in dire& Oppoſition to it : 
« For it would be an Abſurdity too glaring to ſuppoſe that any Government would vo- 
« luntarily tie up the Hands of its Subjects from ſerving it, by ſuch Means as they are 
able, in Cafes of great Emergency; and that this could never have been any Part of 
his Majeſty's Intention, or that of the Parliament, in addreſſing him, is further evi- 
dent from the late Act reſpecting the Four Eaſtern Governments, who, although pro- 
«* hibited on common and ordinary Occaſions, yet, in Caſes\of real Emergency, are 
permitted to iſſue Bills of Credit, on Condition that ſufficient Funds be provided for 
* {inking the ſame in a ſhort Space of Time, which was exactly the Caſe with reſpect 
« to the Sum emitted by the Governor and Aſſembly of this Province. : 

* Having, I hope, inconteſtably proved, that the true and real Intention of the Royal 


© Inſtruction, could have been no other than to guard againſt the Abuſes enumerated in 


the Body of it, and that the Act for granting Fius Thonſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, 
* paſſed by the late Governor, in 1746, being of a ſingular and quite different Nature 
from Acts paſſed upon ordinary Occaſions, could not therefore be comprehended within 
the Meaning of the ſaid Inſtruction ; I proceed now to aſk the Gentlemen of the 
Aſſembly, whether the Diſtinctions between an Act for emitting a large Sum of Mo- 
* ney on a common and ordinary Occaſion, the Intereſt of which the Country is to reap 
the whole Benefit of, to be current for a long Term of Time without Diminution, and 
an Act directly the Reverſe of this in all Reſpects, did never occur to them ? If theſe 
Diſtinctions did occur to them, and it is next to impoſſible that they ſhould not, I aſk 
them again, with what Degree of Candour they could affect to conſider them as one 
and the ſame Caſe? And thence take Occaſion to charge me, with having leſs Incli- 
© nation to oblige the People under my Government, than my Predeceſſor. Did the 
* Houſe ever offer me a Bill of any thing like the Tenor of that of 1746, that I refuſed my 
Aſſent to? I am perſuaded they will not ſay it: How then is it poſſible they ſhould 
know, that, upon a like Occaſion, I ſhould be leſs willing than my Predeceſſor to 
© oblige them. , | 

* Secondly, With regard to the additional Inſtruction of the 'Twenty-third of July, 1721, 
* I have this to alledge for myſelf, that, previous to my Meſſage of the Seventh of Sep- 
tember, I had cauſed the Minutes of Council, and all the Papers in that Office, to be 
very carefully inſpected, without being able to diſcover the leaſt Footſteps of that or 
any other Inſtruction to the like Purpoſe. And as I had never heard of any ſuch being 
directed to the Governors of this Province, I may reaſonably claim ſome Excuſe, de- 
ſtitute as I was of the Means of Information, for having preſumed (for in Reality it is 
but a Preſumption) that no Inſtruction of that Kind had been at any Time ſent here: 
Yet, when the Houſe, without the leaſt Occafion given by me, departs from that De- 
cency, both of Matter and Language, which they muſt be ſenſible ought inviolably to 
be obſerved between the different Branches of the Legiſlature; and, inſtead of impart- 
ing to me the Information they were poſſeſſed of, touching the Matter in Controverſy, 
80 on to utter Reflections and Inſinuations of a moſt invidious Nature, I am afraid they 
wall ſtand in Need of greater Allowances for their Conduct than even a good-natured 
Man may be willing to make. Pray, Gentlemen, if I had even aſſerted, which I 
did not, that no Inſtruction like that of the Vear 1723, had ever been directed to the 
Governor of this Province, zvould it have been any great Stretch of your Charity to 
have ſuppoſed me, as I really was, ignorant of it? Or would it have been unbecoming the 
Honour of your Houſe, to one in my Station, to have enquired into the Truth of the 
Matter, before you had proceeded to charge me in Print, for I can call it no leſs,

I acknowledge, Gentlemen, you have now ſhewn me that ſuch an Inſtruction does 
* ſubſiſt; and am extremely glad to hear you at laſt declare it to be your Opinion (how- 
ever contradictory to many Parts of your Meſſage and Report) that a// Royal Orders and 


to the Royal Diſpleaſure, unleſs ſuch Inſtructions, are revoked by his Majeſty's Autho- 
© rity. If then, as you juſtly ſay, all Royal Orders and Inſtructions, unrevoked, are bind- 
ing upon the Governors to whom they are directed, and their Succeſſors too, why is ſo 
much Reſentment ſhown on your Part, on Account of my having paid Obedience to 
* thoſe Inſtructions, which, by your own Acknowledgement, I am bound to pay, under 
Pain of his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure ? Upon this Declaration of yours, I will once more 
appeal to your own Breaſts, with regard to the Reaſonableneſs of your requeſting me

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That I kept your Bill from the Month of May to the Month of Auguſt following, in 
order the better to conſider it, is very true; nor, will you deny that I had an unqueſtion- 
able Right ſo to do; but how could that poſſibly interfere with your preparing 
Bills to be paſſed into Laws in the Months of January and February preceeding, which 
is known to be the uſual Time of the Aſſembly's Sitting to do Buſineſs here? Or to 
what Purpoſe ſhould I have intimated to you any thing reſpecting that Inſtruction 


till the Bill came before you again upon my Amendments? At which Time, I had ſo 


little Apprehenſion of your objecting to the Validity of that Inſtruction, that I Jooked 
on the Bill as good as paſſed; and that not only the Members of Aſſembly, but every 
Inhabitant the leaſt converſant in public Aﬀairs, were acquainted with that ſtanding

« Fourthly, That I contend for, and have actually aſſumed, a Power over the King's In- 
ſtructions, to remember or forget, to enforce or relax them as it ſuits my Humour or 
my Purpoſe. W 

I am ſorry, Gentlemen, you ſhould have ſpent ſo much Time and Labour in endea- 
vouring to find out the Meaning of what appears to me a very plain and artleſs Sen- 
tence, in my Meſſage of the Seventh of September, and which muſt have appeared 
equally plain to you, had it been read with the ſame candid Diſpoſition with which 
it was wrote. ——Let us examine the Words themſelves, and the Occaſion of their 
being uſed, as from thence we ſhall ſee whether they will bear the Interpretation you 
have been pleaſed to put upon them. The Aſſembly, in their Meſſage of the Fifth 
of September, made Uſe of ſeveral Arguments to prove that the King's Inſtruction either 
never was, or that the Ends of it having been anſwered, it could no longer be 
binding on the Governors of this Province; and therefore hoped I would think myſelf 
not at all concerned therein, and paſs their Bill as it then ſtood; that is, in direct Op- 
poſition to the King's Inſtruction. But as I had not the good Fortune to be convinced 
by their Arguments, and as it would have been highly impertinent in me, to have en- 


tered into a Vindication of what had been adviſed by the two Houſes of Parliament, 


and aſſented to by his Majeſty, I concluded, with telling them in my Anſwer, that 
they would certainly allow me to judge for myſelf of the Neceſſity I was under of pay- 
ing Obedience to the King's Inſtruction, when a Diſregard of it was threatened with 
his Majeſty's higheſt Diſpleaſure; the Meaning of which Sentence can be no other 
than this, that as I was threatened with the King's higheſt Diſpleaſure, in caſe I diſ- 
obeyed his Inſtruction; therefore they muſt allow me to judge for myſelf, between the 
Force of the Arguments by them adduced to invalidate the ſaid Inſtruction, and my 
own Opinion of its continuing to bind me. | EX 

It is impoſſible any other Conſtruction can be fairly put upon theſe Words: And yet 
the Aſſembly, by having in the firſt Place taken ſomething for granted, which in it-

How conſiſtent it may be with the Rules of Parliamentary Proceedings, to 
take Notice of any thing reſpecting meg which does not come properly before you 
from myſelf, I leave you to judge: But I am perſuaded, that had I adminiſtered the 
like Occafion of Complaint to you, you would not have been backward in charging 
me with a Breach of your Privileges. Did any of the Amendments propoſed to the 
Paper Money Bill, look as if they had been dictated by Proprietary Inſtructions? Or 
was any thing offered on my Part, but what was common in your former Acts; ex- 
cept what I was obliged to add, in Conſequence of the King's Inſtruction?

Statute Miles South of this City; and that the Courſe of the Ohio, from that Place to 


Weningo, which the French have taken Poſſeſſion of, and from whence they have 
driven away our Traders, is to the North-Eaſt, and conſequently nearer to us. It is 
likewiſe well known, that a Perſon apprehended for committing a Murder at Shanop- 


pin, which lies ſtill South of Logs-Town, was tried in the Supreme Court at Philadel- 
phia, and the Evidence of the Place being within the Limits of this Province was ſo 


clear to the Court and Jury, that he was convicted of Manſlaughter, and ſuffered his Pu- 
niſhment accordingly. Upon this Occaſion I muſt needs tell you; Gentlemen, that if 


you really did make this Enquiry, and received Satisfaction therein, your Sup- 


preſſion of the Truth is extremely diſingenious with regard to me; and that if you did 
not make it, I can impute the Neglect to no othe: Cauſe, than a Defire to have a 
plauſible Excuſe for not paying a proper Regard to his Majeſty's Commands.

That all the ſeveral Accounts, which ſpeak of the Courſe of the Road, do agree, that 


it is very winding and crooked in many Places, to avoid Creeks and Swamps, and very

Inſtant, which neither relate to the Royal Orders, under our immediate Con- 
ſideration, nor to this Houſe, are ſuch as, on Reflection, he will think not altogether 
ſuited to preſerve that Harmony between the ſeveral Branches of the Legiſlature fo ne- 
ceſſary at all Times, and eſpecially on this important Occaſion; but as the Governor, 
in order to obtain this good End, profeſſes himſelf ready to contribute every Thing in 
his Power, .conſiſtent with his Honour, and the Truſt repoſed in him, we ſhall moſt

We 
then were of Opinion, and ſtill think, the ſafeſt Method for us to conduct ourſelves in 
Obedience to the Royal Commands (equally binding on the Governor and us) would be 
to recur to Lord Holder neſſès Letter, in which only thoſe Royal Orders were preciſely 
ſet forth, wherever we judged they differed from the Governor's Sentiments, or the 


Words of his Meſſage to the Houſe on that Occaſion ; yet this is unhappily imputed to 3 


us as an Endeavour to elude their Force, and a Pretence, in ſome Meaſure, for not 
complying with them, although, as the Governor is pleaſed to ſay, it was impoſſible 
we could have underſtood that Meſſage in any other Light, than as referring to Lord 
Holaderneſſe's Letter then lying on our Table; and from this ſuppoſed Miſconduct of 
ours, the Governor, as we preſume, has ſuddenly altered the whole Connection be- 
tween us and his Majeſty's Colony of Virginia.

As Governor Dinwiddie had laid before his Aſſembly the Earl of Holderneſſe's Letter, 
ſent, as we preſume, in the ſame Terms to all the Colonies on the Continent, we judged 
it moſt prudent to wait till the Aſſembly of that Government had enabled him to act in 
Obedience to the Royal Commands, eſpecially as they had that Letter under their Con- 
ſideration from the firſt of November laſt, as appears by the Journal of their Houſe of 
Burgeſſes now before us; but we are now called upon as Principals, and the Governor is 
pleaſed to inform us, that he has undoubted Aſſurance that Part of his Majeſty's Do- 
minions within this Government is at this Time invaded by the Subjects of a Foreign 
Prince, who have erected Forts within the ſame, and calls upon us, purſuant to his 


Majeſty's Orders, in the preſent Emergency, to grant ſuch Supplies as may enable him 


to reſiſt thoſe hoſtile Attempts, and repel Force by Force; but as it appears to us the 
Governor is enjoined, by the Royal Orders, not to act as a Principal beyond the un-

* what Light the Hoſtilities of the French had been repreſented to them; and whether 
any, and what Meaſures had been propoſed to them in Relation thereto. 
Mr. Weiſer's Journey anſwered my Purpoſe, as you will ſee by his Letters, which 
he diſpatched to me by his Son, as ſoon as he returned to his own Home.

« neither did or ever all deny to be inherent in you as an Aſſembly, while it is only 
« underſtood to imply that no Money can be levied on the People without your Conſent. 
But if you would infer from it, that I have no Right to exerciſe my Judgment, with 
« reſpe& to Money Bills, farther than either to approve or reject them as they are of- 
« fered to me, I muſt beg Leave to differ from you in Opinion, both from the Reaſon 
« of the Thing, and the Practice of my Predeceſſors upon ſeveral Occaſions. 
The Governors of this Province are inveſted with one Half of the Legiſlative Powers; 

and being equally concerned, in Duty, with the Aſſembly, to conſult the Eaſe, Free- 

dom and Welfare of the People committed to their Care, muſt of Courſe be ſup- 
« poſed to have a Right to interfere and rectify any Miſtakes they apprehend likely to be 
committed by the other Branch of the Legiſlature, as well in regard to the Laying of 
«* Taxes, as to Matters of any other Kind, unleſs it can be proved they have renounced 
their Right thereto by ſome public Act, which I do not conceive to have been the 
_ © Caſe here: For to what Purpoſe is a Governor appointed and inveſted with a Share in 

the Legiſlative Authority, if he hath no diſcretionary Power to object to what he thinks 
* amiſs in the Proceedings of an Aſſembly, and is only to be made uſe of as an Inſtru- 
ment to ratify their Tranſactions, though ever fo inconſiſtent with his own Judgment, 
and the Good of the People? ; 

* You mult be ſenſible, Gentlemen, that I have neither objected to the Sum granted 
for the Uſe of the Crown, nor to the Manner of raiſing it as propoſed by the Bill 
under Conſideration; though I could heartily have wiſhed that the Sum had been 
larger, and that it had been given more ſeaſonably, as well as that ſome leſs excep- 
tionable Method had been fallen on for raiſing it, than by compelling me do depart 
* from the Letter of his Majeſty's Inſtruction; which nothing leſs than my Concern for 
the King's Service, and the Preſervation of the People under my Government, in this 
3 of imminent Danger, could have induced me to comply with: On which Ac- 
counts, I hope his Majeſty, upon a fair and candid Repreſentation of the WW, will 

* moſt graciouſly be*pleaſed to pardon me. | 8 

My principal Objection, you well know, is only againſt the Extenſion of the Fund,

© You will pleaſe to obſerve, Gentlemen, that the Queſtion betwixt you and me is 
not which of us is beſt acquainted with the Circumſtances of the People; but whether 
it be reaſonable to burden them with a Tax for a long Term of Time without any ap- 
parent Neceſſity. If any ſuch had occurred to you, I cannot but think you would 
have made mention of it in your Meſſage ; but as you have not been pleaſed to point it 
out to me, I muſt of Courſe conclude none ſuch has appeared to you. 2M 
* You are exceedingly miſtaken, Gentlemen, if you really do ſuppoſe me either to 
have changed my Sentiments with reſpe& to the Importance of the preſent Occaſion for 
Supplies, or that J am leſs apprehenſive of the Dangers to which we are at preſent ex- 
poſed from the Invaſion of a Foreign Power, than when, by my ſeveral Meſſages, 
repreſented them to you, and called upon you for ſuch Supplies as might enable me

to reſiſt the Invaders, and repel Force by Force. On the contrary, I am fully ſenſible 


that the Danger is become more imminent, from the certain Account I have received 
of the Hoſtilities committed by them, and of their having made themſelves Maſters of

I well know the State of your public Funds, and that the Loan-Office itſelf, were 
the Money duly collected, is able to furniſh a much larger Sum than you have thought 
fit to grant to his Majeſty upon this important Occaſion, independent of the Intereſt 
hereafter to accrue; which, together with the Exciſe, make up a Revenue of more 
than Six Thouſand Pounds a Year.

0 precipitate in the Reſolution contained in your Meſſage, let me intreat you to rectify 
it before it be too late; for, as I muſt be obliged ſoon to lay this whole Tranſaction 
before his Majeſty, it would give me the greateſt Pleaſure that both you and I might 
receive his gracious Approbation of our Services. But if, contrary to my Hopes, you 
« ſhould {till perſiſt in refuſing to accept of my Amendment, and the Bill ſhould , by 
that Means, be loſt, I cannot but apprehend ſome unhappy Conſequences to the Pro- 
« vince from your extraordinary Behaviour. .

rally ſupported, thoſe who ſerve the Public better and more punctually paid, and greater 


Sums given from Time to Time to the King's Uſe, than could otherwiſe have well been 
raiſed. „ 


Reſotved, That if the Racifs Act be extended but Four Vears, and the Sum of Ten 


Thouſand Pounds is to be ſunk thereby in that Term, yearly Provincial Taxes by Poll and 
Pound Rates (always more grievous to the People) muſt probably in a ſhort Time be- 
come neceſſary to defray the uſual and contingent Expences of the Government. 

Reſolved, That if there really were, which is very uncertain, ſo great a Sum outſtand-

lamities we have Reaſon to apprehend on a Rupture between the two Crowns, from 
the Incurſions of that bold and enterprizing People, in Conjunction with barbarous 
Nations of Savages, if they be permitted to ſtrengthen themſelves ſo near to the in- 
habited Parts of theſe Provinces. One principal Motive therefore of my haſtening 
your Meeting was, that I might the ſooner have an Opportunity of recommending to 
you a chearful and vigorous Reſolution of diſlodging (with God's Afliſtance) from 
the Neighbourhood of our Settlements theſe Invaders of our Country; and that as little 
Time as poſſible might be loſt in making the neceſſary Preparations for that Purpoſe.

y The unhappy Iflue of the late Action between us and the French has already begun 
© to create an additional Charge to the Public, as will appear by the Papers I ſhall order 
to be laid before you. By them you will be informed, that a Body of the Six Na- 
tions, in our Alliance, with the Hal King, and other conſiderable Men at their Head, 
have been obliged, from a Dread of the French Power, to remove with their Families 
from the Places of their uſual Refidence, and to take Refuge within our Province, 
« where many others are ſoon expected to join them: And as they are by this Means 
« deprived of the Benefit of Hunting, by which their Families were principally ſup- 
« ported, they have acquainted me, that they expect their Brethren of PennſyFoania 
« thould provide for them, while their Men will be engaged in the War againſt the 
Common Enemy. And in Compliance with their Expectations, which did not aps 
« pear unreaſonable, I have ordered a Quantity of Proviſions to be delivered to them; 
not doubting but you will very chearfully make Proviſion for defraying the Expence 
« that has already ariſen, and will hereafter ariſe upon the ſame Occaſion : Since nothing 
can be more juſt than that, while the Men are prevented of the Means of ſubſiſting 
their Families, by their Attachment to his Majeſty's Intereſt, and are actually employed 
in promoting it without Pay or Reward, their Wives and Children, who are incapable 
of ſupporting themſelves, ſhould be maintained at the Public Expence. 
© 'The People of Cumberland, and of the upper Parts of Lancaſter County, are ſo ap- 
prehenſive of Danger at this critical Juncture, from the Nearneſs of the French, and 

* Savages under their Influence, that the principal Inhabitants have, in the moſt earneſt 

Manner, petitioned me to provide for their Protection; repreſenting withal, that a 

great Number would be warm and active in Defence of themſelves and their Country, 

were they enabled ſo to be, by being ſupplied with Arms and Ammunition, which 

many of them are unable to purchaſe at their own private Expence. The Subſtance 

« of theſe ſeveral Petitions, which I ſhall likewiſe order to be laid before you, appears to 

me, Gentlemen, to be of the greateſt Importance, and well worthy of your moſt ſe- 

© rious Attention. You may be aſſured, that nothing which depends on me ſhall be | 

wanting towards affording them the Protection they deſire; but you cannot at the | 
ſame Time but be ſenſible how little it is in my Power to anſwer their Expectations | | 
* without the Aid of your Houſe. It becomes then my indiſpenſable Duty, and I can- 
not, on any Account whatever, excuſe myſelf from preſſing you to turn your Thoughts 
on the defenceleſs State of the Province in general, as well as of our Back Inhabitants 
in particular; and to provide fuch Means for the Security of the Whole, as ſhall be 
thought at once both reaſonable and effectual to the Ends propoſed ; in which, as in 
every other Matter, conſiſtent with my Honour, and the Truſt repoſed in me, I pro- 
miſe you my hearty Concurrence. 

© It is with great Satisfaction, that I now communicate to you the Proceedings of the 
Commiſſioners at the late Treaty at Albany; as, on Peruſal thereof, you will clearly 
perceive, that the Lands on the River Ohio do yet belong to the Indians of the Six Na- 
tions, and have long fince been by them put under the Protection of the Crown of 
* England. That the Proceedings of the French, in erecting Forts on that River, 
and in the Countries adjacent, have never received the Countenance or Approbation 
of thoſe Nations ; but, on the contrary, are expreſsly declared by them to have been 
without their Privity or Conſent. —That they are greatly alarmed at the rapid Progreſs 
of the French, and in ſevere Terms reproach us with ſupine Negligence, and the de- 
tenceleſs State of our Poſſeſſions; and, in Effect, call upon us to fortify our Frontiers, 
as well for the Security of their Countries as of our own. That, after a due and 
weighty Reflection on theſe ſeveral Matters, with many others of equal Importance, 
the Commiſſioners thought it neceſſary to conſider of, and draw up, a Repreſentation 
of the preſent State of the Colonies: And from thence, judging that no efectual Op- 
poſition was like to be made to the deſtructive Meaſures of the French, but by an 
Union of them all for their mutual Defence, deviſed likewiſe a general Plan for that 
Purpoſe, to be offered to the Conſideration of their reſpective Legiſlatures. 

And as both thoſe Papers appear to me to contain Matters of the utmoſt Conſe- 
quence to the Welfare of the Colonies in general, and to have been digeſted and drawn 
* up with great Clearneſs and Strength of Judgment, I cannot but expreſs my Approba- 

tion of them; and do therefore recommend them to you, as well worthy of your clo- 
ſeſt and moſt ſerious Attention.”

Their Encroachments upon his Majeſty's Territories, and 
their hoſtile Proceedings in this Time of Peace, may ſhew us what we are to expect in 
Caſe of open War, if we ſuffer them to ſtrengthen themſelves in the Poſſeſſion of that 
Country they have ſo unjuſtly ſeized, and from whence they may not only annoy us, 
by the Indians in their Alliance, but can at any Time march a Body of Troops into 
this plentiful Province, fituated in the Center of the Britiſpb Dominions in America. 
I am ſure I need only mention to you the arbitrary and tyrannical Nature of their 
Government, and the deteſtable Principles of their Religion, to convince you of the 
unhappy Condition theſe Colonies will be reduced to, ſhould they ever become ſubject 
to the French.

have lately received an additional Number of Cannon; that their Upper Forts are alſo 
well garriſoned and provided, and that they are making a Settlement of Three Hun- 

dred Families in the Country of the Twightwees, at the South-weſt End of the Lake 
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From thoſe Papers you will likewiſe be informed of the Uſe they have made of Wo 
their laſt Year's Succeſs among the Indians of the Six Nations, having prevailed with 1 
many of them to remove to Canada, who will either be neuter in the preſent Diſpute, i 
or take up Arms againſt us, while ſuch few of the Indians, as ſtill retain their Attach- 
* ment to the Engliſb, dare not be active for us, till they ſee a Force in the Field ſu- 
perior to that of the French; and if that be not ſoon, they will certainly give up our 
Cauſe, and embrace the tempting Offers made them by the French. 
Gentlemen, It is now ſeveral Years: fince the French undertook this Expedition, and 
we have long had full Intelligence of their Deſigns, and of the Steps they have taken 
to carry them into Execution; their Progreſs indeed has been very ſurprizing, owing 
chiefly to the Inactivity of the Engliſb Colonies, who, I am ſorry to ſay, have looked

The Reaſon for my having recommended it to you to conſider, whether a Law would 
not be neceſſary to ſettle and eſtabliſh the Wages or Hire to be paid for ſuch Tradeſ- 
men, Horſes and Carriages, as might be impreſſed for his Majeſty's Service by mili- 
tary Men, was in Favour of Liberty, and intended to Teſtrain them from impreſſing

* Neceflaries ; and that if the Exigency of Affairs ſhould render it neceſſary to impreſs 
any, it might be only ſingle Men, and ſuch as have no Habitations or Settlements 
among us, whoſe Service may be wanted in the Courſe of this Expedition. 

Upon the Whole you will conſider, Gentlemen, in what Light you will appear to 
his Majeſty and a Britiſb Parliament, who are expending great Sums of Money for 
the Defence of theſe Colonies, while you, the very Province moſt concerned as being 
invaded, inſtead of contributing towards your own Defence, are entering into an ill 
timed Controverſy concerning the Validity of Royal Inſtructions, which might have 
been determined long ago, and may be delayed to a more convenient Time, without 
any the leaſt Injury to the Rights of the People. 

* Let me therefore, Gentlemen, once more recommend the preſent unhappy Circum-

13. We are far from deſiring to avoid contribut- 
ing to any public Expence which it is reaſonable we 
ſhould bear a Part of, although our Eſtate is not, by 
Law, liablg to be taxed. As we already have been, 
ſo we doubt not wwe always ſhall be, at a far greater 
Expence in attending the Affairs of the Province, 

than our Eſtate could be taxed at, if all the I ſlates 
in the Province were rated to the Public Charges, 
which would be the only fair Way of eſtabliſhing a 
Proportion. If we were willing to conſent to any 
fuch Matter, the Value of our Eſtate, and of the

theſe general Expences, the Firſt of us ſent Cannon, 
at his own Charge, to the Amount of above Four 
Hundred Pounds Sterling, for the Defence of our 
City of Philadelphia, neglected by a late Houſe of 
Repreſentatives; which, alone, is ſuch a Sum as the 
Proportion of a Tax on our Eſtate would not in many 
Years amount to, And, as this is the Caſe, we are 
not diſpoſed to enter into any Agreement with the 
Houſe of Repreſentatives for Payment of any parti- 
cular Proportion of Indian or other public Ex- 
pences, but ſhall leave it to them (to whom it of 
Right belongs) to provide for ſuch Expences, as they 
ſhall judge neceſſary for the Public Service.

vernor ſurely will likewiſe conſider how he may ſtand acquitted under ſuch Enquiries, 
when the Reaſon of his preſent Conduct ſhall be examined into before ſuch impartial

Upon conſidering the Governor's Promiſe, that he would lay before us his Proprietary 


Inſtructions, ſo far as they regarded our Bill for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds for 
the King's Uſe, whenever the Public Service ſhould require it;“ and yet on our Ad- 


dreſs, which we apprehend we have an undoubted Right to, that he would now la 
them before us, as a Time when the Public Service requires it in a particular Manner, 
his abſolute Refuſal of granting this our reaſonable Requeſt ; and likewiſe upon re-con- 
ſidering the Repreſentation of the Aſſembly to our Proprietaries in 1751, and their An- 
ſwer, together with the other Minutes and Papers relating thereto, as well as the ſe- 
veral Arguments of the laſt Aſſembly with our late Governor, when a Bill of the fame 
Tenor of our preſent Bill lay before him, we have come to the following unanimous 
Reſolutions, viz. 


That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that the late Governor, who was, we preſume,

as much bound by the additional Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, in 1740, as our pre- 


ſent Governor is or can be, has clearly admitted, in his Reaſonings with our laſt Aſem- 
bly, “ that it was an Abſurdity too glaring, to ſuppoſe that any Government would vo- 
luntarily tie up the Hands of its Subjects from ſerving it by ſuch Means as they are able 
in Caſes of great Emergency; and that Colonel Thomas, in paſſing the Act for grant- 
ing Five Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, in the Year 1746, by extending the Ex- 
cite Act for Ten Years, was ſo far from acting contrary to the Inſtruction he had received 
from the Lords Juſtices in 1740, that the very contrary was evident; and that the 
ſaid Inſtruction was not binding upon him from paſſing a Bill in Caſes of great Emer- 
gency, of the ſame Tenor with our Bill for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the 
King's Uſe,” which our Governor has now been pleaſed to refuſe his Aſſent to. 
That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that the Governor is undoubtedly bound by 
Proprietary Inſtructions ; and that they may be, and we believe they really are, or ſome of 
them are, ſuch as independant of the Royal Inſtruction, limit or reſtrain him from paſſin

Acts, which, by the Royal and Provincial Charters, we have an undoubted Right to offer, 


and by which he has, or ought to have, full Powers to give his Aſſent to, as Governor 
of this Province. | 


That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that theſe Proprietary Inſtructions, or ſome one 
or more of them, is, or are, the principal, if not the ſole Obſtruction to the Paſſing our 
Bill for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, in this Time of immi- 
nent Danger to the Britiſb Intereſt in North-America. les 


May it pleaſe the Governor, 


Theſe Reſolutions, which are forced from us, we have entered into with the utmoſt 
Reluctancy; and in Support of them, or any other Part of our preſent Conduct, we 
conceive it our indiſpenſible Duty to conduct ourſelves preciſely within the Bounds of 
vincerity and ſober Reaſon, and to avoid every Thing that is not in our Opinion neceſ- 
ſary to our own juſt Vindication. | 

As the Subſtance of theſe Reſolves has already been laid before the Governor, it has 
been in his Power to exonerate thoſe Proprietary Inſtructions from any Miſapprehenſion 
of ours, and it is in his Power ſtill to do it, by laying them before us, as our former 
Governors have done in like Caſes ; and whenever he ſhall be pleaſed to do fo, it will 
give us great Pleaſure to retract the Whole, or any Part of thoſe Reſolves. But till then, 
we preſume the Governor muſt allow we have good Reaſon to fay, that we are under a 
Neceſlity of making our humble Application to the Crown in Support of our Civil and 
Religious Liberties. For if ſuch Proprietary Inſtructions had not interfered, it was moſt 
natural, and would have been moſt agreeable to us, and accordingly, if the Caſe could 


admit it, we ſhould have requeſted the Governor's Aſſiſtance and Concyrrence in an Ad- 


dreſs to our Proprietaries, in Support of our Charter, as it regarded the Royal Inſtruc- 
tons only. But under our preſent Circumſtances we apprehend theſe Proprietary In- 
ſtructions are the principal, if not the ſole Reaſon that hinders the Paſſing our Bill, by ' 
which we were 'in Hopes of demonſtrating our Readineſs and Chearfulneſs in anſwering 
all the reaſonable Expectations of the Crown from his moſt loving and loyal Subjects of 
this Province. And therefore it is with extreme Concern we find our Governor, who 
is, or ought to be, ſet over us for our Protection, endeavouring to repreſent us in his

(tion, we apprehend he ſtill continues a Stranger not only to our Conſtitution, but to 
Fama!) z. the Inhabitants, if he does not certainly know, that the King has not a more loyal 
People among all his Subjects, than the Inhabitants are, and have ever been ſince the 
firſt Settlement of this Province; nevertheleſs, they are convinced they ought not to be 
governed by Proprietary Inſtructions in Oppoſition to their Charter, which is, in our 
Opinion, the Foundation and Sanction of our Civil and Religious Liberties; and eſpe- 
cially if theſe Inſtructions muſt be ſecreted from them, and by that Means the whole 
Country left without any known Rule of their Conduct. And it ſurprizes us extremely, 
that a Requeſt of this Houſe, ref] ectfully addreſſed to the Governor, that he would be 
leaſed to lay before us thoſe Inſtructions, or ſuch Part of them as might relate to the 
immediate Service of the Crown, and to the Preſervation of this his Majeſty's Colony, in 
in order that we might examine how far they interfered with that Allegiance the Pro- 
prietaries themſelves, and all of us, owe to the Crown, or with the Privileges granted 
by our Charters, ſhould be repreſented by our Governor as an Act that might have 2 
Tendency to alienate the Affections of the People of this Province from his Majeſty's 
Perſon and Government, and thereby greatly obſtruct the Meaſures he is taking, at a 
vaſt Expence, for the Preſervation and Protection of his Subjects upon this Continent,” 
That thus contending for the Rights granted us by the Royal Charter, which is the 
known Rule of our Conduct, ſhould have a Tendency of that Kind, under a King, who 
has been graciouſly pleaſed to declare, © That nothing in this World can give him ſo 
much Pleaſure as to fee his Subjects a flouriſhing and happy People, is ſo foreign from 
our Thoughts, and we truſt will be fo foreign to every impartial Conſtruction, that we 
may ſafely leave it without any further Remarks of our own. But if it ſhould have x 
Tendency to alienate the Affections of the People from being bound by private Pro- 
prietary Inſtructions, the Blame is not with us, who have never been conſulted upon 
them; and if we had been conſulted, ſhould have thought ourſelves obliged to declare, 
that we have a great Diſlike to Proprietary Inſtructions, and that ſo far as they are againſt 
the Prerogatives of the Crown, or an Infringement of our Charter, they are illegal, and 
% void in themſelves.” | | 
That all Governors have conſtantly had Proprietary Inſtructions, from the firſt 
Settlement of this Province,” we neither know, nor do we think it much concerns us, 
rovided they relate to the Proprietary Property only: But this we do know, that oc- 
caſionally as they have interfered with the Paſſing of Acts, they have been repeatedly 
and unanimouſly reſolved by the Council and Repreſentatives of this Province © void in 
% themſelves,” and © an Infringment upon the Privileges granted by Charter to the 
People of this Province.” And our former Governor has declared, upon the Journals 
of our Houſe, and in a Letter to the Proprietary Family themſelves : 
1. That ſome of the Inſtructions given to him conclude abſurdly, and therefore 
are impracticable. | | 
2. That they are a poſitive Breach of the Charter of Privileges to the People. And, - 
3. That they are inconſiſtent with the legal Prerogative of the Crown ſettled by 
Act of Parliament. 
And yet if ſuch Inſtructions as theſe muſt be binding in ſo high a Degree, as they ap- 
| pear to have been upon Colonel Thomas, when, in Support of his eighth Inſtruction 
laid before the Aſſembly in 1738, he declared, that his Hands were tied up by that 
% Inſtruction, and no Conſideration in Life ſhould induce him to break it; what muſt 
become of the Royal Prerogative, or the Rights of the People? 3 

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, It is certainly true, that he has Proprietary In- 
ce ſtructions, as he is informed all Governors, from the firſt Settlement of the Province, 
« have conſtantly had.” Yet as Sir William Keith informs us, that he was obliged, 
« in the Penalty of One Thouſand Pounds Sterling, for Reaſons beſt known to thoſe who 
« took ſuch Precautions as were never uſed before;” we may preſume, whatever In- 

ſtructions had been given to former Governors, he was the Firſt who entered into penal 
Bonds for the true Performance of them. Here we think we may ſafely leave the Con- 
ſideration of Proprietary Inſtructions for the preſent, and we hope what we have faid on 
this Head will anſwer all the Objections ariſing from the Royal Inſtruction to Colonel 
Thomas, until the Governor may be pleaſed to convince us, that the Proprietary In- 
ſtructions are not the principal or ſole Obſtruction to the Paſſing of our Bill. 

In Anſwer to that Part of the Proprietary Inſtructions, the Governor has ſo chearfully 
laid before us, which we acknowledge to be an Act of Juſtice, for which we return him 
our Thanks, we beg Leave to ſay, that as it requires Money to be levied upon the Peo- 
ple for providing Arms and Stores of War, and building Magazines, we are of Opinion 
it may be Time enough to deliberate upon it, when we are informed how far he is at Li- 
berty by his Inſtructions to paſs our Bills; and whether himſelf, or the Repreſentativ& - 
of the 1 5 are the proper Judges of the Manner of raiſing ſuch Monies. And whe® 
theſe our Civil and Religious Rights are ſecured, we cannot doubt all will riſe up ” One

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Man in Behalf of our King, our Country and our Charters, according to our ſeveral Sta- 
GC wo at a Loſs what to think of the Governor's Computation, either of our 


annual Revenues, er the Money due to the Province, which he is pleaſed to fay, is be- 


tween Fourteen and Fifteen Thouſand Pounds, beſides an Income of Seven Thouſand Pounds 
his appears ſo extremely inaccurate, that we cannot imagine how that 
Computation ſhould ariſe; for on a bare Inſpection of our laſt Year's Accounts, there 
remained then outſtanding, on all the Mortgages, no more than Eight Thouſand Four 
Hundred Sixty Pounds, Twelve Shillings and Three-pence, and a Balance in the Truſtees 
Hands of One Thouſand Two Hundred Fifty-five Pounds, Three Shillings and Five-pence ; 
and in the Hands of the Provincial Treaturer, Four Hundred Sixty-two Pounds, Ten Shil- 
lings and 7. rag g's Three Farthings ; in the whole, Ten Thouſand One Hundred Seventy- 
eight Pounds Six Shillings and . Three Farthings: Out of which Sum, one Year's 
Intereſt ought to be deduced by the legal Allowance, which reduces the Whole to about 
Seven Thouſand Pounds, at that Settlement. Since which, it cannot be unknown to the 
Governor, what very large Sums we have paid for the Jupport of Government, and for 
Indian and other Expences, by which Means, our Treaſury and Loan-Office are almoſt 
quite exhauſted. But admitting the Governor's Computation in all its Extent, if Twenty 
Thouſand Pounds, as he is pleaſed to inform us, will go but a very little Way to raiſe 
and maintain ſuch Troops as he may think neceſſary, and without which we had better, 
in his Opinion, do nothing at all, how can the inconſiderable Sum we have any Power 
over, anſwer his Demands, though we ſhould ruin the Perſons now outſtanding in our 
Loan-Office, by the immediate Sale of their Lands? We are unwilling to make any fur- 
ther Remarks on this Head, which has, we find, been heretofore inſiſted upon by our 
late Governor, but carries with it, as we conceive, ſuch Appearances of Severity, with- 


_. out anſwering any good Purpoſe, that we think it our indiſpenfible Duty to oppole it, 


as far as in Juſtice we may; and now more eſpecially, when we have offered a Bill which 


would raiſe a generous Sum of Money immediately, for the Uſe of the Crown, in a 


Manner that would be moſt caſy and moſt agreeable to us all. Whilſt we are upon this 


Article, as the Governor muſt be in a great Meaſure a Stranger to our Accounts, we 


take the Liberty to remark, that the Proprietary Patents make, as we are informed by 
the Truſtees, near one Half of the Mortgages now outſtanding. Theſe, after paying 
for their Lands out of the Money borrowed from the Province, are to improve them 
with the Remainder, if any; and as they muſt have Shelter for themſelves at leaſt, how- 

uts them in Ar- 
rears, let them be ever ſo honeſt and induſtrious; whilſt the Purchaſes of ſuch their Lands 
are conſtantly complied with on granting the Patents, the Bulk of which, we preſume, 


may have been remitted to Great-Britain, and makes a very ſenſible Diminution of the 
Silver and Gold current among us : So that all Ranks of People, however flouriſhing the 


Governor may be pleaſed to repreſent us, complain juſtly for Want of a due Medium to 
carry on our Trade: But as this Enquiry is not immediately before us, we ſhall at pre- 
ſent leave it, and proceed to inform the Governor yet farther, that his Computation of 


our annual Income is alſo too high; for as our Exciſe, communibus Annis, yields about

Three Thouſand Pounds (out of which Five Hundred Pounds is yearly applied towards 


ſinking the Sum of Five Thouſand Pounds, heretofore granted to the King's Uſe) the In- 


tereſt payable into the Loan-Office is much about the ſame Sum: And his Error in the 
laſt Article, we preſume, might ariſe upon a Suppoſal that our whole Principal Sum of 
Eighty Thouſand Pounds was always yielding an Intereſt; but this has ever been found 
impracticable, as conſiderable Sums muſt be continually changing Hands, by Virtue of 
our re-emitting Acts. Beſides which, the Province has, out of that Principal Sum, lent 
confiderable Parts of it, without yielding any Intereſt at all; and particularly a Debt 


from the City of Philadelphia, ſtill due upon the firſt and ſecond Thirty Thouſand Pounds 


Acts, long ſince ee And until that is in our Hands, it would be unjuſt to com- 
pay an Intereſt ariſing from it, or upbraid us with it, as Money which ought to have 
een in our Hands by Law, whilſt ſome may think we have no Power to ſue for it by 


The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, * that he cannot conſent to paſs our Bill for grant- 
ing Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, it being a direct Breach of a Royal 
Inſtruction, intended to enforce an Act of Parliament of the Sixth of Queen ANNE, 
- which we know has been ſhamefully {lighted and diſregarded in this and the neigh- 


bouring Provinces.” —The neighbouring Provinces muſt anſwer for themſelves ; but 
ſo far as mga this Colony, we find, by the Votes of the Houſe, that whilſt Colonel 
Thomas had the A& before him, for emitting and re-emitting Eighty Thouſand Pounds, 
this very Act of the Sixth of Queen Aux E was conſidered, debated, and ſo fully ex- 
Plained, that although Exchange was then higher than at this Time, he (who was un- 
doubtedly under the ſame Oaths and Bonds to obſerve the Acts of Trade with our pre- 
ſent Governor) after mature Deliberation, gave his Aſſent to that Act on the Nineteenth

of May, 1739; which, after having been recommended by the Merchants in England 
trading to this Province, as © an Act not only reaſonable, but likewiſe neceſſary for car- 
Council on the Twelfth Day-of May following. What then the Governor does or can 
mean by ſaying, we know that this Province has ſhamefully ſlighted a Royal Inſtruc- 
tion, intended to enforce an Act of the Sixth of Queen Anne, is what we are intirely 
at a Loſs to imagihe; neither can we conceive any good Reaſon, why our Governor 
ſhould chuſe to call our Bill for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, 
a Bill for ſtriking Forty Thouſand Pounds, without any further Explanation, though that 
Bill had been repeatedly under his Conſideration. It would be, perhaps, too unkind 
to ſuppole, as the Bill itſelf, and the Contents of it, would in all Probability be unknown 
to our Superiors, further than the Grant to the Crown, he could have the leaſt Inten- 


tion to miſrepreſent the Purport of it, and for this Reaſon we leave it entirely to his own 
Reflection. The Title of that Bill is, An Act for ſtriking Forty Thouſand Pounds 7 


Bills of Credit, and for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds thereof to the King's Uſe, and 


to provide a Fund for finking the ſame ; and for applying the Remainder to the Exchange of 
forn and ragged Bills now current in this Province; and the Governor well knows, it 
adds no more to our Paper Currency than the very Twenty T, 45 55 Pounds granted the 
King, and even that ſtruck for no other Reaſon than to anſwer the immediate Call of the 
Crown, and to make the Grant effectual. 1 5 1 . 
The Governor has been pleaſed repeatedly to inform us, That the French have al- 
« ready poſſeſſed themſelves of great Part of this Province, and that we are the very 
« Province invaded.” And yet we find the French Forts, and their other Acquiſitions, 
on the Ohio, are conſtantly conſidered, and called in Great-Britain an Invaſion upon 
his Majeſty's Territory of Virginia. And we have now before us a Map, which we have 
good Reaſon to believe was made from Intelligences and Draughts, ſupplied by the Board 
of Trade, and by our Proprietaries ; by which Map it appears that every Fort built by 
the French, either on Buffalg)River, or on the Ohio, are beyond the Weſtern Boundaries 
of Pennſylvania; and we preſume the King may have granted large Tracts of Land to 
the Eaſtward of the Fort the French have built at the Forks of Mohongabela : But whether 
this Map prove true or otherwiſe, or whether our Weſtern Boundaries are rightly ad- 
Juſted by it, cannot immediately concern us, till they are undoubtedly aſcertained and 
agreed to; for till then the Earl of Holderneſſe, by his Letter of the Twenty-eighth of 
Auguſt, 1753, to which Sir Thomas Robinſon's two Letters expreſsly refer, has ſo minutely 
ſet down, and ſo carefully guarded the Terms upon which each Colony is to act in Re- 
gard to the French Encroachments, that we cannot think it would be prudent, or anſwer 
any good Purpoſe, to contravene them, whilſt the Crowns of Great-Britain and France 
continue in Amity with each other; and eſjecially as our King has now graciouſly inter- 
poſed, and is certainly the moſt proper Judge of the Limits of his own Dominions in 
America. And therefore we think the Governor and ourſelves may ſafely leave it under 
that Direction, without engaging ourſelves in any Diſpute, which can or may ariſe con- 
cerning the Rights of the Crown, or the Property our Proprietaries may claim in thoſe 
Lands. 5 lg, | 
The Intelligence the Governor has lately received and laid before us, upon the Hear- 
ſay of One, and on the Depoſition of another French Deſerter, is unexpected, and in- 
deed wonderful. It really appears ſo to us, that nigh Six Thouſand of the beſt Troops 
of France ſhould arrive, in Six Men of War, in the River St. Lawrence, and after aſcend- 
ing that River and the Lakes, ſhould be now actually at the Lower Fort upon the Ohio; 
that they ſhould be able to carry with them a ſufficient Quantity of Proviſions and other 


Neceſſaries for ſo large a Body of Forces, to ſuſtain and accommodate them through the 


Winter in that uncultivated Country, and all this without the leaſt Account of their 
Embarkation in Europe, and without the leaſt Intelligence of their Paſſage or Arrival at 
the Place of their Deſtination, from any of the other Colonies; or from our own Back 
Settlements, from whence the Governor has been pleaſed to lay before us very late Let- 
ters and Accounts. It is true, theſe Depoſitions are made in a very critical Juncture, 
but they cannot have the ſame Force as they ought to carry with them, had the fame 
Accounts been tranſmitted to us from Ofwego, near which they muſt neceſſarily have 
paſſed, and from whence we received very minute Accounts of the Paſſage of the French 
Forces, who firſt laid the Foundations of their Strength upon the Ohio. Nevertheleſs, 
as we have no Inclination nor any Intereſt in diſcrediting the Report, or diminiſhing the 


Numbers of the French there, which we acknowledge is abundantly too great, and has 


juſtly alarmed the Britiſh Nation, we ſhall leave the Arrival of theſe Forces, as well as 
Quality of them, upon their own Evidence. at „ 
Me have now extended our Remarks upon the Governor's Meſſages to a much greater 
Length than we could have wiſhed or defired, eſpecially as by thoſe Meſſages we find 
he is determined not to give his Aſſent to our Bill; and yet we entreat his Patience 2 


little longer, to remark upon the Royal Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, in 1740, and that

4 mation in Caſes of that Nature.” And accordingly it is entered upon our Minutes 
of that Date. Now although we have Reaſon to think, from what has been remarked 
by our former Aſſemblies, that the Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, in 1740, has, in a 
great Meaſure, if not wholly, anſwered all the Purpoſes for which it was iſſued; and

Nevertheleſs, we are under a Neceſſity of informing the 
Governor, though with great Reluctance, that in the Vear 1735, Governor Gordon paſ- 
ſed an Act for veſting more effectually certain Lands in George M*Call, in direct Contra- 
diction to that Inſtruction, without the leaſt Mention of a ſuſpending Clauſe. 

As we have Reaſon to believe the Aſſembly was then acquainted with that Inſtruction, 
and as the Bill particularly related to our Honourable Proprietaries, our laſt Aſſembly, 
notwithſtanding the indiſcret Call upon them, contented themſelves, from Motives of 
Prudence and Moderation, with barely pointing out this Tranſaction, in Hopes our ho- 
nourable Proprietaries would ſee themſelves at leaſt equally concerned with the Repre- 
ſentatives of the People both in Fact and Right, and thereby might be induced to join 
cordially with the People of this Province, in vindicating our Charter from the continual 
Infraction of ſuch Inſtructions; which, if they muſt operate in the Manner the Gover- 
nor is pleaſed to contend for, and our Proprietary Inſtructions muſt be binding upon us 


ſence of it is effectually deſtroyed : Under the Sanction of which Charter, a ſober in- 
cuſtrious People, without any Charge to the Crown or the Proprietary, firſt ſettled this

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, he very well knows how fond the People are of a 
Paper Currency, and how much averſe they are to any Reſtraints on that Head; but 
from whence this Knowledge ſhould ariſe, is hard for us to conjecture. We certaifily 
know the People have not petitioned our Houſe, nor have we offered the Governor ahy 
Bill for that Purpoſe during his Adminiſtration, except the Bill for granting Money for 
the King's Uſe, and that only, as the beſt Method we could deviſe to make that Grant 
effectual; and we have Reaſon to believe, on turning to the Minutes of our late Aſſem- 
blies, that when they did offer ſuch Bills to our former Governor, they not only reſttained 


themſelves within a very moderate Sum, ariſing from minute Calculations of their 


Trade, but took great Care to preſerve it from ſinking in its Value, by ifluing it on fuf- 
ficient Securities, and ſuch as had been uſual, and, by long Experience, found effec. 
tually to anſwer that End; notwithſtanding, the Governor has been pleaſed to repeat it, 
that this Province has ſhamefully lighted and diſregarded the Act of the Sixth of 
«© Queen Anne.” That Act was conſidered when Colonel Thomas paſſed our ptelent 
Paper Money Act, in 1739, and it was undoubtedly known to the Board of Trade when 
they recommended it to the Crown as a reaſonable Act, upon which it obtained the 
Royal Sanction on the 12th of May, 1740. And under theſe Authorities it is declared, 
that © thoſe Bills of Credit are lawful Money of America, according to an Act of Par- 
* liament made in the Sixth Year of the late Queen Ax Nx, for aſcertaining the Rates 
of Foreign Coins in the Plantations of America; and ſhall be the current Bills of this 
„Province, for the Payment and Diſcharge of all Manner of Debts, Sc. as if the fame 
were tendered and paid at the Rates aſcertained in the ſaid Act of Parliament, and 
*« ſhould be ſo received by all Perſons whatſoever.” And as neither out Silver, or Ex- 
change, make at this Time any Alteration in thoſe Bills, except to their Advantage, 


being both rather lower than at the Paſſing and Confirmation of that Act, we account 


ourſelyes perfectly ſafe in ſaying, that we know not what the Governor can mean, by 
imputing to this Province a ſhameful Slight and Diſregard of the Act of the Sixth of 


Queen ANNE ; and we hope, on Reflection, he will allow it more reaſonable for us to 


depend upon the Royal Deciſion in our Favour, than blindly to ſubmit ourſelves to the 
Computations of the Governor, in Oppoſition to it. | oy 
We are likewiſe under a Neceſſity of differing from him, in the State of the Public 
Money he has been pleaſed to ſend down with his laſt Meſſage. As we apprehend the 
Governor himſelf muſt be pretty much a Stranger to our Accounts, we take the Liberty 
to aſſure him, that whoever made thoſe Computations, has done them without Skill, or 
a ſufficient Knowledge of our Laws; and that we find the Eſtimates we have already 
made, are right and juſt, and, as far as regards the annual Income, agreeable with the 
Proprietaries Anſwer to the Addreſs of the Aſſembly in 1751.

_ Crown, ought generally to be inſerted in the Minutes of Aſſembly ; as ſuch Letters are 
the Foundation of the Proceedings of the Houſe, and may be neceſſary for their Juſtifi- 
cation. 

Sir Thomas Robinſon's Letters of July 5, and October 26, were ſent down to the Houſe 

| without the leaſt Caution to keep the Contents a Secret. The latter, which is the moſt 
material, is a circular Letter, one to the ſame Effect being ſent by the ſame Conveyance 
to all the Provinces and Colonies in North-America, and, as we are informed, the Sub- 
ſtance of it has been already printed in the Speeches of ſeveral Governors to their Af: 
ſemblies. The Deſign therein mentioned, of ſending two Regiments to America, and 
raiſing two more in the Colonies, to join them in repelling the French Invaſions, was no 
Secret, being avowed in the Engliſb Prints, particularly in the Londen Gazette, publiſhed 
by Authority. And our Governor himſelf made very full and particular Abſtracts of 
thoſe Letters in his Meflages to the Houſe, which were printed in the Gazettes here, 
during our laſt Seſſion, long before the Houſe adjourned, and no Objection was made to 
ſuch Publication at that Time that we have heard of. We are therefore ſurpriſed, that 
the Governor ſhould now take Exceptions at the Inſertion of thoſe Letters in our Mi- 
nutes : And as he has not been pleaſed to point out a ſingle Inconvenience or dangerous 
Conſequence that may attend it, the Houſe is not inclined to expunge them. 

We know not what Aſſurances of Secrecy the Governor expects from us, or what would 
be ſatisfactory ; and therefore can only ſay, that whenever it ſhall appear to the Houſe 
to be neceſſary for the King's Service, or the Public Good, to keep ſecret any Matters 
laid before them by the Governor, we doubt not but that proper Meaſures will be taken 
for that Purpoſe. e | 

When the Governor was pleaſed, on the Tenth of January, to demand a Copy of 

the Minutes of that Sitting, the Houſe ordered them to be printed with all convenient 
Speed, and that a Copy ſhould be delivered to the Governor when finiſhed. They were 
accordingly put to the Preſs, as ſoon as they could well be tranſcribed and reviſed by the 
Committee for that Purpoſe appointed; and it ſeems the Governor has had a Copy of the 
greateſt Part of them, even before they were finiſhed. Ever ſince the Votes were firſt 
printed in this Province, now upwards of Thirty Years, it has been the conſtant Practice 
to appoint a Committee to reviſe the Minutes, which has been done after the Riſing of 
the Houle; and before they were ſent to the Preſs. And till this was done, Copies | 
were never delivered out, unleſs of particular Votes, on ſpecial Occaſions. The principal 
Matters they contain are generally to be found in the Governor's Speeches or Meſſages, 
and the Anſwers of the Houſe; and theſe, with ſuch Votes as are material, are for the 
moſt Part immediately printed in the News-Papers, and thereby made more public than 
otherwiſe they would ever be. The reſt is chiefly Matter of mere Form, AbſtraQts of 
Petitions, and Things of ſmall Import, which very few, even of the People of this Pro- 
vince, think worth peruſing or enquiring after, much leſs are they worthy the Attention 
of © his Majeſty or his Miniſters.” Therefore, and as it would be inconvenient to the 
Houſe to make up and perfect their Minutes daily, fo as to ſend a Copy of them to the 
Governor ; and as we ſee no public Service in ſuch a Practice, nor know of any Right 
in the Governor ſo peremptorily to demand it, we are not inclined to alter our ancient 
Cuſtom. It has been frequent not to print the Votes till the End of the Year, and that 
without the leaſt Deſign of keeping the Proceedings of the Houſe a Secret from our Go- 
vernors. And we ſuppoſe ſcarce any Votes of the ſame Bulk and Quantity have ever 
been publiſhed much ſooner than theſe are like to be. When they appear, we conceive 
nothing will be found in them, that can give the leaſt Reaſon to ſuppoſe, they were af- 
tectedly delayed ; or that the Governor's Charge againſt us, of taking a very extraordi- 
nary and unconſtitutional Meaſure to keep them a Secret from him, has any real Foun- 
dation. What the Conſtruction is, that the Governor thinks our Conduct in this Re- 
ſpect is liable to, we can neither know nor gueſs; but whatever it be, we had rather It 
had been ſpoken plainly than inſinuated; for ſo we might have had an Opportunity of 
ſaying what ſhould be proper in our Juſtification.

And that as for engroſſing the Leather from foreign Parts imported here, de 
are in a Meaſure clear, until applied to by the Owner or Owners thereof : And it 55 
and has been, our conſtant Care to import and purchaſe Hides imported from foreign 
Parts, to the Amount of ſeveral Thouſands, within this Twelvemonths paſt, by giving 
an encouraging Price, for the Benefit of the Cordwainers and Commonalty of the Pro- 
vince of Pennſylvania: And ſeveral of the Cordwainers, ſubſcribed to the Petition pie. 
ſented to the Honourable Houſe, have been, to our certain Knowledge, ſo over-ſtock® 
with Leather, that they have expoſed it to public Sale from Day to Day: And as thel 
aſſuming the Office of DiQtators, charging us in the Manner they do, in over-11ming 
our Hides and Skins, to open the Pores to let in the Juice of the Bark, being dire 
oppoſite to our Intereſt, the Leather thereby weighing ſo much the lighter; 4 
accuſing us with not ſcouring the Leather from the Dirt and yellow Stuff of 55 
Tan; we are well aſſured, if they were acquainted with the Currying Buſineſs, 1

The German Importations were at firſt, and for a conſiderable Time, of ſuch as were 
Families of Subſtance, and induſtrious ſober People, who conſtantly brought with them 
their Cheſts of Apparel, and other Neceſſaries for ſo long a Voyage; but theſe we ap- 
prehend have, for ſome Time paſt, been ſhipped on board other Veſſels, in order to 
leave more Room for crowding their unhappy Paſſengers in greater Numbers, and to ſe- 
cure the Freights of ſuch as might periſh during the Voyage, which Experience has con- 

vinced us muſt be the Caſe of very many, where ſuch Numbers (as have been lately im- 
orted in each Veſſel) are crowded together without Change of Raiment, or any other 
Nen of keeping themſelves ſweet and clean. But this Proviſion the Governor has 
been pleaſed to throw out of our Bill; and yet we think it fo eſſentially neceſſary, that 
the Want of it muſt neceſſarily poiſon the Air thoſe unhappy Paſſengers breathe on Ship- 
board, and ſpread it wherever they land, to infe& the Country which receives them;

We have Reaſon to believe, the Importations of Germans have been for ſome Time 

compoſed of a great Mixture of the Refuſe of their People, and that the very Goals have 

contributed to the Supplies we are burdened with: But as there are many of more Sub- 
ſtance and better Character, we thought it reaſonable to hinder the Importer from 
obliging ſuch as had no Connections with one another to become jointly bound for their 
reſpective Freights or Paſſages; but the Governor has thought fit to alter this alſo in ſuch 


a Manner as to elude the good Purpoſes intended by the Act; by which Means, thoſe 


who are of more Subſtance are involved in the Contracts and Debts of others, and the 
Merchant ſecured at the Expence of the Country, where they are neceſſitated, and do 
become very frequently common Beggars from Door to Door, to the great Injury of the 


Inhabitants, and the Increaſe and Propagation of the Diſtempers they have brought

* The offering Money in a Way, and upon Terms that you very well knew I could 
not, conſiſtent with my Duty to the Crown, conſent to, is, in my Opinion, trifling 
with the King's Commands, and amounts to a Refuſal to give at all; and I am fatis- 
fied will be ſeen in this Light by my Superiors ; who, by your Bill abovementioned, 
which I ſhall lay before them, and by the Whole of your Conduct fince you have been 
made acquainted with the Deſigns of the French, will be convinced, that your Re- 
ſolutions are, and have been, to take Advantage of your Country's Danger, to aggran- 
dize and render permanent your own Power and Authority, and to deſtroy that of the 
Crown. That it is for this Purpoſe, and to promote your Scheme of future Indepen- 
* dency, you are graſping at the Diſpoſition of all Public Money, and at the Power of 
„filling all the Offices of Government, eſpecially thoſe of the Revenue; and when his 
* Majeſty and the Nation are at the Expence of ſending Troops for the Protection of 
theſe Colonies, you refuſe to furniſh them with Proviſions and neceſſary Carriages, 
though your Country is full of both ; unleſs you can, at the ſame Time, encroach upon 
the Rights of the Crown, and encreaſe your own Power, already too great for a Branch 
of a ſubordinate dependant Government, ſo remote from the principal Seat of Power. 


< You have, Gentlemen, by a Vote of your own Houſe, without the Conſent of the 


Government, empowered a Committee of your Members to borrow Money upon the 
Credit of the Aſſembly, and to diſpoſe of the ſame to certain Uſes in that Vote men- 
tioned. —You have alſo, by Votes and Reſolves of your own Houle, created Bills or 
Notes of Credit, made payable to the Bearers thereof, to the Amount of Fifteen Thou- 
* ſand Pounds, which you have iſſued in Lieu of Money, and they are now circulating 
in this Province, without the Approbation of the Government. Vou have denied me 
* Acceſs to your Journals, and refuſed me Copies of your Minutes. — And you have 
printed and publiſhed the Secretary of State's Letters to me, ſignifying his Majeſty's 
Commands, not only without my Conſent, but contrary to an Order I had iſſued to 


the Printers, expreſsly forbidding the Publication of thoſe Letters. 


© Whether you have a Right to the Exerciſe of ſuch extraordinary Powers, his Ma- 
jjeſty and his Miniſters will judge, before whom it is my Duty to lay your Proceedings 
* as ſoon as I can come at them, and to whom they will appear the more dangerous, 25

The Meſſage to the Governor being tranſcribed, it was again read, and follows in 
theſe Words, viz. 


May it pleaſe the GovERNoOR, 2” „ 2 
W HEN we met, in Obedience to the Governor's Summons, on the 17th of March A Meſſage 
laſt, we really brought with us the ſincereſt Inclinations to promote the Public to the Gover- 

Service, by granting the Supplies expected by the Crown; and we truſt it will appear we = 
to all who impartially examine the Proceedings of that Seſſion, that we did every Thing A 
in our Power, as our Affairs were then circumſtanced ; and conſequently that the Dan- 
ger to which this Country ſtood expoſed, and his Majeſty's repeated and affectionate 
Calls, had great Weight with us, whatever they had with the Governor. 

The Bill we ſent up, for ſtriking the Sum of Twenty-five Thouſand Pounds, atid giving 
the ſame to the King's Uſe, and for providing a Fund to fink it, had nothing extraor- 
| Cinary in its Nature, or differing from other Bills heretofore paſſed or preſented for like 

Purpoſes in this Province, excepting that the Sum given was extraordinary, compared 

with the Time propoſed for ſinking it; the Sum for the Canada Expedition, in the laſt 
War, being but Five Thouſand Pounds, to be ſunk in Ten Years, and this Sum, though 
hve Times greater, was to be ſunk by the ſame Fund, in the ſame Numbet of Years. 
In the Bill Five Thouſand Pounds of the Sum was appropriated to pay for Proviſions 
bought and given for the Uſe of the Forces in Virginia, under Genetal Braddock ; Ten 
Thouſand Pounds more was giveri to buy Proviſions for the New-England Forces under

(as it would ſeem) carefully omitted, left they might militate againſt the Aſſertion which

« ſition of ſome Members of the Houſe, and of the Aſſembly for the Time being.“ 
Then it is faid, © It gave General Braddock a Power over no more than Five Thouſand 
«© Pounds,” becauſe it gave him a Power to draw for, and appropriate as he pleaſed, no 
more than that Sum, though all the Twenty-five Thouſand Pounds (except a ſmall Part 
for the Support of Indian Refugees, which is likewiſe for the King's Service) was ap- 
propriated for his, and his Army's Uſe, or Services % him required; and we cannot 
learn that any other Colony beſides, hath given, or offered to give, that Gentlemen a 
Power over as many Pence. Great Subtilty and Dexterity appear in this Manner of diſ- 
guiſing Truths, and changing Appearances, but we ſee in it very little Candour or Ingenuity, 

In the next Paragraph of the Governor's Meſſage, there are many Aſſertions in which 
we think we are equally miſrepreſented ; we are charged with offering Money in a 
„Way and upon Terms which we knew the Governor could not, conſiſtent with his 
« Duty to the Crown, conſent to.” We really thought, and ſtill think, it was incon- 
ſiſtent with his Duty to the Crown to refuſe it: If we are miſtaken, tis an Error in 
Judgment ; we have appealed to our gracious King on this Head, and we hope for a fa- 
vourable Determination. We are charged with * trifling with the King's Commands, 
« and refu/mg to give at all,” though we have actually given great Sums in Obedience to 
thoſe Commands, and earneſtly endeavoured to give much greater, which the Governor 
refuſed, unleſs we would give in a Manner which we think inconſiſtent with our pre- 
ſent juſt Liberties and Privileges, held under the Royal Charter. We are charged 
with „ reſolving to aggrandize our own Power, and deſtroy that of the Crown:” A 
Charge, as we conceive, utterly groundleſs, and for which we have never given the leaſt 
Foundation.—— We are charged with a Scheme of Independency.” We have no 


ſuch Scheme, nor ever had; nor do we, as a Part of the Legiſlature, deſire any Inde- 


pendency but what the Conſtitution authorizes, which gives us a Right to judge for 
ourſelves and our Conſtituents of the Utility and Propriety of Laws, or Modes of Laws, 
about to be made; and does not yet, and we confide never will, oblige us to make Laws 
by Direction.— We are charged with graſping at the Diſpofition of all public Money, 
and at the Power of filling all the Offices of Government; a Charge, as we conceive, 
equally groundleſs and invidious : We have, by Law, a Right to diſpoſe of ſome public 
Money, and we cannot be properly ſaid to graſp at what we are in Poſſeſſion of: That 
Part of the public Money which the Governor receives, ariſing by Licences, &c. great 
as it is, he diſpoſes of as he pleaſes, and we have never attempted to interfere in it; nor 
can one Inſtance be given 55 our attempting to fill any Office, which we are not by 
ſome expreſs Law impowered to fill. But the heavieſt Charge of this Paragraph concludes 
it; the Governor is pleaſed to ſay, When his Majeſty and the Nation are at the Ex- 
«© pence of ſending Troops for the Protection of theſe Colonies, you refuſe to furniſb then

is really amazing] It requires, however, no other Anfwer, than a fimple Relation of 
Fact. In the ſame Seſſion, and as ſoon as it appeared there was no Hope of obtaining 
the Bill for giving Twenty Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, and many Weeks before 
the Forces arrived, we voted and gave Five Thouſand Pounds to purchaſe Proviſions and 
other Neceſſaries for thoſe Forces; theſe Proviſions were accordingly bought, and are 


ſent to Virginia, being the full Quantity required of us: We have ſince given Ten Thiu- 


ſand Pounds to purchaſe Proviſions for the New-England Forces; it was given as ſoon ® 


requeſted, and before the Troops were raiſed ; thoſe Proviſions are moſt of them actually 
purchaſed, great Part ſent away, and all will probably be at the Place appointed before 
they are wanted.

The Governor is pleaſed to add, You have alfo, by Votes and Reſolves of your own

« they are now circulating in this Province, without the Approbation of the Govern- 
« ment.” This Charge, we preſume, will, like the reſt, vaniſh on a little Explana- 
tim. By the Laws of this Province now'in Force, and which have received the Royal 
Aſſent, the Diſpoſition of the Intereſt-Money, and Exciſe, is veſted in the Aſſembly 
for the Time being: Out of this Revenue the Aſſemblies have, from Time to Time, 

defrayed the Charges of Government. The conſtant Method of Payment was always 

this; when an Account againſt the Public was allowed, or any Expence for public Ser- 
vice agreed to, an Order iſſued, drawn on the Treaſurer, or Truſtees of the Loan-Office, 
and ſigned by the Speaker, or the Clerk, by Order of the Houſe. As theſe Orders were 
generally paid on Sight, they naturally obtained ſome Credit, and ſometimes paſſed 
through ſeveral Hands before Payment was demanded. ——— At the laſt Settlement 
of the Public Accounts, it appeared, that a conſiderable Sum of this Intereſt and 
Exciſe-Meney, over which the Aſſembly alone had a legal Power, ought to be 
in the Hands of the Treaſurer and Truſtees. The Governor himſelf was pleaſed to” 
point this Money out to us, to compute the Sum, and urge the Houſe to make Uſe of 
it, when in January laſt he refuſed their Bill for giving Twenty-five Thouſand Pounds 
to the King's Uſe. The Houſe alledged, and truly, that the Money was outſtanding 
in many Hands, and could not ſuddenly be collected, without diſtreſſing and ruining 
the People. However, on the Credit of this Fund, we voted the firſt Five Thouſand 
Pounds for Proviſions, and ordered the Money to be borrowed on Intereſt. And at the 
laſt Sitting, when the Governor refuſed to paſs our Bill for giving Twenty-five Tho. 

fand Pounds to the King's Uſe, he may be pleaſed to remember, that he ſent us down a 
Meſſage, in which, after the Reaſon given for not paſſing the Bill, there are theſe 
Words: As this is a Time of imminent Danger, and the Forces, raiſed and deſtined 
“ for the Service of the Colonies, muſt wait the Supplies from this Province, I again 
< intreat you to fall upon ſome other Method of raiſing Money, that we may not loſe this 
happy Opportunity of recovering his Majeſty's Dominions now invaded by the French 
„King.“ The Houſe accordingly fell on this other Method; they gave Ten Thouſand 
Pounds of the Money in their Power to the King's Uſe; they appointed a Committee to 
purchaſe the Proviſions required, and impowered them to draw for the Sum on the Trea- 
ſurer or Truſtees of the Loari-Office, as had been uſual; with this only Difference, that 
as former Draughts were payable on Siglit, and therefore bore no Intereſt, theſe being 
payable in a Year, were to bear Intereſt ; and in the mean Time the outſtanding Money 
was ordered to be got in, that the Draughts might be punctually diſcharged. Moneyed 
Men, knowing the Goodneſs of the Fund, and confiding in the Juſtice and Punctuality 
of the Aſſembly, which has always honourably diſcharged the Public Debts, have vo- 
luntarily furniſhed the Committee with Caſh for theſe Draughts, which they have laid 
by in their Cheſts to receive in Time the Intereſt. Thus the King's Forces have been 
expeditiouſly ſupplied, the People have Time to pay off their Debts to the Public, and 
no one is oppreſſed, diſtreſſed or injured ; nor is any Encroachment made on the Powers 

of Government, or any Thing done that has not been uſual, or which the Aſſembly are 
not by Law impowered to do.—Yet this is what the Governor repreſents as creating 

Bills Credit, and iſſuing them in Lieu of Money, without the Approbation of the Go- 

vernment; by which, Perſons unacquainted with the Fact, might underſtand we 
had been making Paper-Money, and iſſuing it on Loan, or in ſome other Manner, to 
produce an Advantage to ourſelves, and attempted to make it a legal Tender without 
the Governor's Aſſent, &c. all which is mere Miſrepreſentation or Miſapprehenſion, as 


will appear by the Reſolves themſelves, to which we beg Leave to refer. After this

The Governor is pleaſed further to cenſure us, for not deſiring a Conference on the 
Bill to prevent the Importation of Germans, or other Paſſengers, in too great Numbers 
in one Ship or Veſſel, and to prevent the reading of contagious Diſtempers, &c. We 


ov that it is ſometimes practiſed, when the Governor and Aſſembly differ in Judgment 


concerning a Bill, to requeſt a Conference, if there be any Hope by ſuch a Conference 
to obtain an Agreement ; but we being, from many Circumſtances attending the Bill, 
without ſuch Hope at preſent, contented ourſelves with laying before the Governor in 
a Meſſage, our Reaſons for not agreeing to his propoſed Amendments, and ſubmitted 
thoſe Reaſons to his Conſideration; the Bill may ſtill be reſumed, and a Conference entered 
into at a future Seſſion, if there ſhould be any Proſpect of Succeſs. If our Proceed- 
ing was irregular, which we think it was not, the Governor may be pleaſed to remember, 
he himſelf ſet us a more irregular Example at our laſt Sitting, when we preſented him 
the Bill for granting Twenty-five Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe; for he neither pro- 
poſed any Amendment, nor defired any Conference, nor would return us our Bill (when 
we expreſsly ſent for it to be re-conſidered) according to the conſtant Cuſtom in this Go- 
vernment, but only acquainted us, that “it being a Bill of a very extraordinary Nature, 
« he would ſend it Home to the Miniſtry,” which we hope he has accordingly done, 
as we believe it will he found, however the Governor may have miſapprehended it, to 
have nothing extraordinary in its Nature, or inconfiſtent with our Duty to the Crown, 
or aſſuming more than our juſt Rights and Privileges. ” 
On the Whole, while we find the Governor transforming our beſt Actions into Crimes, 
and endeavouring to render the Inhabitants of Penn/y[vania odious to our gracious Sove- 
reign and his Miniſters, to the Britiſb Nation, to all the neighbouring Colonies, and to 
the Army that is come to protect us, we cannot look upon him as a Friend to this 
Country. We are plain People, uren in the Sleights and Artifices of Controverſy, 
and have no Joy in Diſputation. e wiſh the Governor the ſame Diſpoſition ; and 
when he ſhall, as we hope he will, on better Conſideration, alter his Conduct towards 
us, and thereby convince us that he means well to the Province, we may then be able 


to tranſact the Public Buſineſs together with Comfort both to him and ourſelves ; of 


which till then we have ſmall Expectation.“ | | 
And the Meſſage being ſigned by the Speaker, by Order of the Houſe, 
Ordered, That Joſeph Fox and William Callender wait upon the Governor, and de- 
liver the ſame.

The Governet finds in his Commiſſion a Proviſo, That nothing therein contained 45% *: 
« | ſhall impower Rim to conſent to any Het whereby the Eſtate of the Proprietaries may 
«he hurt or encumbered; and this he looks upon as the higheſt Prohibition to him 
frown paſſing the Bill propoſed. "But the Intention of the Bill, may it pleaſe the Go- 
vernor, is not to Hurt or encumber, but to free from Encumbrance the Eſtate of the 
Proprietaries , which cannot, in our Opinion, have a worſe Encumbrance, than the 
Neighbourhood of fo miſchievous” an Enemy, who, as we have frequently, been in- 
formed by the Governor, have taken actual Poſſeſſion of ſome Part, and lay Claim to a 
much greater Part of their Country. The Eſtates of the People are all on this Side the 
Mountains; they are as yet neither invaded nor claimed by the French. As Repreſen- 
tatives of the People we think it as much our bounden Duty to do nothing that may 
hurt or encumber the Eſtates of our Conſtituents, as the Governor can poſſibly think it 
his Duty with regard to the Proprietary Eſtate ; yet we never conceived that giving a 
Part to fave the Whole, and not only to fave it, but to render it of double or treble 
Value (which muſt be the Caſe with the Proprietary Lands) could Pony be called 
hurting or encumbering an Eſtate. And if the Governor really thought that taxing the 
Eſtates of the People on this Occaſion would be a Hurt to them, and not a Benefit, we 
imagine he ought, in Duty, to refuſe his Aſſent to that Part of the Bill as well as the 
other, and for the very ſame Reaſon. We for our Parts think differently, and therefore 
lay the Tax as chearfully on our own Eſtates as on thoſe of our Conſtituents. We know 
their Loyalty to their King and Love to their Country is equal to ours; we do not in 
the leaſt doubt their Approbation of our Conduct; and we would willingly hope the 
Governor might, on ſuch an Occaſion, as reaſonably expect the fame Approbation from 


the Proprietaries. 


For there is, may it pleaſe the Governor, in the ſame Proviſo of the Proprietary Com- 
miſſion, an abſolute Prohibition to the Governor, to ſett, lett, leaſe out, grant, de- 
« miſe or diſpoſe of any Lands, Tenements, &c. or to intermeddle or concern himſelf 

therewith, or with any Part of the Property thereof; yet he is pleaſed to ſay, he 
knows the Love and Affection of the Proprietaries for their Country to be ſuch, that 
if they were on the Spot, they would do any Thing in their Power for its Preſerva- 
tion and Safety; and therefore he, on their Behalf, propoſes to give Lands Weſt of 
the Allegheny Mountains without any Purchaſe-Money, and free from the Payment 
of Quitrents for Fifteen Years to come. It cannot but ſeem ſtrange to us, that a 


Tax on Part of an Eſtate for Two Years ſhould be thought to hurt it, more than givin 


Six or Seven Hundred Thouſand Acres of it away; or that the Governor, notwithſtand- 


ing ſo expreſs a Prohibition, ſhould think himſelf more at Liberty in this Caſe than in 


the other. If the Proprietaries will approve in the latter Caſe, why not in the former ? 


And if the Grant of Lands, contrary to ſuch Prohibition, would be valid, why not the 


Paſſing of the Bill for a Tax? Theſe are Queſtions that we cannot ſolve, without a more 
particular Conſideration of the propoſed Grant of Lands Weſt of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, than we ſhould have thought neceſſary, if it had not been repeatedly mentioned 
to us by- the Governor, apparently with a View to make the Taxing of the Proprietary 
Eſtate on this Occaſion appear leſs reaſonable. We are ſorry therefore that we are 
obliged to obſerve, that the Propoſal is made in ſuch Terms as that it may be fully complied 
with, and yet nothing in Reality be granted. Firſt, becauſe Lands Weſt of the Allegheny 
Mountains differ greatly in their Quality, and though ſome are exceeding good, there 
are many Hundred Thouſand Acres that are not worth accepting ; and good Land is not 
ſo much as mentioned in the Propoſal. Secondly, becauſe the beſt Lands there, are not 
better than Lands of Virginia in the ſame Neighbourhood, which may be had without 
Purchaſe-Money, at Two Shillings Sterling Quitrent, and none to be paid for Fifteen 
Years. But the common Quitrent in this Province is Four Shillings and Two-pence Ster- 
ling. And therefore an Offer even of the beſt Lands in thoſe Parts on that Quitrent 
would be neither more nor leſs than this, That for the Encouragement of ſuch as ſhall, 
with the Hazard of their Lives, recover the Proprietaries Country from the Enemy, he 
will graciously ſell them a Part of the Lands ſo recovered, at twice the Price demanded 
by his Neighbour. An Offer on the Proprietary's Behalf, that may indeed be ſafely 
made, notwithſtanding his Prohibition, and without the leaſt Danger of offending 
him. If the Proprietary, to encourage the Settlement of the Weſtern Frontier of his 


Province, and to form a Barrier for the reſt, will, bona Fide, grant good Lands on rea- 
ſonable Terms, we doubt not but the Aſſembly will give 'other equivalent Encourage- 
ments to the Settlers, in Proviſions, Carriages, Utenſils of Huſbandry, Cattle, and the 
like ; but the Governor's Power to make ſuch Grants in their Behalf, at preſent not ap- 
pearing' to us, we muſt leave that Matter to future Conſideration. 

We are however clear, that the Governor has full Power to paſs the Bill in Queſtion, 
any Prohibition, were it ever ſo expreſs from the Proprietaries, notwithſtanding. Firſt, 
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becauſe no Prohibition of the Proprietaries can leſſen or take away from the Lieutenant 


Governor any Power ſuch Lieutenant is veſted with by the Royal Charter. Secondly, 
for that in the Royal Charter, Section IV. the King, for himſelf, his Heirs. and Syc. 


ceſſors, hath ** granted free, full, and abſolute Power,” (not only to. the Proprietary

Having thus, we hope, effectually removed the Governor's greateſt Objection to the Paſ- 
ſing of our Bill, we may be ſhorter in our Obſervations on the four other Reaſons he i 
leaſed to give us. | | 
To the firſt we ſhall only ſay, that we do not propoſe to tax the Proprietary as Goyer- 
nor, but as a Fellow-Subject, a Landholder and Poſſeſſor of an Eſtate in Fennfyſoanu; 
an Eſtate that will be more benefited by a proper Application of the Tax, than any other 
Eſtate in the Province. The Proprietary, may it pleaſe the Governor, does not govern 
us. The Province ſupports a Lieutenant to do that Duty for him, by a large Revenue 
ariſing from Licences, and other Fees and Perquiſites. But if the Proprietary afually 
governed us, and had a Support allowed him on that Account, we ſhould not therefore 
think it leſs reaſonable to tax him as a Landholder, for the Security of that Land. 
The Repreſentatives of the People have alſo ſome Support as a Part of the Government, 
by the Wages they are allowed for their Service in Aſſembly; would the Governor think 
this a good Reaſon, that as Owners of Eſtates they ſhould be exempt from Taxes * .Can 
the Proprietary, as Governor, have, from the Nature of his Office, more of this pre- 
tended Right of Exemption from Taxes than the King himſelf? Are not the Tenants of 
the King's Lands (who by every Land Tax Act of Parliament are to pay the Poundage) 
impowered to deduct the ſame out of their Rent? And are not the Receivers of his Ma- 
jeſty's Rents obliged, under ſevere Penalties, to allow of ſuch Deduction ? But this i 
not the firſt Inſtance by many, in which Proprietors and Governors of petty Colonies 
have aſſumed to themſelves greater Powers, Privileges, Immunities, and Prerogatives, 
than were ever claimed by their Royal Maſter on the Imperial Throne of all his e-

On the ſecond it may be' ſufficient to obſerve, that the poſitive Law of this Province, 
hinted at by the Governor as exempting the Proprietaries Eſtates from Taxes, is no 0

Tis 
true, it is, as the Governor calls it, a poprrve Law, ſo far as it extends; but to apply it 
to the preſent Caſe, ſeems inconſiſtent with both Equity and Reaſon. We have likewiſe 
a pofitrve Law, that the People's Repreſentatives ſhall diſpoſe of the People's Money, and 
this ſeems to us conſiſtent generally with Reaſon and natural Right; but does the Go- 
vernor think, that, becauſe it is a poſitive Law, it ought to be extended to all Caſes in 
Government? If ſo, We humbly conceive he would have propoſed ſome other Amend- 
ments to the Bill, and different from thoſe he has thought fit to ſend us: For we, con- 
fidering the Intention of the Grant, have allowed him a Share in the Diſpoſition of the 
Fifty Thouſand Pounds ; and he propoſes, by his laſt Amendment, to have a Share like- 
wiſe in the Diſpoſition of the Overplus, if any. ie . 55 
On the third Reaſon, we wanld only beg Leave to aſk, Whether, ſuppoſing the Pro- 
prietary Eſtate to be taxed, it would be equitable that he ſhould have a Negative in the 
Choice of the Aſſeſſors ; fince that would give him Half the Choice, though he were 
to pay perhaps not a Hundredth Part of the Tax ? In our Eſtimation, and we think we 
are not miſtaken, he may have Friends, Officers and other Dependents enough in eve 
County, to vote as much in his Behalf, or more, than his Share of the Tax can poſſibly 
amount to. But if the Proprietary ſhrinks at the Injuſtice of being taxed, where he 
has no Choice in the Aſſeſſors, with what Face of Juſtice can he deſire and inſiſt on 
having Half the Power of diſpoſing of the Money levied, to which he would contribute 


not a ſingle Farthing ? By the Words the Governor chuſes to expreſs the Power of the 


Aſſeſſors, viz. © Taxing the Proprietaries Eſtate at Diſcretion, one would think their 
Power unlimited, and the Proprietary left at their Mercy; but in the Valuation of Eſtates, 
they are confined by the Bill within certain moderate Bounds, are enjoined, and ſworn, 
or ſolemnly affirmed, to aſſeſs themſelves, and all others, equally and impartially, and 
** to ſpare no Perſon for Favour or Affection, nor grieve any for Hatred or III-will;“ 
which we think gives the Proprietary as good Security for Equity and Juſtice as any Sub- 
ject in the King's Dominions. 1 | | 

As to the Governor's fourth Reaſon, deduced from the Uſage in this and the other 


Proprietary Governments, we. think Uſage and Cuſtom, againſt Reaſon and Juſtice, 


ought to have but little Weight. But though it may have been the Uſage in this Go- 
vernment, and perhaps in others, to exempt the Proprietary Eſtate from Taxes in Caſes 
where their Eſtates could not by the Application of ſuch Taxes be any way benefited, 
that Uſage can, as we conceive, have no Relation to the preſent Caſe, which, as we 
have ſhewn, is of a widely different Nature. Nor, if the Governor's'Rule from Uſage 
could be allowed, viz. That the Lands or Eſtates of Proprietaries, exerciſing Government 
by themſelves or their Lieutenants, ought to be exempt from Taxes, would it operate in 


_ Favour of the Eſtates of Proprietaries who not only do not exerciſe Government b,. 


themſelves, but would reſtrain their Lieutenants in the Exerciſe of the juſt Powers they

On the Whole, we beg the Governor would again calmly and ſeriouſly conſider our 
Bill, to which End we once more ſend it up to him. We know that without his AC: 
ſent the Money cannot be raiſed, nor the good Ends ſo earneſtly deſired and expected 
from it be obtained, and we fear his Reſolution to refuſe it. But we entreat him to re- 
flect with what Reluctance a People born and bred in Freedom, and accuſtomed to 
equitable Laws, muſt undergo the Weight of this uncommon Tax, and even expoſe 
their Perſons for the Defence of hit Eſtate, who by Virtue of his Power only, and with- 
out even a Colour of Right, ſhould refuſe to bear the leaſt Share of the Burthen, though 
to receive ſo great a Benefit! With what Spirit can they exert themſelves in his Cauſe, 
who will not pay the ſmalleſt Part of their grievous Expences? How odious muſt it be 
to a ſenſible manly People, to find him, who. ought to be their Father and Protector, 
taking Advantage of Public Calamity and. Diſtreſs, and their Tenderneſs for their bleed- 
ing Country, to force down their Throats Laws of Impoſition, abhorrent to common 
Juſtice and common Reaſon! Why will the Governor make himſelf the hateful In- 
ſtrument of reducing a free People to the abject State of Vaſſalage; —of depriving us of 
thoſe Liberties, which have given Reputation to our Country thraughout the World, 
and drawn Inhabitants from the remoteſt Parts of Europe to enjoy them? Liberties not

The Governor, by the Secretary, ſent down a written Meſſage to the Houſe, which 
was read, and is as follows, v2. - 


GENTLEMEN; | 


- \ \ THEN I amended and ſent down to you the Bill for raifing Fifty Thouſand Pounds A Meare 
e for the King's Uſe, I expected you would have returned it to me with the ne Se 
« Amendments, and informed me which of them you agreed to, this being the com- Aſſembly. 
mon and ordinary Method in ſuch Caſes ; but you departed from this, and deſired to 
know whether I was reſtrained by the Proprietaries from taxing their Eſtate, and the 

Reaſons for my Opinion as to that Meaſure ; and though this Application was unpar- 
liamentary, and I believe unprecedented, yet upon this Occaſion I indulged you therein, 

and gave my Reaſons in the mildeſt Terms, on which, however, you have been pleaſed 

to treat both the Proprietaries and myſelf in a very unbecoming Manner. 
As you have returned me the Bill without the Amendments, and in your Meſſage 

that accompanied it, offer no Reaſons againſt any of them but ſuch as relate to taxing 

the Proprietary Eſtate, I conclude you have agreed to the others; I ſhall therefore 

conſider the ſeveral Parts of your Meſſage, and make ſuch Obſervations upon, and 

Anſwer to it, as I think it merits. | | 

* Having told you, that I had no Power by my Commiſſion to hurt or incumber the 
© Proprietary Eſtate, you take Occaſion in your Anſwer to play with the Worts Hurt 

* and encumber, and having viewed them in different Lights, tell me, * that your Bill 

eis intended to free the Proprietary Eſtate from Hurt and Encumbrance, by removing 

« the French, and that you are as much bound not to hurt or encumber the Eſtates of 

“your Conſtituents, as I am with Reſpe& to the Proprietary Eſtate ;” and having 

* ſhewn, as you think, that the Proviſo in my Commiſſion does not prohibit me in the 
_ © preſent Caſe; you then proceed to reaſon upon the Clauſe itſelf, and after producing 

* a very good Opinion of a former Council, Judge, and Secretary, as to a particulat 

Saving in the lateProprietary Commiſſion, you very roundly pronounce that Proviſo to 
be a Nullity, and not at all binding on me. e 
* You muſt give me Leave to differ from you in Opinion as to the Force of the Words 
in that Clauſe, which, notwithſtanding what you have ſaid, have ſtill the ſame plain 
and determinate Meaning they had before, every Tax, in my Mind, being an En- 
cumbrance upon an Eſtate, from which it cannot be cleared but by the Payment of 
a certain Sum of Money; and I being expreſsly reſtrained by my Commiſſion from 
conſenting to any Act that may encumber the Proprietary Eſtate, every unprejudiced 
Perſon will ſee clearly that my Powers do not extend to the preſent Caſe, and-that if 
I acceded to your Opinion, I ſhould be guilty of a manifeſt Breach of Truſt. 
* As to the Validity of prohibitory Clauſes in the Proprietary Commiſſions, I am not 
* fortunate enough to comprehend the Force of your Reaſonings upon this Head, which 
* are drawn from the fourth Section of the Royal Charter; for though by that Charter 
* Power is given to the Proprietaries, their Deputies and Lieutenants, to make Laws, 
* yet it does not alter the Relation which by Law ſubſiſts between a Principal and his 
* Deputy, the Intention of the Charter in that Particular, being no other than to im- 
power Mr. PENN, and his Heirs, to adminiſter the Government by his and their 
* Lieutenant or Deputy, which being a judicial Office, he could not otherwiſe have

© I cannot help obſerving, that you formerly uſed theſe ſame Arguments againſt the 
Validity of Royal Inſtructions, and uſing them now to deſtroy the Force of Proprie- 

* tary Prohibitions, you would, it ſhould ſeem, be willing that the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor ſhould be independent of every Body but yourſelves. 1 | — BOG 

« You ſay, © That the ſame Proviſo reſtrains me from letting or ſelling the Proprie- 

* tary Lands, and yet I propoſe to give away Six or Seven Hundred Thouſand Acrg, 
e upon the preſent Occaſion ; and ſeem vaſtly ſurpriſed, that I ſhould: think myſelf re. 
 « ſtrained from incumbering the Proprietary Lands by Act of Aſſembly, and yet at Li- 
© berty to give them away; for if, ou, the Grant of Lands, contrary to ſuch Pro- 
« hibition, would be valid, why not the Paſſing the Bill for a Tax?” And this you call 
a Queſtion you cannot ſolve. It is ſomething very extraordinary, that the Repre- 

« ſentative Body of Pennſylvania ſhould know ſo little of the Affairs of the Province, ag 
never to have been informed, that the Governor grants the Proprietary Lands under a 
certain Power of Attorney, regularly proved and recorded. called a Commiſſion of 

Property. That this Power was formerly veſted in private Perſons ; but for ſome 

Years paſt, has been given to the Governors ; and, being the Foundation of Property, 

cannot be unknown to any the leaſt acquainted with the Circumſtances of the Pro- 

vince. And to aſk a Queſtion or two in my Turn, how could you think that the 

Lands in the Province were granted under the Powers of a Commiſſion that expreſsly 

prohibits the Granting of any? Or that the People would be ſo weak as to give Money 

for Lands, and take Titles under ſuch a defective Power ? As to the Propoſal itſelf, it 
was made with a good Intention; and as I am accountable to the Proprietaries for my 

Conduct under that Commiſſion of Property, you may be aſſured I did not make it 

without proper Power to carry it into Execution; and had you raiſed Money for an 

Expedition to the Weſtward, and for encouraging Settlers, I ſhould then have made 

an Offer of the Lands by Proclamation, letting the Adventurers know, that they were 
to have the Choice of the Lands in Preference to all others, with every Thing elle that 

could reduce the Offer to a Certainty ; which there was no Neceſſity of doing in a Meſ- 
ſage to you, barely mentioning the Thing, and recommending to you to grant an Aid 
to'thoſe that ſhould become Settlers after the French were removed. | 

But whatever comes from the Proprietaries, however juſt, however favourable, muſt 

be wrong, and accordingly you are determined to repreſent in that Light a Propoſal 

generous in itſelf, and intended to promote the Public Service and Safety; which may 
ſerve to ſhew the Temper of Mind you are in, but can anſwer no good Purpoſe, — 

You ſay, Lands equally good may be had in Virginia for J wo Shillmgs Sterling Quit- 

rent, and none to be paid in Fifteen Years: It may be ſo; but how does it appear they 
are equally good? It 1s plain they are not equally convenient, becaule of their greater 
' Diſtance from a Market. — The Quitrent in Virginia, I ſuppoſe, was the fame for- 

merly that it is now, and yet very great Numbers have choien to purchaſe Lands in 
this Province of the Proprietaries at the Rate of Fifteen Pounds Ten Shillings per Cent, 
and of private Men at a much higher Price, and in both Caſes under the Quit-rent of 
Four Shillings and Two-pence Sterling, when they might have had them in Virginia 
for much leſs; and the Propoſal ought not to be conſidered by comparing it with 
© other Provinces, but with the Rate that Lands have, for a Number of Years paſt, been 
« ſold at in this Province; ſome of them lately in the new Purchaſe, within a few Miles 
of the Allegbeny Mountains, and others very remote without any Road of Communt- 
cation with this City, which is not the Caſe as to the Lands propoſed to be given, 
there being a very good Waggon Road thither : And notwithſtanding what you have 
« ſaid upon this Head, I am convinced, that if you had enabled me, in Conjunction 
with the neighbouring Governments, to have ſent a Body of Troops into that Count! 

| © an Offer of Lands, upon the Terms above-mentioned, would have had very good Ef- 
fects, and would have induced many to have gone and become Settlers there, that 
i" © would not otherwiſe have thought of doing either, and by that Means have formed a 

Barrier for the Protection and Security of the Province; and therefore I cannot but be 
* aſtoniſhed, that you ſhould have taken ſo much Pains to depreciate it. 
And now having effectually removed in your Judgment my greateſt Objection © 
* paſſing your Bill, you proceed to conſider my Reaſons in their Order. And to the 
« Firſt, that Governors, from the Nature of their Offices, are exempt from the Pay- 
ment of Taxes. Lou take a very nice Diſtinction between the Proprietary as ** 
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of Land, and the Proprietary as Chief Governor, and ſay, you do not tax him as 


« Governor, but as a Land-holder, and Fellow- Subject: Though this is a Diſtinction

that has no Exiſtence in Law or Reaſon, yet I ſhall for the preſent admit it, and con- 
der it accordingly. Have the Proprietaries a Right to vote in the Election of Repre- 
ſentatives us Land-holders ? ſurely not, being hereditary Governors of the Province, 


„and having a Voice in the Legiſlature by their own particular Repreſentative the Go- 
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vernor. How then 
Owners of Land in every County? From the very Principles therefore of the Eng//h 
Conſtitution, you have no Right to tax them as Freeholders or Fellow- Subjects, as 

on call them: If, therefore, you tax them at all, it muſt be as Proprietaries and 
Chief Governors, which is the only Capacity by which they are connected with, or re- 
lated to, the Inhabitants of this Province; and under them, in that Capacity, you 
derive the Power of acting as an Aſſembly. You cannot therefore, without inverting 
the Order of Things, have a Power over thoſe from whom you and every one elſe in 
the Province derive all the Power they have.—They hold the Government and Soil of 


this Province under the ſame Grant, and the Title to both is centered in their Perſons, 
and cannot be ſeparated or divided without deſtroying their Authority. It may be 


very true, as you ſay, ** that the Proprietaries do not govern yo; but that is not 
owing to any Want of legal Authority in them, but from another Cauſe that I need 
not mention here. 1 

The Support, as you call it, that is paid by the Province to a Lieutenant Governor, 
is no other than the Fees of Office, and as ſuch are due to any One that adminiſters 
the Government, and are not, what you would inſinuate, given to the Lieutenant for 
doing the Duty of the Principal; the chief of them are Public-houſe Licences, which 
were originally granted by Charter, not by any Conceſſion of the People (though you 
from Time to Time have taken it for granted to be ſo) and in Favour to them, as 
former Governors took much larger Sums for this Service, moderate Fees have been 
conſented to be fixed by Law, as Conſiderations for the Buſineſs done, not as ſufficient 


for the Support of Government; all the Fees and Perquiſites whereof do not amount, 
communibus Annis, to more than a Thouſand Pounds. t 


As to the Land-tax Acts of Parliament you refer to, they may be, as you ſay, with 


reſpect to the Crown's Fee FarmRents. But I do not conceive they amount to a Proof 


that the King pays Taxes, all Taxes whatever being paid to him ; and there ſeems to 
me an Inconſiſtency in ſuppoſing he can both pay and receive. I take the Clauſe you 
mention to have no other Meaning than to appropriate Part of the Revenues of the 
Crown to one public Uſe, which were before appropriated to another : For I muſt ob- 
ſerve to you, that the King can have no private Eſtate, but from the Dignity of his 
Office holds his Lands in Right of the Crown. And another Reaſon why a Poundage 
is collected upon the Crown's Fee Farm Rents may be, that the Land- tax ſhould not 
fall heavier upon the other Lands in the fame Hundreds or Diſtricts, as the Quotas of 
each were long ago ſettled as they now ſtand in the King's Books, and cannot, with- 
out Confuſion, be altered upon the Crown's acquiring Lands in any of them. 

* And upon this you break out into a lofty Exclamation, that * this is not the firſt 
Inſtance by many in which Proprietaries and Governors of petty Colonies have aſ- 
ſumed to themſelves greater Powers, Privileges, Immunities and Prerogatives, than 
were ever claimed by their Royal Maſter on the Imperial Throne of all his extenſive 
Dominions.“ I muſt acknowledge, Gentlemen, that theſe are ſounding Words; but 
what Inſtances among the many can you give of that aſſuming Behaviour in your pre- 
ſent Proprietaries? Have they ever claimed any Rights or Prerogatives not granted to 
them by the Royal Charter, or reſerved by that of their Father, under which you fit ? 


Can you lay to their Charge, during the Courſe of a long Adminiſtration over you, 


one Act of Injuſtice or Severity? Have they even exerciſed all thoſe Powers which by 


the Royal Charter they might legally do, and to which that Charter requires the People 


to be obedient ? On the contrary, have they not given up to the People many Things 
they had a Right to infiſt on, and indulged them in every Thing that they judged for 
their Benefit? How juſt is it therefore, Gentlemen, to accuſe them of aſſuming 
Powers and Prerogatives greater than their Royal Maſter ? Would you turn your Eyes 
towards your own Conduct, and apply ſome of theſe ſignificant Words to yourſelves, 
you would find them much more applicable than they are to the Proprietaries. 
The Charter under which you act, gives you the Powers and Privileges of an Aſſembly, 
according to the Rights of the Free-born Subjects of England, and as is uſual in any 
of the King's Plantations in America. — This, Gentlemen, is the Foundation of your 
Powers, which, by the Royal Charter, were to be conſonant to the Laws and Con- 
ſtitution of England. But inſtead of confining yourſel vis to that which your wife An- 
ceſtors thought fully ſufficient to anſwer the Ends of good Government, and ſecure 
the Liberties of the People, you have taken upon you great and mighty Powers, diſ- 
penſed with poſitive Laws by the Strength of your own Orders, claim a Right to diſ- 
| * poſe 


came you by a Right to tax them as Fellow-Subjets and Land- 
' holders, ſeeing they had no Voice in chuſing you, nor were entitled to any, though 
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© poſe of all public Money, and of keeping your Proceedings a Secret from the Crown, 
« with many others unknown to an Engliſb Conſtitution, and never heard of in the other 
* Plantations in America. Who therefore can be ſo juſtly accuſed as yourſelves. of af. 
ſuming unwarrantable Powers, greater than ever were claimed by a Brityh Houſe of 
Parliament, or, to uſe your own Words, by your Royal Maſter on the Imperial 
« Throne of all his extenſive Dominions,” who pretends to no Powers but what the 


« Conſtitution gives him, and diſclaims a Right of diſpenſing with Laws.

and under the Maſk of Zeal for the Public, conceal your own Schemes, | pretending 
they are all for the Benefit of the People, when they can anſwer no Purpoſe but to en- 
creaſe your own Power, and endanger the juſt Rights that the People enjoy under the 
Royal and Proprietary Charters, by making it neceſſary for his Majeſty and a Britiſb 
Parliament to interpoſe their Authority to fave the Province. — The People have

adhering to the Conſtitution eſtabliſhed by Charter, making that the Foundation and 
Standard of their Proceedings, and diſcountenancing every Deviation from it. 
The ſecond and third Reaſons given by me, and your Anſwers to them being de- 
duced from the Law for raiſing County Rates and Levies, I ſhall conſider them together. 

I do not ſee why the Proprietary Eſtate in each County is not benefited in common 
with other Eſtates, and by the ſame Means. The Proviſo therefore, relating to their 
Eſtates, was not inſerted becauſe he had no Benefit by the Money raiſed; but was pro- 
perly a Condition, upon which his Governor conſented to veſt the whole Power of 
chuſing the Tax Officers in the People, and is declarative of the Rights of his Station, 
of which the People in general might be ignorant. | 1 

I think with you, that the Proprietary Tax would not be more than an Hundredth 
© Part of the Whole, but cannot therefore admit, that if he is taxed, he ſhould be ex- 
« cluded from any Voice in the Choice of thoſe impowered to tax him, or that the Votes 
of his Officers, in their own Right, can make the Aſſeſſors his Repreſentatives; nor 
can I eaſily conceive, that a Negative upon a Choice is Half the Choice, or indeed 
any Part of it; but as what you ſay upon this Head has very little argumentative Force, 
* I ſhall not dwell upon it, but ſay ſomething as to the Law itſelf. a 
From the Tenor of the Act it appears to me to be intended, not only for laying and 
« raiſing Taxes to defray the neceſſary Charges in every County, but to ſettle the Mode 
of raiſing Money upon all Occaſions; it directs the Manner of chuſing Commiſſionem, 
Aſſeſſors, Collectors and Treaſurers, gives them particular Powers, and regulates the 
Conduct of thoſe entruſted with the Laying and Receiving Taxes. It is a poſitive 
and perpetual Law, and by a ſpecial Proviſo expreſsly declares the Proprietary Eſtate 
not liable to Taxes. You yourſelves apply it to a Provincial Purpoſe by the Bill 
under Conſideration, and the apparent Reaſon why it was never applied to that Purpole 
before is, that no Provincial Tax has ever been laid fince the Enacting of that Law.

* You are certainly empowered by ſome temporary Laws to diſpoſe of particular Mo- 


* nies raiſed by thoſe Laws, when they come into the public Offices, and I do not know 
* that this Power has been diſputed ; the Legiſlature that gave thoſe Laws a Being, had 
* a Right to paſs them in that Shape, and a future Legiſlature may do the ſame, if they 
think fit; but I do not conceive that you have from thoſe Laws a Right to diſpoſe of 
all Money that ſhall be raiſed, that being no Part of the Charter, but muſt depend 
upon the Legiſlature that raiſes it, who may reſerve the Diſpoſition to themſelves, give 
it to you, or any Body elſe they think fit. 

* And here I cannot help taking Notice of an Expreſſion in your Meſſage, that you have 
allowed me a Share in the Diſpoſition of the F ifty T houſand Pounds. — Is it from 
you, Gentlemen, that I derive the Right of governing this Province, or from your 
* Allowance that I have a Voice in the Legiſlature? Are you the Sovereign Diſpoſers of 
Power? Have you a Right to give and take away at Pleaſure ? If not, whence that 
* Tofty Claim of allowing your Governor a Share in the Diſpoſition of public Money?! 
* Is not the whole Property of the People ſubject to the Power of the Legiſlature ; and 
© have I not a Voice in that Legiſlature, not derived from, or dependant upon, you ; an 
how came you therefore by a Right to allow me a Share in the Diſpoſition of Monel, 
* which cannot be raiſed without my Conſent ? Such Language may poſſibly be agreeable 
to your Notions of your own ſuperlative Powers, but is not juſtified by the Conſtitu- 
tion eſtabliſhed by Charter, or any Rights properly belonging to an Aſſembly; and 
your claiming ſuch a Power, ſhews the Extenſiveneſs of your Plan, which is no leſs in 
that Reſpect, than to render yourſelves independent, and aſſume a Superiority oer

| conceive to be a Miſtake. The Proprietary is, by the Charter, made anſwerable for an 
Miſdemeanour that he himſelf ſhall commit, or by any wrilful Default or Neglect permit, 
againſt the Laws of Trade and Navigation. But if the Deputy commits a Miſdemeanour, 
which the Proprietary does not permit, through his own wilful Default or Negle&, ve 
preſume he is not anſwerable for ſuch Miſdemeanour by the Charter ; and leſs, in Reaſon, 
now, than when the Charter was given; as by an Act of Parliament of later Date, every 
Deputy appointed by the Proprietary, muſt before he can act as ſuch, receive the Royal 
Approbation. The very Nature and Reaſon of the Thing, moreover, ſeems to us to 
ſhow, that a Deputy to do a Thing, ſhould have all the Powers of the Principal neceſ- 
ſary for doing that Thing; and every Lieutenant or Deputy Governor, is, by the Na- 
ture of his Office, and the Reaſon of his Appointment, to ſupply or hold the Place of a 
Governor. But the Royal Charter being 10 expreſs and plain in the Point, leaves us 
under no Neceflity of inveſtigating this Truth by Reaſon. Should our Conſtituents, 
when they choſe us to repreſent them in Aſſembly, not only inſtru& us, but even tate 
Bonds of us, that we ſhould aſſent to no Law for the better and more effettual Recovery of 
the Proprietary Quitrents, if ſuch a Law were required of us, or thought neceſſary by the 
Governor : Would he think ſuch Prohibitions or Bonds valid ? Would he not fay they 
were void in themſelves, as forbidding what he thinks a juſt and reaſonable Thing, de- 
priving us of the Right of uſing our 5% Diſeretion, and reſtraining the Powers granted to us 
by Charter. The Caſe we conceive to be the ſame with reſpect to the Proprietaries Lieutenant 
(who is their Repreſentative) if he is ſo reſtrained as the Governor thinks himſelf to be. 
The Government, and the Exerciſe of the Government, are inſeparable, ” ſays Chief Ju- 
ſtice Pollexfen, a famous Lawyer, and wherever the Government is granted, the Exerciſe 
of that Government is meant and included. If the King grant to any one the Go- 
« vernment of Jamaica, or the like,” continues he, * ſure no one will fay, that that 1s 
not a Grant of the Exerciſe of the Government there!” And we ſuppoſe this is 3 
good Law, with regard to the Grant of the Government of Pennſylvania. | 

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, that he cannot help obſerving, that we formerly uſed 
the ſame Arguments againſt the Validity of Royal Inſtructions. We have all due Re- 
ſpect and Deference for Royal Inſtructions ; the King has not any where a more dutiful 
and loyal People; but what does the Governor intend by the Varipity of Inſtrutions! 
Does he mean that they are Laws in the Colonies? And if the Royal Inſtructions were 
ſuch, does it follow that Proprietary Inſtructions have the ſame Validity? We apprehend 
there may be ſome Difference, but at preſent it is not neceſſary to diſculs it. 

For our doubting in the leaſt the Governor's Power to make the offered Grants of 
Land (free of Purchaſe Money and Quitrent for Fifteen Years) in the Behalf of the Pro- 
prietary, he 1s pleaſed to treat us with great Contempt on account of our Ignorance, 0 
ſerving, that .it is ſomething very extraordinary, that the Repreſentative Body of Few 
* fylvania ſhould know fo little of the Affairs of the Province, as never to have been 11 
formed, that the Governor grants the Proprietary Lands under a certain Power of At- 
torney, regularly proved and recorded, called a Commiſſion of Property: That this Powe . 
« was formerly veſted in private Perſons, but for ſome Years paſt has been given to 7

And now, continues the 
10 e aſk a Queſtion or two in my Turn, How could you think that the 
Lands in the Province were granted under the Powers of a Commiſſion [meaning his 
« Commiſſion as Lieutenant Governor] which exprefsly prohibits the Granting of any? 
— Really we fhould be very ignorant indeed if we thought ſo; but it happens, may it 
oleaſe the Governor, that we are perfectly well acquainted with all theſe Matters, and 
here even now lying before us an authentic Copy of that certain Power of Attorney, called 
a Commiſion of Property, which, we ſuppoſe, moſt, who have read the Governor's Meſ- 
ſage, are perſuaded gives him full Powers to make the Grants of Land, which in his Meſ- 
fage of the Twenty-cighth paſt, he propoſed © to make to ſuch Perſons as ſhall now 
e engage to go upon an Expedition to remove the French from their Encroachment on 
“ the River Ohio, without any Purchaſe Money, and free of Quitrent for Fifteen Years.” 
Our Copy of this Commiſſion is taken from the Records, and certified to be a true One, 
under the Hand and Office Seal of the Maſter of the Rolls. We have examined it 
thoroughly to find the Powers by which thoſe Grants were to be made, and unfortunate- 
ly (we are forry we are obliged to ſay it to the Governor) there it no ſuch Thing ; not 
even a Syllable of the Kind: But on the contrary, after a Power given to the Governor 
to grant Lands claimed by Virtue of former Purchaſes, there is this Clauſe, ** And alſo 
* by Warrants to be iffued as aforeſaid, to grant to any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall 


apply for the ſame, and to their Heirs and Aſfigns for ever, any vacant Lands within 


the faid Province and Counties, or any of them, upon, by. and under the sAME TERMS, 
«©. Methods, Rents and Reſervations, as have of late been uſed and practiſed in the ſaid Land 
„ Office, BUT rox NO LESS PRICE, CONDITION, Rent or Reſervation in any wiſe.” 
That is, for Fifteen Pounds Ten Shillings per Hundred Acres, Purchaſe Money, and Four 
Shillings and Two-pence Sterling Quitrent. And now will the Governor give us Leave 


to aſk a Queſtion or two in out Turn? “ How could he think that Lands might 


be granted away, without any Purchaſe MALE and free of Quitrent for Fifteen 


% Years, under the Powers of a Commiſſion which expreſsly forbids his granting any, 


under leſs Price, Condition, Rent or Reſervation whatſoever, than has of late been uſed and 
pradtiſed in the Land Office? How could he think of referring us to ſuch a Commiſſion 
for his Power to make thoſe Grants, when he knew it was never there? How could he 
flight his Reputation ſo much, as to hazard ſuch an Impoſition on the Aſſembly and 
whole Province one fo eaſily detected! We make no further Remarks on this, leſt we 
ſhould again incur the Cenfure of treating our Governor in an unbecoming Manner.” 

„The Propoſal, however, the Governor is pleaſed to ſay, was made with a good In- 
*« tention ; and had we raiſed Money for an Expedition to the Weſtward; and for en- 
** couraging Settlers, he ſhould then have made an Offer of the Lands by Proclamation, 
letting the Adventurers know, that they were to have the Choice of the Lands, in 
Preference to all others, with every Thing elſe that could reduce the Offer to a Cer- 
e tainty, which there was no Neceſſity of doing in a Meſſage to us, barely mentioning 
te the Thing, and recommending to us to grant an Aid to thoſe that ſhould become 
Settlers. It is remarkable how ſlowly and gradually this generous Offer is ſqueezed 
out. We never heard a Word of it during all the Time of General Braddoct's Expedi- 
tion, for which Recruits were raiſed both in this and the neighbouring Colonies, though 
the Governor brought over with him, and had in his Pocket all the while, that certain 
Power of Attorney, called a Commiſion of Property, to which we are referred for his 
Powers of making the Offer. But as ſoon as the Houſe had voted to raiſe Fifty Thou- 
ſand Pounds by a Tax on all the Eſtates in the Province, real and perſonal, down comes 
a Meflage, containing a Propoſal to grant Lands to the Soldiers who ſhould engage in 
the Expedition; a Propoſal made with a good Intention, as the Governor ſays; that is, 
with an Intention to get the Proprietary Eſtate exempted from the Tax, by ſeeming to 
offer an Equivalent in another Manner; but worded in the moſt cautious Terms, as 
became an Offer made without Authority; and ſo as indeed to offer Nothing that could 
affect the Proprietary ; for the Quitrent to be reſerved, not being aſcertained, but left in 
the Proprietary's Breaſt, he might, when the Patents were to ine, demand a Quitrent 


- 


greater than the Worth of the Land. This being obſerved, and talked of, we had ano- 


ther wh > intimating that the Quitrent to be reſerved ſhould be only the common 
Quitrent of Four Shillings and Two-pence Sterling, per 100 Acres. But ſtill the Land 
was no otherwiſe deſcribed than as Weſt of the Allegheny Mountains; leaving the Proprie- 
tary at Liberty, after the Conqueſt ſhould be made, to pick out, according to the modern 
Practice, all the beſt Lands for himſelf and his Friends, and offer the Adventurers ſuch 
as they would be ſure not to accept of under that Rent. And this being pointed out, 
We are now told, “that a future Proclamation is to give them the CHoice of the be 
3 Lands ; but it was not neceſſary to mention this to us in a Meſſage recommending to 

us the Granting an Aid to thoſe Settlers.” If we were to grant Aids to the Settlers 
2 Proprietary Lands, was it not proper for us, as Guardians of the People, to know 

e Terms on which they were to hazard their Lives, and ſee that thoſe Terms were good 


in

in themſelves, and the Offer duly aſcertained ?!——We conceive, may it pleaſe the Go- 
vernor, that whenever we grant an Aid for the Encouragement of ſuch Settlers, it will 


Aug 19. pe proper to have the Terms aſcertained by the ſame Law, and not left to the preca- 


rious Effect of a Proclamation thereafter to be made by a Governor, in the Proprietary's 


Behalf, without any apparent Power for ſo doing. If the Offer is well meant, a Law 
to aſcertain it cannot hurt the Proprietaries : The Recovery of the Country, and the Ser- 
tlement of the Lands, are two diſtinct Things. Let us firſt join equitably in the Tax for 
the Recovery; and whenever the Governor ſhall be willing to paſs ſuch a Law, we are 
not averſe to giving the Propoſal of granting Lands a full and mature Conſideration; and 
affording ſuch equivalent Encouragement to Settlers, in Proviſions, &c, as we mentioned 
in our former Meſſage. But if he can paſs ſuch a Law to grant the Proprietary's Lands, 
contrary to the Prohibition in his Commiſſion, may he not full as well paſs the Bill for 
taxing the Proprietaries Eſtate f _ | 2d 155 . 

We cannot leave this Point, without a Word or two in Juſtification of ourſelves, 
againſt the heavy Charge of depreciating, from a bad Temper of Mind, this generous 
Offer, that would have had ſuch good Effects in promoting the public Service and Safety, 
We would not be miſunderſtood ; we look upon it that Lands may be made a valuable 
Encouragement, but we do not ſee any Genere/ity in offering them to the Recoverers at 


double the Market Price. The Encouragement to Adventurers is not diminiſhed, but 


rather increaſed, by our telling them where they may, for their Service in the ſame Ex- 
pedition, have Lands equally good and more convenient on better Terms. For the Vi, 
ginia vacant Lands are many of them nearer to navigable Water than the good Weſtern 
Lands of this Province, 2nd equally well accommodated by the Waggon Road made by 


the late Army. It is true, the Proprietaries Price is F een Pounds Ten Shillings fer 


Hundred Acres, with a Quitrent of Four Shillings and Two-pence Sterling. Numbers 


who imprudently made Improvements before they obtained a Titk were obliged to give 


that Price; and the great Aſſiſtance our Loan-Office afforded, by furniſhing Money to 


poor People on low Intereſt, and taking it again in ſmall Payments, thereby enabling 


them to purchaſe Lands, an Advantage they could not have elſewhere, might encourage 
many to ſtay in the Country, and take up Lands on thoſe Terms. But that. is now 
over ; for the Act is near expiring, and it ſeems we are to have no more of the Kind; 
and when that Encouragement had its full Force, was it ever known that any People 
came from Virginia to purchaſe here, on account of the ſuperior Goodneſs or Con- 
venience of our Lands? On the contrary, have not many Thouſands of Families gone 
from hence thither, and within theſe few Years ſettled fifteen or twenty new Counties 
in that Colony? Have not Thouſands likewiſe left us to ſettle in Carolina? Had not 
the exorbitant Price at which the Proprietaries held their Lands, and their Neglect of 
Indian Purchaſing in order to keep up that Price, driven theſe People from among us, 
this Province would at this Day have been in a much more flouriſhing Condition, Our 
Number of Inhabitants and our Trade would, in all Probability, have been double; we 
ſhould have been more able to defend the Proprietary's Eſtate and pay his Tax for him, 
and poſſibly more willing: But they are gone, and gone for ever, and Numbers are 
going after them !——And if the new Politicks prevail, and our diſtinguiſhing Privileges 
are one by one to be taken from us, we may, without the Gift of Prophecy, venture to 
foretel, that the Province will ſoon empty itſelf much faſter than it ever filled. 4 

In fine, this Offer was in Fact a mere Illuſion, intended firſt to impoſe on the Al- 
ſembly, and then on the People; it was likewiſe to figure with at Home in the Eyes of 
the Miniſtry. We diſcovered the Deception, and the Governor is offended that we 
did not keep the Secret. He is © aſtoniſhed that we ſhould depreciate an Offer which 
* would have had very good Effects, and induced many to have gone on the Expedi- 


* tion, and become Settlers, that would not otherwiſe have thought of doing either. 


May it pleaſe the Governor, as bad an Opinion as he is pleaſed to entertain of us, we 
have ſome Conſcience ; and would not chuſe, by our Silence, to have any Share in the 
Diſappointment and other ill Conſequences which might enſue to thoſe who ſhould have 
gone on that vague, empty, unwarranted Offer, and not otherwiſe have thought of it. 
And we, in our Turn, may be gſtoniſbed that the Governor ſhould expect it of us. 

We are in the next Place told by the Governor, © that we take a very nice Diſtinction 
between the Proprietary as Owner of Land, and the Proprietary as Chief Govern, 
* and ſay, we do not tax him as Governor, but as a Land-holder and Fellow-Subject. 
Our Words are, We do not propoſe to tax him as Governor, &c.” but the Governot 
by carefully omitting the Word propoſe, in his Quotation, gives himſelf an Oppor- 
tunity of expatiating on the Abſurdity and Inſolence of our inverting the Order of Things 
and aſſuming a Power to tax the Proprietaries, under whom, he is pleaſed to ſay, Me 
*© derive the Power of acting as an Aſſembly. Had the Word propoſe been honeſtly 


left in its Place, there would have been no Room for all this Declamation ; and the 


Demand, How came You by a Right to tax them? might have well been ſpared; ſince, 


though we as an Aſſembly have no Right to tax the Proprietary Eſtate, yet the Nennt

Iv together have ſurely ſuch a Right; and as he is preſent “ by his own 
9 baten  elentative the Governor, we may have a Right to propoſe ſuch a Thing 


to him, if we think it reaſonable. Eſpecially fince we do not, as the Governor ima- 


gines we do, derive our Power of acting as an Aſſembly from the Proprietary, but from 
the ſame Royal Charter, that impowers him to act as Governor. | 


We had been told in a former Meſſage, that the Proprietary ought to be exempt from 
Taxes, for he was a Governor, and Governors were exempt by the Nature of their Of- 
fice: We replied, that he did not govern us, but the Province ſupported his Lieutenant

to do that Duty for him. On this the Governor now makes the following Obſervation, 


« Tt may be very true, as you ſay, that the Proprietaries do nat govern you; but that is 
« not owing to any Want of a legal Authority in them, but from another Cauſe, that I 
„ need not mention here.” Woe were reproached in the Beginning of this Meſlage, as 
playing with Words ; and the Governor, it ſeems, has now caught the Infection. The 
Reaſon we gave, why the Proprietary could not be ſaid to govern us, was a plain One; 
but the Governor inſinuates ſome other Gauſe without explaining it, that there ma 
Room for the Reader's Imagination to make it any Thing or every Thing that is bad. 
We diſlike theſe dark Innuendoes, and ſhall ſpeak our Minds openly. It may be thought 
rude and unpolite, perhaps, but it is at leaſt fair and honeſt, and may prevent Miſun- 
derſtandings. If therefore the preſent Proprietaries do not govern us, it is becauſe they 
never aſſumed the Government in their own Perſons, but, as we ſaid before, employ a 
Deputy; and if the Deputy does not govern us, it is not becauſe we are ungovernable 
or rebellious, as he would inſinuate, nor for Want of ſufficient Power in his Hands by 


the Conſtitution, but becauſe he has not that Spirit of Government, that Skill, and thoſe 
Abilities, that ſhould qualify him for his Station. ; 


The Governor is pleaſed to tell us, That our Diſtinction between the Proprietary 
« as Owner of Land, and the Proprietary as Chief Governor, has no Exiſtence in Law 
«or Reaſon.” We ſhall endeavour to ſhew him, that it exiſts in both with regard to 
the King, and therefore preſume it may with regard to the Proprietary. —— The Go- 
vernor tells us likewiſe, as a Matter of Law, “that the King can have no private Eſtate, 
« but from the Dignity of his Office holds his Lands in Right of the Crown.” We 
are not any of us Lawyers by Profeſſion, and would not venture to diſpute the Gover- 
nor's Opinion, if we did not imagine we had good Authority for it: We find in Yner's 
Abridgment, an allowed Book, Title Deſcent of Lands, theſe Obſervations, which we 


hope may be ſatisfactory to the Governor in both Points. 


King has two Capacities, for he has two Bodies, of which the one is a Body natural, 


conſiſting of natural Members, as every other Man is; the other is a Body politic, 
and his Members thereof are his Subjects. He may take in his Body natural, Lands 


to him and his Heirs, and his Heirs ſhall retain it, notwithſtanding that he is re- 

And he may alfo take or purchaſe Lands or Tene- 
ments in Fee in his Body politic, that is to ſay, to him and to his Heirs Kings of 
« England, or to him and to his Succeſſors Kings of England; and fo his double Capa- 
city remains, as it does in other Perſons who have a double Capacity, as Biſhop or 
Dean, & o. We preſume that our Proprietaries hold the Manors they have laid out 


to themſelves, and the other Lands they may have repurchaſed in their Province, in 


their private Capacities, as Thomas Penn, or Richard Penn, and not in their Capacity of 
Chief Governor. The Governor is pleaſed to allow, © that one Reaſon, why the 
King's Fee Farm Rents are taxed in England, may be, that the Land Tax ſhould not 


fall heavier upon other Lands in the ſame Diſtrict. It ſeems to us a good Reaſon, 
For ſhould the Proprietaries go on encreaſing their 


and to hold as well in our Cafe. 


already enormous Eſtate, ſue and recover all their Mortgages, add Field to Field, and 
make Purchaſe after Purchaſe, till the Number of Frecholders in the Province is re- 
duced to a Handful ; can it be thought reaſonable that every Eſtate as it comes into their 


Hands ſhall be exempt from Taxes, and the Burden of ſupporting the Government, and 


defending the Province, thrown all upon the Remainder ? And yet this muſt be the Caſe 


if our Diſtinction has, as the Governor ſays, no Exiſtence in Law or Reaſon.” 
The Governor denies that the Fees and Perquiſites he enjoys are paid for Support cf 


Government ; they are, he ſays, „only moderate Fees conſented to be fixed by Law, 


as Conſiderations for the Buſineſs done; and the Public-houſe Licences, which are 


the chief of them, were dfiginally granted by Charter. This latter Aſſertion is 
quite unintelligible to us. 


We can find no ſuch Grant in the Royal Charter, nor can 
we Conceive how the Proprietary can grant a Fee to himſelf by his own Charter. The 
Governor is a Stranger here, and may be unacquainted with the Riſe and Eſtabliſhment 
of what is called the Support of Government among us. He will therefore permit us to 
relate it to him, as we have received it from our Anceſtors, and find Traces of it on 
our Records. When the firſt Settlers purchaſed Lands from the Proprietary, he de- 
manded, beſides the Conſideration Money, that a Quitrent ſhould be reſerved and paid 
Vor.

It is there ſaid, That the 


or Tenements, as Heir to any of his Anceſtors ; and alſo in this Capacity may purchaſe 
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1755. to him and his Heirs yearly for ever. They objected againſt this as a diſagreeable and 
== unreaſonable Encumbrance ; but were told, that the Proprietary being alſo Governor, 
419. though he took the Purchaſe Money for the Land as Proprietary, he reſerved the Quit- 
rents to be paid for his Support as Governor; for that Government muſt be ſupported, 
and theſe Quitrents would be the moſt equal and eaſy Tax, and prevent the Neceſſity 
of other Taxes for that Purpoſe here, as they did in the King's Government of Virginia. 
Theſe Reaſons induced them to acquieſce in it. But the Proprietarys Affairs calling 
him to reſide in England, and the Quitrents, then but few, being all wanted to ſupport 
him there, a Lieutenant Governor became neceſſary, and alſo a Support for that Lieute. 
nant, as the Proprietary, through the Neceſſity of his Affairs, was unable to ſupport him. 
The Public- houſe Licences and other Licences and Fees were pitched upon for this ſecong 
Support, and by perpetual Laws were given to the Governor for the Time being. 
But Governors, a Sort of Officers not eaſily ſatisfied with Salary, complaining that theſe 
were inſufficient to maintain ſuitably the Dignity of their Station, occaſional Preſents 
were added from Time to Time; and thoſe at Length came to be expected as of Right, 
which, if conceded to, and eſtabliſhed by, the People, would have made a 7hird Sup- 
port. Our Situation at this Time is, that the preſent Proprietaries claim, and enj 
the Quitrents (which were the flirt Support) as Part of their private Eſtate, and draw 
them to England where they reſide, remote from their Government, ſupplying their 
Place here by a Lieutenant. The Lieutenant takes and enjoys the Licence Money, and 
other Perquiſites, which were the ſecond Support, and though he has from Thirty Sbil. 
lings to Three Pounds for writing his Name only (the Secretary being paid Six Shilling. 
beſides for the Licence and Seal) ſays, they are only moderate Fees in Conſideration for Bu- 
fineſs done. And now if we do not regularly give thoſe additional Preſents, which were 
only the Marks of our Good-will, and Tokens of the Satisfaction we had in a Goyer- 
nor's Adminiſtration, every Thing elſe that a Governor enjoys is forgot, and we are 
charged both at Home and Abroad with the heinous Crime of preſuming to withbold the 
Support of Government. Thus we ſee how ſoon Cuſtom may become a Law, how 
thirſty a Thing Power is, and how hard to be ſatisfied. Claims, as the Governor fays, 
% bill never be wanting, and if the People will give “whenever they are required” 
to give, they may ſoon be * ſtripped of every Thing they have a Right to enjoy. 
The Governor is pleaſed to acquaint us, that all the Fees and Perquiſites of this Go- 
vernment do not amount, communibus Annis, to more than a Thouſand Pounds, meaning, 
as we ſuppoſe, Sterling Money. This the Governor enjoys fully and freely, and we 
never interfere in his Diſpoſition of it, any more than in the Proprietaries Diſpoſition of 
the Quitrents. We think this a handſome Support for a Governor; and though he 
calls it only moderate Fees for Buſineſs done ; yet if he can earn One Thouſand Pound: 
Sterling a Year in ſuch Fees, the Buſineſs muſt certainly be a good One. 
On our ſaying that ſome Proprietaries and Governors of petty Colonies aflume more 
Prerogatives and Immunities than ever were clajmed by their Royal Maſter, the F 
vernor grows warm in Behalf of the Proprietaries, and demands, with all the Air of a 
Perſon conſcious of being in the Right, What Inſtances can you give of that aſſuming Be- 
haviour in your Proprietaries ? We anſwer, the preſent Inſtance ; for the King does not 
claim an Exemption from Taxes for his private Eſtate, as our Proprietaries do. Hau 
they ever claimed any Rights or Prerogatives not granted them by the Royal Charter, or te- 
ſerved by that of their Father ? Yes, the Right of being exempt from Taxes for their 
Eſtate in Pennſylvania, when all their Fellow-SubjeQs (for the Proprietaries are Subjects, 
though the Governor ſeems to diſdain the Term) both in England and America, not 
excepting even the Lords and Commons of Parliament, are no obliged to undergo ? 
Tax for the Recovery 1 and Defence of the reft of THAT very ESTATE. This 
Right is not granted them by the Royal Charter, nor could it be reſerved by their Father: 
Charter. Can you lay to their Charge one Inſtance of Injuſtice or Severity? This is an 
Act of Injuſtice and Severity, to inſiſt that the People ſhall not be allowed to raiſe Money 
for their own Defence, without they will agree to defend the Proprietary Eſtates gratis. 
If this be complied with, and the War continues, what ſhall hinder them another Yea 
when the Fifty Thouſand Pounds is expended, to require, that before we are allowed to 
raiſe another Sum for the ſame Purpoſe, we ſhall agree not only to defend their Lands, 
but to p/ough them: For this their Lieutenant may alledge the Uſage and Cuſtom 1 
Germany, and put us in Mind, that we are chiefly Germgps. Who can aſſure us, that 
their appropriated Lands, ſo long kept untenanted and ie, are not reſerved in Expech- 
tion of ſome ſuch fortunate Opportunity? Can other Inſtances, in Anſwer to the 
vernor's Queſtions be neceſſary? If he thinks it di/creet to inſiſt on more, they may ſoon 
be at his Service. | ; 5

« 3 'A round Charge; bat 2 more eaſily made than anſwered. The Go- 
vernor allows, * that we have all the Powers and Privileges of an Aſſembly, according 
4 to the Rights of the Free- born Subjects of England, and as is uſual in any of the 
« King's Plantations in America; and we neither claim nor practiſe any but what is 
uſual in ſome or other of them. We claim no Right of diſpenſing with Laws. — The 
Right of diſpoſing of our own Money, we think, is a natural Right, and we have en- 
joyed it ever fince the Settlement of the Province, and conſtantly been in the Exerciſe 
of it in every Inſtance, except perhaps in a few, where, on extraordinary Occaſions, we 
have choſen to make ſpecial Appropriation by a particular Law. It is alſo poſſeſſed and 
practiſed by ſeveral other Aſſemblies. We have moreover the Right of diſpoſing of the 
preſent Revenue by poſitive Laws, which have received the Royal Aſſent. This natural 
and legal Right, as we contend it is, was never denied us, or called in Queſtion, as we 
know of, but by our preſent Proprietaries. Their ever hearty Friend, the late Gover- 
nor's Father, who had lived many Years among us, and was {killed in our Laws, in a ſo- 


the other Happineſſes of our Conſtitution, with which he was thoroughly acquainted. 


Our inſerting therefore in the Bill a Clauſe, that the Governor ſhould have a Voice in the 


Diſpoſition of the Money intended to be raiſed, was partly in Confideration that the Proprie- 
tary was, by the Bill, to contribute in Proportion to his Eſtate, and to avoid unſeaſonable 
Diſputes ; but ſince we are daily more and more convinced that the Governor is no 
Friend to our Country, and takes a Pleaſure in contriving all poſſible Methods of Expence, 
to exhauſt our Funds, and diſtreſs our Affairs (of which the preſent exorbitant Demand 
of Five Thouſand Pounds, beſides what we have already paid, for cutting a Road, an 
Undertaking he engaged us in on a Computation of its coſting Eight Hundred Pounds, 
and which, if this be due, muſt coſt us about an Hundred Pounds per Mile) it will become 
us to be more particularly careful how our Public Money ſhall be expended, when the 
greateſt Sums which can be raiſed upon this young Colony muſt fall ſo far ſhort of what 
may become abſolutely neceſſary for our common Security. 

That we claim a Right of keeping our Proceedings a Secret from the Crown, another 
of the Governor's groundleſs Accuſations, has been twice refuted, and is yet a third time 


every Year printed and publiſhed, and have been fo for theſe Thirty Years paſt and more. 
Equally groundleſs are the [many others] which the Governor forbears to particularize. 
Could he have thought of one that had the leaſt apparent Foundation, he would not 
have ſpared to mention it. . | 

Plans and Schemes of aggrandizing ourſelves the Governor has often charged us with, 
and now repeats the Charge. He affects to conſider us as a permanent Body, or ſome 
particular Order of People in the State, capable of planning and ſcheming for their own 
particular Advantage, diſtinct from that of the Province in general. How groundleſs this 
muſt be, is eaſily conceived, when tis conſidered, that we ate picked out from among 
the People by their Suffrages, to repreſent them for one Year only ; which ended, we 
return again among the COP and others may be, and often are, choſen in our Places. 
No one of us knows a Day before the Election that he ſhall be choſen, and we neither 
bribe nor ſolicit the Voters, but every one votes as he pleaſes, and as privately as he 
pleaſes, the Election being by written Tickets folded up and put into 4 Box. What 
Intereſt can ſuch a Body have, ſeparate from that of the Public ? What Schemes can a 
Set of Men, continually changing, have, or what Plans can they form to aggrandize 
themſelves, or to what Purpoſe ſhould they have or form them ? If the little Power 
allowed us by the Conſtitution was fixed in our particular Families, and to deſcend to 
our Heirs, as the Proprietary Power does in their Family, we might then be ſuſpected 
of theſe aggrandizing Plans and Schemes, with more Appearance of Probability. But 


if any of us had ſuch Schemes, the Want of a ſingle Vote in any Election might to- 
tally diſconcert them, there bein 


or Favour. 


The Governor next conſiders what we have ſaid relating to the Act for raiſing County 
Rates and Levies, and is pleaſed to ſay, that he does not ſee why the Proprietary 
** Eſtate in each County is not benefited in common with other Eſtates, and by the 
« ſame Means.” That the Proprietaries Eſtate ſhould be excuſed in a County Rate, at 
leaſt ſo far as that Rate is levied for the Payment of Aſſemblymens Wages, appears to 
us equitable ; for it would ſeem unreaſonable to tax an Eſtate to defray their Expences, 
if the Poſſeſſor had no Vote in chuſing a Repreſentative in that Houſe. But we conceive 
it is widely different in a Provincial Tax, where the common Intereſt and Securit of 


all are concerned ; and yet if the Proprietaries ſhould purchaſe Eſtates which have uſually 


been taxed by the County Rate and Levy Ac for that Purpoſe, we preſume thoſe Eſtates 


ought to continue to pay their Aſſeſsments. It was the Opinton of the Sollicitor Ge- 
neral in King WILLI AM's Time, that the Lords had no Right to vote in the Elections

courageouſly repeated; though all the Province knows that our Votes and Proceedings are 
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VOTES of the ASSEMBLY, 


of a Commoner, becauſe they were not Contributors to the Expences of a Knight of 
the Shire or Burgeſs; and they were not Contributors to that Expence, becauſe they were 
of an other Houſe. But if they purchaſed Lands which were, before ſuch Purchaſe, 
chargeable with thoſe Expences, thoſe Lands ſhould, notwithſtanding that Purchaſe, 
continue chargeable therewith by Law; although before the Act, the Lands the Lords 
were ſeized * or purchaſed, were excuſed from that Charge. But though ſuch Lands 
were excuſed from theſe Rates, will any One from thence alledge, that the Lords are 
exempted from paying the national Taxes? As for the reſt of the Expences provided for 
by that Act, we thought, as the Proprictary cultivated no Lands in any of the Coun- 
ties, but let them lie for a Market, he had probably no Sheep that might ſuffer by 
Wolves, Poultry by Foxes, or Corn by Crows and Blackbirds, &c. and therefore might 
reaſonably be excuſed from thoſe Taxes that were to raiſe Money to deſtroy ſuch Vermin, 
But on farther Conſideration, we are willing to give up that Point to the Governor, and 
agree that their Eſtates may on other Conſiderations be equally benefited ; concludin 
withal, hat they ought therefore equally to pay. For as to the Conditions of Conſent the 
Governor mentions, they are merely imaginary, though the Governor ſpeaks of them 
with the ſame apparent Aſſurance as if he had the Contract between the then Governor 
and Aſſembly under Hand and Seal in his Poſſeſſion. The exempting Proviſo in that 
Act, the Governor ſays, is * declarative of the Rights of the Proprietaries Station, of 
which the People in general might be ignorant.” Be it fo then; and let us ſee what 
are the Words: Provided alſo, that the Proprietary and Governor's proper Eftate ſhall 
« not be liable to be rated or aſſeſſed by Virtue of TH Af.” We ſubmit, Their Eſtate 
mult not be taxed by Virtue of that Act, for the Purpoſes intended by that Act: — "Tis 
the Right of their Station, it ſeems. But is this a Reaſon, why they ſhould not be 
taxed by any other Act for any other Purpoſes, or by another Act for the ſame Purpoſes, 
when it ſhall become reaſonable and neceſlary ? | 
There is in the ſame Act an Exemption from the ſame Tax, of all © unſettled Tracts 
« or Parcels of Land,” belonging to any Perſon whatſoever. Is this too, ** declarative

The Governor is grievouſly offended at an Expreſſion in our Meſſage, that we ban

thunders over us in a Storm of angry Queſtions, Is it from you, Gentlemen, that 1 


« derive the Right of governing this Province, or from your Allowance that I have a 
« Voice in the Legiſlature? Are you the ſovereign Diſpoſers of Power? Have you the 
© Right to give and take away at Pleaſure ?: If not, Whence that lofty Claim of a//ow- 
« ing your Governor a Share in the Diſpoſition of the Public Money? If the Go- 

ernor will but have a little Patience, we ſhall endeavour, by a few cool ſober Queſtions, 
to explain this Matter to him as well as we are able. Are not all Money Bills to take 
their riſe in the Houſe ? Can he poſſibly have any Share in the Diſpoſition of public 
Money if it is not raiſed ? and can it be. raiſed without our Allowance ?. Has the Go- 
vernor a Right to make any Amendments to a Money Bill?

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, that he ſtudiouſly avoided every Thing that could 
renew the Diſputes lubfiſting between us; and earneſtly recommended the ſame Temper 
of Mind to us. This may be right, ſo far as relates to his firſt Speech at the Opening 
of the Seſſion; but in his Amendments to our Bill, it appeared to us, that he ſtudiouſly 
propoſed every Tg that he thought could diſguſt us, in Hopes of engaging us in ſome 
other Diſpute than that on taxing the Proprietaries Eſtate, and of making the Bill with the 
Seſſion ineffectual and abortive. Why elſe, among other Things, did he ſt:ike out that 


| harmleſs Part of the Preamble, which gave as a Reaſon for the Bill, the Exhauſting 


of our Treaſury by our late expenſive Grants of Proviſions, Sc. to the King's Uſe. He 


did not chuſe the Bill ſhould mention any Thing we had done, leſt by that Means it 
ſhould reach the Royal Ear, and refute his repeated Accuſations that we had done 
nothing, nor would do any Thing, for the Defence of the Country; when he knows 
in his Conſcience we have given all in our Power; and it was well we had it in our 


Power to give ſomething, otherwiſe neither the Britiſh nor New-England Troops would 
have had the Proviſions we furniſhed ; for could the Governor poſſibly have done it, we 
have Reaſon to believe he would have defeated our Grant : He can no more bear to let 


us do any Thing commendable, than he can bear to hear what we have done mentioned. 


It is true, the Governor recommended a good Temper of Mind to us: He can make 
plauſible Speeches, that will read well in other Places where his Conduct is not known. 
Indeed they appear not ſo much to be made for us as for others; to ſhew the Miniſtry 


at Home his great Zeal for his Majeſty's Service and Concern for the Welfare of this 


People! and to recommend himſelf, as it ſhould ſeem, to ſome better Poſt hereafter, 
rather than to obtain the preſent Points that ſeem to be perſuaded. For of what Avail 


are the beſt Speeches, not accompanied with ſuitable Actions? He has recommended 


Diſpateh in very good Words, and immediately hatched ſome Diſpute to occaſion Delay. 
He can recommend Peace and Unanimity in fine and moving Language, and immediately 
contrive ſomething to provoke and excite Diſcord; the ſettled Scheme being, not to let 
us do any Thing that may recommend us to thoſe with whom he would ruin us. 
He would appear to be in great Earneſt to have ſomething done, and ſpurs violently with 
both Heels, but takes Care at the ſame Time to rein-in ſtrongly with both Hands, leſt 
the Public Buſineſs before us ſhould go forward. When we offered him to. raiſe 


Money on the Exciſe, a Method long in Uſe, and found eaſy to the People, he quarrel- 
led with us about the Time of extending the Act, complained it would raiſe too little, 


and yet was for ſhortening the Term. Obſolete Inſtructions were muſtered up againſt 
it, though Acts of the ſame Kind had been ſince paſſed by the Crown. Acts of Parlia- 
ment made for other Colonies were to be enforced here, and the like. Then he called 
out for a Tax, which the Proprietaries themſelves (in their Anſwer to our Repreſenta- 
tion) allowed to be the moſt equitable Way of raiſing Money; thinking, it is like, that 
we ſhould never agree to a Tax.

« Your Anſwers to what you call my round Charge, and to what you afterwards call 
my haughty Queſtions, are, by no Means, concluſive ; I grant that no Public Money 
can be raiſed, nor any Clauſe enacted for the Diſpoſition of it, without your Conſent, 
but is not mine equally neceſſary ? Whence is it then that I ſhould be thought more 
* obliged to you for a Voice in the Diſpoſition of Public Money; than you are to me, 
* ſeeing the Obligation (if any) is reciprocal; the Money temaining in the People's 
Pockets cannot be taken from thence, till I think a Law .neceſſary for that Purpoſe, 
and ſhall I have leſs Power over it after it is raiſed, and in the Public Treaſury, than I 
had before? The common Security of the People requires that they ſhould not be 
* taxed but by the Voice of the whole Legiſlature, and is it not equally for their Security 
* that the Money when raiſed ſhould not be diſpoſed of by any lefs Authority ? Your 
Claim therefore of a natural excluſive Right to the Diſpoſition of Public Money, becauſe 
* it is the People's, is againſt Reaſon, the Nature of an Engliſb Government, and the 
* Uſage of this Province, and you may as well claim the exclu/ive Right to all the Powers 
% Government, and ſet up a Democracy at once, becauſe all Power is derived from

As to what you infinuate concerning the enormous Growth of the Proprietary E/late; 
* I ſhall oppoſe plain Facts to your Preſumptions. By the original Conceſſions and 
Agreement between the late Mr. WiLLiam PENN, and the firſt Settlers, nine Tenths 
* of the Land were to be granted to the Adventurers, and the remaining Tenth to be 
* laid out to the Proprietary — but inſtead of this, the late Proprietary, out of the 


very {mall Part of what he might have done under that Agreement; and out of the 
three Indian Purchaſes made by his Sons ſince his Death, in the two firſt, conſiſtin 

* of four Million Acres of Land, they did not ſurvey upwards of Twenty-five Thouſand 
Acres, and thoſe neither of the richeſt nor beft fituated ; and in the laſt, which is by 
* far the largeſt of all, no Surveys have been made for their Uſe; but they gave early 
Directions, that the Settlers ſhould, as they applied, take their Choice of the belt 
* Lands, and accordingly great Numbers of People are ſeated on thefe Lands, to their 
* entire Satisfaction. As to their Manors and appropriated Tracts, it is well known

That our Meſſage of the Nineteenth of Auguſt was © a very tedious” One to the 
Governor we make no Doubt. It muſt have been ſo in the Matter, and might pro- 
bably be ſo in the Manner. There was too much Truth in it, and too little Flattery. 
We ſuppoſe too, that the Taſk of anſwering it might be as tedious as the Meſſage itſelf; 
ſince, to ſhorten the Work, he has paſſed over a Number of the moſt important Points, 
and all our Reaſonings upon them, without attempting an Anſwer. And we think he 
cannot juſtly complain of Want of Time to anſwer that Meſſage, fince we fat four Days 
after delivering it, adjourned for near four Weeks, and had been met again nine Days 
before we received the Anſwer, which, now we have it, we find to be ſuch an one as 
might have been made in a few Hours. But had our Meſſage really been “ filled with 
the groſſeſt Calumny and Abuſe,” as the Governor ſays it was, we cannot think, with 
the Governor, that it would therefore have been „ beneath him as a Gentleman to 
* make any Reply to it.” If we were of that Sentiment, we ſhould make none to the 
Meſſage we are now conſidering. We think, that what is beneath a Gentleman, is not 
the Anſwering of Calumny, but the making Uſe of if, And we wiſh, for the Governor's 
Sake, that he had been of the ſame Opinion : For he might then probably have treated 
us in a Manner more ſuitable to his Character as a Gentleman, and had more Regard to

The Governor denies, that our Claim of the Privilege of having our Bills granting

It was © lawful for New-comers to ſettle thereupon, and he to go higher up for his 
«© Share.” This might induce him not to take up more than he could conveniently 
ſettle; but can give his Succeſſors no Right to pick here and there the beſt vacant Pieces 
among the Settlements, excluding other Rights; nor to keep the Land-Office ſhut, as 
was done after the ſecond mentioned Purchaſe, till they had garbled the beſt Tracts for 
themſelves and Dependants, and left little beſides Rocks and barren Mountains for the 
reft of the People. The third and laſt Purchaſe being made but the laſt Year, and the 
Land moſtly expoſed to, or, as the Governor has often informed us, in the Hands of 
the Enemy, we are ſurprized to hear that © great Numbers of People are ſeated on it to 
« their entire Satisfaction; and more fo, that the Proprietaries Manors and appropriated 
Tracts are ey ſettled by Perſons that pay their Share of all Taxes. If this be ſo, we 
muſt own ourſelves as much unacquainted with the State of his Lands, as we are with 
the State and Management of the Land-Offce, which of late, indeed, is pretty much a 
Myſtery. That the Proprietaries are entitled to the Character of the beft Landlords, We 
can by no Means preſume to fay with the Governor; ſince his Majeſty's Lands arc 
granted without Purchaſe Money, on Half the Quitrent, and the Quitrents are applied 
to the Support of Government and Defence of the Country : We cannot therefore but 
be of Opinion, that the King is a much better Landlord. | 5 
If the Governor would pleaſe to conſider, that it does not fall to the Share of perhaps 
one Man in Five Hundred to be an Aſſeſſor during his whole Life, and that the Chance 
of being favoured or not by a ſucceeding Aſſeſſor, as he himſelf ſhall behave in that Of.

Had we aſſerted that the Proprie- 
tary Eſtate only was in Danger, and argued thence, that that Eſtate alone ought therefore 
to pay for its Recovery or Security, all this Strain of the Governor's Eloquence might 
then have been very juſt and proper: But, may it pleaſe the Governor, we did think 
there was ſomething elſe at Stake; we thought other Eſtates in Danger, and therefore 
offered a very large Sum, as our Share of the Expence, in the Bill for granting Fifty 
Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe. But we thought the Proprietary Eſtate at leaſt as 
much in Danger as any other Eſtate; and therefore imagined it ought to pay its Propor- 
tion towards the Expence of its own Security, The Governor, it ſeems; thinks otherwiſe; 
and becauſe other Eſtates are /kewy/e in Danger; the Proprietary Eſtate ought to be ex- 
empted; and unleſs we will agree to recover and defend that gratis, we ſhall not be per- 
matted to raiſe Money for the Defenee of our own Eſtates, our Neighbours, or our So- 
vereign's Dominions. This is dur preſent Situation, and we cannot help it; for the 
Proprietary Inſtructions are, it ſeems; as unalterable as the Laws of the Medes and Per- 
ang. But let it be known to them; and to all, it zs not our Infinuation, invidious as it 
may ſeem to the Governor, and ungrateful to his Ears, that cools the Ardor of his Ma- 
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jeſty's good Subjects; but if any Thing cools that Ardor it muſt be the Fact inſinuated, 


the Proprietaries claiming that invidious and odious Diſtinction, of being exempted from 
the common Burdens of their Fellow-Subje&s: If there be any who. think the Nation 
is contending for a Thing of no Conſequence, it muſt be thoſe who refuſe to contribute 
their Share, and not we who offer largely | 2 
Opinion there be, muſt be raiſed and confirmed by the Governor, and Proprietaries ftrange 
Conduct, and not by ours: © | „ 
The Governor ſays, we. © lay to his Charge a pretended Eſtimate (of the Expence of 
e cutting the Roads) of which he is totally ignorant, having never ſeen nor heard of one. 
Is it poſſible that the Governor can have forgotten it? He told us in his Meſſage of the 
Eighteenth of March, that he had © appointed Commiffioners to reconnoitre the Coun- 
try, mark out where ſuch Roads might moſt conveniently be made, and make Re- 
port to him of their Proceedings, with an Eſtimate of the Expences that would attend 
*« the Opening and Clearing them.” On the Application of the Governor, in that 
Meſſage, the Houſe ſent up a Bill, giving Twenty-five Thouſand Pounds to the King's 
Uſe, wherein, among other Things, the Clearing of Roads for the King's Service was 
provided for. But, may it pleaſe the Governor, did the Commiſſioners never comply 
with their Inſtructions, and make that Eſtimate? Or; if they made it, did the Gover- 
nor never lay it before the Houſe? Tis true we have not that Eſtimate now in our Poſ- 
ſeſſion; it was returned again to the Governor; but we all remember the Sum, and that 
it was Eight Hundred Pounds: If it was indeed, as the Governor ſays it might poſſibly 
be, © only ſome Mens private Opinion, yet it was an Eftimate, and ſent to us by the 
Governor; whether made by the Commiſſioners; or by others, we have not faid (though 
we think it was by the Commiſſioners) nor is it material: However, we have remaining 
in the Houſe a ſubſequent Letter from one of the Commiſſioners, to the Secretary, dated 
May the Third, which fays, ; We ſent you a Draught of the Road both to the Waters of 
the Yohrogani and to the Camp, with all the principal Places marked that occured to us, 
with the Amount of the Charges of laying out both; and an Eftimate of the Expence 
of opening and bridging the Road to the Yobiogant from the Tuſcarora Mountain: 
That to the Camp will not coſt fo much in Proportion to its Length, becauſe it is 
les hilly ; but we expect Amendments upon it, ſo as to come into the other near 
the To | of Sideling Hill, and avoid two Croflings of Funiata, and alſo to cut off ſe- 
veral iles between the Devil, Hole and the Camp. Both Roads will leave little of 
Fifteen Hundred Pounds; for it is impoſſible to tell what Expence unexpected Oc- 
currences will ariſe to. By this it appears, that an Eſtimate was made by the 
Commiſſioners, and that the Governor either . ſaw or heard of it” ſeems probable, 
fince he ſent down this very Letter to the Houſe; at leaſt he muſt have heard of the „e- 
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cond Eftimate, contained in this Letter, that gor Roads would leave little of Fifteen 
. * The Houſe however voted ſtill to bear the Expence of cutting 
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both Roads, though the firſt Sum was nearly doubled, and the Refuſal of their Bill by 
the Governor would make it more difficult to be complied with. —— We have alſo in 
our Hands another Letter from the ſame Commiſſioner, dated fifteen Days after the 
former, wherein, after more Experience in the Work, he makes a third Eſtimate, judge. 
ing that the Expence of opening both Roads will be little under Two Thouſand 
« Pounds.” This Eſtimate the Governor muſt ſurely have ſeen or heard of,” ſince 
the Letter is to himſelf, and by him laid before us. —— After all theſe Eſtimates gra- 
dually riſing from Eight Hundred to Two Thouſand Pounds, the Deſign of opening one 
of the Roads was dropt, the intended Breadth of the other was reduced one Third, its 
intended Length ſhortened, and even that ſhorter Extent never compleated ; and yet, 
though it was ſuppoſed we had paid near One Thouſand Pounds in Money and Proviſions, 
we were given to underſtand that Five Thouſand Pounds more was wanted. Had we not 
Reaſon to be ſurpriſed at this; and to ſuſpe& ſome Extravagance in the Management? 
But the Governor is pleaſed to tell us, not only that we charged him with an Eſtimate 
that he never ſaw, but likewiſe that we charged him with a Demand that he never 
« made.” We happen, however, to have the Original Letter from his Commiſſioner, 
which he laid before the Houſe on the Ninth of Auguſt, wherein are theſe Words: 
« Shippenſburg, Auguſt 4, 1755. Honoured Sir, We have appointed a Meeting of the 
« Commiſſioners for the Roads leading to the Ohio, at this Town To- day, in order to fall 
upon Meaſures to provide Money for the Payment of the Labourers, &c. employed in 
« the Service of the Roads; and we have thought of this Expedient (with Submiſſion 


to your Honour's better Judgment) that ſome Perſon or Perſons ſhould be appointed 


10 by your Honour to bring up Money, and to be ſatisfied with our Settlement of the 
« Accounts. We cannot at preſent inform your Honour of the juſt Sum of Mone 
« that will be wanted for the above Purpoſe ; but we think it will amount to Five Tou- 
« ſand Pounds. As the People are much in Want of Money, we ſhould be glad how ſoon 
« the Money can be ſent, &c. This Letter was ſigned by the fix Commiſſioners, and 
ſent down to the Houſe by the Governor; to what End, unleſs that we might furniſh 
him with the Sum required? Yet now he knows nothing of this Demand, and is pleaſed 
to ſay, © it could not have been then made by any one, becauſe the Accounts were not 
* come in,” as if a Demand in Part was a Thing impoſſible, before a Settlement. The 
Accounts however are at length come in, and under Examination, and it will now ſoon 
be ſeen, what Cauſe we ſhall have to commend the Governor's or the Commiſſioners 
Frugality : And we hope we ſhall not be backward to do it Juſtice. OT 
The Governor's Judgment of our Motives to engage in this Work of opening the 
Roads, ſeems to us a very uncharitable one, but we hope to find more equitable Judge- 
ment elſewhere. We are obliged to him, however, for owning that we did engage in 
it at all. For as he is pleaſed to lay it down as a Maxim that we are very wicked People; 
he has ſhewn in other Inſtances, when we have done any Good, that he thinks it no 


more Injuſtice to us to deny the Facts, than now to deny the Goodneſs of our Motive. 


——He would however think himſelf ill uſed, if any Part of his Zeal in that Affair was 
aſcribed to the Menaces directed to him ; or to a View of accommodating by the new 
Road the Lands of the Proprietaries new Purchaſe, and by that Means encreafing the 
Value of their Eſtate at our Expence. | Os, 
The Governor is next pleaſed to tell us, © that we have taken great Pains to imfuſe 
into the Minds of the People, particularly the Germans, that the Government have 
Deſigns to abridge them of their Privileges, and to reduce them to a State of Slavery. 
That this may, and will, alienate their Affections from his Majeſty's Government, and 
«« deſtroy that Confidence in the Crown and its Delegates, which, at this Time, is par- 
« ticularly neceſſary, and render all the Foreigners among us very indifferent as to the 
Succeſs of the French Attempts upon this Continent, as they cannot be in worſe Ci- 
cumſtances under them, than we have taught them to expect from the King's G0- 
vernment.” And a little lower he tells us, © that we ſcruple not to ſtir up his Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects againſt his Government, forgetting all Duty to our Sovereign, and dl 
Decency to thoſe in Authority under him.” Theſe are very heavy Charges indeed: 
But can the Governor poſſibly expect that any body will believe them? Can he even be- 
lieve them himſelf We can indeed truly fay it with Confidence, and the Gover” 
nor may, if he pleaſes, call it © our uſual Confidence,” that there is not a more dutifu), 
loyal and affectionate People to any Prince on Earth, than are the People, not only e 
this Colony, but of all the other Britiſh Colonies in America, to the beſt of Kings, his 
preſent Majeſty; and we cannot therefore forbear to ſay, that this Charge is a virulent 
Calumny, deſtitute of all Truth and Probability. But what muſt we do to pleaſe 
this kind Governor, who takes ſo much Pains to render us obnoxious to our Sovercig"» 
and odious to our Fellow-Subje&ts? Muſt we bear filently all theſe Abuſes? 'Tis 100 
hard, But if we deny his Accuſations, and prove them falſe, this he calls“ forgettind 
all Decency to our Governor; and if we complain of his Treatment, that "ol 
* ſtirring up his Majeſty's Subjects againſt his Government.” No, may 15 „ 
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Gbvernor, we make a wide Diſtinction between the King's Government, and the Gb» 1755. 
vernor's Conduct; and we have Reaſon. Every Deputy Governor is not the Prince, , 1 
and ſome are very indifferent Repreſentatives of him. Every Diſlike of a Governor's ** ge 
Behaviour is not Diſlike of Government; nor every Cenſure of a Governor, Diſaffection 
to the King. And indeed the more a People love their Prince and admire his Virtues, 
the leſs they muſt eſteem a Governor who acts unlike him. f ; | 
That there is a Deſign in the Proprietaries and Governor, to abridge the People here | 
of their Privileges, is no Secret. The Proprietaries have avowed it in their Letter to | 
the Houſe, dated London, March 2, 1741. The Doctrine that it is neceſſary, is public- 
ly taught in their Brief State; and the Governor himſelf has told us, that we have 
more than is ſuitable for a dependent (Colony. It is theſe Proceedings that give Jealouſy 
to the People, but do not however alienate their Affections from his Majeſty's Govern- 
ment, though they may from the Proprietaries. Their “ Confidence in the Crown” is 
as great as ever; but when the Delegates of Power are continually abuſing and calum- 
niating the People, it is no Wonder if they loſe all © Confidence in ſuch Delegates. 
The Governor can think himſelf at Liberty to tell us, That “we ſtir up his Majeſty's 
Subjects againſt his Majeſty's Government, forgetting all Duty to our Sovereign; 
and yet if we only tell him, that the Difficulties he meets with, are not owing to thoſe 
Cauſes, which indeed have no Exiſtence, but to his own Want of Skill and Abilities 
for his Station, he takes it extremely amiſs, and ſays, we forget all Decency to thoſe 
« in Authority.” We are apt to think there is likewiſe ſome Decency due to the Aſ- 
ſembly, as a Part of the Government, and though we have not, like the Governor, had 
a Courtly Education, but are plain Men, and muſt be very imperfect in our Politeneſs, 
yet we think we have no Chance of 1 by his Example. —— Skill and Abilities 
to govern, we apprehend fall to the Share of few; they may poſſibly be acquired by 
Y Study and Practice, but are not infuſed into a Man with his Commiſſion ; he may with- 
. out them be a wiſe and able Man in other Affairs, and a very good and honeſt Man in 
3 general. But thoſe ©* who ſtir up his Majeſty's Subjects againſt his Government, and 
« forget all Duty to their Sovereign,” as the Governor ſays we do, muſt be Traitors 
and Rebels, a Character that includes the higheſt Folly with the greateſt Wickedneſs. 
The World will judge which of theſe Charges is moſt decent, as well as moſt true, and 
we ſhall leave it to their Judgment. 


The Governor is pleaſed to repeat the Charge of our taking upon us great and mighty 

% Powers,” and to ſay, Since you call upon me to particularize them, I ſhall gratify you: 
We apprehend it is rather to gratify himſelf; for leſt theſe Particulars ſhould ſeem 

to be brought in improperly, the Governor ſays, we call upon him for them. We cannot 
find any ſuch Call in our Meſſage; but if there were, it was a very unneceſſary One; 
for the Governor has ſo accuſtomed us to find ſome of theſe Charges in. almoſt every 
Meſſage, and fo delights in renewing them, after repeated Refutations, that we might 
have expected them as Matters of Courle. You have created a Paper Currency of your 
own, &c. This ſtale Charge was fully refuted in our Meſſage of the Seventeenth of May 
laſt, and now repeated without taking the leaſt Notice of that Refutation. You pay your 
own Wages out of the Provincial Money; when the Law requires and provides for their 
being paid in another Manner. This Charge is premature, as we have not yet paid our- 
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þ ſelves any Wages out of any Money. We gave the Governor, indeed, Five Hundred 
£ Pounds out of this Provincial Money, though the Law requires and provides for his being 
, ſupported by Licences of Public Houſes, Fees, Gc. but that he might be ſure of being 


right, he took both. The plain State of the Matter is this; By the County Levy Act, 
the Commiſſioners and Aſſeſſors are directed “ to adjuſt and ſettle the Sum and Sums 
« of Money which ought oF NECESSITY to be raiſed yearly, to pay for Repreſenta- 
tives Service in General Aſſembly, and to defray the Charges of Building and Repair- 
ing of Court-houſes, Priſons, Work-houſes, Bridges and Cauſeways, and for de- 

« ſtroying of Wolves, Sc. and to lay a Tax for theſe Purpoſes. ” But other Acts of 
Aſſembly having directed that the Provincial Money, ariſing from the Loan-Office and 
Exciſe, ** ſhall be diſpoſed of as the Aſſembly of this Province ſhall direct and appoint, ” 
former Aſſemblies have, for many Years paſt, paid Provincial Charges, and the Public 
Salaries out of that Provincial Money, and among others, their own ſmall Wages. 
Hence it happened, that the Wages being otherways paid, the Commiſſioners and Aſ- 
ſeſſors found no Neceſſity of raiſing a Tax for that Purpoſe, and therefore have not done 
it, being no more obliged to do it without ſuch Neceſſity, than to tax for building Court- 
houſes when they have them already built, or to repair them when they need no Re- 
pairs; or to pay for Wolves Heads when none are killed. As to the other Charge of 
not keeping the Borrowers in the Loan-Office ſtrictly up to their yearly Payments as the 
Law required, we beg Leave to ſay, that we cannot think this Houſe is ſtrictly ac= 
countable for all the Faults of their, any more than the Governor for the Faults of his, 
Predeceſſors; nor that every Forbearing to execute a Law is properly called diſpenſing 
with Law. If it were, the Executive Power in moſt Governments is greatly cha 


rgeable 
with 
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1755. with the ſame Offence, For our Parts, whom the Governor is pleaſed to load with this 
C barge, we did in May laſt expreſsly order the Truſtees to uſe the utmoſt of their Care 
9 Diligence to collect the outſtanding Quotas, and, to quicken them, drew Orders 

on them nearly for the Amount ; but as a ſevere Execution of that Law would in ſome 

Caſes have been extremely injurious, as the Evil had been almoſt imperceptibly grow. 
ing, and gradually ſtole upon the Aſſemblies in a long Courſe of Years; and as a ſudden 
Sale of all delinquent Eſtates to recover their reſpective Quotas, would have been the 
Ruin of many ; and no Depreciation of the we or other conſiderable Inconvenience 
has followed the Forbearance, we conceive that former Truſtees and Aſſemblies, who 
gained nothing to themſelves by this Indulgence of the People, though not free from 
Blame; deſerve a leſs ſevere Cenſure than the Governor is diſpoſed to beſtow upon them. 
The Charge perhaps amounts to little more than this, that they did not exact from the 
People the Payments that by Law they ought to have exacted; which the Governor 
calls diſpenſing with a Law: They are not, however, chargeable with Exacting Money 
from the People which by Law they had no Right to exact, as we apprehend the Governor 
does, in the Fees for Marriage Licences, by which many Thouſand Pounds have been 
drawn from the Inhabitants of this Province. If this be not di/pen/ing with Law, tis 
making Law, and we preſume the Governor alone has no more Right to do the one, than 
the Aſſembly alone the other. — The laſt of this String of Charges, © that we haye 
* taken upon us to adminiſter the Affirmation to our Clerk, and ſeveral of our Members 
« not Quakers” is a total Miſtake in Point of Fact. As an Aſſembly we diſclaim any 
Right of adminiſtring either an Affirmation or an Oath; and have never adminiſtred an 
Oath or Affirmation to our Clerk, or any Member; but whenever an Oath or Affirma- 
tion is adminiſtred in the Houſe, it is done by a Juſtice of the Peace. And our Mem- 
bers are always qualified according to Law. 
The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, we have often mentioned what we have done to pro- 
* mote the Succeſs of his Majeſty's Arms under General Braddock.” We own that we 
have often mentioned this, but we have been forced to it by the Governor's aſſerting as 
often in his Meſſages, contrary to known Fact, that we had done nothing, and would di 
nothing of that Kind. But it ſeems we 7ake to ourſelves the Services of particular Men, 
in which, the Governor ſays, we had no Hand; and adds, that had we in Time opened 
the proper Roads, raiſed Men, and provided Carriages, and neceſſary Proviſions for 
4% the Troops, we might now have been in peaceable Poſſeſſion of Fort Duqueſne.” We 
beg Leave to aſk the Governor, Has the Body no Share in what is done by its Members? 
Has the Houſe no Hand in what is done by its Committees? Has it no Hand in what 
is done by Virtue of its own Reſolves and Orders? Did we not, many Weeks before the 
Troops arrived, vote Five Thouſand Pounds for purchaſing freſh Victuals, and other Ne- 
ceſſaries for their Uſe? Did we not even borrow Money on our own Credit to purchaſe 
thoſe Proviſions when the Governor had rejected our Bill? Will the Governor deny this, 
when he himſelf once charged it upon us as a Crime? Were not the Proviſions actually 
purchaſed by our Committee, the full Quantity required by the Commiſlary, and carried 
by Land to Virginia at our Expence, even before they were wanted? Did the Army ever 
want Proviſions, till they had abandoned or deſtroyed them? Are there not even now 
ſome Scores of Tons of it lying at Fort Cumberland and Conegochieg? Did the Governor 
ever mention the Opening of Roads to us before the Eighteenth of March, though the 
Requiſition was made to him by the Quarter Maſter General in Fanuary? Did we not 
in a few Days after ſend him up a Bill to provide for the Expence, which he refuſed! 
Did not the Governor proceed nevertheleſs to appoint Commiſſioners, and engage La- 
bourers for opening the Road, whom we afterwards agreed to pay out of the Money we 
happened to have in our Power? Did the Work ever ſtop a Moment through any De- 
fault of ours? Was the Road ever intended for the March of the Troops to the Oh? 
Was it not merely to open a Communication with this Province, for the more convenient 
ſupplying them with Proviſions when they ſhould be arrived there? Did they wait in 
the leaſt for this Road? Had they not as many Men as they wanted, and many from 
this Province? Were they not more numerous than the Enemy they went to oppoſe, 
even after the General had left near Half his Army fifty Miles behind him? Were not 
all the Carriages they demanded, being One Hundred and Fifty, engaged, equipt, and 
ſent forward in a few Days after the Demand, and all at Milli, Creek many Days before 
the Army was ready to march? With what Face then, of Probability, can the Governor 
undertake to ſay, That had we in Time opened the proper Roads, raiſed Men, an 
* provided Carriages, and neceſſary Proviſions for the Troops, we might now have 
been in peaceable Poſſeſſion of Fort Duqueſne?” 5 
The Governor is pleaſed to doubt our having ſuch Letters as we mentioned; we are 
therefore, in our own Vindication, under a Neceſſity of quoting to him ſome Parts © 
them; and will ſhew him the Originals whenever he ſhall pleaſe to require it. The 
General's Secretary, in his Letter, of the Tenth of May, to one of our Members (who, in

« You have done us great Service in the Execution of the Buſineſs you have kindly un- 
« dertaken; and indeed without it, I don't ſee how the Service rould have been carried on; 
« as the Expectations from Maryland have come to nothing. 5 And again, in his Let- 
ter of May tlie Fourteenth; ©* The General orders me to acquaint you, that he is greatly 
« obliged to you; for the great Care and Readineſs with which you have executed the 
« Buſineſs you undertook for him. At your Requeſt he will with Pleaſure diſchatge 
« theServants that may have inliſted in the Forces under his Command, or any others fot 
« whom you may defire a Diſcharge ; and deſires that you would for that Purpoſe ſend 
« him their Names.” And again, in his Letter of May the Twentieth; I have only

« From the very Principles therefore (ſays the Governor) of the Britiſb Conſtitution, 
ce you have no Right to tax them as Freeholders, or Fellow- Subjects. But all this 
Kind of Reaſoning ſerves only to eaſe us from the whole Force of it, and leaves the Go- 
vernor to diſpute the Principles of the Britiſb Conſtitution with a Britiſb Houſe of Com- 
mons, before whom he will undoutedly think it his Duty to produce ſtronger Argu- 
ments than theſe. The Fallacy of this Manner of Reaſoning is very obvious. 

The Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes repreſent the whole Commons of England;; but 
the Peers are preſent in Parliament for themſelves only: As it would be unjuſt to tax 
the Peers if they had no Repreſentation in the Legiſlature, by which they might give 
their Conſent ; ſo it would be equally unjuſt to tax the Proprietary Eſtate here, without 
his Aſſent by his Repreſentative the Governor. | 3 

The Peers and our Proprietaries have their Negatives upon all Bills; but the Equity 
of taxing themſelves, as well as all others, for their common Safety and Defence, in- 
duces the Lords to give their Aſſent to Bills offered to them for that Purpoſe; and no 
doubt the ſame Equity ought to be equally binding on our Proprietaries: And it may be 
hoped, that all Reſtrictions, by which their Deputy is diſabled from diſcharging his 
Duty, will, in due Time, be conſidered by our Superiors. Our Proprietaries, I preſume, 
have no Right to vote for our Repreſentatives, though they are certainly Landholders in 
this Province: And under this Conſideration they are exempted from paying Aſſembly- 
mens Wages by our County Rate and Levy Act. The Peers of Great-Britain are a8 
certainly Landholders, and many of them Burgeſſes and Members of Corporations; yet 
they neither vote for the Knights of the Shire or Burgeſſes; and under the ſame Conſi- 
deration are exempted from contributing to their Expences. The Commons petitioned 
in Parliament, Firſt of RichARD II. that all Perſons having Lay Fee might contribute 
to the Charge of the Knights. The King anſwered, that the Lords of the Realm 
would not loſe their old Liberties: Vet in the fame Reign, by the Twelfth of Ri- 
CHARD II. Chap. 2. it is enacted, © That if any Lord, or any other Man, Spiritual or 
« Temporal, had purchaſed any Lands or Tenements, or other Poſſeſſions, that were 
wont to be contributory to ſuch Expences before the Time of the ſaid Purchaſe, that 
* the ſaid Lands, Tenements and Poſſeſſions, and the Tenants of the ſame, be contri- 
ce butory to the ſaid Expences, as the ſaid Lands, Tenements and Poſſeſſions, were 
« wont to be before the Time of the ſame Purchaſe.” This Law, which hath conti- 
nued through ſo many Ages, appears to be founded in Fuſtice and Equity, and will ne- 
ceſſarily become the Rule of our Conduct; for as our Paper Money Acts are near expire- 
ing, and it may be hoped that no future Aſſembly will give up their juſt Rights for the 
Obtaining of new Emiſſions, whatever Inconveniences they may labour under for Want 
of them, the Payment of Aſſemblymens Wages muſt become very burdenſome, if the) 
are to be kept ſitting, though to little or no Purpoſe. (as of late) through a great Part o 
the Year; and eſpecially if our Proprictaries, againſt our Expectations, ſhould have # 


much Power as they have Inclination to get their encreaſing Eſtates exempted from 
bearing any Share of our Taxes; for in this Caſe we have Reaſon to apprehend they may 
judge it their private Intereſt to impoverith the People by exorbitant Impoſitions, or?

known Circumſtances of this Province, there is Reaſon to apprehend they have 
* ſomething more in View than barely cutting off and deſtroying ſome of the Frontier 
* Settlements. 
* His Majeſty and the Proprietaries having committed the People of this Province to 
my Charge and Care, I have done, and ſtill ſhall very readily do, every Thing in my 
Power to fulfil that important Truſt; and to that End, I think it my Duty to call 
upon you to grant ſuch Supplies of Money as his Majeſty's Service, at this important 
and dangerous Criſis, may require, and to prepare a Bill for eſtabliſhing a regular Mi- 
* litia, exempting ſuch as are conſcientiouſly ſcrupulous of bearing Arms, it being im- 
* poſſible, without ſuch a Law, though large Sums of Money ſhould be raiſed, to pre- 
vent Confuſion and Diſorder, .or conduct Matters with any Degree of Regularity. 
* As the Enemy are now laying waſte the Country, and ſlaughtering the Inhabitants, 
* there is no Time to be loſt; I therefore think it neceſſary upon this Occaſion to inform 
vou, that I am ready and willing to conſent to a Law for emitting any Sum in Paper- 
* Money the preſent Service may require, if Funds are eftabliſhed for ſinking the ſame 
in Five Years: But I cannot think it conſiſtent either with the Powers of my Com- 
* miſſion, or the Duty I owe the Crown, to paſs any Bills of the ſame or a like Tenor of 
* thoſe I have heretofore refuſed. And I hope you will not waſte your Time in offerin 
* me any ſuch Bills, as you muſt know from what has paſſed between me and the late

and I earneſtly recommend it to you, to afford in Time that Aſſiſtance which your 
bleeding Country ſtands ſo much in Need of.

* enſnaring Pretence of Reſtoring them to their Country; it ſeemed natural and proper 
for us to enquire, on this Occaſion, whether the Indians complained of any Injury from 
this Province, either in regard to their Lands, or on any other Account; and to expreſ* 
our Readineſs to do them Juſtice (in caſe ſuch Complaints were well founded) before 
Hoſtilities were returned, and the Miſchief grew more extenſive.

5 oe E are glad to find, that the Governor's chief remaining Objections to the Bill are 
nor SE. only, that the Method it propoſes in a particular Clauſe, of leaving our Diſpute to 
Aſſembly. the Royal Determination, is unprecedented, and that His Majeſty cannot properly aſſent 
« to ſome Parts of an Act, and reject others. On which we beg Leave to ſay, that we 
think the Bill is not liable to either of theſe Objections. Conditional or alternative Clauſes 
in Laws are far from being unprecedented, and the Clauſe objected to is no other: Nor 
is there any Neceſſity in the Method propoſed, that the Crown ſhould give its Aſſent to 
ſome Parts of the Act, and reject others. The Act will be complete in itſelf, and to be 
carried into Execution either Way, whether His Majeſty ſhall think fit to determine in 
Favour of the Proprietary Exemption or not. The Royal Approbation of the Law is one 
diſtinct AF of the Crown; the Declaration of the Royal Pleaſure, that the Proprietaries 
have a Right to be exempted from Taxes (if ſuch a Declaration is ever made) is another 
 diftinft Ad, that may be done at any other Time, or at any Time during the Continuance 
of the Law; which ſecond diſtinct Act of the Crown, to be done in Purſuance of the 
Law, is, by the Law, to be attended with certain advantageous Conſequences to the Pro- 
Prietaries, ſuch as a Forbearing to levy their Tax, or a Refunding it if levied. This very 
Refunding the Tax, if levied, is to be done, not becauſe a Part of the Law is rejected by 
the Crown (for that is not the Caſe) but it is to be done in Execution of the Law, and by 
Virtue of-the Law itſelf. Were we to go into the other Method propoſed inſtead of this, 
and paſs two Bills at the ſame Time, one declaring poſitively that the Proprietary Eftate 
ſhall not be taxed, (which the preſent Bill declares, as it now comes down amended by 

the Governor) and another expreſsly to tax that Eſtate, we think we ſhould be juſtly 
chargeable with doing what is not only unprecedented but abfurd ; and that the diame- 
trical Contradiction of two Laws paſſed at the ſame Time, and as it were with the fame 
Breath, would, ſo far as they relate to the ſame Point, infallibly deſtroy each other, and 
the End aimed at by the Governor, to wit, Exempting the Proprietaries from Taxation, 

be thereby infallibly ſecured. * 


As to the Governor's Propoſal of a particular Manner of chuſing Commiſſioners to 
aſſeſs the Proprietary Eſtate, we conceive there is not the leaft Neceſſity of deviating from 
the common Method on this Occaſion. The Aſſeſſors, yearly choſen throughout the 
Province, have eſtabliſhed Characters for Probity and Diſcretion, which gives the People 
that Confidence in them that occaſions their Choice. They are moreover under Oaths 
or ſolemn Affirmations to do impartial Juſtice, ** according to the beſt of their Skill and 
«* Abilities, neither ſparing any Perſon for Favour or Affection, nor grieving any for 
« Hatred or Ill-will ;” and though it is poſſible that in the many private Eſtates they 
have to aſſeſs, ſome ſmall Inequalities may at Times eſcape their Obſervation, yet we 
think in aſſeſſing the Proprietary Eſtate they would be extremely careful to avoid giving 
any juſt Grounds of Complaint, and make their Uprightneſs in that Tranſaction a Point 
of Honour as well as Conſcience; in which they would be ſtrengthened by this Con- 
ſideration, that an iniquitous unjuſt Aſſeſsment of that Eſtate, would give the beſt Ground 
to the Proprietaries whereon to found their Application to the Crown for the Exemption 
claimed; and as that Application may by the Bill be made, and the Right of Exemption 
declared by the Crown at any Time within the four Years Continuance of the Act, the 
Aſſeſſors would, by one Act of Injuſtice, incur the Danger of lofing all their Trouble in 
Aſſeſſing and Collecting that Tax perhaps for ſeveral Vears, and loſing the whole Mone) 
raiſed by it to the Public, the Law obliging a Reſtitution to be made to the Proprietaries 
whenever the Crown ſhall think fit to make ſuch Declaration. So that not only from 
Conſcience and Honour, but from a Regard to the Public Intereſt, the Aſſeſſors will be 
induced to do Juſtice to that Eſtate, and thereby prevent all Cauſe of Complaining. - 

But to ſatisfy the Governor farther, that not only the Taxing of the Proprietary Eſtatss, 
but the Aſſeſſing them by the common Aſſeſſors, is agreeable to the Practice at Home 
in taxing the Lords of Parliament, we beg Leave to refer him to the Votes of the Houſe 
of Commons, an Extract of which we herewith ſend him, where the Peers in 1692 pi” 
poſed a like Amendment to a Money Bill, viz. to appoint ſeparate Aſſeſſors for the Lords 
to be nominated in the Bill; but it appears, that on the Commons refuſing it, their Lord-

1t is, may it pleaſe the Governor, one of the moſt valuable Rights of Britiſb Subjects, I755:

The pręſent Afembly, how- 

ever, being a new Body, thought themſelves at Liberty to conſider the Twenty Amend- 

ments propoſed by the Governor to the Bill of the 4% Aſſembly for granting Fifty Thouſand 

Pounds, and without ſeeing the Neceſſity or Uſe of many of thoſe Amendments, but merely 

as they wiſhed and hoped thereby to avoid all Diſpute, admitted every one of them that 

was of any Conſequence into the preſent Bill; except that of exempting the Proprietary 

Eſtate, and that was ſo modified, as they imagined no farther Objection could remain. — 

We find; however, in this Inſtance, how little is to be gained by ſuch Compliance, and 

how endleſs it is to admit any Change in ſuch Bills; for now the Governor propoſes to 

amend his own Amendments, adds to his own Additions, and alters his own Alterations ; 

ſo that, though we ſhould accede to theſe, we are not ſure of being ever the nearer to 

a Concluſion: In Fine, as it is a Money Bill, as the whole Sum is granted to the Crown, 

and to be paid by a Tax on the Subjects in this Province, we cannot receive any Amend- 

ment to it. And as the Paſſing the propoſed ſeparate Bill is equally inconſiſtent with 
the Governor's Conſtruction of the Probitbitory Clauſe in his Commiſſion, which he ſeems 

now to have got over, and he only mentions this Mode, as in his Opinion it wall 80 brin

Whether we are * equally ſincere and equally affected with the Miſeries and Diſtreſſes 
of our bleeding Country ” with the Governor, muſt be left to others to judge. As we 
are moſt of us Natives of the Country, and all of us have our Eſtates and other more 
valuable Connections in it, and the Governor is a Stranger among us, it ſhould ſeem, we 
=_ think, at leaſt probable, that we may be even more deeply affected with its Diſtreſſes than 
he is; but the many Bills our Aſſemblies have propoſed in vain for its Relief, and our 
earneſt Endeavours to give ſuch great Sums to that End, which the Governor has ſo long 
refuſed, will, we think, put that Point beyond Diſpute. 

Upon the Whole, the Houſe adheres to the Bill; as being in their Judgment a reaſon- 
able one, and what they cannot deviate from conſiſtent with the Rights of the People ; 
| and fince at ſuch a Time as this, Diſputes and Contentions between the different Parts of 
the Government are extremely prejudicial both to the King's Service and the Welfare of 
the Country, we entreat they may henceforth be laid afide, and that the Governor, by 

paſſing this juſt and equitable Bill, will lay the Foundation of ſuch an Agreement as 
may conduce to the general Benefit of all concerned, and prevent the Neceflity we ſhall

But was I to enquire into the Reaſons of this indirect and perplexed Method, ſcarce 
any other, it ſhould ſeem to me, can be aſſigned, but that it is your ſovereign Plea- 
ſure to have it ſo, unleſs you are diffident of the Juſtice of your Cauſe, and dare not 
truſt 1t on its own Bottom, perhaps vainly imagining, that if both the Taxes are blended 
together, you have a better Chance of being gratified in your ambitious View of 
getting your Chief Governor and his Eſtate ſubjected to your Mercy, than if the 
Bills are ſeparated; in which Caſe you probably fear, that the Merits of the Cauſe alone, 
might determine it againſt you.

For my Part, I have ſuch an implicit Confidence in the Royal Juſtice, that I am 
certain, if the Proprietary Claim to an Exemption be juſt in itſelf, the preſent, or any 
other Law, by which they are taxed, would be rejected in the common Method, al- 
though the Crown ſhould be thereby, for a Time, deprived of the greateſt Sums : 
* Wherefore, as I foreſaw the manifeſt Inconveniencies that might enſue, from a total 
Rejection of the preſet Law, I propoſed a Separation of the two Parts of the Bill, by 
e Rt Exigences of the Province would be ſupplied, whatever 
etermination with regard to the Proprietary Exemption.

The Governor, by the Secretary, ſent down to the Houſe a Meſſage in Writing, re- November 22. 
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But you tell me, in the next Place, that my Propoſal alſo implies a Contradiction, 
namely, to paſs one Bill declaring pofitively that the Proprietary Eſtate ſhall not be taxed, 
and another expreſsly to tax it; and the good natured Conſtruction you put upon this, 
is, that I thereby aimed to ſecure an infallible Exemption of the Proprietaries from 
Taxation, by leading you into gn Abſurdity in the Mode of taxing them. This I ſhall leave 
among the reſt of your groundleſs Charges againſt me, and obſerve that the Bill, as 
amended by me, only excepts the Proprietary Eſtate in the Taxes to be laid by that 
Bill, but no where, that I can find, declares either poſitively or otherwiſe, that it Hall 
not be taxed by another Bill; ſo that the Abſurdity you mention does not appear to me. 


However, if what you are pleaſed to call the diametrical Contradiction of the two pro- 


poſed Bills be really any Objection with you, I ſhall very readily agree to one Amend- 
ment more, which will perfectly reconcile them, by the Addition of a very few Words 
to the Exemption Clauſe in the firſt Bill, as follows: [ The Eſtates of the Honourable 
Thomas Penn and Richard Penn, Eſquires, excepted, which ſhall be taxed in the Man- 


ner directed by a particular Law paſſed (or to be paſſed) for that Purpoſe.] Thus both 
Bills will declare poſitively, that the Proprietaries are to be taxed, if his Majeſty ſhall

«£ Your Extracts from the Votes of the Houſe of Commons prove nothing to the Pur- 
poſe for which you quote them; they only ſhew, what nobody denies, that, by the 
Conſtitution of England, the Commons have long claimed the Privilege of having their 


a paſſed or rejected without Amendments; but are by no Means applicable 


to the Circumſtances of this Province. 


* The Conſtitution of England is of long Standing, founded upon ancient Uſage, and 
ripened by Time and the Wiſdom of Ages to its preſent Perfection. There the King, 
Lords and Commons make up the ſupreme Power, to each of which the Conſtitution 
has aſſigned particular and peculiar Prerogatives, Rights and Privileges, in order to keep 
up a proper Balance, and make them (what, for the Benefit of the Nation, they ought 
to be) a Check upon each other. 

* The Conſtitution of this Province is founded upon certain Royal and Proprietary 
Charters, being ſubordinate, and no way fimilar to that of England, nor compoſed of 
the like conſtituent Parts. Here the whole Power is lodged in the Governor and Aſ- 
ſembly, who have all along exerciſed equal Legiſlative Powers, each of them having 
a Right to propoſe Laws, and to amend what is propoſed by the other. 
Till, therefore, you can ſhew that the Conſtitution of this Province is ſimilar to that 
of England, compoſed of the like Parts, and that each of them have the like or fimilar 
Powers and Privileges, you can found no Clgim upon the Uſage of Parliament, for 
having your Money-Bills paſſed without the Governor's Amendments; and therefore 


your Extracts from the Votes of the Houſe of Commons were a very needleſs Addition 
to your Meſlage. | 


* You mention Twenty Amendments offered by me to the Bill of laſt Aſſembly, and that

* you being a new Body | compoſed almoſt wholly of the ſame Members] admitted every 


one of them that was of any Conſequence into the preſent Bill, excepting that of exempting 
the Proprietary Eſtate. But this one Amendment was of ſo material Conſequence, that 
your Refuſal to admit of it made the Propoſal of a ſeparate Bill a neceſſary Expedient,

The other two were rejected on ac- 
count of the unjuſt Method propoſed for taxing the Proprietary Eſtate. If you are 
diſpoſed to relieve your Country, you have many other Ways of granting Money, to 
which I ſhall have no Objection. | | 

In this, as well as in ſome other Meſſages, you affect to treat me as a Stranger, and 
tell me, that it is at leaſt probable you are more deeply concerned for the Diſtreſſes of 
this Country than I am, becauſe moſt of you are Natives of it, and have your Eſtates 
in it, I am ſurprized, Gentlemen, that you do not bluſh to have Recourſe to ſuch 
weak and fallacious Reaſoning. Although I was not born within the Limits of this 
Province, I was born in its Neighbourhood. Nay, the Chief Part of my Eſtate lies 
much nearer to this City than the Eſtates of ſome of you who fit in Aſſembly; and 
when your Eſtates are in Danger, I can by no Means think mine ſafe. And here I 
would obſerve, that if the Conſideration of being bred up among you, and poſſeſſing 
large Property in the Province, could have ſecured your good Treatment of any Go- 
vernor, my immediate Predeceſſor had the faireſt Claim to ſuch Treatment, and would 


have been exempted from thoſe manifold Abuſes, which it has been his Lot, as well

Conſideration of the Diſtreſſes of this unhappy Country, I have conſented even to ex- 
ceed the Powers of my Commiſſion, in order to lay that Diſpute before his Majeſty, 
by a ſeparate Bill for that particular Purpoſe, you ſtart a new Claim, unknown to for- 
mer Aſſemblies, of having your Bills, giving Money, paſſed without Amendments ; 
and upon no better Foundation than this imaginary Privilege, you refuſe the neceſſary 
Aſſiſtance to your bleeding 'Country.—But, Gentlemen, I muſt tell you, that I cannot 
conſiſtent with my Duty, or the Truſt repoſed in me, recede from my Amendments to 
that your Bill.

The Government of this Province has ever been remarkable for its juſt and favour- 17g5. 
able Treatment of the Indians; and fo far have the Proprietaries been from depriving  ——— 
them of their Lands, without paying for them, that they have purchaſed the moſt of 7%" 24: 
them more than once; and the Indians on their Parts have upon all Occaſions acknow- 
© ledged this Juſtice, and in Return made warm Profeſſions of their Friendſhip and Af- 
fection to the Proprietaries and People of this Province; and I never heard either of 
« the particular Complaint you mention in your Meſſage of the Eighth Inſtant, or of 
any Complaint of the Kind. However, as it was before my Adminiſtration, I re- 
© ferred the Matter to the Conſideration of a Committee of the Council, who have care- 
fully examined the ſeveral Treaties and Tranſactions with thoſe Indians, and have made 
© a full Report as to the Matters you enquire about, which I ſend you with this; and 
from which it ſeems clear to me, that no ſuch Complaint or Promiſe was ever made.

have inſpected all the Minutes of Council, and other Books and Papers that we con- | 1 
ceived could aſſiſt us in the ſaid Enquity, and find, that the Nation of Indians, called the 1 
Shawaneſe, are Southern Indians, who, being rendered uneaſy by their Neighbours, came 1 ii 
up to Coneſtogoe about the Year 1698, making about Sixty Families, and deſired Leave ; 8 
of the Suſquehanna Indians, who then lived there, to ſettle on that River. — That theſe _ 8 
Suſguehanna Indians applied to this Government, that the Shawaneſe might be admitted be bi 
to ſettle, and ſaid, that they would become anſwerable for their good Behaviour.= 1 
That the firſt Proprietary, WILLIAM PENN, Eſq; arriving ſoon after this Tranſaction, wa 
the Chiefs of the Shawaneſe and Suſquehanna Indians came to this City, and renewing 1 
their ſaid Application, the Proprietary agreed to their Settlement there ; whereupon the x 1. 9 
Shawaneſe came under the Protection of this Government. From that Time greater {8 
Numbers of thoſe Indians followed them, and ſettled on Suſquehanna, and the Upper 1

That ſeveral Treaties were held with thoſe amongſt the other Indians at different Times 


by this Government; and from their firſt coming, they were accounted and treated as

our Indians. That ſome of their young Men, about the Year 1727, committed ſome 
Diſorders in this Province, and though the Government had fully forgiven them for 
theſe Outrages, yet, being on that Account threatened by, and therefore afraid of, the 
Six Nations, they removed to the River Ohio in the Year 1728, or 1729, and there, ſoon 
after, put themſelves under the Protection of the French, who received them as their 


Children. That Meſſages were ſent from this Government to them to return to us; 
and Applications were made to the Six Nations to interpoſe and prevail on them ſo to do. 
And the better to induce and encourage them to leave the French, a large Tract of 


Land was offered them on the Weſt-Side of Suſquebanna, where they had been {ſettled 


before, and they were deſired by all Means to return thither. —— That the Proprietary, 
Thomas PENN, upon his Arrival in the Year 1732, again preſſed them to return and 
live on this Land, which he promiſed them ſhould be always kept for them, and their 
Children, if they would come and live upon it ; but they declined it, ſaying, they were 
afraid of their Enemies the Tuteloes, and that it was not convenient for their Hunting, 
but defired that the Land might be kept for them, which it has ever ſince been. But 
we find the Aſſembly are miſtaken in their ſaid ſecond Meſſage, in ſaying, that Part of 
the ſaid large Tra& was ſurveyed into the Proprietary Manor, on Conedogumet; for the 
Fact was, that in order the more effectually to keep off any other Settlers on that large 
Tra&, the Proprietaries cauſed the Whole of it to be ſurveyed as a Proprietary Manor. 
And in looking into many of the Proprietary Indian Purchaſes, we find that this Land 
has been bought over and over again by the Proprietaries, as well of the Suſquehanna In- 


 dians as of the Six Nations, to whom it did belong. 


We thought proper to report theſe Matters thus particularly, that it might appear 
evident that the Shawane/ſe did not originally belong to this Province, and never had any 
Right to any Lands in it, or made any Pretenſions thereto, but that the Proprietaries, 
from Favour, and to encourage thoſe Indians to remove from the Neighbourhood of the 
French, and live among us, offered them the ſaid large Tract of Land for their Habi- 
tation. | | 

We likewiſe find by the ſaid Treaty held by the ſaid Commiſſioners at Carliſie in 1753, 
that the Chiefs of both theſe Nations of Delawares and Shawaneſe, did, in a ſolemn 
Manner, renew the Treaties of Amity and Friendſhip with this Province. 

We further find, that in the Fall of the Year 1754, Mr. Weiſer was deputed by this 
Government to have an Interview with the ſeveral Nations of Indians at Aughwick, 
amongſt whom were ſome of the ſame Chiefs of the Delawares and Shawaneſe as were at 
Carliſie the Year before; and by his Journal it appears, that theſe very Chiefs made the 
ſtrongeſt Profeſſions of their Friendſhip to this Government, and of the grateful Senſe 
they retained of the conſtant good Uſage and Favours they had received from it, and in 
particular, of our procuring the Diſcharge of ſome of the Shawaneſe, who had been 
made Priſoners at Carolina, and our kind Treatment of them in their Return, and Good- 
neſs in ſending them back to their Nation; and of their own Accord did ratify, confirm 
and renew their League with this Government, without making the leaſt Complaint 
againſt the Proprietaries, or this Government, on Account of the ſaid Tract of Land, or 
on any other Account, as it is well known to all who are acquainted with Indian Affairs 
they would have been ready enough to do, if they had imagined they had any juſt Cauſe 
for it, and without making any Enquiry whether ſuch Application had been made to 
the Proprietaries, and what the Succeſs thereof had been as it was natural to expect they 
would, if any ſuch Promiſe had been made them to do it; and therefore we conclude, that 


they could then have no Diſpleaſure at any Thing done to them either by the Proprie- 
taries or Government before that Time. 


And we further beg Leave to remind your Honour, that at one of the Conferences 
lately had with Scarroyady, one of the Six Nation Chiefs, and Andrew Montour, in the 
Council Chamber, they being particularly aſked, if the Delawares or Shawaneſe had any 
Cauſe of Complaint given them by this Government, they declared, that thoſe Indian, 
had never mentioned any to them; and that they never heard, not did believe, the had 


any, but that they attributed their Defection wholly. to the Defeat of General Braddoct, 


and the Encreaſe of Strength and Reputation gained on that Victory by the French, and 
their intimidating thoſe Indians, and uſing all Means by Promiſes and Threats to ſeduce 
and fix them in their Intereſt; and to the ſeeming Weakneſs and Want of Union, in the 
Engliſh, and their appearing unable or unwilling to protect them, and particularly this 
Government, who had conſtantly refuſed to put the Hatchet into their Hands. And 
we beg Leave to ſay, we are entirely of Opinion, that this is the true and ſole Cauſe of 
their Defection. | 

Upon the Whole, we beg Leave to aſſure your Honour, that from a careful Inſpec- 
tion and Examination of all the Tranſactions between this Government and the ſaid De- 
laware and Shawaneſe Indians, we find that the Conduct of the Proprietaries and this Go. 
vernment has been always uniformly juſt, fair and generous towards thoſe Indians; and 
that it does not appear to us, that they could have any Pretence of Right to the ſaid 
Land, or any Part of it, nor any juſt Foundation for any Claim thereof, unleſs Fran ON

faid voluntary Offer ſo made them by the Proprietaries, to come and live on the ſaid 


Land, which they declined, and refuſed to accept of; nor that they had any juſt Cauſe

and that if they had made any ſuch Complaint at the ſaid Treaty at Carliſie, in 1753s 
the ſaid three Commiſſioners, who knew ſo well what was proper, and have ſo minutely 
ſet forth the Tranſactions of that Treaty in their faid printed Report thereof, which 
they therein call a full and juſt Account of all their Proceedings, could not poffibly have 
omitted ſo material an One; but if any ſuch Thing was there really. ſpoke of by thoſe 


Indians, they muſt, as we do, look upon it as a groundleſs, inſignificant Claim, and 
not worthy of being inſerted in their ſaid Report.

cruel Invaſion, Nevertheleſs, while you have been deliberating, much innocent Blood 
hath been ſpilt, a great Extent of our Country laid waſte, and the miſerable Inhabitants 
ſcattered abroad before the ſavage Spoiler, | 
We therefore, in the moſt ſolemn Manner, before Gop, and in the Name of all our 
Fellow-Citizens, call upon you, adjure you, nay, we ſupplicate you, as you regard the

Reaſons now lie before you, we need not repeat them further than by obſerving, that a 
well regulated Militia has always been found both the ſureſt and leaſt expenſive Method 
of Defence, and that, upon any other Plan, great Sums of Money muſt be thrown away 
to little Purpoſe, and the People thereby burdened with grievous Taxes. * 

Another Reaſon for thus applying to you, is the great Diſtreſs which this City, com- 
mitted to our Care, is like to labour under by the yaſt Increaſe of the Poor from all Parts 
of the Country, and the melancholy Proſpect of having far greater Numbers of the un- 
happy Back Settlers driven in upon us from their Habitations, and continually flying to 
the Shelter and Charity of the City, as the Place of the greateſt Safety. This muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be prejudicial to the general Courſe of Buſineſs, and enhance the Value of all 
Neceſſaries by encreaſing the Number of Mouths, and at the ſame Time diminiſhing the 
Number of Hands that ſhould ſupply our Market ; all which will prove a Burden upon 
us too heavy to bear. | 

Seeing therefore our Affairs are brought to ſuch a Criſis, and as this our reaſonable 
Demand cannot require much Time for your Conſideration, having already been ſo often 


Diſpatch to you ; for as the People ſeem already in a deplorable and deſperate Condition, 
we fear it will not be poſſible to preſerve the Peace and Quiet of this City, nor of the 


Province itſelf, much longer, if ſome effectual Methods are not ſpeedily taken for their 
general Defence and Security.

The Committee appointed to conſider the Governor's Meſſage of the Twenty-ſecond 


Inſtant, relating to the Bill for granting Sixty Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, made 
a Report thereon in Writing, which was read, and is as follows, v2. 


E have conſidered the Governor's long Meſſage of the Twenty-ſecond Inſtant, and 
are of Opinion, that as the Bulk of the ſaid Meſſage conſiſts of groundleſs Charges 


peatedly refuted in the Anſwers of the Aſſembly of May 17, Auguſt 8, Auguſt 19, Sep- 
tember 29, &c. &c. there is not now the leaſt Neceſſity of giving any Anſwer to thoſe 
Parts of the Meſſage, they may be ſafely left to themſelves. 

And though we had prepared a full Anſwer to the reſt of that Meſſage, yet as there 
ſeems from the Governor's Meſſage of laſt Night ſome Hopes of an Agreement with him, 
in the Bill for granting Sixty Thouſand Pounds, which is the principal Buſineſs of the pre- 
ſent Seſſion, we ſubmit it to the Houſe, whether at this Time it may not be more con- 
ſiſtent with the Prudence and Moderation of the Houſe to ſuppreſs it. 

There is however one or two new Charges againſt the Aſſemblies of this Province, 
which it may be proper to take ſome Notice of. The firſt is, that they ©* contemptuouſly 
treated the Proprietary Offer of Four Hundred Pounds, for erecting a Place of Strength 
on the Ohio, together with an Offer of One Hundred Pounds per Annum towards its 
Support; which Offers were made at a Time when the Concurrence of the Aſſembly 
** would probably have prevented many of the Calamities we now groan under.” 

What this © contemptuous Treatment” was is not here ſpecified, but may be explained 
by a Paſlage in the Brief State, Page 12, where it is ſaid, the Houſe refuſed the Propoſal 
a Place in their Minutes. But, in Truth, the Propoſal of building a ſtrong Houſe =_—

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the Ohio appears upon our Minutes, in Pages 75, 76 and 82*, of the Election in 17501 17535. 
and nothing further than what is there could properly be made a Part of thoſe Records. 
The late Governor Hamilton, after ſending the Meſſage of the Thirteenth of Auguſt, 1751, a> 
requeſted a private Meeting with ſome of the Members of that Houſe, but without any 
Authority from the Aſſembly; | 
At this Meeting Governor Hamilton offered, on Behalf of the Proprietaries, Four Hun» 
dred Pounds, towards building ſuch a Houſe upon or near the Ohio (but not a Syllable of 
maintaining or ſupporting it.) The Indians were ſo far from preſſing our engaging in it, 
that Inſtructions were drawn by this Government to require it of them, at a Treaty held 
by G. Croghan, in May, 1751, and they evidently -ſhewed themſelves apprehenſive ſuch 
an Attempt might give Umbrage to the French, and bring them down the Ohio with an 
armed Force, to take Poſſeſſion of thoſe Lands.

« Governor of Canada, and we ſuppoſe this cauſed him to invade our Country.“ Treaty, 
Page 8. The ſame Sentiments appeared among the Six Nations at the Albany Treaty; 
«« that the Engliſb and French were only contending which of them ſhould have their 
„Lands. The Reaſoning made uſe of by the Members at this private Conference with 
the late Governor was, that the Land, where they propoſed to build it, was claimed b 
the Crown, and was very probably beyond the Limits of Pennſylvania; that, at leaſt, it 
would be beyond the Reach of our Laws, as appeared by the People already ſettled on 
Juniata, juſt beyond the North Mountain; that this, inſtead of healing, might create ir- 
reconcilable Breaches with our Indians, conſidering what Sort of People would probably 
reſide there; that the Indians had never heartily requeſted it, nor did it ſeem to be their 
Intereſt ſo to do; and if they had requeſted it, as they were in Subjection to the Six Na- 
tions, it would be neceſſary to have their Aſſent; that this precipitate Act would probabl 
create a Jealouſy in the French, and give them ſome Pretence of an Infraction of the 
Treaty of Utrecht on our Part, and might finally engage the Britiſb Nation in a War 
with France. Theſe, and many other Reaſons, were urged at that private Conference, as 
ſeveral of thoſe Members apprehended to Governor Hamilton's Satisfaction. And it ap- 
pears by George Croghan's Journal, that thoſe Indians neither did, nor did they think they 
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could, give Leave to build a Houſe on the Ohio, without the expreſs Conſent of the Six f 
Nations; and accordingly they took 'T'wo Months to acquaint the Onondago Council with Wh 
this Tranſaction, and then to ſend us Word, which they never complied with: 1 
It appears further, by the Aſſembly's Meſſage to Governor Hamilton, on the Twenty - 1 
firſt of Auguſt, 1751, taken from the Informations of Conrad Weiſer and Andrew Mon- il 9

We are far from deſiring to juſtify 
thoſe Indians in their late Outrages and Murders committed againſt the People of this 
Province, in Violation of the moſt ſolemn Treaties. We believe that great Care has 
nerally been taken to do the Indians Juſtice by the Proprietaries in the Purchaſes made 
of them, and in all our other public Tranſactions with them: And as they have not the 
ſame Ideas of legal Property in Lands that we have, and ſometimes think they have Right 
when in Law they have none, but yet are cheaply ſatisfied for their ſuppoſed as well as 
real Rights, we think our Proprietaries have done wiſely not only to purchaſe their Lands, 
but to purchaſe them more than once,” as the Governor ſays they have done, rather 
than have any Difference with them on that Head, or give any Handle to the Enemies 
of the Province to exaſperate thoſe People againſt us. It appears indeed from the Re- 
port, that they could have but a ſlender Foundation for a Claim of Satisfaction for thoſe 
Lands. We are however convinced, by original Minutes taken by one of the Commiſ- 
ſioners at the Treaty of Carliſle, now lying before us, that the Shawane/ſe Chiefs mentioned 
that Claim of theirs to the Lands in Queſtion at that Time, and were promiſed that the 
Matter ſhould be laid before the Proprietaries.

That the Petition, entituled, An Addreſs of ſome of the People called Quakers, in Behalf 
of themſelves and others, ſigned by Anthony Morris, and Twenty-two others, ſo far as it 
engages for any more than themſelves, and as it infinuates that many will be under the 
Neceſſity of ſuffering, rather than conſenting to the Payment of Money to be raiſed and 
put into the Hands of Commiſſioners, who may apply it to Purpoſes inconfiſtent with 
the peaceable Teſtimony they profeſs and haye borne to the World, appears to us (how- 
ever decent the Language may be in reſpect to the Houſe) aſſuming a greater Right than 
they were inveſted with, and an Indication that they had not duly conſidered what has 
been heretofore tranſacted in the Aſſemblies of this Province, oilMeutarly in relation to 
the Act for granting Two Thouſand Pounds for the Queen's Uſe, paſſed in the Year 1711, 
and is therefore an unadviſed and indiſcreet Application to the Houſe at this Time. 

That the Repreſentation from William Plumſted, and One Hundred Thirty-three others, 
of the principal Inhabitants, (as they ſtile themſelves) a great Part of them not Freeholders, 
many of them Strangers or obſcure Perſons, and ſome of them under Age, who may be 
ſuppoſed but imperfectly acquainted with the general Intereſts of the Province, or with 
the true State of Public Affairs, as it charges the Houſe with not having a proper Con- 
cern for the Lives of the People of the Province, and dictates in a haughty peremptory 
Manner to the Repreſentative Body of the whole People, what Laws to make, and to 
which the Preference ſhould be given, and threatens to force a Compliance by the Power 
of Numbers if its Commands are not obeyed, 1s a Paper extremely preſuming, indecent, 
inſolent, and improper to be preſented to this Houſe. And we are farther of Opinion, 
that the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia, by becoming a Promoter and Ringleader of 
ſuch an Inſult on this Part of the Government, and by his Authority, Arts and Influence, 
drawing in ſo many indiſcreet or unwary Perſons to be Partakers with him therein, when 
himſelf, and failed greatly in the Duty of his Station. 

On the Whole, the Committee think that the ſaid Papers ought to be rejected. But

May it pleaſe the Governor, 


F, after the Experience we have had of our Governor, we could be aſtoniſhed at any 

Thing that comes from him, we ſhould#be fo at his Meſſage of the Twenty-ſecond 
Inſtant, in which, without the leaſt Remorſe or Shame, he ſums up and renews all his 
former groundleſs Charges and Calumnies againſt the good People of this Province, and 
their Repreſentativgs in Aſſembly, though they have been ſo repeatedly, fully and pub- 
licly refuted, 8 £7 JM 5 | | 

They have been fo fully refuted, that we think it now needleſs to do more than refer 
to our former Anſwers of May 17, Auguſt 8, Auguſt 19, September 29, &c. &c. and rely- 
ing on the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and the Diſcernment of thoſe who are to judge of it, 
ſhall not waſte Time in repeating here thoſe Anſwers. 5 

What the Governor tells us of its being the eſtabliſhed Mode for the Crown either to 
approve or reject the Whole of any Act; and of the Riſk of loſing ſo important an Act 
on Account of the Clauſe relating to the Taxation of the Proprietaries, appears to us mere 
Sophiſtry and Amuſement. The Clauſe is a conditional or alternative Clauſe, common 
in Acts; and whether the Proprietary Eſtate be taxed or exempted, it will truly be, as 
we have ſaid, in Purſuance of the Act, and by Virtue of the Act itſelf.— In the very ſame 
Bill is another Clauſe of the ſame alternative Kind, to which the Governor himſelf makes 
no Objection: It is provided, that in Caſe the four Vears Tax falls ſhort of ſinking the 
Sixty Thouſand Pounds, an additional Tax ſhall be laid on the People to make good the 
Deficiency; and if the Money raiſed exceeds that Sum, the Overplus ſhall be diſpoſed by 
a future Act. The Governor may as well tell us, that one Part of this Clauſe cannot 
« be approved without rejecting the other; for that the People are to ſuffer an additional 
Tax if the four yearly Taxes are not ſufficient ; but if ſufficient, then they are to be 
exempted from any ſuch additional Tax; if they muſt pay the additional Tax, the 
Exemption 1s rejected ; and if they are exempted, the Obligation to pay the additional 
Tax is rejected; and therefore, to prevent this Perplexity, we ſhould divide this Clauſe 
'* likewiſe into two ſeparate Bills.” What Difference there is in the Nature of theſe 
Clauſes, or in the Form, we cannot conceive, excepting that in one the Proprietary is 
named, and in the other the People:—lIn one the Exemption, if any, is to be declared 
by the Crown ; in the other it ariſes from the Sufficiency of the four Years Tax. So that, 
notwithſtanding all the Duſt the Governor attempts to raiſe, it ſtill appears clear to us, 
that the Bill we propoſed is entirely free of the Objections he makes to it, and the Mode 
of ſubmitting to His Majeſty's Determination more proper than that he propoſes, and as 
ſafe for the reſt of the Bill, as well as for the pretended Rights of the Proprietary ; that 
his Commiſſion has no ſuch Prohibition in it as he affects to find there; and that we can- 
not admit of Amendments to a Money Bill like this; Amendments not founded in Rea- 
| ſon, Juſtice or Equity, but in the arbitrary Pleaſure of a Governor, without betraying 

the Truſt repoſed in us by our Conſtituents, and giving up their juſt Rights as Freeborn 

Subjects of England. W 1 | | 
The Governor is pleaſed to tell us, The Conſtitution of this Province is founded on 
« certain Royal and Proprietary Charters.” It is true, and one of thoſe Charters ex- 
preſsly ſays, That the Aſſemblies of this Province ſhall have Power to chuſe a Speaker, 
* and other their Officers; and ſhall be Judges of the Qualifications and Elections of 
* their own Members; fit upon their own Adjournments ; appoint Committees; pre- 

pare Bills, in order to paſs into Laws; impeach Criminals, and redreſs Grievances; 
and ſhall have ALL OTHER Powers and Privileges of an Aſſembly, according to the 
Rights of the Freeborn Subjects of England, and as is uſual in any of the King's 
Plantations in America.” Theſe very Words are alſo to be found. in a Law of the 
Province, enacted in the Fourth of Queen ANNE, and to this Day in Force. That the 
Freeborn Subjects of England have a Right to grant Money by their Repreſentatives 
in Parliament, in Bills that ſhall ſuffer no Amendment, the Governor does not deny; nor 
that it is uſual in any of the King's Plantations in America: If therefore the Freeborn 
Subjects of England have this Right, we have it by our Charter, and our Laws. And if 
we had it not by our Charter and Laws, we ſhould nevertheleſs have it; for the Freeborn 
Subjects of England do not loſe their eſſential Rights by removing into the King's Plan- 
tations, extending the Britiſb Dominions at the Hazard of their Lives and Fortunes, and 
encreaſing the Power, Wealth and Commerce of their Mother Country; they have, on 
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A (( 
the contrary, particular Win juſtly granted and added to their native Rights, for 
their Encouragement in ſo uſetul and meritorious an W | 3 
In the Governor's Meſſage of Augu/t 12, to the late Aſſembly, he himſelf ſays, that by 

the Royal Charter the Powers of an Aſſembly were to be conſonant to the Laws and Con- 
ſtitution of England, and would have them confined to that; but now he tells us, that 
our Conſtitution is no way fimilar to that of England. We think, however, that it will 
appear by the expreſſed as well as implied Powers of an Aſſembly in the above Extract 
from our Charter and Laws, that our Houſe of Repreſentatives is far from being no way 
ſimilar to a Britiſh Houſe of Commons in its Form and Conſtitution, whatever it may be 
in the Knowledge, Abilities and Dignity of. its Members. In one Thing, indeed, it is 
our Misfortune, that our Conſtitution differs from that of England. The King has a na- 
tural Connection with his Subjects. The Crown deſcends to bis Poſterity; and the more 
his People proſper and flouriſh, the greater is the Power, Wealth, Strength and Security 
of his Family and Deſcendants. But Plantation Governors are frequently tranſient Per- 
ſons, of broken Fortunes, greedy of Money, without any Regard to the People, or natural 
Concern for their Intereſts, often their Enemies, and endeavouring not only to oppreſs 
but defame them, and render them obnoxlous to their Sovereign, and.gdious to their Fel- 
low-Subje&ts.—Our preſent Governor not only denies us the Privileges of an Engliſb Con- 
ſtitution, but would, as far as in his Power, introduce a French one, by reducing our Aſ- 


y 


ſemblies to the Infignificance of their Parliaments, incapable of making Laws, but by 


Direction, or of qualifying their own Gifts and Grants, and only allowed to regiſter his 
Edits. He would even introduce a worſe ; he requires us to defend our Country, but 
will not permit us to raiſe the Means, unleſs we will give up ſome of thoſe Liberties that 
make the Country worth defending ; this is demanding Brick without Straw, and is fo 
far fmilar to the Egyptian Conſtitution. He has got us indeed into milar Circumſtances 
with the poor Egyptians, and takes the fame Advantage of our Diſtreſs; for as they were 
to periſh by Famine, ſo he tells us we muſt by the Sword, unleſs we will become Ser- 
vants to our Pharaoh, and make him an ab/olute Lord, as he is pleaſed to ſtile himſelf 452 


ſolute Proprietary. | 


We agree with the Governor, that the being born or bred in any Country does not 
neceſſarily ſecure the Affections or Eſteem of the People of that Country to the Perſon, 
nor the Aﬀection of the Perſon to the Country. The Governor himſelf may be an In- 
ſtance of both Caſes. He was born, it is true, in a neighbouring Province; but, it is 
ſaid, he has never ſhewn more Love for his own Country than he has for ours; and that 
the People there place him very little higher in their Eſteem than we do. We think 
the Governor can make no Compariſon of himſelf with his immediate Predeceſſor that 
will not be to his own Diſadvantage. Whatever Differences our Aſſemblies had with 
that Gentleman, they were ſmall compared with thoſe that now ſubſiſt, and he conducted 
them with a Degree of Tenderneſs for his Country. But how much ſoever the People 
were at that Time diſſatisfied with ſome Particulars in his Adminiſtration, we acknow- 
ledge that our preſent Governor has given us abundant Reaſon to regret the Change. 

«« Upon the Whole (the Governor is pleaſed to ſay) it appears clear to me, that you 
« never intended any of your Bills ſhould paſs for raiſing Money to defend the Province” 
and this, he adds, ſeems now to be placed beyond Diſpute, ſince thoſe People, under 
«© whoſe Influence you are chiefly known to be, are ſaid to have declared publicly to you 
« that they would ſooner ſuffer than pay towards ſuch Purpoſes.” Not to mention the 
Unfairneſs of aſcribing to a whole People the Indiſcretion of a Petition from a very few 
Perſons, the Governor himſelf muſt own, that we are not under the Influence he ſup- 
poſes, when we aſſure him, as we can truly, that there were ſeveral more Votes for the 
Meaſure oppoſed by that Petition after receiving it than before. But however incon- 
ſiſtently the Governor can charge us with taking Advantage of the People's (that is our 
own) Diſtreſs, to arrogate Powers which we ought not to have; and however unchari- 
tably he may judge of our Intentions, we can with humble Confidence appeal to a more 
upright and more diſcerning Judge, the Searcher of all Hearts, that our Intentions cor- 
reſponded perfectly with our Actions, and that we ſincerely deſired, and intended, to give 
the Money we offered. | % 

What thoſe many other Ways of granting Money are, to which the Governor 
« has no Objection,” we muſt own ourſelves totally ignorant; as well as what the other 
Bill may be that he ſhall think conſiſtent with his Duty to paſs.” He thinks it incon- 
ſiſtent with his Duty to paſs any Bill contrary to his Inſtructions from the Proprietary, 
and thoſe (like the Inſtructions of the Preſident and Council of the North, mentioned by 
Lord Coke, IVth Inſt. P. 246) are to us impenetrable Secrets. That great Lawyer's Re- 
mark on Governing by ſuch Inſtructions, is truly juſt, viz. Miſera eſt Servitus, ubi Jus eft 
vagum aut incognitum. Wretched is the Slavery, where Law is either uncertain or un- 
known. It is vain for us therefore to look out for other Ways of raiſing Money, or to 
form other Bills: Here we muſt reſt till his Majeſty ſhall graciouſly pleaſe to relieve us; 
ſince with the Governor we can no otherwiſe hope to end our unhappy Diſputes, than by 


| ſubmitting to one Part or the other of the miſerable Alternative he mentions, either not to 


have a © Privilege worth diſputing about, or be deprived of a Country to diſpute it in.”

Me preſume, that no one Colony on the Continent has afforded more free Recruits to 
the King's Forces than Pennſylvania; Men have been raiſed here in great Numbers for 
Shirley's and Pepperell's Regiments, for Halket's and Dunbar's, for the New-York and 
Carolina Independent Companies, for Nova- Scotia, and even for the We/t-Indra Wands. 
By this, and the Neceflity we are under of keeping up a large Body of Men to defend 
our own extenſive Frontiers, we are drained of our hired Labourers; and as this Province 
has but few Slaves, we are now obliged to depend principally upon our Servants to aſſiſt 
us in tilling our Lands. If theſe are taken from us, we are at a Loſs to conceive how 
the Proviſions that may be expected out of this Province another Year, for the Support 
of the King's Armies, are to be raiſed. 

We conceive, that this Province could not poſſibly have furniſhed the great Numbers 
of Men and Quantity of Proviſions it has done for the King's Service, had it not been 
for our conſtant Practice of importing and purchaſing Servants to aſſiſt us in our Labour. 
Many of theſe, when they become free, ſettle among us, raiſe Families, add to the Num- 
ber of our People, and cultivate more Land; and many others who do not ſo ſettle are 
ready and fit to take Arms when the Crown calls for Soldiers. But if the Poſſeſſion of 
a bought Servant, after Purchaſe made, is thus rendered precarious, and he may at any 
Time be taken away from his Maſter at the Pleaſure of a Recruiting Officer, perhaps 
when moſt wanted, in the Midſt of Harveſt or of Seed-time, or in any other Hurry of 
Buſineſs, when another cannot be provided to ſupply his Place, the Purchaſe, and of 

Courſe the Importation, of Servants will be diſcouraged, and the People driven to the 
Neceſſity of providing themſelves with Negro Slaves, as the Property in them and their 
Service ſeems at preſent more ſecure. Thus the Growth of the Country by Increaſe of 
white Inhabitants will be prevented, the Province weakened rather than ſtrengthened (as 
every Slave may be reckoned a domeſtick Enemy) one great and. conſtant Source of Re- 
cruits be in a great Meaſure cut off, and Pennſylvania ſoon be unable to afford more Men 
for the King's Service, than the Slave Colonies now do. | 

The Injury complained. of extends not only to thoſe whoſe Servants are actually in- 
liſted, but even to thoſe whoſe Servants are not inliſted ; ſince they muſt humour them 
in every Thing, leſt they ſhould be provoked to inliſt, which they daily threaten in Caſe 
they are diſobliged; and grow idle, neglectful, inſolent and mutinous, and occaſion many 
Diſorders in the Families they belong to. Beſides, while this Practice continues, many 
leave their Maſters on Pretence of going to inliſt, and not being purſued, as their Maſters 
are diſcouraged by the Difficulty of recovering them, they often go quite off without in- 
liſting, ſo that the Maſter is injured, and no Service ariſes to the King.

That Burdens may be chearfully borne by the Subje& for the Honour of the Prince, or 1756. 
the Public Welfare, we apprehend they ought to be equitably laid. But this Inliſting of 
Servants is a moſt ſevere, unequal and oppreſſive Tax on Particulars, often falling on * 
People in low Circumſtances, who have been put to great Difficulties in raiſing Money 
to buy a Servant or two to aſſiſt in working their Plantations ; and lofing thoſe Servants, 
they are unable to buy others: Or, if they have bought them on Credit, are unable to 
pay, ſued for the Money, and ruined. | | 

We beg Leave farther to add, that we conceive the Inhabitants of this Province have 

a legal Property in the Time and Service of the Servants brought into America, and pur- 
chaſed here under Acts of Parliament, or becoming Servants by our own Laws. That 
they have as true and as juſt a Property in the Servant bought, as they had before in the 
Money with which he was purchaſed. That the taking the Servants from us, either by 
open Force or private Practice, is a Violation of that Property and our Rights, a manifeſt 
and grievous Injuſtice and Oppreſſion. And that the Magiſtrates, who have refuſed to 
aſſiſt the Maſters with the Civil Authority in recovering their Servants, have egregiouſly 
failed in Point of Duty. _ | | 

We therefore requeſt the Governor, that he would be pleaſed to acquaint General 

Shirley with theſe Proceedings of the Officers under his Command. We know the Prac- 
tice is contrary to his Judgment, having now before us his Diſapprobation of it, expreſſed 
in very ſtrong Terms, under his Hand, of which we ſend a Copy herewith to the Gover- 
nor. We have therefore great Reaſon to hope; that, at the Governor's Inſtance, he will

The CASE of the French Neutrals, lately arrived, and now in the ſaid Province, humbly 
repreſented by John Baptiſte Galerm, one of the ſaid People. 


AB OUT the Year 1713, when Annapolis Royal was taken from the French, our Fa- Cafe of the 
thers being then ſettled on the Bay of Fundy, upon the Surrender of that Country #77 Neu- 
to the Engliſh, had, by Virtue of the Treaty of recht, one Year granted them to re- 
move with their Effects; but not being willing to loſe the Fruit of ſo many Years La- 

bour, they choſe rather to remain there, and become Subjects of Great-Britain, on Con- 
dition that they might be exempted from bearing Arms againſt France (as moſt of them 

having near Relations and Friends amongſt the French, which they might have deſtroyed 

with their own Hands, had they conſented to bear Arms againſt them). This Requeſt 

they always underſtood to be rand; on their taking the Oath of Fidelity to her late 

Majeſty Queen Ax NE; which Oath of Fidelity was by us, about Twenty-ſeven Years 


ago, renewed to his Majeſty King GEORGE by 9 Philip/e, who then allowed us an

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Exemption of bearing Arms againſt France; which Exemption, till lately, when we were 
told to the contrary, we always thought was approved of by the King. Our Oath of Fi- 
delity, we that are brought into this Province, as well as thoſe who are carried into the 
neighbouring Provinces, have always inviolably obſerved, and have, on all Occaſions, 
been willing to afford all the Aſſiſtance in our Power to his Majeſty's Governors in erect- 
ing Forts, making Roads, Bridges, &c. and providing Proviſions for his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, as is known to the ſeveral Governors and Officers that have commanded in his Ma- 
jeſty's Province of Nova- Scotia; and this notwithſtanding the repeated Solicitations, 
Threats and Abuſes which we have continually more or leſs ſuffered from the French and 
the French Indians of Canada on that Account ; particularly about Ten Years ago, when 
Five Hundred French came to our Settlements, intending to attack Annapolis Royal, 
which, had their Intention ſucceeded, might have made them Maſters of all Nova-Scotza, 
it being the only Place of Strength then in that Province, they earneſtly ſolicited us to 


join with and aid them therein, but we perſiſting in our Reſolutions of abiding true to 


our Oath of Fidelity, and abſolutely refuſing to give them any Aſſiſtance, they gave over 
their Intention, and returned to Canada. And about Seven Years paſt, at the Settling of 
Hahfax, a Body of One Hundred and Fifty Indians came amongſt us, forced ſome of us 
from our Habitations, and by Threats and Blows would have compelled us to affiſt them 
in way-laying and deſtroying the Engliſb then employed in erecting Forts in different 
Parts of the Country, but we poſitively refuſing, they left us, after having abuſed us, and 
made great Havock of our Cattle, Sc. I myſelf was Six Weeks before I wholly reco- 
vered from the Blows I received from them at that Time. Almoſt numberleſs are the 
Inſtances which might be given of the Abuſes and Loſſes we have undergone from the 
French Indians on account of our ſteady Adherence to our Oath of Fidelity. And yet, 
notwithſtanding our ſtrict Obſervance thereof, we have not been able to prevent the 
grievous Calamity which is now come upon us, and which we apprehend to be in a great 
Meaſure owing to the unhappy Situation and Conduct of ſome of our People ſettled at 
Chignecto, at the Bottom of the Bay of Fundy, where the French, about Four Years ago, 
erected a Fort; thoſe who were ſettled near it, after having had many of their Settle- 
ments burnt by the French, being too far from Halifax and Annapolis Royal to expect 
ſufficient Aſſiſtance from the Eng4/h, were obliged, as we believe, more through Com- 
pulſion and Fear than Inclination, to join with and affiſt the French; which alſo appears 
from the Articles of Capitulation agreed on between Colonel Monckton and the French 
Commander, at the Delivery of the ſaid Fort to the Engliſh, which are expreſsly in the 
following Words: 
« * With regard to the Acadians, as they have been forced to take up Arms on Pain of 
% Death, they ſhall be pardoned for the Part they have been taking.“ 
Notwithſtanding this, as theſe People's Conduct had given juſt Umbrage to the Go- 
vernment, and created Suſpicions, to the Prejudice of our hole Community, we were 
ſummoned to appear before the Governor and Council at Halifax, where we were re- 
vired to take the Oath of Allegiance, without any Exception, which we could not com- 
ply with, becauſe, as that Government is at preſent ſituated, we apprehend we ſhould 
have been obliged to take up Arms; but were ſtill willing to take the Oath of Fidelity, 


and give the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances of continuing peaceable and faithful to his Britannic 


Majeſty, with that Exception. But this, in the preſent Situation of Affairs, not being 
ſatisfactory, we were made Priſoners, and our Eſtates, both Real and Perſonal, forfeited 


for the King's Uſe; and Veſſels being provided, we were ſome Time after fent off, with 


moſt of our Families, and diſperſed among the Exgliſi Colonies. The Hurry and Con- 
fuſion in which we were imbarked, was an aggravating Circumſtance attending our Miſ- 
fortunes ; for thereby many, who had lived in Affluence, found themſelves deprived of 
every Neceſſary, and many Families were ſeparated, Parents from Children, and Children 
from Parents. Yet, bleſſed be Gop, that it was our Lot to be ſent to Pennſylvania, where 
our Wants have been relieved, and we have in every Reſpect been received with Chri- 
ſtian Benevolence and Charity. And let me add, that notwithſtanding the Suſpicions 


and Fears which many here are poſſeſſed of on our account, as though we were a danger- 


ous People, who make little Scruple of breaking their Oaths, Time will manifeſt that we 
are not ſuch a People: No, the unhappy Situation which we are now in, is a plain Evi- 
dence that this is a falſe Charge, tending to aggravate the Misfortunes of an already too 
unhappy People; for had we entertained ſuch pernicious Sentiments, we might eaſily 
have prevented our falling into the melancholly Circumſtances we are now in, viz. De- 
prived of our Subſtance, baniſhed from our native Country, and reduced to live by Cha- 
rity in a ſtrange Land; and this for refuſing to take an Oath, which we are firmly per- 
ſuaded Chriftianity abſolutely forbids us to violate, had we once taken it, and yet an Oath 
which we could not comply with, without being expoſed to plunge our Swords in the 
Breaſts of our near Friends and Relations. We ſhall, however, as we have hitherto done, 
ſubmit to what in the preſent Situation of Affairs may ſeem neceſſary, and with Patience 
and Reſignation bear . God, in the Courſe of his Providence, ſhall ſuffer to come

ws Ce this Province, his Council have defired me to apply to you in an Affair which, for 
Shirley. ſome Days paſt, has thrown the Inhabitants of this City into the greateſt Conſternation, 


and if a timely Stop is not put to it, will raiſe moſt violent Commotions throughout 
every Part of the Province. The Officers recruiting here had carefully avoided inliſtin 
indented Servants, in Obedience to the kind Orders General Braddock, in his Life-time, 
and of your Excellency, fince the Command of his Majeſty's Forces was deſervedly con- 
ferred upon you, had given them to that Purpoſe, till about three Days ago, when their 
Serjeants, in beating up for Volunteers, publicly invited all Servants to inliſt in his 
Majeſty's Service, and declared, that they had Inſtructions from their Superior Officers 
to do lo. Contentions immediately enſued between the Maſters of great Numbers of 
Servants that inliſted and the Serjeants, and their recruiting Parties, and no one can ſay 
where it would have ended, if Captain Hobſon, and the reſt of the Recruiting Officers, 
on the Interpoſition and Requeſt of ſome of the Magiſtrates, had not forbid their Ser- 
jeants taking any more Servants till your Excellency's Pleaſure could be known upon the 
Occaſion; I need not remonſtrate to you, who are ſo well acquainted with the Circum- 
ſtances of this Province, and know that every Kind of Buſineſs here, as well among the 
Tradeſmen and Mechanics as the Planters and Farmers, is chiefly carried on and ſup- 
ported by the Labour of indented Servants; nor what Diſtreſs muſt be brought on the 
Province in general, if the Inhabitants are deprived of the only Means of ſubſiſting their 
Families, and contributing their reaſonable Quota towards any future Expedition his 
Majeſty may ſet on Foot on this Continent againſt his Enemies; nor how much his Ser- 
vice in general will be affected and prejudiced by the Deficiency in the Quantities of 
Grain, and other Proviſions uſually raiſed in, and I preſume expected to be ſupplied 
from, this Province, that muſt neceſſarily follow our Farmers loſing ſo many of their 
Servants; eſpecially now after the Loſs of the Produce of ſo much of the Lands in our 
Back Counties, which are laid waſte and deſerted by the terrible Slaughter and Havock 
made amongſt the Inhabitants there by the Indians. 1 
When I conſider the irreparable Calamities that a Meaſure of this Sort will entail on 
great Numbers of the Inhabitants of this infant and late flouriſhing Colony, and call to

Peace, unite in demanding of your utmoſt and unwearied Endeavours to be exerted for 
the Safety, Peace and Proſperity of the People of this Province, we intreat and beſeech 
you, as you tender the Honour of God, the Reputation and Promotion of the Doctrine 
and fundamental Principles of Chriſtianity, and the Welfare of yourſelves, and the People 
whom you repreſent, to exert yourſelves on this moſt ſolemn and important Occaſion.

Þ* HE many and great Cruelties, committed upon his Majeſty's Subjects within 
this Province by the Delaware Tribe of Indians, and the little Regard they have 
paid to the Meſſages ſent them by our Friends and Allies the Six Nations, are ſufficient 
to convince us, that they have put themſelves under the Protection of the French, and 
will no longer regard their Treaties with us, or ſubmit to the Six Nations, to whom 
they owe Obedience. | 

© I have therefore thought proper, by and with the Advice of the Council, to declare 
War againſt them, and all ſuch as have, in Conjunction with them, committed Hoſtili- 
ties againſt the Inhabitants of this Province ; and the Commiſſioners appointed to diſ- 
poſe of the Sixty Thouſand Pounds, given to the King's Uſe, having, by their Letter 
of the Tenth Inſtant, propoſed to me, to offer certain Rewards for the Taking of In- 
dian Priſoners and Scalps, and promiſed, as far as in them lay, to enable me to pay the 
ſame, I have, by Proclamation, notified this to the People, and invited them and our 
Friendly Indians to make uſe of every Opportunity of purſuing, taking and deſtroying, 
the ſaid Enemy Indians. - 
But as great Part of the Sixty Thouſand Pounds is already expended, and what remains t 
* will very ſoon be conſumed in maintaining the Troops poſted on the Frontiers, and 

other neceſſary Services, I recommend it to you, Gentlemen, to grant ſuch further

* paſſed it, is ſo defective in itſelf, and requires ſo much Time to carry it into Execu- 
tion, that nothing good is to be expected from it: For though many Companies have 
* formed themſelves under that Law, yet as it is not in my Power to order any of them

therefore recommend it to you, to form ſuch a Militia Bill as is juſt and equal, that

Petitioners, upon Application to the Cuſtom-houſe for the neceſſary Clearances, finding 
that the Governor had lodged Inſtructions with his Majeſty's Collector of this Port, not 


to clear any Veſſels that were ſo loaded, and ſince further learning, that the ſaid Go- 
vernment of the Three Lower Counties have lately extended their Act to the Twentieth 
Inſtant, and for ſuch further Time as ſhall be thought neceſſary by this Government, 
therefore take this Liberty humbly to repreſent the great Loſs which your Petitioners 
conceive will be ſuſtained not only by the Owners of the Veſſels ſo loaded, victualled 
and manned, lying in Port at great Expence, but by the Proprietors of the periſhable Pro-

The Committee appointed to prepare a Draught of an Anſwer to the Governor's Meſ- 
ſage, reported the ſame to the Houſe, and it was read, agreed to, with ſome Amend- 
ments, and ordered to be tranſcribed, that it may be ſent up to the Governor. 

Which being accordingly done, it was again read, and is as follows, viz. 


May it pleaſe the GO VER NOR,. 


© the 4th of May, 1756, the Legiſlature of New-York paſſed an Act to revive an 


Act more effectually to reſtrain the Exportation of Proviſions and Warlike Stores 
from that Colony, to be in Force for Twenty-one Days, and after that Time to ſuch 
Time as the Legiſlature of Neu- Ferſey and Pennſylvania ſhould paſs Acts for like Pur- 


poſes, provided thoſe Acts did not exceed three Months from the Paſſing of that Act, 


which was from the Fourth of May to the Fourth of Auguſt next enſuing. 
Sir Charles Hardy having recommended to our Governor, that he ſhould lay before 


the Aſſembly of this Province, the Neceſſity of enacting a Law of the ſame Tenor within 


this Government; and the Houſe being convinced that ſuch an Act would be totally uſe- 
leſs, unleſs the Three Lower Counties of New-Caftle, Kent and Suſſex (not ſubject to our 
Laws) were included, paſſed an A& on the Thirteenth of May, of the ſame Tenor, and 
nearly in the ſame Words, with the Act of New-Yor4, to be in Force till the Seventh of 
June, and from thence for ſo long Time as the Legiſlatures of the Colony New-Ferſey, 
and the Counties of New-Caftle, Kent and Sufſex, upon Delaware, ſhould reſpeCtively 


paſs Laws for the like Purpoſes, provided they exceeded not the Time limited by the 
Law of New-York Government. 


On the Twenty-ninth of May the Legiſlature of New-erſey paſſed an Act, to be in 


Force from the Firſt Day of June to the Firſt Day of Augu/t, and from thence for ſo 


long Time as the benim of the Colonies of New-York and Pennſylvania ſhould re- 


ſpectively paſs Laws for the like Purpoſes, provided they did not exceed Three Months 
from the ſaid Firſt Day of Auguft. 

This being the State of the Laws laying an Embargo on the Exportation of Proviſions 
and Warlike Stores; firſt, by the Colony of New-York on the Fourth, then by this Go- 
vernment on the Thirteenth, and by New-FJerſey the Twenty-ninth of May laſt; it is 
moſt unkind, and give us Leave to ſay, in our Opinion, unbecoming the Dignity of 
Government, that in the Governor's laſt Meſſage he ſhould not take the leaſt Notice of 
any Law being ever paſſed by us for laying any Embargo within this Port, but only men-

vince! What Purpoſe ſuch a Conduct towards us is to anſwer, the Governor beſt knows. 
— But when he proceeds in his faid Meſſage to propoſe to us to have the Embargo ; 
« continued for the ſame Time that it is in the Provinces of New-York and Ferſey,” we 
mult confeſs we are entirely at a Loſs to know what the Governor would mean, our pre- 
ſent Act coming preciſely within the Governor's Recommendation; being made in Com- 
pliance with the Law of New-York. If the Lower Counties have not complied with 
thoſe Terms, it is not to be imputed to the Aſſembly of this Province, who have fully 
diſcharged their Part to make the Embargo effectual. 

We entreat the Governor to conſider and reflect on the Share he has had in the Laws of 
the Lower Counties, paſſed by himſelf, which ſeem calculated to give this Houſe unne- 
ceſſary Trouble to no good Purpoſe whatever: For now when he has thought fit to call 
us together in the Height of our Harveſts, our Servants generally taken from us, and 
the Country in Want of Labourers, What has the Governor been pleaſed to propoſe, but 
to paſs an Act to continue the Embargo . for the ſame Time that it is in the Provinces 
« of New-York and Ferſey,” which is the Tenor and Limitation of our preſent Act, it 
being to have continued (had the Lower Counties paſſed their Acts in Conformity with 
the Laws of New-York, as this Province and New-Fer/ey had already done) to the Fourth 
Day of Auguſt. And as New-York has not extended their Act, that we know of (which 
will probably become unneceſſary on the Proclamation of a War with France, now dail 
expected) any new Act we could make would only be to continue the Act of this Pro- 
vince to the Time it was to continue; which is ſuch an Abſurdity as we preſume on Re- 
flection the Governor will not inſiſt upon. 

But that no Time might intervene, whereby the French might be ſupplied with Pro- 
viſions or Warlike Stores from this Province, we, at our laſt Sitting, put into the Go- 
vernor's Hands a Bill © to continue the Act for preventing the Exportation of Proviſions, 
« Naval or Warlike Stores, from this Province to Cape-Breton, or to any other the Do-

At the ſame Time we alſo ſent up a Bill, entituled, A Supplementary AG to a Law of

_ viſions and Warlike Stores from the Province of Pennſylvania ; which Bill, if the Gover- 
nor had paſled it at the Time it was ſent to him by the Houſe, or if he ſhould hereafter 
be pleaſed to give his Aſſent thereto, would prevent all Doubts, and give full Liberty to 
ſend Supplies to ſuch of the King's Ships and Forces as may be employed in any Part 
« of America;” and we have never endeavoured to put the Trade of this Place, where 
the Intereſt or Dignity of the Crown is concerned, on any other Footing than it is in the 
other Colonies.” | | 

And the ſaid Meſſage being ſigned by the Speaker, by Order of the Houſe, z 

Ordered, That Yoſeph Fox and Jobn Potts wait upon the Governor, and deliver the 
ſame, together with the Bill for ſtriking the Sum of Four Thouſand Pounds in Bills of

The Candour with which the General has been pleaſed to expreſs himſelf towards us 
in particular, and his Concern for the Colonies in general, are agreeable to his known 
Benevolence and Public Spirit. And we can have no Doubt but that his Care of the 
Northern Colonies, his great Experience in American Affairs, the conſtant Application 
of his Thoughts for their Protection, his ſeveral judicious Plans and Undertakings to 
reduce the French Power, and the Zeal which he has demonſtrated for his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, by expoſing his Perſon at a Time of Life which might otherwiſe naturally and rea- 
ſonably induce him to ſeek Repoſe, will, among his other diſtinguiſhed Merits, highly 
recommend him to the Royal Favour. 6 
The Juſtice he has formerly done the Aſſemblies of this Province, in a Letter to one 
of their Members, and this freſh Inſtance of the ſame Diſpoſition of Mind, is 
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his eſtabliſhed Character, and is the more acceptable to us, as we have frequently, though 1756. 
in vain, ſought that Juſtice where we had an undoubted Right to aſk and expect it. — 
That the Almighty God may be pleaſed to protect him through his intended Voyage, 8 
and proſper his further Deſigns for the Public Welfare; and that the Decline of his Life 
may be attended with that Dignity and Eaſe which the important Stations he has filled 
and diſcharged with ſo much Honour juſtly entitle him to, are the ſincere Wiſhes of the 
Repreſentatives of the Freemen of the Province of Pennſyluania.

And in this critical Juncture, when a 

happy Iſſue of a Treaty with the Indians muſt be of ſo great Advantage to the Proprietary 

Intereſt, as we apprehend the preſent Treaty muſt be, we cannot ſuffer ourſelves to doubt 

their Willingneſs to contribute towards the heavy Expences the Province groans under 

for Indian Affairs; eſpecially conſidering the Governor has juſt now refuſed to paſs our 

Bill for granting Forty Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, becauſe the Proprietary Eſtate 

was therein taxed, in common with all the other Eſtates in this Province, for their mu- 

tual Defence; and has alſo refuſed to continue our Exciſe Act, ſome Time ſince expired; 

ſo that the Province is greatly indebted, and our only remaining Fund reduced to the 

loweſt Extremity. ILY | | _ 

Under theſe Circumſtances we made Application to the Commiſſioners, appointed by 
the Act for granting Sixty Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, to know 5 5 55 any 
Money remained in their Hands, which might be applied to the preſent Emergency; 
but we find, that the Fif7y-five Thouſand Pounds, to be ſunk by the Provincial Tax, is 
expended; that near Four Thouſand (Part of the Five Thouſand) Pounds given by the 
Proprietaries, in Conſideration of their being exempted from their Share of that Tax, is 
not paid into the Commiſſioners Hands; and if the whole Sum was paid, the Debts, al- 
ready contracted for the Defence of the Province, are nearly equal thereto, Neverthe- 
leſs, as we apprehend the Treaty propoſed to be held with the Su/quehanna Indians, and 
the Delaware King Teedyuſcung, may be attended with laſting good Conſequences, we 
have reſolved, that the Sum of Three Hundred Pounds be allowed by this Houſe for that 
Purpoſe. : 

Fc the Governor has ſignified, that it would be agreeable to him, if ſome of the Mem- 
bers of this Houſe would undertake the Journey with him, we have nominated Joſeph 
Fox and Milliam Edmonds, with the Speaker (if his Health will admit) to accompany the 
Governor, and ſuch of his Council, as he may think fit to take with him to the propoſed 
Conference; and we hope they may be of Service in conducting the Treaty to a happy 
Iſſue. . 

And the ſame being ſigned by the Speaker, by Order of the Houſe,

We humbly pray, that you would extend your Goodneſs fo far as to give us Leave to 
depart from hence, or be pleaſed to ſend us to our Nation; or any where, to join our 
Country People; but if you cannot grant us theſe Favours, we deſire that Proviſion may 
be made for our Subſiſtance, ſo long as we are detained here. If this our humble Re- 
queſt ſhould be refuſed, and our Wives and Children be ſuffered to periſh before our 
Eyes, how grievous will this be; had we not better have died in our native Land ! | 

It may be it will be faid, that we may work for our Livelihood, It is true, many of 
us can; but the greateſt Part are not able to do it; beſides, the Labour of one Man, 


- ſhould he conſtantly meet with Employment, 1s not ſufficient to feed and clothe a Wife 


and five or ſix Children: Perhaps, in order to obviate this Difficulty, and take from the 
Father the Burden of maintaining ſo many Children, it will be propoſed that the Children 
be taken from their Parents; ſhould this be the Caſe, the Unhappineſs of our Condi- 
tion would be much aggravated, as we ſhould thereby be compelled to forſake thoſe moſt 
tender Pledges which both God and Nature have committed to our Truſt. 

It is true, you have been ſo good as to offer us ſome Aſſiſtance towards procuring to 
ourſelves a Living, ſuch as Cows, Gardens, &c. which we have refuſed ; and we are 
told that this Refuſal has irritated the Aſſembly againſt us, and that a Part of our Pro- 
viſion has on that Account been kept from us. Our refuſing to accept of the Aſſiſtance 
offered to us did not ariſe from any Undervaluement of ſuch kind Offers, but it aroſe 
from an Opinion which we entertained,” that being Priſoners; we were not obliged to 
make Settlements againſt our Inclination: And we hope we ſhall not be underſtood to 
fail in the Reſpect that is due to you, by the Acknowledgment which we now ſincerely 
make, that we ſhall never fully conſent * to ſettle in this Province. This our free Con- 
feſſion will appear ſomewhat harſh, yet not ſo much fo, if the Promiſe made us by 
Mr. Charles Lawrence, Governor of Nova-Scotia, be conſidered, which, in the Preſence of 
his Majeſty's Council was, that he made us Priſoners even like the French Priſoners, and 


that he would cauſe us to be tranſported to a French Country. We beſeech you, Gentle- 
men, let us enjoy the ſame Privileges which French Priſoners have enjoyed, that is, the 


Hopes of recovering our Freedom, or at leaſt be pleaſed that ſuch Proviſion be made for 
us, that we periſh not. 

It is very hard to ſee our Subſtance, and thoſe Places which have been granted us by 
his Majeſty, paying the cuſtomary Dues, and which we have ſettled by the Sweat of our 
Brows, we ſay, it is hard to ſee theſe Places taken from us, and we tranſported in a 
foreign Land, and this contrary to the moſt ſolemn Promiſe, without any Occaſion given 
on our Part for ſuch an Uſage. | „„ | | 

Upon a Conſideration of our Misfortunes, we hope it will pleaſe you, Gentlemen, to 
caſt a charitable Eye upon our unhappy Condition; don't let us periſh for Want of Food, 
or afford us the neceſſary Means to go and join our Country People. Theſe are the moſt

COPY of the Eleventh Article of the Proprietary INSTRUCTIONS. 


THEREAS the Intereſt Money ariſing from the Loan of Bills of Credit in the 
faid Province is intended by us and the Houſe of Repreſentatives to be applied for 
the Public Service of the Province, and of the Inhabitants thereof; and ſhould therefore, 
under the Direction of the ſame Power that raiſes it, be moſt carefully applied to thoſe 
Purpoſes, as a greater Security to the People againſt Miſapplication than if it was en- 
truſted only to one Branch of the Legiſlature; and ſuch was the ancient Practice in our 
ſaid Province. You ſhall therefore not give your Aſſent to any Bill or Act of Aſſembly 
for the Emitting or Re-emitting and Continuing any Paper Currency or Bills of Credit 
in the ſaid Province, unleſs every ſuch Bill or Act of Aſſembly do contain one or more 
enacting Clauſes, whereby it ſhall be effectually enacted, that the Whole of the Intereſt 
Money to accrue, ariſe and become payable, from the Loan of all ſuch Paper Currenc 

or Bills of Credit hereafter to be iſſued, emitted, continued or re-emitted, ſhall be diſ-

poſed n to the very Purpoſes to be mentioned and expreſſed in the ſame Act, in 


ſuch Caſes where the Purpoſes may conveniently be mentioned and expreſſed therein;

WHEREAS by an Act of Aſſembly paſſed in the faid Province, in the Twelfth 
Year of his preſent Majeſty's Reign, entituled, An Act for re-printing, exchanging, and 
re-emitting all the Bills of Credit of this Province, and for ſtriking the further Sum of Eleven 
Thouſand One Hundred and Ten Pounds and Five Shillings, 70 be emitted upon Loan, the 
Paper Bills or Bills of Credit of the ſaid Province amounted unto Four/core Thouſand 
Pounds, Proclamation Money, or thereabouts; and although a reaſonable and moderate 
Quantity of Paper Money, or Bills of Credit, in the faid Province, tends greatly to the 
Service and Benefit of the ſaid Province and its Inhabitants, as well as to the Trade of 
Great-Britain, yet the Making, Emitting or Continuing too large a Quantity thereof, 
has, in other Colonies, and would in the faid Province be prejudicial, and would greatly 
affect the Exchange and Trade of the ſaid Province: And whereas it hath been re- 
preſented to us, that it will be of Advantage to the Trade of the ſaid Province, to re- 
emit and continue the ſaid Fourſcore Thouſand Pounds, and even to enlarge and encrealc 
the Quantity of Paper Money, you are therefore diligently and carefully to enquire, 
whether it is neceſſary, and will be convenient, to re-emit the ſaid To Thouſand 
Pounds ; and alſo, whether it is really neceſſary to create and iſſue any Non in

Paper Currency or Bills of Credit in the ſaid Province: And in Caſe, upon your beſt En- 
uiry, you ſhall find it to be really convenient and neceſſary, and of Advantage to the 
id Province, then, but in no other Caſe, you may paſs and give your Aſſent to an 
Act or Acts of Aſſembly in the ſaid Province, for re-emitting or continuing the faid Four- 
ſeore Thouſand Pounds for ſuch Time as you ſhall judge proper; and alſo for raiſing and 
iſſuing any further Sum or Sums in Paper Currency or Bills of Credit which you ſhall 
think neceſſary, not to exceed the Sum of Forty Thouſand Pounds, Proclamation Money. 
Always provided, that on every ſuch Bill, ſtrict Regard be had to our foregoing Inſtruc- 
tion, Number Eleven, as to the Diſpoſal of all the Intereſt to ariſe from ſuch Paper Mo- 
ney ſo to be re-emitted or continued, or to be new raiſed or iſſued. And alſo provided, 
that in the very Acts for re-emitting, continuing or iſſuing ſuch Paper Currency, or in 
ſome other diſtinct Act or Acts to be paſſed at the ſame Time, it be effectually enacted, 
that all Rents and Quitrents in the ſaid Province, due, or to be due and payable to the 
Proprietaries for the Time being, be always paid according to the Rate of Exchange, at 
the Times of Payment, between the Cities of Philadelphia and London, or ſome other

WHEREAS, from the firſt Settlement of the ſaid Province, ſeveral Acts of Aſ- 
ſembly have from Time to Time been paſſed for raiſing Provincial Taxes ; in all which, 
as well when the Government was (for ſome Time) in the Hands of the Crown, as when 
executed by Commiſſion from our late Father, the Eſtates of the Proprietary himſelf, 
and, in ſome of the ſaid Acts, thoſe of his Children, and Deputies alſo, were exempted 
from paying towards ſuch Taxes; over and beſides which Exemption, ſeveral Acts were 
paſſed, giving to the ſaid Proprietary a Support, by Duties and other Impoſitions, as ma 
appear, on Examination of the ſeveral Acts of Aſſembly. And whereas, ſince the Ex- 
piration of thoſe former Laws, no Aid hath ever been granted by the Aſſembly to us, as 
Proprietaries, notwithſtanding which, we have on ſeveral Occaſions ſhewn our Regard 
to the public Service of the ſaid Province, by voluntarily and chearfully expending ſe- 
yeral conſiderable Sums of our own Money for the Advancement thereof, although no 
Provincial Tax hath been laid TO the People within our Time, for any Purpoſe what- 
ſoever, until the laſt Year ; ſo that as we had no Reaſon to ſuſpe& that the Aſſembly of 
the ſaid Province would deviate ſo much from the former Uſage, as to pretend by any 


we had not therefore given to your Predeceſſor any particular Inſtructions on that Head. 
And whereas the Aſſembly of the ſaid Province, taking Occaſion of the Troubles in Ame- 
rica, to repreſent us in a very untrue Light, as if we were unwilling to affiſt the Public, 
by contributing towards the Defence of the Country, though no Application had ever 
once been made to either of us for that Purpoſe, did, in the laſt Year, prepare and ſend 


Import, entituled, An Aci for rajfing Fifty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, by a 
Tax of Twelve-pence per Pound and Twenty Shillings per Head, yearly for two Years, on 
all the Eftates real and perſonal, and Taxables within this Province, By which Bill it was 
propoſed to be enacted, that there ſhould be levied and raiſed, upon all the Eſtates, real 
and perſonal, within the ſaid Province, of all and every Perſon and Perſons, the Eſtates 
of us the Proprietaries not excepted, the Sum of Twelve-pence for every Pound clear Va- 
lue of the ſame, yearly for the Space of two Years, to be paid by the Owners or Poſſeſ- 
ſors thereof; and that all located and unimproved Lands ſhould be rated according to 
their Situation and Value, at any Prices not exceeding Fifteen Pounds, nor under Five 
Pounds for every Hundred Acres of ſuch unimproved Land; and that Part of ſuch Land 
ſhould be fold to diſcharge ſuch Taxes, in Caſe the Owners of the ſame, or ſome Per- 
ſon for them, neglected or refuſed to pay the Rates aſſeſſed thereon ; and that the Com- 
miſſioners and Aſſeſſors of the County of Philadelphia ſhould acquaint themſelves with, 
and procure the Amount, as near as they were able, of our Eſtate in Quit-rents through- 
out the Province, and thereupon afleſs and tax the ſame,' in the ſame Manner as other 
Eſtates were aſſeſſed and taxed in the reſpective Counties, by Virtue of that Bill. And 
whereas there are many other Ways of raiſing a Tax of Fifty Thouſand Pounds in the ſaid 
Province, without reſorting to a Land Tax for that Purpoſe ; but if a Land Tax was ne- 
ceſſary for the Raiſing any Supply, it ſhould be founded on Juſtice, and conformable to 
the Royal Charter, be conſonant to Reaſon, and not repugnant or contrary, but as near 
as conveniently may be, agreeable to the Laws, Statutes and Rights of the Kingdom of 
England; but the ſaid Bill was framed ſo contrary to Juſtice, and Laws of the ſame Kind 
in this Kingdom, that by it One Shilling in the Pound, for two Years, was laid on the

whole Value. in, Fee-ſimple of every Eſtate, which, ſuppoſing the ſame computed at 


Twenty-five Years Purchaſe only, is a Charge of a Quarter Part more than the whole 
groſs Rent, without allowing for any Charges or Repairs ; a Tax which never was laid, 
nor can poſſibly be paid, in any Country; a Part of the Eſtate only being taken for the 


Preſervation of the Whole; nor was ſo heavy a Tax neceſſary to be laid in Penn/yloania 


for raiſing the Sum of Fifty Thouſand Pounds: For if that Tax had been truly and oy 
aſſeſſed and paid, it muſt have amounted to many times that Sum; but the Laying ſuch 
a large nominal Tax, appears to us to have been moſt unjuſtly calculated for the Pur- 
poſe of putting it in the Power of Perſons, wholly choſen by the People, to tax our 
Eſtates up to the full Value therein mentioned, and to eaſe other Perſons, by taxin 

them ſo lightly, as only to make up the Reſidue that might be wanted to complete the 
Fifty Thouſand Pounds; in which Caſe the Perſons choſen by the People might have laid 
by much the greateſt Part of the Burden upon our Eſtates alone, which, by former Ulage, 
had never been taxed at all. And whereas the laying of Taxes on the real Value of the 
Fee- ſimple, and not on the yearly Income of Eſtates, and upon unimproved Lands, which 
yield no annual Profit or Rent to the Owner, and the Sale of the Land itſelf, and the In- 
heritance thereof, for Payment of the Tax impoſed thereon, appear to us highly unrea- 
ſonable, and not to be the Practice in Great-Britain, and no way agreeable, but quite 
contrary to the Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom: And whereas, upon the beſt En- 
quiries we have made, we cannot find that the Quitrents reſerved to the Crown, or to 
the Proprietaries, in any other of the American Colonies, have ever been taxed towards 
the Raiſing any Supplies granted in thoſe Colonies; and indeed theſe Quitrents are ge- 


nerally ſo ſmall, that little or no Land-Tax would be due or payable on them if ariſing 


in Great- Britain, where Land- Tax Acts are annually paſſed, and the Grantees and Owners 
{mall Quitrents or Acknowledgments 
are reſerved to us, do, in Caſe of a Land- Tax, pay Tax for the Value of ſuch their ſaid 
Farms: And whereas our. Lieutenant Governor propoſed to the Aſſembly, to except or 
exempt our Eſtates out of the Tax to be raiſed by the ſaid Fifty Thouſand Pound Bill, 


which they refuſing to do, he never gave his Aſſent to the ſaid Bill, but acquainted the 


Aſſembly (as the Truth was) that we were ſo far from defiring not to contribute to the 
Defence and Support of his Majeſty's Rights and Dominions, that immediately, on the 
firſt Notice ſent us of the Defeat of General Braddock, we had ſent over an Order upon 
our Receiver General, to pay out of the Arrears of our Quitrents the Sum of Five Thou- 
ſand Pounds, as a free Gift, towards the Defence of the ſaid Province; deſiring, at the 


| fame Time, that all Diſputes might be laid afide, and that the Governor and Aſſembly 


would join together in Meaſures to oppoſe the common Enemy: And whereas we be- 
lieve, that ſuch Five Thouſand Pounds, ſo by us given, was about Twenty times more 
than the Tax upon all ourEſtate there, if truly and proportionably rated, according to all 
other Perſons Eſtates in the ſaid Province could amount to towards raifing a Sum of Fifty 
Thouſand Pounds: And whereas the Aſſembly afterwards prepared and ſent up to the faid 
Lieutenant Governor another Bill, entituled, An Adi for granting the Sum of Sixty Thou- 
ſand Pounds 7o the King's Uſe, and for ftriking Fifty-five Thouſand Pounds thereof in Bulls 
of Credit, and to provide a Fund for ſinking the ſame, whereby they propoſed to enact, that 
there ſhould be levied upon all the Eſtates, Real and Perſonal, within that Province, of 
all and every Perſon and Perſons (our Eſtates only excepted, in Conſideration of our free 
Gift herein before and in the ſaid Bill afterward mentioned) the Sum of Six-pence for 
every Pound, clear Value of the ſaid Eſtates yearly for the Space of four Years ; and alſo, 
that all located and unimproved Lands in the ſaid Province ſhould be rated in ſuch Man- 
ner, and at ſuch Values, as had been propoſed in the ſaid former Bill, and that Part of 
ſuch Lands ſhould be ſold, in Caſe of Neglect or Refuſal to pay the Tax thereon: And 


whereas his Majeſty's Service, and the Defence of the ſaid Province, then requiring Mo- 


ney to be immediately raiſed, and our ſaid Lieutenant Governor not being provided with 
our particular Inſtructions relating to any ſuch Bill, he aſſented to the ſame in the Month 
of November laſt; and when the ſaid Act was ſent over hither for the Approbation of his 
Majeſty, we, tendering as we ought to do, the then Exigency of Affairs, and the Ne- 
ceſſity of an immediate Supply for his Majeſty's Service, did not make any Application 
to his Majeſty for his Royal Diſallowance of the faid Act, as we ſhould have done at 
another Time, and on a leſs Occaſion : And whereas the ſaid Aſſembly, in order to raiſe 
the ſaid Tax, had, by both their ſaid Bills, appointed Commiſſioners and Aſſeſſors (Per- 
ſons choſen by the People only, and not any one of them by us) and thoſe but very few 


ever ſo well diſpoſed to act fairly and uprightly therein, can have no Knowledge of the 

true Value of all the ſeveral Eſtates to be taxed, and yet are made final and abſolute

of Aſſembly, to lay additional Taxes on real Eſtates there; You are therefore hereby 
required and directed, not to give your Aſſent to any Bill or Act of Aſſembly of that 
Sort, unleſs the Act be made to continue for one ſingle Vear only, and no longer; nor 
unleſs the ſame be made as agreeable as poſſible to the general Tenor of the Acts of Par- 
liament annually paſſed for raiſing the Land-Tax in that Part of Great-Britain called 
England (eſpecially by laying the Tax, with reſpect to real Eſtates, upon the particular 
Houſes or Lands, in the reſpective Counties or Diſtricts) by which the Rate of it may 
at any Time be ſeen; nor unleſs the Tax, as to real Eſtates, be laid upon the true an-

The Houſe are very thankful to the Governor for the Readineſs and Candour with 
which he communicated to them the Proprietary Inſtructions, relating to Money Bills. 
They deſire he would be pleaſed to remember, that they requeſted the Reaſons on which

Tn being to comply with the Inſtructions, if the Reaſons ſhould convince their Judgments, 


but not otherwiſe, the Proprietary Inſtructions being by no Means Laws in this Province. 


They have the greateſt Reſpect and Eſteem for the Governor, and the ſtrongeſt and 
moſt ſincere Deſire to do every Thing that may be agreeable to him, conſiſtent with the \ 
juſt Rights and Privileges of the People they repreſent. They beg therefore that he \ 
would be pleaſed to give no Ear to any Inſinuations to the contrary. And the Com- E 
mittee having taken the Senſe of the Houſe on the Objections made to the Bill for raiſing C 
Sixty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, humbly offer the following Remarks to the r 
Governor on thoſe Objections, in, their Order. a 

1. The Houſe choſe, at this Time, an Exciſe Bill rather than a Land-Tax Bill, to if 
avoid any Diſpute about taxing the Proprietary Eſtate, and becauſe, as it was a Mode of V 
raiſing Money they were uſed to and underſtood, the Bill might more ſpeedily be formed 1 
and brought to Effect, ſo as to anſwer the preſent preſſing Emergency; and being in the 
ſame Form with a Number of preceding Exciſe Bills, that had been paſſed by former B 
Governors, gone through the Offices at Home, and received the Royal Aſſent; they V 
well hoped it might meet with no Objections. | 55 

The laſt time it paſſed, the Term was Ten Years. No Inconvenience aroſe from al 
the Length of that Term, Could we have ſunk the Sum we wanted by the Exciſe in ar 
that Term, we ſhould not defire to extend it. But we expect it will not yield more in 
Twenty Years than the Sixty Thouſand Pounds granted. The Act of Parliament made m 

for the Eaſtern Colonies, is not in Force here. Had the Parliament thought it fit that 1 
e 


this Province ſhould be governed by that Act, they would not have excluded Penn/y- 
vania out of the Bill, as they actually did. Governor Hamilton had formerly offered to 
extend the Exciſe to any Term, during which we would load it with Three T, houſand 
Pounds per Annum, granted to the Crown. From whence we concluded the Term of

If N who received our Bills of Credit in Payment, was obliged to keep them 
in his Hands till the End of Twenty Years, to be ſure the Length of the Term would 
occaſion a proportionable Depreciation; But they being a legal Tender in all Payments, 
and the Poſſeſſor able to exchange them immediately for their Value, it is not Length 
of Term, but Exceſs of Quantity, that muſt occafion their Depreciation ; and that Quan- 
tity is by this Bill yeatly to diminiſh. Beſides, the Eighty Thouſand Pounds we have out 
on Loan, is now to ſink in the next fix Years, which will greatly leſſen our Currency, 
and conſequently leſſen the Danger of the Depreciation. 

If the Quantity, ſhould prove too great, 6: 4 we believe it will not, a ſubſequent 
Act, laying Exciſe or Duty on other Commodities, encreaſing the Duty per Gallon, 
raiſing it alſo from private Conſumption, or obtaining Money by any other Means for the 
public Service, may be made, and the Money applied to the more ſpeedy Sinking this 
Sixty Thouſand Pounds.

2. There will probably be little or no Surplus left to the Diſpoſition of the Aſſembly. 
People now leave the Province faſter than they come into it. 'The Importation of Ger- 
mans is pretty much over. Many go from us to ſettle where Land is cheaper. - The 
Danger attending Frontier Settlements will probably be long remembered, even after a 
Peace may be reſtored. And if our Inhabitants diminiſh, the Exciſe will be leſſened 
inſtead of being increaſed. At its beſt, it produces, communibus Annis, not more than 
Three Thouſand Pounds per Annum. | | 

In former Exciſe Laws the Aſſembly have had the Diſpoſition of the Whole. They 


preſerved the public Credit. Paid all public Debts punctually every Year. — And have 
not abuſed the Truſt repoſed in them. ; | 
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The Inſtruction is not a Royal but Proprietary Inſtruction, calculated to eſtabliſh ar- 


bitrary Government among us, to diſtreſs the Aſſembly and People, and put it out of 
their Power to ſupport their Complaints at Home. It would moreover deprive us of a 
juſt Right and Privilege, enjoyed from the firſt Settlement of the Country. „ 

3. Lord Loudon is a Nobleman diſtinguiſhed by the great Truſt the Crown hath 
placed in him. We have likewiſe receiyed a high Character of his Integrity and Upright- 
neſs, which induces us to confide in him. The Chance of War (which Heaven pre- 
vent) may, after ſeveral Removes, give him a Succeſſor unknown to us. If it ſhould be 
found neceſſary and convenient before the Money is expended, the Governor and Aſ- 
ſembly can at any Time, by a little Act, ſubje& the Remainder to the Order of his Suc- 
ceſſor, the Commander in Chief for the Time being. 


4. It is true, there was a Fund appropriated to ſink the Notes iflued for the Grant to 


the Crown-Point Expedition. That Fund in a great Meaſure fails by the Loſs of one 


whole County to the Enemy, and the Abandoning conſiderable Parts of other Counties; 
where Lands mortgaged to the Loan-Office are ſituated. The whole Sum was appro- 
priated to the King's Service. And if thoſe Notes had not been iſſued, that Aſſiſtance 
could not have been given, as our Affairs were then circumſtanced. They cannot be 
redeemed in due Time by that Fund, without adding to the Diſtreſſes of the People, 
already too great, and the Public Credit ought to be kept up, as it may be wanted on 
ſome future Emergency.

5. Though the Law referred to may expire ſome Years before the Time limited in the 
Bill, yet as the Puniſhment is to be inflicted by Virtue of the preſent Law, and not by 
Virtue of the Law referred to, which is only referred to for the Deſcription of the Pu- 
niſhment ; and as that Law, after its Expiration, will ſtill remain on our Records, we 


apprehend no Inconveniency can ariſe from the Reference objected to. If any ſhould 
ariſe, a ſubſequent Act may remedy it.

6, By all former Exciſe Laws it was required of the Magiſtrates not to grant Recom- 
mendations till the Certificates of Payment of Exciſe were produced ; but no Penalty was 
laid for their Non-compliance. A Law without a Penalty is vain. This has proved ſo; 
being generally diſregarded. As it is for the King, tending to the more effectual Col- 
lection of the Exciſe granted, and by no Means difficult to be complied with by the Ma- 
giſtrates, we think it reaſonable to fix a Penalty on that Breach of Duty. 

7. If the Clauſe were, that the Collector ſhould not be capable of being re- appointed 
after one Year, the Reaſon would have more Weight. But he may, and probably will; 
be continued from Year to Year, if he ſhews himſelf diligent in Collecting, and punc- 
tual in Paying his Collections to the Treaſurer. We have found by Experience, that 
Officers appointed for long Terms, jo negligent of their Duty, and yet are not eaſily 


removed. Great Sums have thereby been loſt to the Public. And we have had Inſtances 
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1756. of Collectors appointed to fill a Vacancy a Year before the Expiration of the Term, being 

— extremely diligent, in order to recommend themſelves to a Continuance after the Year 

vprenber 14- ſhould expire, which has proved much to the public Advantage.

The Houſe cannot be ſuppoſed inſenſible of the Diſtreſſes of their Fellow- Subjects on 
the Frontiers. Several of the Members reſide there. They hoped they had in this Bill 
provided for thoſe People the Means of ſpeedy Aſſiſtance, and avoided all Objections. 

They ſee none now of Importance enough, in their Opinion, to prevent the Paſſage of 
the Bill.

For if the People's Money cannot be 1 of for their own Benefit, with- 
out the Proprietary or his Deputy's Conſent, the Paſſage of the Bill, or the Approba- 
tion of the Reſolve, muſt be facilitated; as the Proprietaries were pleaſed to tell us 
on a former Occaſion, ** by a Regard to their INTEREST, that is, by putting at the 
ſame Time into their private Pockets whatever Share of the Public Money they ſhall be 
pleaſed to inſiſt on, under the ſpecious Name of Salary or Support; though by the Quit- 
rents, and even by their other Fees and Perquiſites, eſtabliſhed by Law or taken by 
| Cuſtom, they have already a Support much more than ſufficient. 7 ab 
The Money ariſing by the Intereſt of the Bills of Credit, as well as that ariſing by the 
Exciſe, is paid wholly by the People. To diſpoſe of their own Money, by themſelves 
or their Repreſentatives, is, in our Opinion, a natural Right, inherent in every Man, or 
Body of Men, antecedent to all Laws. — The Proprietaries pay. no Part of this Money, 
and therefore can have no Right to a Share in the Power of diſpoſing of it. They 
might as reaſonably claim a Right to a Negative in the Diſpoſition of every Man's private 
Fortune, and for the ſame Reaſons, to wit, the Man's greater Security, and to prevent 
« Miſapplication; nay, the Reaſons would be ſtronger, Bodies of Men not being ge- 
nerally ſo apt to miſapply their Money, as fingle Prodigals. —— The People have never 
complained that any ſuch Miſapplication has been made by their Repreſentatives: On 
the Contrary, they have ſhewn their Approbation of the Conduct of the Aſſembly in 
this tender Point, by long repeated annual Elections of the ſame Men to the ſame Truſt 
in the ſame Office. They have always ſeen their Money diſpoſed of, from Time to Time, 
for the Advantage and Honour of the Public, or for the King's immediate Service, and 
they had Reaſon to be contented with the Diſpoſition. —— The Public Credit has been 
conſtantly preſerved, and every Man who ſerved the Government, has been always duly 
and readily paid: But if this new-claimed Negative in the Proprietaries takes Place, the 
People will not have it in their Power to reward the Man that ſerves them, or even to 
pay the Hire of the Labourer that works for them, without the Governor's Leave firlt 
purchaſed ; much leſs will they be allowed to ſupport an Agent in England to defend 
their Rights, or be able to pay the Expence of proſecuting their Complaints when op- 
preſſed. And to prevent their doing this, is, we conceive, another main View of this 
Inſtruction. i | 
In ſhort, it does not appear to your Committee that this extraordinary Inftance of the 
Proprietary's Care of the People's Money, to prevent its being waſted by their own Re- 
preſentatives, was for the People at all neceſſary. Thoſe Repreſentatives themſelves are 
a Part of the People, and muſt bear a Share of their Burdens. For their own Sakes, 
therefore, as well as to recommend themſelves to the Eſteem and Regard of their Con- 
ſtituents, it is highly probable they will execute that Truſt, as they always have done, 
with Juſtice, Prudence and Frugality ; with Freedom to the King's Service, and grateful 
Generoſity to Governors that ſincerely ſeek their Welfare, and do not join with the Pro- 
prietaries to oppreſs them. But this Inſtruction might perhaps be neceſſary to extor! 
thoſe Grants to Governors which they have been pleaſed to ſtile Salary, and render That 
certain, which before depended on the Good Will of the People: For how elſe can the Pro- 
| | e prietaries 
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prietaries be ſure of that Share of thoſe Grants, which, 4 rheir private Contrafts ſometimes 17 56. 
made with their Governors, is (if Report ſays true) to be paid to themſehves? — 

The Proprietaries are however willing to permit the Renewal of the Eighty Thouſand Pienber 18. 
Pounds, which is now to fink in a few Years, and even to add Forty Thouſand Pounds 
more, the Whole to be emitted on Loan, © provided, that the Eleventh Inſtruction be 
« complied with, and half the Power of applying the Intereſt reſerved to them; and 
* provided, that all Rents and Quzitrents due, or to be due or payable ro them, be always 
« paid according to the Rate of Exchange at the Times of Payment between Philadel- 
« pbia and London, or ſome other ſufficient Proviſion enacted in Lieu thereof, as was 
« done by a former Act.” ——D Your Committee cannot help obſerving here, that the 
Proprietaries Tenderngſi for their own Intereſt appears in this Inſtruction much ſtronger 
than their Care for That of the People. Very great Emoluments ariſe to them by Emiſ- 
ſions of Paper Money on Loan, and the Intereſt Money is a Tax they are clear of. They 
are therefore willing the Quantity ſhould be encreaſed; but whatever Advantages they 
receive from it, they are reſolved to ſuffer no Diſadvantage from any occaſional Deprecia- 
tion : For they will always be paid their Rents and Quitrents, according ts the Rate of 
Exchange between Philadelphia and London. By the original Agreements, thoſe Rents 
and Quitrents were to be paid in Sterling Money (or the Value in Coin current) to the 
Proprietary Receivers in the Province. A Bill of Exchange, beſides the Sterling Sum 
conveyed, includes all the Freight, Riſk and Expence of conveying that Sum in Specie 
to London. Now we conceive the People are not, nor can in Juſtice br Reaſon be, ob- 
liged to tranſmit their Rents to London, and pay them there to the Proptietaries. If 
the Proprietaries ſhould think fit to remove to China, they might as juſtly add to their 
Demand the Rate of Exchange between London and Canton: This therefore is ExToR- 
TION, and ought never to be allowed in any future Act, nor any Equivalent made for 
it. For had that Equivalent been really given as a Matter of Juſtice, and not extorted 
as Purchaſe Money for the Law, it would have been extended to the Rents of private 
Landlords, as well as thoſe of the Proprietaries. Beſides, the great Sums to be yearly re- 
mitted to them in London, for which no Returns come back to the Country, naturally 
tend to raiſe the Exchange; and even put it in the Power of their Agents to raiſe it oe- 
cafionally, juſt before the periodical Times of Payment (to the great Injury of the People) 
and to lower it again at their Pleaſure ; a dangerous Power this, if no Inconvenience can 
ariſe to themſelves by the Riſe of Exchange! The Depreciation of Money in every Coun- 
try where it happens, is a common Calamity. The Proprietary Eſtate ought not to be 
exempt from it, at the Expence of all other Eſtates. There are many fixed Ground- 
Rents, and other Rents ariſing in the Province belonging to the People; and due to pri- 
vate Eſtates. Theſe Rents have as much Right to be conſidered, and their Deficiency, 
in Caſe of Depreciation, provided for out of the Public Funds; as thoſe of the Propric- 
taries; But of, theſe they take no Care, fo their own are ſecured. It appears however 
to your Committee, that all Rerits in the Country ought to be on the ſame Footing, 
with regard to any Loſs by the Depreciation of its Currency, ſince that is leſs likely ever 
to happen which it is the Intereſt of all to prevent. „„ 

| Your Committee now come to the Twenty - firſt Inſtruction, by the Preamble of which 
it is inſinuated, as if Acts for Provincial Taxes had been common in this Province, and 
that the Proprietary's Eſtate had been always exempted in ſuch Acts; whereas the Truth 
is, that there never were but two or three, and thoſe in the early Times of the Province, 
when the Proprietary's Circumſtances were low, his Affairs encumbered; and the Quit- 
fents ſo ſmall, as to be inſufficient for his Support, and therefore they were not only 
exempted from any Part of ſuch Tax, but Duties and Licence Fees were granted to help 
them out. ——PFor more than Forty Years, as the Exciſe and Intereſt Money have been 
ſufficient for Support of Government, no Provincial Taxes have been levied (in this very 
Inſtruction, a little lower, they themſelves acknowledge none have been raiſed in their 
Time) and the Proprietary Eſtate has vaſtly encreaſed : Thoſe Licence Fees are alſo vaſtly 
encreaſed, and yet they {till receive them. But that their Eſtate ſhould now be exempt 
from Provincial Taxes; raiſed for the Defence of that very Eſtate, appears to us extremely 
unreaſonable. During the Diſtreſs of the Family, there was likewiſe a voluntary Sub- 
ſcription among the People to pay the Proprietary's Paſſage to England: They may from 
thence as juſtly claim a Right of having their Expences borne by the Public whenever 
they croſs the Seas. But when thoſe Aids were granted to the old Proprietary, he 
had a much better Claim to them than his Sons; for he undertook to act as an Agent 
and Advocate for his People; in England; to defend and ſecure their Rights and Privi- 
leges; not, like his Succeſſors, to aboliſh and deſtroy them *. *

; 1 This he faithfully executed in many Inſtances, and particularly in his Anſwer to the Lords of Trade's Objections to 

the Act of Privileges to a Freeman, in the Year 1705; in which he informed their Lordſhips, that the Act was 


agreeable to the great Charter which all Eugliſmem were entitled to ; —— and that we went not fo far (i. . 
from England to America) to loſe a Tittle of it.“ 
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= 1756. The Inſtruction farther ſays, that  ** ſince the Expiration of thoſe former Laws, no 
| | « Aid hath ever been granted by the Aſſembly to them as Proprietaries.” As Proprie- 
taries, what Right have they to Aids? Are they not hereditary Governors of the Pro- 
_ vince? and while they have indulged. themſelves with an almoſt conſtant Reſidence in 
England, remote from their Country, and greatly to its Inconvenience and Prejudice, have 
not the Aſſemblies conſtantly ſupported their Deputy, ſent by the Proprietaries to do 
what they ought themſelves to have done in Perſon ; though he was often an imperfe& 
Deputy, reſtrained in thoſe Powers which ſhould always ſubſiſt and be preſent in every 
Government for the common Welfare? But they are pleaſed to ſay, they have volun- 
« tarily and chearfully expended ſeveral conſiderable Sums of their own Money for the 
Advancement of the Province.” This they ſaid likewiſe to a former Aſſembly, and 
the Anſwer was, We are unacquainted with theſe Expences ; let the Accounts be laid 
before us, and whatever Expence appears to have been made for the Service of the Pro- 
« vince ſhall be allowed, and repaid with Thanks.” —— Thoſe Accounts have never 
yet. appeared; and till they do, we think they ought not to be made the Foundation of 
any Claim whatever. | 5 ks = I 
They ſay farther, ** that they had no Reaſon to ſuſpe& that the Aſſembly would de- 
«« viate ſo much from the former Uſage, as to pretend, by any AG of theirs, to charge 
* the Proprietary Eſtate in the Province with the Burden of any Taxes. © Amazing 
If the Aſſembly deviated from the former Uſage, by taxing their own Eſtates, and thoſe 
of their Conſtituents (their uſual Funds failing) why ſhould they not deviate in the ſame 
Manner in taxing the Proprietary Eſtate? And what are the particular Merits of this 
Family, that when the whole Britiſp Nation, when every Eſtate in the Kingdom, as 
well as in this Province, is taxed, towards the Recovery and Defence of their Eſtate in 
. Pennſylvania, that very Eſtate alone ſhould be exempted, and they ſo confident of its 
Right to an Exemption, as to have no Reaſon to ſuſpect the Aſſembly would attempt to 
tax it ? | | | | 
But it ſeems * the Aſſembly have repreſented them in an untrue Light, as if unwil- 
ling to aſſiſt the Public, by contributing towards the Defence of the Country, though 
* no Application had ever once been made to them for that Purpoſe.” How far they 
are placed in an untrue Light on this Account, will, we preſume, appear before we 
finiſh this Report. It appears too, by a Report of a former Committee. — They likewiſe 
ſay, no Application was ever once made to them for their Aſſiſtance towards the De- 
« fence of the Country.” Heretofore it was thought the Country was beſt defended by 
maintaining Peace and a good Underſtanding with the Indians. This was done from 
Year to Year by expenſive and repeated Preſents. The Proprietary reaped great Advan- 
tages from this good Underſtanding and theſe Preſents, in his Bargains with the Indian, 
for Lands. The Expences grew yearly more and more heavy, and repeated humble Ap- 
plications were made to the Proprictaries, that they would be pleaſed t bear a Part, but 
without Succeſs. They vouchſafed indeed an Anſwer to the laſt Application, but it was 
to reject it with the utmoſt Pride and Scorn, claiming an inberent Right of Exemption of 
their Eſtate from all public Charges whatſoever, in Virtue of their being Governors as well 
as Proprietaries. And the Sixty Thouſand Pound Bill is called an Attempt of the Aſ- 
ſembly by © an A of theirs,” to charge the Proprietary Eſtate, as if they had preſumed 
to do it alone by their own Authority. The Aſſembly could not poflibly think of taxing 
the Proprietary Eſtate, without the Conſent of the Proprietaries by their Deputy ; the 
= Bill was therefore another humble Application to the Proprietaries for their Conſent to 
"i a Thing ſo reaſonable ; and the very Stile of it was, we pray that it may be enacted.” 
"i But that Prayer could not be granted, though the Province was on the Brink of Ruin. 
% And yet, it ſeems the Proprietaries were not © unwilling;” though their Deputy de- 
Y clared they had expreſsly reſtrained him even by the Words of his Commiſſion! — The 
Y Bill however is ſtigmatized with the Character of moſt unjuſt and extraordinary.” Thus 
9 it is, when Men judge in their own Caſes. Theſe Gentlemen think it unſuſt to tax their 
Eſtates, though all the World thinks otherwiſe. As Provincial Taxes had not been 
uſual, it might be /o far extraordinary; but the Mode of Taxation was by no Means 
extraordinary, being the ſame with that of raiſing our County Rates and Levies, long 
uſed and approved by the Province. And the Taxing of Proprietary Lands is uſed 
both in New-Terſey and Maryland; and located unimproved Lands have formerly been 
taxed in this Province. Had ſuch been taxed every where from the firſt Settlement of 
America, we conceive it would have tended to the Encreaſe of the Inhabitants, and the 
greater Strength of the Colonies ; for then ſuch immenſe Quantities of Land would not 
have been monopolized and lain dormant, but People would more cafily haye obtained 
Settlements, and been ſeated cloſer together. 

But the Proprietaries would have it underſtood, that it is not for their own Sake only, 
that they object to the Fifty Thouſand Pound Bill which was refuſed, or the Sixty Thou- 
ſand Pound Act that paſſed. They are tenderly concerned for the Eſtates of others. No 
Part of the Lands of a Delinquent, who refuſes or neglects to pay his Tax, W in

the Laws of this Province. If Lands, or Parts of Land, may be ſold to ſatisfy private, ata 
why not public Debts? And though it be unuſual in England, it has long been 2 Prac- 

tice, as we are informed, in ſeveral of the Colonies, particularly in New-England. But 

they ſay, a Tax of One Shilling in the Pound on the whole Value, is what never was 

« Jaid, nor can poſſibly be paid, in any Country.” Strange! May not a Country in im- 

minent Danger give a Twentieth Part of their Eſtates to ſave the other Nineteen? Is it 
impoſlible even to give a Half, or three Fourths, to fave the other Half or Quarter ? 

May they not even give Nineteen Parts to fave the Twentieth ? The Proprietary's Gift 

of Five Thouſand Pounds, they afterwards ſay, is twenty times more than their Tax, if 

fairly and equally aſſeſſed, could by that Bill have amounted to. If fo, it is poſſible to 

give the whole twenty Parts. — But it has always been underſtood, that Eſtates are not 

to be taxed to the full Value they might ſingly ſell for. In the ſame Bill it was provided, 

that located unimproved Lands ſhould not be valued in the Rates at more than Fifteen 

Pounds per Hundred Acres; when 'tis well known, that the Proprietary's loweſt Price 

for wild Land on the Frontiers is Fifteen Pounds Ten Shillings per Hundred; and that the 

located unimproved Lands in their Manors, are, ſome of them, valued at Three or Four 

Hundred Pounds per Hundred; they may therefore well ſay, that if that Tax had been 

« FULLY aſſeſſed, it muſt have amounted to many times the Sum; but then their next 

Aſſertion is ſomewhat inconſiſtent, viz. That the Bill laying this Tax was © moſt un- 

« juſtly calculated for the Purpoſe of putting it in the Power of the Aſſeſſors to tax the 

« Proprietary Eſtates up to the full Value, and to eaſe other Perſons, by taxing them ſo 

„ lightly as only to make up the Refidue of the Fifty Thouſand Pounds, in which Caſe, 

% much the greateſt Part of the Burden might have been laid on the Proprietary Eſtates 

c alone.” The Value of the Proprietary Eſtate has long, for prudential Reaſons, 

been kept a profound Secret; and the Proprietaries have lately given Five Thouſand Pounds 

rather than ſubmit it to the Enquiry of the Aſſeſſors. But your Committee conceive 

ſome Light may be obtained on that Head, from this Part of the Inſtruction compared 

with the Fifty Thouſand Pound Bill. By that Bill their wild unſurveyed, or unlocated 

Lands, CHAT are many Millions of Acres, were not to be taxed at all, though they 

never ſell any of them for leſs than Fifteen Pounds Ten Shillings per Hundred Acres.— 

Their taxable Eſtate conſiſts chiefly in located (though uncultivated) Tracts and Manors, 
and in the reſerved Quitrents ariſing from the Lands they have fold. Theſe Manors and 
Tracts are generally choice, being of the beſt Lands, picked out of every new Purchaſe 
from the Indians, by their Surveyors, before the Office is opened, and laid by for a 
Market, not to be diſpoſed of till all the ſurrounding Lands are fold and ſettled. This 
has encreaſed their Value prodigiouſly, ſo that they are now, one with another, valued | 
at more than Three Hundred Pounds per Hundred : Yet by the Bill, they were not to be 1 
taxed as worth more than Fifteen Pounds per Hundred, —And they own, that by the | 
ſame Bill, their Quitrents were to be taxed in the ſame Manner as other Eſtates, con- 
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ſequently as great an Abatement to be made in the Valuation. And yet by this ſame Wi. 
Bill, under this very moderate Valuation of their Eſtate, they ſay it would have been in Wi! 
the Power of the Aſſeſſors to have laid much the greateſt Part of the Burden on their 7-1 Wl 


Eſtates alone. Now, much the greateſt Part of Fifty Thouſand Pounds may be Forty Thou- 
ſand Pounds, but we will ſay (for Moderation's Sake) it is only Thirty Thouſand Pounds, 
and that Sum might have been raiſed by that Bill, on the Proprietary Eſtates, in two 
Years, by a Tax of One Shilling in the Pound, i. e. Fifteen Thouſand Pounds per Annum. | 
The Shillings in Fifteen Thouſand Pounds are Three Hundred Thouſand, conſequently 1 
their Eſtates at that low Valuation are worth Three Hundred J. 4 pe Pounds. But if il 
you multiply that Valuation by 20, to bring it nearer the Truth, thoſe Eſtates muſt 1 
amount to Six Millions, excluſive of their wild Lands as aforeſaid. If this Computation 1 
be too high, they may be able hereafter to ſhew its Miſtakes. At preſent, we conceive 
the Conſequences fairly drawn from Facts and their own Premiſes. —And yet this their 
enormous Eſtate is, by their Inſtructions, to be exempted, while all their Fellow-Sub- 
jets groan under the Weight of Taxes for its Defence! it being the firſt attacked in the 
N War, and Part of it on the Ohio, the Prize contended for by the Enemy. — 
For though they, towards the End of this Inſtruction, pretend to be moſt ready and 
* willing to bear a juſt Proportion along with their Tenants in any neceflary Tax for 
* the Defence of the Province, yet this appears clearly to be a mere Pretence, ſince the 
abſolutely except their Quitrents, and their located unimproved Lands, their Fines, and 
the Purchaſe-Monies they have at Intereſt ; that is, in a Manner, their whole Eſtate, as 
your Committee know of little they have left to be taxed, but a Ferry-houſe or two, a 
Kitchen, and a Dog Kennel. | „ | | 

But unimproved Lands ſhould not, in our Proprietaries Opinion, pay any Taxes, be- 
cauſe they yield no annual Profit.” This may deceive People in England (where the 
Value of Land is much at a Stay) as they are unacquainted with the Nature of Landed

prietary's Congſtogoe Manor, were worth and fold for about Forty Pounds per Hundred 
| Acres. That Manor was then laid out and reſerved, containing near Seventeen Thou- 
1 ſand Acres: And now the Lands of that very Manor, which, though fo long located, 
„ have never yet been cultivated, will fell for Three Hundred and Fifty Pounds per Hundred 
[| Acres; which is near Nine for One, or Eight Hundred per Cent, Advance! Can an Eſtate 
thus producing Twenty-five per Cent per Annum on the prime Coſt, be, with any Pro- 
priety, called“ an Eftate yielding no annual Profit? Is it not a well known Practice in 
the Colonies, to lay out great Sums of ready Money for Lands, without the leaſt Intent 
of Cultivation, but merely to ſell them again hereafter ? Would People follow this Prac- 
tice if they could not make more Profit of their Money in that Way than by employing 
vx it in Improvement of Land, in Trade, or in putting it to Intereſt, though Intereſt in 
bl the Plantations is from Six to Ten per Centum? Does not ſuch Land, though otherwiſe 
unimproved, improve continually in its Value ? How mean and unjuſt 1s it then, in theſe 
Gentlemen, to attempt to conceal the Advantages of this Kind of Eſtate, and ſcreen it 
from Taxes, by lurking under the ambiguous and deceitful Terms, of unimproved Lands, 
and Lands yielding no annual Profit ? 1 ä 
Meanly unjuſt indeed, in this Inſtance, do they appear to your Committee; who can- 
not but obſerve, that the Proprietaries, knowing their own Inclinations to ſcreen their 
own Eſtates, and load thoſe of the People, from thence ſuſpected the People might be 
equally unjuſt, and intend, by the Fifty Thouſand Pound Bill, to eaſe their Eſtates, and 
load thoſe of the Proprietaries. The Bill, ſay they, appears to us to be moſt unjuſtly 
calculated, for the Purpoſe of putting it in the Power of Perſons, wholly choſen b 
e the People, to tax our Eſtates up to the full Value therein mentioned, and to eaſe 
other Perſons by taxing them ſo lightly, as only to make up the Reſidue that might 
be wanted to complete the Fifty Thouſand Pounds. In which Caſe the Perſons choſen 
by the People might have laid by much the greateſt Part of the Burden upon our Eſtates 
ee alone.” Had they intended to raiſe much the greateſt Part of the Tax of Fifty 
Thouſand Pounds on the Proprietaries Eſtate, would the Houſe ſo readily have accepted 
of Five Thouſand Pounds in Lieu of their Share of that Tax ?——But why this Suſpicion 
of the Aſſembly ?

It is very difficult to raiſe Men in America for the Regiments there, or indeed to pre- 
vail on any Americans to inliſt in any but the Provincial Corps. 


It has been thought, that the foreign Proteſtants of America would more willingly in- 
liſt in a ſeparate Corps, compoſed chiefly of themſelves, | 

To raiſe and diſcipline ſuch a Corps, it is imagined that ſome foreign Officers muſt 
be ſent from Europe, our Officers not being well acquainted with the Method of traine- 
ing Sig or German Soldiers, and being totally unacquainted with the German Tongue. 
The late Settlers are repreſented to be entirely ignorant of the Engliſb Language. 

A Regiment compoſed of theſe foreign Proteſtants, it is preſumed, would be ſo man 
Soldiers gained to the Public; they might be employed any where in America, and be 
particularly uſeful in Garriſon.

and it may be abſolutely neceſſary to take ſudden Meaſures of Defence, which the 
Sum already granted will not enable us to do, as a confidetable Part of it has been em- 
* ployed to pay the Arrears due to the Troops, and other former Charges. 

On a mature Conſideration of the preſent State of this Country, and from the many 
$ ns for a general Defence, made to me in a late Journey to the Frontiers, I 
find a Militia Law is abſolutely neceſſary, the late Act being repealed by his Majeſty 
in Council. The Reaſons that induced his Majeſty to refuſe his Aſſent to that Act, 
are fully ſet forth in the Reports of the Lords Commiſſioners of Trade, and a Com- 
* mittee of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council, on which the Repeal is 
* founded; I muſt therefore preſs you, in the warmeſt Terms, with all poſſible Diſpatch, 
to frame a juſt and equitable Bill, not liable to the Objections that proved fatal to the 
* former Law. . , 1 

In Conſequence of a Treaty lately held at Eaſton, with the Deputies of the Suſque- 
* hannah Indians, their Chief is now on his Return with ſome of our unhappy People, 
not long ſince made Priſoners. As this Affair will occaſion a conſiderable Expence, I 
deſire you will provide for it accordingly. | 

Gentlemen, let me entreat you to avoid all Diſputes, raiſe ſuch Supplies as are wanted 
in our preſent imminent Danger, and pay a ready Obedience to his Majeſty's *

uv ah under our Conſideration the Petition of ſundry of his Majeſty's dutiful and loyal Sub- 

Petition, c. jects, Inhabitants of the Province of Pennſylvania, in Behalf of themſelves and others, 
ſetting forth “the diſtreſſed and defenceleſs State of that Province; and humbly praying 
that his Majeſty would graciouſly condeſcend to take their Condition under his wile 
« and princely Conſideration, which upon Enquiry will be found to be ſingularly diſtreſ- 
« *{ing and grievous; and that his Majeſty would further be graciouſly pleaſed to inter- 
*« pole his Royal Authority that this important Province, fituated in the Center of his 
« Majeſty's American Dominions, may be put into a Poſture of Defence; and having 
been attended by Mr. Paris, Solicitor for the Petitioners, with Mr. Yorke, and Mr. For- 
reſter, his Counſel; and by Mr. Joſhua Sharpe, Solicitor in Behalf of the Aſſembly of 
Pennſylvania, with Mr. Henly and Mr. Pratt, his Counſel, and by the Agents for the 
ſaid Province, and ſeveral of the Perſons called Quabers, and heard what the reſpective 
Parties had to offer thereupon, we beg Leave to report to your Lordſhips: 

That no Evidence has been laid before us, on the Part of the Petitioners, tending to 
prove the Facts ſet forth and alledged in their Petition; but as the defenceleſs State of 
the Province, ariſing from the Want of a proper Militia, and Forts and Places of Strength, 
has not been controverted by the Counſel for the Aſſembly; and as the Invaſion of the 
French, who have forcibly. poſſeſſed themſelves of a Fort, built by his Majeſty's Subjects, 
within the actual Limits of this Province, and the Ravages and Devaſtations of the Sa- 
vage Indians upon their Frontiers, are Facts well known to your Lordſhips, we appre- 
hend your Lordſhips will not require ſuch legal Proofs of them as might be neceſſary 
upon a Queſtion of leſs public Concern and Notoriety. „ 

This is not the firſt Complaints which his Majeſty's Subjects, Inhabitants of that 
Province, have made of the diſtreſſed State of it, ariſing from the Aſſembly's neglecting 
to make proper Proviſion by Law for putting it into a Poſture of Defence in Times of 
Danger and Hoſtility. A like Complaint was made to his Majeſty in the Year 1742; 
upon an Examination into which it did appear, that no Laws had ever been enacted in 
that Province for the Defence of it, for the building of Forts, for raiſing or training any 
Militia, or in general for providing againſt any Danger from without, either by Indzans, 
Pirates, or other Enemies, as will more fully appear to your Lordſhips from the annexed 
Copy of a Report of this Board to the Lords of the Committee of Council on the Eighth 
„„ | : 

The ſame Syſtem of Inaction, and Neglect of the Public Safety, has ever ſince pre- 
vailed and been purſued by the Aſſembly, notwithſtanding the many frequent Exhorta- 
tions made to them from Time to Time by the Crown, by their Governors, and by 
their Fellow-Subjects, to provide for the Security and Defence of the Government. 

The Reaſons urged by the Aſſembly in the Year 1742, in Juſtification of their Con- 
duct, were, that by a Charter of Privileges, granted to them by the firſt Proprietor, and 
by their own Laws, they were exempted from military Service ; that they had till then 

ſubſiſted without Forts or Militia; that being a peaceable People, they had not given 
Offence to their Neighbours; and as their Neighbours had never till then moleſted them, 
they apprehended they might ſubſiſt in Security without any military Force; and that 
In Caſe of any Emergency, the Proprietor was obliged, and, by his Charter, impowered, 
to defend them. But upon Enquiry and Examination it was found, that neither that 

Charter of Privileges, nor any Laws then exiſting, gave them ſuch Right of Exemption 
trom military Service; and it was obſerved, that the. Proprietor was no more obliged to 
be at the Expence of defending them, in Caſe of Emergency, than the Governors of 
any other Colonies, who had the like Power in their Commiſſions. | 

As the Counſel, however, for the Aſſembly, have again ſtrenuoſly infiſted upon the 
Efficacy of the military Power given to Mr. Penn by his Charter, and the Obligation 
he is thereby under to provide for the Defence of the Province, it may be neceſlary to 
obſerve, that this Power, great as it is in Words, can have no Effect or Operation with- 
out the Aid and Concurrence of the Legiſlature, by enacting penal and compulſory. Mi- 
litia Laws, and by a proper and conſtitutional Appropriation of Money to military Pur- 
poſes; and this Opinion is confirmed by the Practice and Uſage in all other Colonies, 
whether the Government be by Charter, or by Commiſſion from the Crown; in both 
which Caſes, notwithſtanding the Perſon intruſted with the Execution of Cs, af 
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has the ſame Power as the Proprietaries of Pennſyloania, yet no Militia could have been, 
or ever was, formed, or military Service executed, without an Act of the Legiſlature. 

It has been indeed inſiſted upon by the Counſel for the Aſſembly, that the Proprietor 
has in the preſent Exigency received 7 Aid and Support in the Exerciſe of the mi- 
litary Powers in his Charter from the Aſſembly, who have lately paſſed two Laws, the 
one for granting Fifty-five Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, the other for regulating 
ſuch Perſons as are willing and deſirous to be united for military Purpoſes. Theſe Laws 
your Lordſhips have been e to refer to us by a ſeparate Order, together with ſeveral 
others paſſed there at the ſame Time, and therefore we ſhall make a ſeparate Report to 
your Lordſhips upon them; but we think it our Duty at preſent to trouble your Lord- 
ſhips with ſome ſhort Obſervations, becauſe upon the Merit or Demerit of theſe Laws, 
the Force or Weakneſs of the Arguments which have been attempted to be drawn from 
them will, in your Lordſhips Judgment, in great Meaſure depend. 3 


By the firſt of theſe Laws, the Money thereby to be raiſed is to be placed in the Hands 
of a Committee of the Aſſembly, to be applied by them “ for ſupplying friendly In- 
„ dians, holding of Treaties, relieving diſtreſſed Settlers, who have been driven from 
« their Lands, and other Purpoſes for the King's Uſe; but not a Word is ſaid of mi- 
litary Service ; and though it has been argued, that the Words, other Purpoſes, will ad- 
mit of ſuch a Conſtruction and Application, yet when it is conſidered, that the Commit- 
tee, which has the fole Power and Direction of this Money, is Part of, and conſtituted 
by, an Aﬀembly, principled againſt military Service, there is little Room to hope they 
will put ſuch a Conſtruction upon theſe Words. | | 

As to the other Law, it is in every Reſpect the moſt improper and inadequate to the 
Service which could have been framed and paſſed, and is rather calculated to exempt 
Perſons from military Services, than to encourage and promote them. No Methods are 
preſcribed for compelling Perſons by proper Penalties to aſſociate in Defence of their 
Country, or for obliging thoſe who are conſcientiouſly ſcrupulous of bearing Arms them- 
{elves to find others in their Stead, or to provide for ſuch as might, by the executive 
Power, be found ready and willing to enliſt. The whole is voluntary, both in reſpect 
of Enliſtment, and of the Subſiſtence of thoſe who ſhall be inliſted ; the Officers are to 
be elected by Ballot, and no Proviſion is made for that Subordination, without which, 
all Bodies of People, affociated for military Purpoſes, would be abſolutely uſeleſs : But 


theſe are not the only defective and miſchievous Proviſions of this Law, for it is enacted, 


that no Perſon under Twenty-one Years of Age ſhould be enliſted ; by which Means 
many able bodied Men, fit for the Service of their Country as Soldiers, would be ex-

the King's Troops as may happen to be joined with them in the ſame Service: But 
were the Proviſions of this Act ever ſo good and proper, yet little Advantage or Benefit

into Execution without ſuch Aid and Aſſiſtance ; that the Meaſures alleged by the Aſ- 
ſembly to be intended for this Purpoſe are improper, inadequate and ineffectual ; and 
that there is no Reaſon to hope that proper or effectual Meaſures will be taken, while 


the Majority of the Aſſembly conſiſts of Perſons whoſe avowed Principles are againſt mi- 


litary Services, however neceſſary for the Security and Defence of Government, who have 
declared by public Acts, that it is a Violation of a Fundamental of the Conſtitution, and

Aſſembly, without their Allegiagce being ſecured to the Government by the Sanction 
of an Oath; and therefore we ſee no Remedy to the Evils fo juſtly complained of by 
Vor.

1 HAD fince my Arrival, prior to your entering upon the Adminiſtration, received 
two Letters from Governor Morris. He gives me an Account of a Treaty or Con- 
ference he had held at Bethlebem, with ſome Indians living on the Eaſt Branch of the 


Suſquehannah. I had been apprized before, by Sir William Johnſon, of the Invitation 


given by the Governor and Government of Pennſylvania to this Treaty: I muſt here 
anſwer in general, and once for all, that his Majeſty having entirely taken out of the 


Hands of the Governments and Governors, all Right to treat with, confer, or make 
War or Peace, with the Five Nations, or any of their Allies or Dependents; and having 
repoſed this Truſt wholly and ſolely in the Hands of Sir William Fobnſon, his ſole Agent 
for theſe Affairs, under my Direction; I do hereby for the future forbid you, or your 


Account whatever; and I do direct, that whatever Buſineſs in that Branch of his Ma- 
jeſty's Service ſhall ariſe to your Government or, Province, you do refer it, and put it 
into the Hands of his Majeſty's ſole Agent, who will, according to the Powers with 
which he is inveſted, negociate and ſettle ſuch Matters in the Way his Majeſty has di- 
rected. I do not at all enter into the Merits of this Affair, becauſe theſe have been con- 
ſidered by his Majeſty, and what I now direct is by his Majeſty's Order thereupon. 

After the wiſe Steps Sir Charles Hardy had taken, in concerting with Governor Mor- 
ris, and the other Governors, an Embargo on the Exportation of Proviſions, I cannot 
but expreſs my Sorrow to find the Effects fruſtrated, by Governor Morris ſuffering him- 
ſelf to be adviſed by his Council to diſcontinue it. However, I have wrote to your 
Government, as well as the others, in the ſtrongeſt Terms, requiring them, as I am 
commanded by his Majeſty, to lay and continue an Embargo on Proviſions. This Let- 
ter you will have received, and cannot make the leaft Doubt of your Compliance 
therewith. | 


As his Majeſty is graciouſly pleaſed to ſupport and ſend over to theſe Parts of his Do- 


Troops ; and as ſo great a Part of the Expence and Charge is borne by the Mother 
Country, it is proper you diſtinctly and preciſely underſtand what his Majeſty requires, 
and the Mother Country expects, on your Part. 15 

Firſt, That each Province and Colony reſpectively and ſeparately do provide for all 
ſuch Charges as ariſe from furniſhing Quarters, and Neceſſaries allowed in Quarters by 
Act of Parliament, in furniſhing Carriages, Sloops, and all other neceſſary Means of 
Conveyance for his Majeſty's Troops, whenever ſuch Troops be ſtationed within, or ſhall 
be marching through, ſuch Province or Colony : Theſe Charges being peculiarly local, 
and arifing within the Province.

the extraordinary Expence ariſing from ſupplying the Sick with ſundry Neceſſaries re- 
commended by the Doctors, and from the Hire of ſeveral Nurſes to attend them in that 
Diſtemper, without which Care many more of them, in all Probability, would have 
periſhed miſerably ; and as your Remonſtrant hath great Reaſon to believe, that any Ne- 
glect of Duty to the Neutrals, in the Time of their Sickneſs, would have juſtly de- 
ſerved the Cenſure of this Houſe, your Remonſtrant humbly hopes, that his and the 
other Commiſſioners Care and Conduct in that Reſpe&t, though attended with a con- 


That the Reaſon why ſo many Neutrals have remained in Town ſo long, hath, in a 
great Meaſure, been owing to the Overſeers of the reſpective Townſhips abſolutely re- 
fuſing to take Charge of them ; for though the Law provides a Remedy, and to compel 
the Overſeers to their Duty, yet they having often declared, that they would not ſupply 
them with Proviſions (the Conſequence of which would be their returning to the Com= 
miſſioners, which they often have done, for Relief) your Remonſtrant was therefore diſ- 
couraged from inſiſting on it; and particularly, as it often happens that many of the 
Overſeers are People whoſe Circumſtances will not allow them to be in Advance for the 
Proviſions neceſſary for the ſeveral Families undet their Care, whereby many of the Neu- 
trals who were willing to work have had neither Meat or. Bread to eat for many Weeks 
together, and were neceſſitated (as your Remonſtrant is credibly informed) to pilfer and 
ſteal for the Support of Life. | 
That your Remonſtrant is greatly concerned to obſerve a general Diſlike in the Inha- 
bitants of this Province againſt employing the Neutrals in their Service, by Means 
whereof, notwithſtanding ſome of them refuſe to work, many of them who are willing 
to work are unemployed, and the Load of Expence becomes heavier on the Province. 
That your Remonſtrant hath at preſent Accounts by him , which (by the Governor's 
particular Direction) he ſtands engaged for, to the Amount of Three Hundred and Fifty 
Pounds, or thereabouts, and by what he can learn, there are other Accounts to the 
Amount of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds more, not yet brought in; great Part of the 
firſt mentioned Sum is already paid; and as your Remonſtrant finds the Expence encreaſ- 
ing daily, therefore prays the Houſe to take the Premiſes into Conſideration, and make 
ſuch Proviſion for reimburſing the Payment of the Monies aforeſaid as in your Wiſdom 
and Juſtice ſhall ſeem meet.

The Committee appointed to confer with the Governor concerning the Placing of the P Meridien 


Indians now in Town, report that they had done the ſame accordingly ; and that the

their Neighbours. We cannot therefore defire, however burdenſome the preſent War 
with the Indians may be to this Province, that ſuch a ſeparate Treaty ſhould be concluded 
on our Behalf. We are, however, of Opinion, that the Treaty begun by the late Go- 
vernor (before Sir William Fohnſon's Powers were made known) in Purſuance of which 
the Indians are now come down, ſhould not be wholly diſcontinued on our Part, leſt the 
Indians be diſguſted, and the Opportunity of bringing them to a general Peace with all 
the Britiſb Colonies be loſt.

The Aſſemblies of this Province have in 
very late Inſtances ſhewn their Regard for the Soldiery, by voluntarily preſenting Con- 
veniencies and Refreſhments to the Officers, and furniſhing Proviſions and warm Cloath- 
ing for the Soldiers of the King's Forces, to the Amount of many Thouſand Pounds;

That no Complaint 
had ever been made to the Houſe by our Tavern-keepers, though this ſame Law had been 
a Year in Uſe among us, before it was at this Time again re-enacted. That the Houle, 
on the Remonſtrance of the Mayor and Aldermen, had required an Account of the Bil- 
leting, in order to ſatisfy themſelves whether there was Cauſe of Complaint, but had 
not yet obtained it. | | 

The Governor farther ſaid, That in Time of War, and in Caſes of Neceflity, it ws 
uſual in England to quarter Soldiers on private Houſes, and inftanced Carli]ie. That it 
was done in Scotland, in the Time of the late Rebellion, notwithſtanding the Law. That 
the Inhabitants of Yeflminſter and Newcaſtle had at that Time voluntarily offered to quar- 
ter a great Number of Soldiers. | 85 

It was anſwered, That in Caſes of Neceſſity, there was no Doubt but the Inhabitants 
of this Province would chearfully ſubmit to it; but ſuch Neceſſity did not appear to 
us; ſince there was Room enough in the Public-houſes of the Suburbs, and neighbour- 
ing Towns, and other Towns in the Province, for much greater Numbers than Quarters 
had yet been demanded for. That, where it was voluntarily offered, Proviſion might be 

made to render it eaſy ; but where Force was uſed, it was very different, as Familie 
might be taken unprovided. : : 

The Governor replied, That the General was the proper Judge of ſuch Neceſſity; and 
the General thought it neceſſary to have the Soldiers quartered near together. Ky 

We replied, We were confident the General had no Inclination to oppreſs any of bis 
Majeſty's good Subjects; but if Neceſſity warranted Quartering on private Houſes by 

Force, and contrary to Law; and Military Officers were the only Judges of that Ne- 
ceſſity, they might ſay it was neceſſary to quarter the whole Army, not only in one City» 


but in one Square, or one Street; and thereby harraſs the Inhabitants exceſſively. _—

883 Ho plaint of their being defrauded out of ſome of their Lands ; upon which the Com- 
„erden.  miſfioners acquainting your Honour, that more Goods were brought than could be con- 
veniently diſpoſed of, it was agreed by you to propoſe to them immediate Satisfaction, 
which they refuſed, alleging they were not the Perſons who had Power to receive it; 
and as they could not then finiſh the great Work they came about, that they intended 
to come in the Spring and finiſh it ——To which your Honour was pleaſed to anſwer, 
you would be glad to meet them at any Time. From which I am of Opinion, that 
the Government cannot avoid giving the Indians a Meeting to ſettle this or any other 
Difference that ſubſiſts between them, as I think it will be for the Good of his Ma- 
jeſty's Service to have theſe Affairs ſpeedily accommodated ; and am alſo of Opinion, 
this Meeting ought to be held before the Firſt of March; for it is probable, if it ſhould 
be put off longer, it may impede his Majeſty's Service, as the Indians may be called to- 
gether in the Spring by Sir William Fobnſon, to join the Forces under the Command of 
his Excellency Lord Loudoun. And as 1 have a Deputation from Sir William Johnſon 
for the Tranſacting of Indian Affairs here, I aſſure your Honour, that I will do every 
Thing in my Power to ſettle, in an amicable Manner, thoſe Differences, and in the 
mean Time let Sir William Fohnſon know that the Indians are to meet here, and have 
his further Inſtructions on that Head. —— I am of Opinion, if proper Steps be taken, 
that ſome of the Ohio Indians ( ho are the proper Indians to ſettle thoſe Affairs with) 
may be brought to this Meeting.

within your Government, except thoſe which ſhall be employed in carrying Proviſions 

to any other of his Majeſty's Colonies and Plantations ; which Ships or Veſlels are to be 

allowed to fail from Time to Time, provided that the Maſters.or Owners do, before they are 
permitted to take any Proviſions on board, enter into Bonds (with two Sureties of known 
Reſidence there, and Ability to anſwer the Penalty) with the chief Officers of the 
Cuſtoms of the Ports or Places from whence ſuch Ships or Veſſels ſhall ſet fail, to the 

Value of One Thouſand Pounds, if the Ship be of leſs Burthen than One Hundred Tons;

And as we apprehend it of Importance to the Province, that the Complaints mide by with the Ju. 
the Indians, whether juſtly founded ot not; ſhould be fully repreſented, and their Senſe cla 
of them underſtood, we think it neceſſary to obſerve to the Houſe, that we conceive the 
Warmth and Earneſtneſs with which they inſiſted on the Wrongs that had been done 
them in the Purchaſes of Land, are much too faintly expreſſed in this Account of the 
Conference, That we were not preſent at the palliating Hearſay Accounts of the 
Walking Purchaſe, ſaid to be given the Governor by Mr. Weiſer and Mr. Peters, on the 
Fourteenth of November ; though by the concluding Paragraphs under that Date, it ma 
ſeem as if we were: But we well remember, that the Tranſaction of that Walk was at 
Eafton univerſally given up as unfair, and not to be defended, even from the Accounts of 
ſome of our own People, who were preſent at the Walking ; even the Secretary, though 
he did ſay, that he believed Satisfaction was afterwards made the Indians; and that this 
was the only Inſtance in which any Foundation of Complaint had ever been given them, 
yet this he allowed was (in his own Words) unworthy of any Government. We would 
farther obſerve, that when Teedyuſcung claimed the Lands, even thoſe on which the Con- 
ferences were held, no Objection was made, that neither he, nor any with him; had an' 
Right to them; nor did we ever underſtand his Reaſon for not accepting Satisfaction to 
be as repreſented in the ſecond Paragraph under November 17, for that the People 
« to whom the Land belonged were abſent ; — but for that many of them were abſent, 
and thoſe who were abſent had not impowered him to act for them in that Matter; but 
he would endeavour to bring them in the Spring. 


The Offer of the Commiſſioners to furniſh the Means of making the Indians immediate 


gave the Governor for that Offer, were, 1: The Abſence and great Diſtance of the Pro- 
prietaries, who being the ſole Purchaſers of Land from the Indians in this Province, 
ought, if the Indians were injured in ſuch Purchaſes, alone to make the Satisfaction; but 
their Agents here had not the neceſſary Powers. 2. For that Promiſes [ſuch being pro- 
poſed] of enquiring into Indian Complaints, and doing them Right hereafter, had — 
ſo often made in other Governments, and ſo little obſerved, we imagined they could be 
of no Weight, and would rather be looked upon as a Denial of Juſtice; and therefore, 
we thought it better, as their Demands are ſeldom very high, to make them immediate 
Reparation for the Injuries they ſuppoſed they had received, and we would furniſh the 
Goods, and riſk the Proprietaries repaying their Value to the Province. The Secreta 
then told us, that he thought our Propoſal very conſiderate and well-judged ; that he was 
ſure the Proprietaries would think themſelves obliged to us, and repay the Money with 
Thanks : The Offer was accordingly made, but not accepted for the Reaſons above- 
mentioned. We then waited upon the Governor in a Body, and acquainted his Honour, 
That, as we had made the Offer in Behalf of the Province, not from an Opinion that the 
Province ought to be at ſuch Expence, but from the apparent immediate Neceflity of the 
Thing, and on Account of the Proprietaries Abſence as aforefaid ; ſo now, ſince the final 
Settlement of the Indians Claims was poſtponed to the Spring, and there would be ſuf- 
ficient Time to write to the Proprietaries, and obtain their Orders to their Agents for the 
Payment of ſuch Sums as ſhould be found neceſſary, we looked on ourſelves and the 


Province as totally diſengaged from that Offer, and expected that the Proprietaries would

our divine Saviour, we are under no Apprehenſion, but that by perſevering in knocking, 
. the Door will at length be opened unto us. 

You are not unacquainted with our Misfortunes, which we beſeech you again to take 
under your Confideration, and to give Attention to the Repreſentations which we have 
already made, relating to our Right to thoſe Lands granted us by his Britannic Majeſty 
in Nova Scotia, of which we have been deprived : That is over and gone; our only Re- 
fuge now is in the Compaſſion and Charity you have hitherto manifeſted towards us, in 
furniſhing us with the Neceſſaries of Life. But, alas, O ſorrowful Change for us! the 
very Gentlemen who vouchſafed thus charitably to receive us, and preſerve our Lives, 
will not now let us live, for they have brought us into a Condition worſe than Death, 
in depriving us of a Part of ourſelves, by the Act printed the 27th of January, 17 th 
O merciful Gentlemen, what Crime have theſe innocent Creatures been guilty of, that 
you ſhould thus ſeparate them from thoſe who, after God, are Authors of their Lives! 
Being deprived of that Subſtance which God had granted us, permit us at leaſt to live 
or die with our Children, and thoſe of our deceaſed Brethren. Permit us, Gentlemen, 
to aſk in what Quality we are here? Be pleaſed to tell us, whether we are Subjects, 

Priſoners, Slaves or Freemen ? In our Opinion we are not Subjects, inaſmuch as it ap- 
pears to us unparalelled, that his Britannic Majeſty ſhould ever oppreſs his Subjects in 
the Manner we have been oppreſſed. | ; 

Though we read that God has reduced his People under the hardeſt Captivity, as in 
Egypt, under Pharaoh, and in Babylon, under Nebuchadnezzar ; yet we do not read that 
theſe Princes that thus oppreſſed them ever ſeparated the Children from their Parents; 
and although Hiſtory furniſhes us with ſuch ſtrange Events, they ought, to Chriſtian 
binary and Diſciples of Jeſus Chriſt, to be Examples rather to be wondered at than 
imatated. | 

If we are Criminals, we are ready to ſubmit to the Puniſhment due to our Crimes; 
but to ſeparate innocent Children, who have committed no Crime, from their Parents,

To the Honourable Mr. NORRIS, Ghief of the ASSEMBLY of Philadelphia, and to the 
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well, and to condemn none unheard, notwithſtanding which, we do not feel the Ef- 
fects of this Maxim. 

This is a convincing Proof of our not being in the Situation of Subjects, when the 
Governors of a 57 viz. His Excellency Edward Cornwallis, Peregrine Thomas Hop-

We are not Freemen neither, ſeeing 
b we cannot withdraw into the Country promiſed us. Perhaps we ſhall be told, that we 
are free in this Country, and that we may live here like others; but what Likelihood 
5 is there of ſubſiſting in a Country, the Language of which is unknown to us. We thetri 
1 conclude ourſelves Priſoners, for we muſt be ſomething, of be reduced to a State of 
: Non-exiſtence. If we are then Priſoners, we ought to be looked upon as ſuch, and that

But the Charges that the Province is obliged to be at for our Subſiſtence, are too 
it, heavy for the Inhabitants to bear; and in order to diſcharge them from that Burden,

But the Public Houſe-keepers, who ſell for the moſt Part by ſmall Meaſure, and r- 
ceive at the Rate of Ten Shillings per Gallon for Rum that perhaps coſts. them not more 
than Three Shillings, may, we think, afford to pay Two-pence a Gallon above the' preſent 
general Exciſe of Four-pence, without any great Inconveniency ; ſince the other Re- 
tailers, who are confined to ſell by no leſs Meaſure than a Quart, cannot interfere wit 
them in that moſt profitable Part of their Buſineſs. 5 5 

We would beg Leave farther to obſerve, that at preſent the Soldiers billeted on the 
Public-houſes at Philadelphia, amount, on an Average, to about four for each Houſe; and 
that the Expence of furniſhing Quarters, and Neceſſaries in Quarters to each Man, a 
Four-pence per Diem, will in Three Months for four Men amount to Six Pounds ; this 
the Public-houſes are at preſent ſuppoſed to be burdened with; but the Addition to thel 
Exciſe, by the propoſed Bill, would in few Inſtances exceed Thirty Shillings, and they 
would be repaid the Six Pounds. We conceive therefore, that the Payment of Thy 
Shillings in a Year, could not occaſion the Loſs of a great Share of their Buſineſs, when 
the Payment or Expence of Six Pounds has no ſuch Effect. And that dividing equal! 
among the whole Number of Public-houſes, a Burden which at preſent lies wholly ® 
a Part only, muſt, in the Nature of Things, make it lighter on that Part. 


Whether the Fund propoſed will be ſufficient, we cannot ſay, as both its Product, 


and the Continuance of the Soldiers here, are uncertain. If it ſhould fall ſhort, a futuſt 

additional Proviſion may be made, when it ſhall be thought neceſſary.

The Committee appointed to prepare a Draught of a Meſſage to the Governor, con- 
cerning his propoſed Amendments to the Bill for preventing the Exportation of Pro- 
viſions, naval or warlike Stores, to the French, reported the ſame to the Houſe; and it 
was read, agreed to, and ordered to be tranſcribed, that it may be ſent up to the Go- 
vernor. | | 

The Houſe reſumed the Conſideration of the Report of the Committee on the Go. 
vernor's Meſſage, concerning his Refuſal of the laſt Supply Bill; and, after ſome Time 
ſpent therein, the ſame was, with ſome Alterations, agreed to by the Houſe, and is as

Report of the ] N Obedience to the Order of the Houſe, we have conſidered his Honour's Meſſage of 
Commirtee 1 Yeſterday, refuſing the Bill for granting One Hundred Thouſand Pounds to his Ma- 
vernor's Meſ- jeſty's Service; and as it appears to us, that Reaſoning with the Governor can be of no 
ſage 4. poſfible Uſe, fince, though the Houſe ſhould convince his Judgment, they cannot change 
bro 888 his Inſtructions, and by thoſe he is determined invariably to adhere ; we have choſen to 
Bill, throw our Remarks into the Form of a Report to the Houſe, rather than that of a Meſ- 
fage to his Honour. Not that we have any Thing to offer which the Houle is not al- 
ready fully apprized of; but ſince the Meſſage is probably intended to be read where the 
Motives on which the Houſe have acted may not ſo well be known, it ſeems convenient 
they ſhould at leaſt be found on our Minutes, that all may judge of them, who are any 
| way concerned in the Conſequences. _ : „ 
We would therefore obſerve in general, that the Governor having before refuſed two 
Bills, one for granting Sixty Thouſand Pounds, the other for granting One Hundred 
Thouſand Pounds to the King's Uſe, for various Reaſons unſatisfactory to the Aſſembh, 
the Houſe, ſincerely deſirous to make an effectual Grant, choſe to form the Bull in 
Queſtion on the Plan of the Sixty Thouſand Pound Act, paſſed by the late Governor, 
which, after a ſolemn Hearing before the Board of Trade in February laſt, had received 
the Royal Aſſent. By this Means they hoped to avoid all Objections and Difficulties, 
eſpecially as the Proprietaries were not by the Bill to be taxed. The Bill is a Sup- 
plement to the laſt mentioned Sixty Thouſand Pound Act, and in raiſing and diſpoſing of 
the Hundred Thouſand Pounds granted, the ſame Modes are to be purſued as by that Ad 
are directed. But unfortunately the Governor, we find, is diſſatisfied with that Act allo, 
and moſt of his Objections are levelled againſt it. 
As to the Governor's firſt Reaſon, viz. The Danger of depreciating our Currency, it 
Forty-five Thouſand Pounds ſhould be ſtruck in Addition to it, to be ſunk in four Year, 
we may obſerve, that the Governor is allowed by the twelfth Article of his Inſtructions 
to re-emit the Eighty Thouſand Pounds, now current among us, with the Addition of 
Forty Thouſand Pounds more, for ſixteen Years, without any Proviſion againſt the Injunes 
the Eſtates of the Widows and Orphans might ſuſtain thereby, or any great Solicitude 
for the Riſe of Exchange upon Bills, provided the Proprietaries Quitrents are ſecured, by 
being made payable according to the Exchange between the Cities of P-/adelphic 
and London, and that they have the Diſpoſal of the Intereſt Money, as directed by 
this and the eleventh Inſtruction, which muſt be ſtrictly” complied with; on theſe 
Terms then, it ſeems, there is no Danger of depreciating the Money by an Addition 
of Forty Thouſand Pounds, though no Part of that Sum, or the Eighty Thouſand 
Pounds, were to be ſunk in many Years to come. We would further obſerve, that in the 
Times mentioned by the Governor, when we had but Eighty Thouſand Pounds current 
in Bills of Credit, there was current in the Province at leaſt Four Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds of Gold and Silver, moſt of which, with what has been yearly imported, is fince 
drawn out of the Province for Payment of the Army at New-York and Hahfax, and ior 
Payment of our Debts to the Merchants in England; fo that a Piece of Gold is now 
rarely received in Payment. In the mean Time, the Produce gf the Province, and its 
People, ſince that Eighty Thouſand Pounds was firſt made current, are very greatly in- 
creaſed, and conſequently the Demand for a Medium of Exchange increaſed. The late 
Emiſſions have not in the leaſt depreciated our Money, for Bills were ſometimes higher 
when we had only Eighty Thouſand Pounds current, than they have been at any Time 
ſince the new Emiſſions. And if thoſe Emiſſions have, as the Governor ſuppoſes, pre- 
vented the Fall of Exchange, they have ſo far been of Advantage to his Majeſty's Service, 
as the Government Bills have thereby fetched a better Price. In the laſt War, we fe 
member, the Crown loſt vaſt Sums by the Fall of Exchange in America, occaſioned by 3 
Scarcity of Money, joined with a Plenty of Bills; and ſome who bought them up, _

likewiſe remember, that they thereby made proportionable Profits. They may poffibly v—— 
defire now to have a like Opportunity; The Money pretended to be given to the Pro- * 
vince, but unjuſtly withheld, is perhaps deſigned, with the late collected Quitreirts, to 
purchaſe Bills when they ſhall be fold at the expected low Rate a Scarcity of Money may 
reduce them to; but we think his Majeſty's Service is to be preferred to the private Ad- 
vantage of the Proprietary, and a few of his Friends that trade in Exchanges: The Houſe; - 
however, would as carefully as poſſible guard againſt any Depreciation of the Currency. 
They therefore propoſed to ſtrike only Forty-five Thouſand Pounds of the Hundred 
Thouſand Pounds granted, and that to be ſunk in four Years, one Fourth Part in each 
Year. Nor would they have choſen to ſtrike any Bills at all, if Taxes of any Kind could 
poſſibly produce Money ſoon enough to anſwer the preſent Emergencies of the Govern- 
ment. If a Depreciation ſhould happen, they are ſenſible they muſt ſuffer with others, 
and ſome of them more than many others: But when they conſidered, that within the 
preſent Year the following Sums are to be ſunk and deſtroyed, viz.

as may do the leaſt Injury to Trade.” Some of our Neighbours have indeed tried this 
Method; and what does it produce? The whole Produce of the Tax on the Luxuries 
of New-York, including the Duties on Wine, Rum, Brandy, and other diſtilled Liquors, 
Negroes, Cocoa and Dry Goods, from September 1, 1755, to September 1, 1756, amounts 
to no more, as appears by their Votes now before us, than Three Thouſand Two Hundred and 
Four Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Two-pence ; though that is an older Colony, and in- 
habited by People generally richer than ours, and almoſt all the Gold and Silver of the neigh- 
bouring Colonies has, within that Term, centered there, to ſupport the Troops. Our 
chief Luxury, if it may be called a Luxury, is Rum, and that, with Wine, Cc. is already 
taxed, and the Tax mortgaged for ten Years to come. This Colony is more remarkable 
for Induſtry and Frugality than for Luxury; and 'tis doubted whether, if all our Luxuries 
were aboliſhed, and the full Price of them paid to the Treaſury, it would produce any 
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conſiderable Sum; much leſs muſt be produced by any Exciſe or Tax on them that they 
can bear. We may indeed create ſome new Offices and Officers, and embarraſs Trade, 


or drive it from our Ports, but little Advantage can we expect to ariſe from ſuch Taxes 
to the Public. ha Se ibis | | 
On the Governor's fourth Reaſon, we ſhall only remark, that unimproved Lands near 
the Frontiers may indeed be diminiſhed in Value, yet thoſe within the Settlements muſt 
riſe as the Inhabitants retire inward from the Enemy. The high Price thoſe Lands are, 
and have been, kept at, has forced out of our Country ten times more of our People than 
have been driven away by the Enemy, and thereby greatly weakened the Colony. The 
Monopolizing Lands, therefore, to lie uncultivated for a Market, is a public Injury; and 
beſides that ſuch Lands can well afford it, they ought to be well taxed to oblige the 
Owners to ſell out, for the Public Utility. But the Tax laid on them by the Bill is 
vaſtly too low, the Valuation being confined between Five and Fifteen Pounds per 
Hundred Acres, when ſome of thoſe Lands, being the firſt and choiceſt Pickings of every 
Indian Purchaſe, will actually now fell for near Three Hundred Pounds per Hundred, the 
War notwithſtanding. And though thoſe near the Frontier may be diminiſhed in Value, 
they are however ſtill of conſiderable Value, and whatever that is, they ſhould be taxed 
for it. The Aſſeſſors will duly conſider ſuch Diminution of Value wherever they find it, 
and all other Land of the ſame Kind that holds its Price, ſhould certainly not be exempted 
for the diminiſhed Value of a Part only. "Tis kind, however, in the Proprietaries to 
favour their Wholeſale Chapmen, and encourage the Trade, by endeavouring to ſcreen, 
with their own, the Purchaſes of their Favourites. 1 1 

The Governor's fifth Reaſon againſt paſſing the Bill is, that the Act, to which it is a 
Supplement, refers to the Act for raiſing County Rates and Levies, and he conceives it 
unparliamentary for one Act to refer to another; but all the neceſſary Powers and Duties 
ſhould be contained in the Body of the Act, independent of any other. Were it un- 
parliamentary, as the Governor ſays, yet the Act he objects to has received the Royal Ap- 
probation, and is executed without the Inconvenience ſuppoſed, having been long in Uſe, 
and well underſtood by the Officers. It is but a few Weeks ſince the Governor himſelf 
was pleaſed to paſs an Act for extending hither great Part of an Act of Parliament, by 


we conceive it far from being unparliamentary, as there are many Inſtances of one Act 
of Parliament referring to another. But there being no Inſtruction in that Caſe, the 
Governor had then no Occaſion for the Uſe of this Objection. | 

On the ſixth Reaſon, we muſt obſerve, that to make it appear ſomething ſtronger, it is 
ſaid, the whole Sum of One Hundred Thouſand Pounds is to be paid into the Hands of 


their Hands, and that either before it is properly Money, being but printed Paper, un- 
ſigned, or when it ceaſes to be Money, and is only to be burnt and deſtroyed.—And as 
it would probably be drawn out of their Hands almoſt as faſt as it could be figned, no 
farther Security than they are under for the Eighty Thouſand Pounds, by the Eighty 
Thouſand Pound Act, was thought neceſſary. Fifty five Thouſand Pounds of the One 
Hundred Thouſand Pounds never goes into the Truſtees Hands at all, but is to be paid to 
the Treaſurer as it ariſes from the Taxes, and by him iſſued in Diſcharge of the Com- 
miſſioners Orders for the King's Service: The Treaſurer therefore is to give an ad- 
ditional Security by the Bill. When the Forty-five Thouſand Pounds comes to be ſunk, 
the Truſtees can never have much of it in their Hands at a time, as a fourth Part of it 
is to be yearly ſunk and deſtroyed. And the Securities they are already under were 
deemed fully ſufficient, eſpecially as great Part of the Money now under their Direction 
will be ſunk before that comes to their Hands. | 


The Governor's ſeventh Objection is likewiſe againſt the Act that has been confirmed 


that Act. The former Odvernor did at firſt counter-fign ſome Orders, but found the 
Practice too troubleſome to be continued. The Mode has ſince been, for the Governor 
and Commiſſioners to agree on the Service for which Money is neceſſary; then the moſt 
conſiderable Contracts are laid before him for his Approbation, and thoſe Agreements 
and Approbations are entered on the Minutes. The Commiſſioners afterwards only ſettle 
Accounts, which is troubleſome enough, and give Orders for the Payment, in Purſuance 
of ſuch previous Agreements and Contracts. They would be glad if the Governor could 
be preſent at every Meeting of the Board, and aſſiſt in tranſacting the Buſineſs ; but it 
would take up too much of his Time, and is therefore impracticable. And it would be 
uſcleſs to give him the Trouble of ſigning Orders, if he cannot ſpare Time to examine. 
the Accounts on which the Orders are founded ; eſpecially as two of his Council have 
always been two of the Commiſſioners; and no Governor has complained that they have 
drawn Orders for improper Services. | 

What are the many other Parts of the Bill which are contrary to the Inſtructions, his 
Honour has not been*pleaſed to ſpecify, nor is it material, ſince, if every one of thoſe In- 
ſtructions is not obſerved, the Bill cannot be paſſed. In fine, as this neceſſary Bill is 
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referring to the Clauſes only, without requiring them to be inſerted in the Bill: And

Bill ſo neceflary, under our preſent Circumſtances, for our own Preſervation, and to 
diſtreſs his Majeſty's Enemies. But as the Amendments propoſed by your Honour for 
laying an Embargo generally on Provifions intended to be exported to any of the neutral 
Ports in Europe, as well as America, if acceded to, will effectually prevent the Com- 
merce carried on with ſeveral of the neutral Ports in Europe, without which our Trade 
muſt be in a Manner deſtroyed, we cannot admit of them in the Bill. 
The Inconveniency ſuch Amendments would introduce, we conclude, muſt appear to 
your Honour on further Conſideration.

We conceive theſe Amendments were made by your Honour, in Purſuance of the In- 
ſtruction from the Lords Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantations, lately laid before the 
Houſe, and in Part recited in the Meſſage that accompanied it. We duly weighed the 
Intent of that Inſtruction at the Time of framing the Bill, which we thought, and till 
think, was calculated in the fulleſt Manner to remedy the Miſchief complained of; and 
that was, as appears by the Preamble of the Inſtruction ; “ The Colonies of the French 
« in America having, in Times of War, been frequently ſupplied with Proviſions of 
« yarious Kinds, by Means of the Trade carried on from his Majeſty's Iflands-and Co- 
« Jonies to the Colonies and Settlements belonging to the Duzch and other Neutral 
« Powers.” Hence it appears, that the Deſign of the Inſtruction was to prevent a 
Trade to theſe Settlements of the Duzch, and other Neutral Powers, from whence his 
Majeſty's Enemies in America were ſupplied. ' And it is well known, that thoſe Ene- 


mies have never been ſupplied with Proviſions raiſed in the Britiſß Colonies from any 


other Neutral Ports but thoſe in America. No other Inconveniency is complained of, or 
was ever experienced, and therefore needed not to be redreſſed. For this an adequate Re- 
medy is provided by the Bill, which prohibits, under ſevere Penalties, the Exportation 
of Proviſions from this Province to any Port or Place in America, not in the Poſſeſſion 
of his Britannic Majeſty. We conceive any: Thing more than a Remedy for the Evil 
complained of ought not to be expected from us; and to prevent our Merchants from 
trading to Places in Europe, from whence it is not reaſonable to expe& the French Co- 
lonies or Settlements will be ſupplied, is embarraſſing our Trade, and injuring our Com- 
merce, without the leaſt Advantage accruiny- from it, either to his Majeſty's Service, or 
the Good of the Province. . h 
We cannot omit obſerving the Difference between the Inſtruction your Honour was 
ſigned by our moſt 
gracious Sovereign, and the one now under our Conſideration. The former appears, 
from all its Parts, to have come from a gracious and good King, a Father of his People, 
and beſpeaks a Conſciouſneſs of the Impoſſibility there is of forming a true Judgment 
of the particular Situation and Neceſſities of his Colonies, at fo great a Diſtance from 
them: To whom, after pointing out the Miſchiefs, he has left the Care of redreſſing 
them in the Manner moſt effectual and ſuitable to the ſeveral Circumſtances of his Sub- 
jects, by Laws to be framed by the Legiſlature on the Spot, who he rationally concludes 
are the beſt Judges thereof. But how different is the latter | It not only points out the 
Evil, but the Mode of redreſſing it in all its Particulars, and enjoins an immediate and 
explicit Obedience to it. So that however impracticable the Remedy, however incon- 
venient to his Majeſty's Service, or inconſiſtent with the Trade, Commerce and public 
Utility of the Province, one would conclude it muſt be complied with. But ſhould 
your Honour ſeparately, or jointly with us, adhere to it literally, what might be the 
unhappy Conſequences, when your Honour is required thereby, to lay an Embargo 
e on all Veſſels clearing out with Proviſions, except thoſe which ſhall be employed in 
carrying Proviſions to any other of his Majeſty's Colonies and Plantations?” The King- 
doms of Great-Britam and Ireland, cannot with Propriety be comprized under the De- 
nomination of Colonies or Plantations ; and conſequently the Effects of the Embargo 
would extend to them. And therefore, notwithſtanding their laſt Harveſt has failed, 
and there is at preſent a Proſpect of great Scarcity of Proviſions in thoſe Places, yet it 
would not be in the Power of the People of this his Majeſty's Colony to relieve or ſuc- 
cour its Mother Country, let her Neceſſities and Diſtreſs be ever ſo great. But, indeed, 
there cannot be a more pregnant Inſtance of the Abſurdity of giving particular Inſtruc- 
tions, relative to the making of Laws, to Legiſlatures, which are ſo diſtant as we are 
from our Mother Country. And this will ever be the Caſe, where either Miſinforma- 
tion, or Want of Information, muſt render ſuch particular Inſtructions improper to be 
obſerved, unſuitable to the real Circumſtances of the Colony, and often, as in the pre- 
ſent Caſe, not only inconſiſtent with the Trade and Commerce of the Province, but re- 
pugnant to the general Advantage and Utility of the Nation.

J'N+Obedience to the Order of the Houſe, we have drawn up the Heads of the moſt Report of the 


great Difficulty labour under; the many Infractions of the Conſtitution, in manifeſt pms 
Violation of the Royal Grant, the Proprietary Charters, the Laws of this Province, and | 
of the Laws, Uſages and Cuſtoms of our Mother Country, and other Matters, which 
we apprehend call aloud for Redreſs. They are as follow : | 

Firſt, By the Royal Charter, which has ever been, ought to be, and truly is, the 
principal and invariable Fundamental of this Conſtitution, King CHARLEs the Second 
did give and grant unto William Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, the Province of Pennſyl- 
vania; and alſo to him and his Heirs, and his or their Deputies or Lieutenants, tree, 
full and abſolute Power, for the good and happy Government thereof, to make and 
enact any Laws, according to their beſt Diſcretion, by and with the Advice, Aſent and 8 
Approbation of the Freemen of the ſaid Country, or of their Delegates or Deputies, for th : 
Raiſing of Money, or any other End appertaining to the Public State, Peace or Safety 
of the ſaid Country. By the Words of this Grant it is evident, that full Powers were 


granted to the Deputies and Lieutenants of William Penn, and his Heirs, to concur with 


the People in framing Laws for their Protection, and the Safety of the Province, ac- 


cording to their beſt Diſcretion,” independent of any Inſtructions or Directions they 


ſhould receive from their Principals. And it is equally obvious to your Committee, that 
the People of this Province, and their Repreſentatives, were intereſted in this Royal 
Grant, and, by Virtue thereof, have an original Right of Legiſlation inherent in them, 
which neither the Proprietaries, nor any other Perſon whatſoever, can diveſt them of, 
reſtrain or abridge, without manifeſtly violating and deſtroying the Letter, Spirit and 
Deſign of this Grant. N 
Nevertheleſs, we unfortunately find, that the Proprietaries of this Province, regardleſs 
of this ſacred Fundamental of all our Rights and Liberties, have ſo abridged and re- 
ſtricted their late and preſent Governor's Diſcretion in Matters of Legiſlation, by their 
legal, impracticable and unconſtitutional Inſtructions and Prohibitions, that no Bill, 
for granting Aids and Supplies to our moſt gracious Sovereign, be it ever ſo reaſonable, 
expedient and neceſſary, for the Defence of this his Majeſty's Colony, and Safety of his 
People, unleſs it be agrecable thereto, can meet with his Approbation; by Means whereof 
the many conſiderable Sums of Money which have been offered for thoſe Purpoſes by 
the Aſſemblies of this Province, ever anxious to maintain his Honour and Rights, have 
Vor.

Nevertheleſs, the Proprietaries of this Province, in Contempt of the faid Royal Grant, 
Proprietary Charter, and Law of this Colony, deſigning to ſubvert the Fundamentals 
of this Conſtitution, to deprive the Aſſembly and People of their Rights and Privileges, 
and to aſſume an arbitrary and tyrannical Power over the Liberties and Properties of his 
Majeſty's Liege Subjects, have ſo reſtrained their Governors by their deſpotic Inſtructions, 


which are not to be varied from, and are particularly directory in the framing and paſ. 


ſing of Money-Bills and Supplies to his Majeſty, as to the Mode, Meaſure and Time, 
that it is impoſſible for the Aſſembly, ſhould they loſe all Senſe of their moſt effential 
Rights, and comply with theſe Inſtructions, to grant ſufficient Aids for the Defence of 
this his Majeſty's Province from the common Enemy. : 
Thirdly, In Purſuance of ſundry Acts of General Aſſembly, approved of by the Crown, 
a We, Right, inherent in every Man, antecedent to all Laws, the Aſſemblies of this 
Province have had the Power of diſpoſing of the public Monies that have been raiſed for 
the Encouragement of Trade, and Support of Government, by the Intereſt-Money arifing 
by the Loan of the Bills of Credit, and the Excite. 
aid by the Proprietaries, or ever raiſed on their Eſtates ; and therefore, they can have 


no Pretence of Right to a Voice in the Diſpoſition of them. They have ever been ap- 


plied with prudent Frugality, for the Honour and Advantage of the Public, and the 
King's immediate Service, to the general Approbation of the People. The Credit of 
the Government has been preſerved, and the Debts of the Public punctually diſcharged, 
In ſhort, no Inconveniencies, but great, and many, Advantages have accrued from the 
Aſſembly's prudent Care and Management of theſe Funds. 

Yet the Proprietaries, reſolved to deprive the Aſſemblies of the Power and Means of 
ſupporting an Agent in England, and of proſecuting their Complaints, and remon- 
ſtrancing their Aggrievances, when injured or oppreſſed, to his Majeſty and his Parliz- 
ments, and to rob them of this natural Right, which has been ſo often approved of by 
their gracious Sovereign, have, by their faid Inſtructions, prohibited their Governor 
from giving his Aſſent to any Laws for emitting or re-emitting any Paper Currency or 
Bills of Credit, or for raiſing Money by Exciſe, or any other Method, unleſs the Go- 
vernor or Commander in Chief for the Time being, by Clauſes to be inſerted therein, 
have a Negative in the Diſpoſition of the Monies ariſing thereby, let the languiſhing 
Circumſtances of our Trade be ever ſo great, and a further or greater Medium become 
ever ſo neceſſary for its Support. — 

Fourthly, By the Laws and Statutes of England, the chief Rents, Honours and Caſtles 
of the Crown are taxed, and pay their Proportion to the Supplies that are granted to the 
King for the Defence of the Realm, and Support of Government. His Majeſty, the 
Nobility of the Realm, and all his Britiſp Subjects, do now actually contribute their 
Proportion towards the Defence of America in general, and this Province in particular; 
and it is in a more eſpecial Manner the Duty of the Proprietaries to pay their Proportion 
of a Tax for the immediate Preſervation of their own Eſtates in this Province. To exempt, 
therefore, any Part of their Eſtates from their reaſonable Part of this neceſſary Burden, 
is as unjuſt as it is illegal, and as new as arbitrary. 

Yet the Proprietaries, notwithſtanding the general Danger to which the Nation and 
its Colonies are expoſed, and great Diſtreſs of this Province in particular, by their faid 
Inſtructions, have prohibited their Governors from paſſing Laws for the Raiſing of Sup- 
plies for its Defence, unleſs all their located, unimproved and unoccupied Lands, 
Quitrents, Fines, and Purchaſe-Monies on Intereft, the much greater Part of their 
enormous Eſtates in this Colony, are expreſsly exempted from paying any Part of the 
Fifthly, By Virtue of the faid Royal Charter, the Proprietaries are inveſted with 2 
Power of doing every Thing which unto a complete Eſtabliſhment of Juſtice, unto 
„Courts and Tribunals, Forms of Judicature, and Manner of Proceedings do belong. 
It was certainly the Import and Defign of this Grant, that the Courts of Judicature

your Honour an Anti- conſtitutionalꝰ and an © Extraordinary Bill; and that the People

e Peace.” Charges that plainly include a Deſign to ſubvert the Principles of the Con- 
ſtitution, and to invade one of the moſt ſettled Prerogatives of the Crown. And Charges, 
which, as they were without the leaſt Foundation, our Duty to his Majeſty, and a Re- 
gard to Truth, obliged us to refute ; which we apprehend is fully done, by a fair and im- 
partial Repreſentation of a Number of Facts in our late Anſwer to that Meſſage. But 
as the Governor has been pleaſed, in his Meſſage of the Twenty-ſecond Inſtant, to repeat 
thoſe Accuſations, with a Number of additional and aggravating Cenſures on our Con- 
duct, without any juſt Reaſon, and we can have no room to doubt, but the Perſon who 
can cenſure without Cauſe, will not be backward in miſrepreſenting our Actions, to ſup- 
port thoſe Cenſures, even to“ the King's Miniſters,” we hope the Governor will excuſe 
us, if we cannot paſs over thoſe Cenſures in Silence. 
The Governor is pleaſed to aſſert, that the firſt Part of our former Meſſage contained 
*« nothing more than Excuſes why we would not comply with his Majeſty's Demands.

could well pay, and greater than moſt of the other Colonies have given. This being the 
with the Facts, will be convinced of our Loyalty and Affection to his Royal Perſon, and 
our Regard for the People we repreſent. —Nor are we terrified at the repeated and nu- 
merous Threats the Governor is pleaſed to interſperſe throughout the moſt of his Meſ- 
ſages, of repreſenting our Conduct to the King's Miniſters. We ſhall take the neceſſary 
Care to detect any Miſrepreſentations, and can chearfully rely on the Goodneſs of our 
Cauſe, and the Juſtice of the Crown and a Britiſb Parliament, in determining it. 

The Governor's Miſrepreſentation of our Conduct can appear from nothing plainer 
than the Pains he has taken to prove that we have treated Lord Loudoun © with Indecency, 
« and unjuſtly cenſured him.” Can it be poſſible the Governor could miſunderſtand the 
Words of the Meſſage ? Or could he, whoſe Duty it is to protect us, unjuſtly intend to 
make that Nobleman an Enemy to the Province, by perverting the moſt decent and re- 
ſpectful Sentiments of his Lordſhip into unjuſt Cenſutes ? The Words of the Meſſage, 
referred to by the Governor, are, We cannot doubt, from his Excellency's Activity and 
« Conduct in his Station, of his Cohcern at the Danger this, as well as the other, Co- 
« lonies are expoſed to: And we have Reaſon to apprehend, from his known Fuſtice, that 
« had he duly weighed the large Sum of Money already granted by us to his Majeſty, 
« and been fully acquainted with the Circumſtances of the People, he would have waved 
« preſſing us at this Time for an additional Number of Forces. Was it unnatural or 
iridfcent to preſume that his Lordſhip, a Stranger in the Province, lately arrived from 
Europe, intruſted with Matters of the utmoſt Importance, which muſt neceſſarily engroſs 
his whole Attention, ſhould be unacquainted with the Circumſtances of the People? Or 
is it rational to conclude his Excellency could know the true State of the ſeveral Provinces, 
and particularly that of Pennſylvania, though but a Fort'night in it? If not, how could 
the Governor ſo manifeſtly miſrepreſent our Actions, and infinuate, that his Lordſhi 
had not eſcaped our Cenſures. But of this his Lordſhip is to Judge, to whoſe Juftice 
and Honour we chearfully refer this unkind Reflection upon us from out Governor, 
without the leaſt Foundation. 5 x, 

In order to juſtify the Governor's Conduct in rejecting the Militia Bill, he is pleaſed 
co aſſign two weighty Reaſoris, as he calls them; Firſt, * That the late Bill which paſſed 
(„ the Houſe of Commons ſubjected the Militia, in Time of Inſurrection or Invaſion, to 
(the Penalties of Death, or ſuch other Judgments as a Court-martial ſhould inflit.” —It 
is ſtrange, that the Governor cannot diſcriminate between that Bill and the Bill preſented 

by this Houſe. The former is not a genefal Militia Bill, nor obligatory on more than 
one Twentieth Part of the Community at one and the ſame Time, but every Freeholder 

was to have the Alternative of ſerving, or hiring a fit Perſon in his room; and if any of 
| the Freeholders did not chuſe to ſubje& themſelves to the Judgment of a Court-martial, 
they might by this Means avoid it. From wherice we may rationally conclude, that Mi- 
| litia would be chiefly compoſed of hired Perſons ; and this ſeems ſtill more probable 
from their receiving the ſame Pay as the King's Troops, and their being obliged to muſter 
on Sundays. The latter is a general Militia Bill, equally obligatory on the whole Com- 
munity, without any ſuch Alternative; and therefore every Freeholder in the Province 
would be ſubje& to theſe Penalties, without any Opportunity of avoiding them. — Had 
the former Bill extended to all the Freemen of Great- Britain, and obliged them to give 
their perſonal Attendance, without ſuch Choice, can it be reaſonably preſumed, that ſo 
wiſe a Body of Men, the great Supporters of the Engliſb Liberties, would have paſſed it ? 

Secondly, © That the Law repealed by his Majeſty conſtituted a Court-martial for the

was conſtituted by the Bill: Nor was it neceſſary, as it contained ſevere Penalties on De- 
linquents, and thoſe Penalties are directed to be recovered in the Courts of Juſtice, and 
before the Officers of the Militia, The Conſtitution of a Court-martial, in that Law, 
as it was repealed, might be one of the Reaſons of that Repeal. Nothing elſe can be 
naturally deduced from it.— How then could the Governor think of giving ſuch a Reaſon 
for his refuſing ſo neceſſary a Bill? The Choice of ſo bad an Argument is a clear Proof 
to us that good Reaſons are ſcarce with the Governor to ſupport his Condu& in this Re- 
ſpect. And as to the looſe Manner, and pernicious Conſequences, *© of giving Liberties 
| * to evil diſpoſed Perſons of pretending they are actual Members of certain Con- 
gregations when they are not; we beg Leave to anſwer, © The evil Perſons” of every 
Congregation have the ſame Liberties, upon paying the Fines for Non-attendance on the 
Military Duties ; to enforce which, an equal and conſiderable Fine is laid on every Per- 
ſon capable of bearing Arms; and the Perſons of thoſe © certain Congregations” are not 
excuſed from their Duty, but upon the Payment of the ſame Sums that are impoſed on 
others for their Delinquencies. Where, then, is the Injuſtice or Inequality of the Bill ? 
But we are ſorry to find, that no Militia Bill, however neceſſary for the Defence of 
the Province, will meet with the Governor's Concurrence, unleſs it is framed in ſuch 
Manner as will enable deſigning Men to overturn the Conſtitution, ſubvert all our

Thouſand Pounds. If more has been given, it is but trifling, compared with their Cir. 
cumſtances, and the Neceſſities of the Colonies. Their Lands are rich; many of their 
Farmers wealthy, and have all the Advantages of our Market, to which they bring their 
Commodities at little Expence. Thoſe Counties, we preſume, are capable of ſupplying 
at leaſt the Proportion of a Tenth Part of the Aids of this Government; and yet, While 
this Province has expended in the Defence of itſelf and that Government near 220,000 
Pounds in a ſhort Time, we know of no Taxes laid by that Aſſembly towards their own 
Defence, or the Support of the War, except a Part of their Exciſe, out of which the 
* Grants we have mentioned were made. — And this, the Governor is pleaſed to fay,. was 
« as much as their Circumſtances would permit, and accordingly e has never called 
upon them for any further Aid, though he is expreſsly ordered by the Royal Inſtruftion 
ſo to do, and has now been near Twelve Months in the Province. „

If ſuch Orders 
have bo 9 — it = be no difficult Matter to prove © the Miſconduct of the Perſons 
employed in the Service of the Government,” as your Honour calls on us to do. Was 
it not the Duty of the Officers to obey thoſe Orders? Have not thoſe Orders been alme/# 
altogether neglected, and the Men on the Frontiers 177 in the Forts, while the ad- 

cent ſt Attempt to relieve them? Were 
not near twenty of the Inhabitants, during the Time of the laſt Treaty at Lancaſter, in- 
humanly butchered and captivated within thirty Miles of that Place, while the Troops, 
for the Space of ſix Days, remained inactive in their Forts, nor ever marched to their Aſ- 
ſiſtance? And have not the Back Inhabitants more than once repreſented and complained 
of theſe Things? But this Service was materially checked, as is ſaid, by the Mens 
wanting both Pay and Neceſſaries. That the Men ever wanted Neceſſaries, we are 
informed, is a Miſtake; the Commiſſioners, whom the Governor is thus pleaſed to cen- 
ſure, having repeatedly ſtaked their Credit and Fortunes to ſupply them, when the Go- 
vernor arbitrarily withheld his Aſſent to the reaſonable Bill, which, after a long and un- 
neceſſary Delay, he paſſed for their Pay and Support. 

The Governor next proceeds to cenſure the Commiſſioners for refuſing the very mo- 

« derate Demands of Colonel Armſirang.” We need only mention the Facts, evident! 
to ſhew how unkind and unreaſonable the Governor is in this Reflection. This Demand 
was laid before the Board at a Time when the Province was Twenty Thouſand Pounds in 
Debt, and the Public Money, of which they had the Diſpoſition, entirely expended, fave 
about Three Thouſand Pounds of the Arrears of the Proprietaries Free Gift, which was 
then unpaid, and alone remained to diſcharge the Public Debts, Yet fo extremely un- 
reaſonable was the Governor, as to expect that the Commiſſioners would further ſtake their 
Fortunes, already engaged for more than they could with Juſtice to their Families ſpare, 
and that upon the Public Credit; when, from the Governor's Conduct, they had as little 
Reaſon to think he would eyer paſs our reaſonable Supply Bills to indemnify them, as 
they had to expect that the Proprietaries Receiver General would pay the Remainder of 
the Free Gift, br which he has been fo often dunned, that the Commiſſioners had Rea- 


ſon to ſuſpect there was no Deſign to pay it at all. But ſince this Encampment of Co- 


lonel Armſtrong, as your Honour ſays, would have cut off the Retreat of the Enemy, 
« prevented the many Murders that have been committed, and the Captivating the many 
« Priſoners that have been led into the worſt of Slavery; how has it happened that this 
Demand has never been made of the preſent Commiſſioners, ſince the Supplies have been 
granted, and fince they have had it in their Power to have complied with it? And why 
was not Colonel Armſtrong ſeat out to encamp there, when the Commiſſioners recom- 
mended it to the Governor at Lancaſter ? Are the Circumſtances of the Caſe altered? Is 
not that Encampment as neceſſary now to cover the Frontiers, and to protect the In- 
habitants, as it was then? Or, is it not more ſo, fince this is the Seaſon to expect the 
Enemy? | 

We are truly ſurpriſed at the Governor's Information, That ſtanding Orders were 
« piven at his firſt coming to re- inliſt Men whoſe Times were expired.” Thoſe Orders, 
it is well known, never were executed, nor attempted ſo to be. The Commiſſioners 
had it not in their Power to execute them; that was the Province of the Governor. And it 
ſeems to us, as if it was not expected that they ſhould be obeyed, as nothing was ever done 
to enforce an Obedience to them, and as more particular Orders were granted to the ſeveral 
Battalions ſince. But we entreat the Governor would recolle& a few Facts, which will 
ſet this Matter in a clear Light, and fully juſtify the Conduct of the Innocent. On the 
Twenty-third Day of March the Supply Bill was paſſed; a few Days after the Mone 

On the Twenty- 

fifth of April, as is ſaid before, your Honour applied to the Commiſſioners to give a 
Bounty, which they immediately complied with ; and yet, notwithſtanding there was 
Money granted, a Bounty allowed for each Recruit, and the ſeveral Companies of the 


Auguſta Regiment very incomplete, and daily diminiſhing, no particular Orders were 


given, as we are informed, nor the Officers ſent out on the Recruiting Service, until the 
Eighteenth of May ; and we have Reaſon to believe would not have been then, had not 
the Commiſſioners, moved with the Diſtreſſes of the People, by their Letter of that 
Date to your Honour, warmly requeſted that it might be done. But it is alleged, 
that the Officers could not be ſpared to go a-recruiting, until Money was ſent to 
pay the Regiment.” More than one Officer out of a Company does not ſeem ne- 
ceſſary to be abſent on that Service; and one would imagine, under the particular Cir- 
cumſtances of that Battalion, it had been more prudent to have ſpared one of each 
Company, had his Place been ſupplied by a Draught from another Battalion, than 


totally to neglect the Recruiting Service For by this Means the Fort would have

Bay Supplies. of Men, at that Time ſo much wanted, inſtead of their con- 
ſtantly diminiſhing in Number.

That Meſſage is now before us, and we cannot find the Word © Fraud” or Pro. 
« prietaries mentioned therein on that Occaſion, nor any Thing that can bear ſuch 2 


Meaning, It would be wrong in us to criminate any Man unheard, much leſs Gentle. 


men in the high Station our Proprietaries bear in this Province; and the Governor muſt 
own, on Reflection (notwithſtanding what he has been pleaſed to inſinuate) that we have 
not done it; and we aſſure the Governor, it will give us as much © Pleaſure” as it can 
give him, © to right their Honour, and at the ſame Time do the Indians Juſtice, in 
«« Caſe it appears that their Complaints are well founded.” my 5 

We are by no Means fond of entering into a Controverſy with the Governor reſpectin 
Indian Purchaſes, being in Hopes the Indian Complaints will be ſettled, and Tran uillity 
thereby reſtored to the Province ; but cannot avoid adding, that we are ſtill of bu kon 
Opinion, that the Cauſe of the preſent Indian Incurſions on the Province, have ariſen, 
« in a great Meaſure, from the exorbitant Purchaſes made, or ſuppoſed to be made, of 
* the Indians.” This appears from the general Tenor of both the late Treaties ; though 
fome Parts of the former, reſpecting the Indian Purchaſes, are fo faintly and incon- 
gruouſly expreſſed, that they are ſcarce intelligible. This is the Caſe with that Part the 
Governor relies on to refute our Aſſertion. But a little Reflection on ſome other 
Parts of that Treaty, which are clearly expreſſed, will evidently prove it. Teedyuſcung 
with great Ardour declared, ** that the Lands lying between Tobiccon and Wyoming, on 
the River Suſquehanna, were his, and that it was taken from him by Fraud.” And 
the Speaker of the Six United Nations, at the Lancaſter Treaty, expreſſes himſelf in this 
Manner : * Brothers, you defired us to open our Hearts, and inform you of every 
« Thing we knew that might give Riſe to the Quarrel between you and our Nephews 
% and Brothers.” ——He proceeds to declare, that upon ſome Difference between them 
and the Engliſh, the Six Nations © thought proper to remove them, giving them Lands 
« to plant and hunt on at Wyoming and Funiata, on Suſquehanna ; but that the Engl 
«© covetous of Land, made Plantations there, and ſpoiled the Indians Hunting Ground: 
« That they complained to the Six Nations, who looked over thoſe Lands, and found 
« their Complaints to be true.” After this open Declaration of the Six Nations, joined 
with that of Teedyuſcung, how can it be doubted, that the large Purchaſes, made by the 
Proprietaries Agents, have given them Diſguſt 7 Have not the Six Nations, at their 
laſt Treaty, recommended it to the Governor, as the only Means of reſtoring Peace to 
the Province, ** rather to give ſome Part of their Fields back again, than differ with 
« them.” Is it not now manifeſt that nothing leſs will ſatisfy them, but a ſurrender- 
ing up of their Hunting Country, and the only Land they have left to live in, anda 
Settlement of a Boundary, not to be encroached on, between us? And ſuppoſing it true, 
that the ſettled Parts of the Province are not more than one Eighth,” the Concluſion 
of the Governor, that the other ſeven Eighths are yet left to the Indians, will by no 
Means fatisfy them. They juſtly conſider, that Purchaſes, however made, give a Pre- 
tence to remove the Poſſeſſors at Pleaſure : That ſhould they be removed from the Lands 
already purchaſed, or pretended fo to be, they have no Place to ſubſiſt in; and in this 
Caſe it will be but little Satisfaction to them to reflect, that it is not ſettled. 

We aſſure the Governor, that nothing could give us more Pleaſure, than the Reſolu- 
tion he has taken, in Conjunction with the King's Agent, to ſettle any Differences 
« ſubſiſting with the Indians. Nothing, we are. convinced, can ſo effectually con- 
ciliate the Minds of the Natives to his Majeſty's Intereſt, as ſo ſalutary a Meaſure ; and 
therefore we aſſure your Honour, that nothing in our Power that may contribute to ſo 
good a Work, ſhall be wanting. Your Honour has begun, and made à conſiderable 
Progreſs therein, with a good Degree of Succeſs, with which the Indians have expreſſed 
their Satisfaction; and therefore we requeſt your Honour will be preſent at the enſuing 
Conference, as your Non-attendance will certainly occaſion great Diſguſt to the Indians, 
and from their known Diſpoſition, in all Probability, deſtroy the good Effects that may 
be expected from it. We have recommended it to the Commiſſioners, who will bear 
the Expence of the Conference, and ſupply your Honour with what Money you ſhall 
think proper to call on them for, to defray your Expences on that Occaſion. RO 

We are heartily ſorry the Governor ſhould ſo far miſunderſtand our Meſſage, as to 
think in any Part of it we had laid aſide Decency.” We are not conſcious of the 
Juſtice of that Charge. It is our undoubted Right, as an Aſſembly of this Province, to 
repreſent the public Grievances, and the Miſmanagement of public Affairs, and to vin- 
dicate our Conduct, which has been unjuſtly miſrepreſented. This we have done, and 
this we hope we may ever do, without juſtly incurring the Imputation of Want of 
„ Manners; ” as an Omiſſion thereof would be a manifeſt Breach of our Duty to the 


People we repreſent. |

The Members return and > nes that they had waited on the Governor, and de- 
livered the Meſſage of the Houſe according to Order; to which his Honour was pleaſed 
to anſwer, that he had a ſhort Meſſage juſt ready to ſend to the Houſe, which it would 
be neceſſary for them to conſider before they adjourned. —— That they alſo acquainted 
his Honour, the Houſe had appointed the ſame Members who waited on him to Lan- 
caſter, with Mr. Hughes and Mr. Roberdeau, to attend him at the propoſed Conferences 
to be held with Teedyuſcung, at Eaſton, if it would be agreeable to him; upon which 
his Honour made a Bow, but returned no Anſwer. | 

The Governor ſent down a Meſſage, by the Secretary, which was read, and is as 
follows, viz. ;

the King's Forces now on our Frontiers, to have defended the Province againſt any 


| Number of the Enemy we have Reaſon to expect are coming againſt us. 


Reſolved, 3. That the ſaid Supply Bill has inveſted the Provincial Commiſſioners with 
Power to diſpoſe of the ſaid One Hundred Thouſand Pounds, for the Defence of the 
People, with the Aſſent of the Governor, and the Houſe doubts not but they will chear- 
fully defray the Expence of ſuch prudent Meaſures as to them ſhall appear neceſſary for 
the Protection of the Province. 

Reſolved, 4. That it appears to us, that the Governor is determined to withhold that 
Protection from the People of this Province which a proper Militia might afford them, 
unleſs we will preſent him with ſuch a Bill as will enable certain deſigning Men to ſub- 
vert the Conſtitution, and deprive the Inhabitants of every Liberty they think worth 
enjoying.

Army falling upon theſe Southern Provinces from the OHHiso and Miſſiſippi, in order to 
«* ſupport that which is now marching down upon Albany and New-York ; while mol 
of the Cities and Places of Trade lie expoſed to the Mercy of the ſmalleſt Force fron 
Sea. This, Gentlemen, is a true, but melancholy, State of our Affairs. The mol 
« prejudiced Eye cannot now ſet the Danger at a Diſtance, nor preſume to treat thelt 
Accounts as the Tales of a Day, invented or exaggerated through Party Views. 
© It is not my Intention to aggravate our preſent Diſtreſs by a painful Review of what 
is paſt; but can I, Gentlemen, conſiſtent with my Duty, forbear to mention that thi 
Province has been the unhappy Seat of a cruel War for upwards of two Years, groaning

* Neighbours, without calling in the ranging Parties that are conſtantly out, and en- 
* cuating the few Garriſons we have on our Frontiers, now more than ever neceffary for 
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their Defence. Theſe Things, Gentlemen, are ſo ſurprizing in their Nature, that 

they would exceed all Credibility, if the Facts were not too flagrant, and too. fatally 
felt. Let me therefore entreat you, if you make a Diſtinction between Liberty an 

© Slavery, between your ineſtimable Privileges as Engliſhmen, and a miſcrable 9 
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« zection to arbitrary Power, to embrace this Opportunity, perhaps the laſt, to retrieve, 1559, 


as much as poſſible, former Errors, and act vigorouſly, as your All is now at Stake. 

There are three Things which I muſt immediately recommend to you: _ 

« Firſt, To enable me to ſend an effectual Succour to the City and Province of News 
© York, where a Stand, it is hoped, may be made, as a Moment's Time is not to be loſt. 
This, I conceive, can only be done by encouraging a Number of able-bodied and 
« public-ſpirited Volunteers to go from this City, and the Parts adjacent, as the Provincials 
cannot be ſpared from our Frontiers, without expoſing the Province to immediate 
« Danger ; and were they even a Force ſufficient for the Purpoſe, are at too great a Di- 
« ſtance, and too much diſperſed, to bring any timely Relief. It will be neceſſary there- 
fore to provide a ſufficient Quantity of Arms, Ammunition, Tents; and other Camp= 
Neceſſaries, for thoſe who ſhall go on this Service. | | 
« Secondly, As you cannot but be convinced that the Want of a Militia Law in this 
Province is of the moſt dangerous Conſequence, and has been a great Source of our 


us to be an undiſciplined Multitude, incapable of defending ourſelves, or affiſting 
others; I muſt once more preſs, and earneſtly requeſt, you to unite, and enable me to 
call forth the natural Strength of the Province by an equitable and conſtitutional Mi- 
litia Law, which will in the ſtrongeſt Manner provide for our own Defence, ſupply 
the Means of aſſiſting our Neighbours, and render us really formidable to the Enemy, 
and at a leſs Expence than the preſent Method of Defence. 8 

In forming this Law, I hope you will avoid thoſe Points on which we have formerl 


Officers out of the Hand of the Government, as this would be deſtructive of the juſt 
Prerogative of the Crown, to which I can never conſent, his Majeſty having already 
ſignified his Pleaſure in that Matter by the Repeal of the former Law.

Mr. Horſefield acquaints me, that on this Letter being communicated to Teechuſcung, 
he gave it as his Advice, that this Government ſhould immediately fix what Rewards 
* they would allow for Scalps and Priſoners, and ſend him a Belt of black Wampum, 
with an Account of it. He added, that though he did not at the Treaty urge for x 
: PRs Anſwer to this Point, which he remembers to have been then mentioned b 
him, yet now he ſaw a Neceſſity for it, and hoped I would diſpatch the Meſſenger with it. 
The Provincial Commiſſioners, at my Inftance, met early on Saturday Morning, and 
* on laying the Letters before them, referred me to one of theirs, wrote upon the Sub- 
ject at Eaſton, and though I then concurred with them in Opinion, that it was not ex- 
pedient at that Time to promiſe any Rewards for Scalps, yet as the French Indians are 
* now renewing their Ravages on the Frontiers, and our Friendly Indians do not incline 
308 * to act even defenſively for us, without fixing the Rewards for Scalps, I think the 
$0 © Cruelty of our Enemies, and the preſſing Neceſſity of the preſent Occaſion, loudly de- 
i mand a Compliance with their Requeſt. I need not obſerve to you of what Im- 
# 5 1 80 it is to this Province to ſecure the Friendſhip of the Indians, and engage them 
* heartily to join us in oppoſing the Deſigns of the Enemy; and as it is not reaſonable 
to expect that this can be done without making them ample Satisfaction for their Ser- 
* vices, I moſt earneſtly recommend it to you to take this Matter into your ſerious Con- 
ſideration, and enable me immediately to return a ſatisfactory Anſwer to the Indien 
Chief, at Betblebem, by the Expreſs, who is detained by me for that Purpoſe.

They 
declare, they expect it will alter the Face of Affairs, by creating a vaſt Number of ney 
© Relations, Dependencies and Subordinations in Government: The Militia will vote for 
« Members of Aſſembly, and being dependent on their Officers, would probably be in- 
* fluenced by them; and the Officers being recommended by the Proprietary Creature, 
and commiſſioned by their Deputy, would be directed by them, and thus our Pro- 
prietaries would be veſted with the Appointment of both the Branches of Legiſlature, 
' Under this extenſive Influence, added to that which ever will attend the immenſe Pro- 
perty of the Proprietaries, can any Liberty, that the People are intitled to, be ſafe ? The 
Freedom of Elections and of Parliament will be violated and deſtroyed. The Balance of 
Power between the Governor and People, ſo wiſely eſtabliſhed by the Royal and Pro- 
prietary Charters, and Laws of the Province, will be totally ſubverted, and our preſent 
Conſtitution be transformed into a Government the moſt deſpotic and arbitrary. Pro- 
prietary Inſtructions, calculated to promote their private Intereſt and Views, and to op- 
preſs the People, will have the Sanction of Edicts, not to be diſobeyed. Supply Bills wil 
ſtand in no Need of Amendments, as they will be framed agreeable to ſuch Inſtructions. 
Our Aſſemblies will not preſume to tax the Proprietary's enormous Eſtate in common 
with the reſt of his Majeſty's Subjects for the Defence of their Colony; but they will 
make all their Laws by Direction, and become as inſignificant in the Conſtitution as the 
Parliament of France, who have only the Power of aſſenting to, and regiſtering, their 
Tyrant's Edicts. 
The Governor is pleaſed next to recommed to us, to make the beſt Improvement of 
our Alliance entered into with the Indians at the late Treaty at Eaſton, by enabling 
« him to comply with the ſeveral Requeſts they made of him at the ſaid Treaty.” We 
concur with you in thinking * theſe Things are of great and immediate Conſequence to 
* the Preſervation of our Lives and Properties at this Juncture. And we further know 
them to be of the utmoſt Importance to the general Safety of the Colonies, and his Ma- 
jeſty's Intereſt : And therefore, with all Expedition, we preſented a Bill every Way cal- 
culated for theſe good Ends. But we cannot help ſaying, that the Governor's Words 
and his Actions do not ſeem to correſpond. The unreaſonable Amendments he has 
ſent down to the Bill, convince us he had no Deſign of paſſing it, as he could not expect 
we could be fo inſenſible of the People's Rights as to agree to them. In that Bill we 
nominated Commiſſioners, whoſe Integrity we have experienced, to ſerve the County, 
and gave the Governor, for the Time being, a Negative on the Diſpoſition of the Sum 
that was to be put into their Hands to carry on the Indian Trade. But we find nothing 
leſs than the Nomination of the Commiſſioners and Agents will fatisfy the Governor, 
rather thoſe with whom he adviſes. Should we conſent to theſe Amendments, the Ne- 
gative in the Bill would be uſeleſs, as there can be no Doubt but the Perſons who.conl 
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be ſo loſt to their own Rights as to accept of the Office from the Governor's Nomination, 17 57.

Our Duty obliges us to declare and protett againſt this Amendment, as an Infringe- 28 
ment on the Rights of this Houſe; and that the Nomination of the Commiſſioners in 
Bills of this Nature, is the ſettled Right of the Houſe of Commons, whoſe Powers we 
have as Engliſhmen, and by our Charters, which we hope the Governor will not, upon 
further Conſideration, attempt to violate. Nothing is of greater Importance to the Go- 
vernment, than the Supporting the juſt and diſtinct Rights and Privileges of the Le- 
giſlature; and as to our on, we aſſure the Governor we are reſolved never to give them 
up, while the People entruſt us with — 2 f 
permit us therefore to perſuade the Governor to reſume the Conſideration of this ne- 
ceſſary and important Bill: Reflect on its Importance to the Preſervation of this Pro- 
vince, his Majeſty's Colonies, and the Britiſb Intereſt in America. It is a Bill, which, 
if enacted into a Law, and well executed, will ſecure to us an effectual Barrier againſt 
our Enemies, and reſcue our Fellow- Subjects from the barbarous Depredations of the 
Savages, and relieve them in a great Meaſure from their preſent almoſt inſupportable Bur- 
den of Taxes. And a Bill, which, in its neceflary Conſequences, muſt procure to the 
Engliſh Intereſt the Friendſhip and Alliance of the moſt diſtant Indian Nations. And if 
the ſolemn Promiſes you made the Indians at the Treaties of Lancaſter and Eaſton, the 
Good of this particular Province, the bleeding Circumſtances of our Frontiers, the 
miſerable Subjection of our captivated Inhabitants, have no Weight with your Honour, 
let the Good of the Colonies in general, and your Duty to preſerve the Intereſt of the 
Crown, plead the important Cauſe of this Bill. We intreat you no longer to look on 
yourſelf as a Paſſenger” only in the Province, as you have been pleaſed more than once 
to expreſs yourſelf on Matters of a public Nature. Conſider yourſelf as intimately con- 
cerned in the Welfare of the Province, bound in Duty to defend the King's Colony, 'and 
obliged to co-operate with us in every Thing that may tend to protect it, and preſerve 
the People's Liberties. Let not arbitrary Proprietary Inſtructions be the ſole Rule of 
your Conduct; exerciſe your own Judgment and Reaſon in your public Acts; pay leſs 
Regard to the Advice of the Proprietary Council, who have no Powers of Legiſlation, 
nor Right to direct or dictate to a Governor in any Matter whatever. Let his Majeſty's 
Intereſt, and the Good of his Subjects, be the grand Objects of your Government, and 
reſtore Peace, Liberty and public Virtue to the Province, for it is in a great Meaſure in 
your Power. Do theſe Things, and your Government will be eaſy and pleaſant, your

As to my Part, I ſhall on all Oc- 
caſions think myſelf indiſpenſably obliged to conform to the Royal Determination;

In Anſwer to this Addreſs I informed that Aſſembly,; as common Juſtice re- 
quired that no Man ſhould be condemned unheard, in any Matter that affected his 
Life, Fortune or Character, I could not think myſelf juſtified in removing Mr. Moore 
from his public Employments, till I had made him acquainted with the Complaints 
and Evidence exhibited againſt him, and given him an Opportunity of making his De- 
fence, and therefore deſired they would furniſh me with Copies of the Petitions and 


Proofs on which their Application to me againſt him was founded, and that, on a full 


Hearing, ſtrict Juſtice ſhould be done, both to him and the Public. From the Mo-

Notice of, and puniſh the Author of it. You no Doubt will judge how far your le- 
© gal Power extends, and take Care to confine yourſelves within the Limits by which 
it is circumſcribed. You ought, and I am perſuaded, will, ſupport your own Dignity 
© and legal Rights, in which you will always find me ready, if neceſſary, to join and 
act in Concert with you, ſo far as I have Power to do it. pe 
* I cannot help obſerving, that from ſeveral Parts of your laſt Meſſage, you ſeem ap- 
* prehenſive that, in the Steps taken by me to bring the Complaints againſt Mr. Moore 
to a full Hearing, I have attempted to ęſtabliſb a new Jullicature, unknown to the Con- 
* ftitution ; and that a Concern for my Honour obliged you to inform me, that all Hearings 
and Trials before the Council, where they aſſume a Voice in the judicial Determination, is 
an high Infringement of the Rights of the People, a Violation of the Charter of the Province, 
and an Innovation in the Conſtitution. I am much obliged to you, Gentlemen, for 
the Concern you expreſs for my Honour ; but I cannot conceive what could give Riſe 
to your Apprehenſions. A Concern for my own Honour, and that of the Council, lays 
me under the Neceſſity of telling you, that your Fears had no juſt Foundation; that 
in no one Inſtance, ſince my Acceſſion to this Government, I have ever by myſelf, 
or in Conjunction with my Council, fat as Court of Judicature, or given any judicial 
Determination. | | 
On conſidering the Matters complained of in the late Afſembly's Addreſs againſt 
Mr. Moore, I could not be ſo abſurd as to ſuppoſe that I had a judicial Power to ar- 
raign, try, condemn and puniſh him, for the Offences therein charged upon him. 
Indeed the only particular Charge alleged againſt him was that of Extortion, an 
Offence very criminal in its Nature, and for which (if guilty) he ought to be ſeverely 
puniſhed ; but I well knew that a poſitive Act of Aſſembly of this Province annexed 
a Penalty to that Offence, and directed the Mode of Trial therein, and that without 
aſſuming a Power of diſpenſing with Law, I could not fit in a judicial Capacity on 
his Trial: However, as the Office, in which it is ſaid he had miſbehaved himſelf, 
was held under this Government, I thought it a Duty I owed to Juſtice, and to the 
Public, to fatisfy myſelf of his Guilt or Innocence, that if he could not clearly acquit 
himſelf from the Charges, I might, by depriving him of his Commiſſion, at leaſt put 
it out of his Power to commit the like Offences for the future. To this End only I 
appointed Monday laſt for the Hearing, and defired the Aſſiſtance of my Council. If 
in this I have violated the Charter, and been guilty of an Innovation in the Conſtitu- 
tion, and erected a new Court of Juſtice, I leave you and the World to judge. 
I have very carefully conſidered, as well as the Shortneſs of the Time would admit, 
that Part of your Meſſage, wherein you aſſert, that the Power of impeaching is in-

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conteſtably in the Aſembly, by the Charter of Privileges, and an gſtabliſbed Law gf rb

do aſſure you, that if I could be as fully convinced as you ſeem to be, that I am le- 
pally veſted with ſo ſupreme a Power, I would not heſitate one Moment to take upon 
me the Exerciſe of it. Give me Leave to obſerve to you, Gentlemen, that in the 
Eſtabliſhment of ſo tranſcendent a Power, in the ſingle Perſon of a Governor of this 
Province, ſo widely differing in its preſent Frame and Conſtitution from that of our 
Mother Country, eſpecially in the Branches of the Legiſlative Body, the Lives, Li- 
berties and Properties of every Freeman in it, are deeply intereſted. . I agree with 
you, that Impeachments are warranted by the Uſage of Parliament, and Cuſtoms of 
our Mother Country; but you will pleaſe further to confider, that the Parliament of 
England conſiſts of three different Bodies and Eſtates, namely, the King, Lords and 
Commons, each of which have, inherent in them, diſtin Prerogatives, Privileges, 
Powers and juriſdictions, which I conceive they do not derive under any poſitive Lays 
made for that Purpoſe ; but ſuch their Rights are originally founded in the Nature 
©of their Inſtitution, and the Principles of an Engh/þ Government. The Commons 
© have an undoubted Right to impeach Criminals tor ſuch high Crimes and Miſdemea- 
© nors as they cannot be called to an Account for in the ordinary and eſtabliſhed Courts 
of Juſtice ; and it is as undoubtedly the Right of the Houſe of Lords only, to hear, 
try and paſs Sentence of Death, or otherwiſe, as they ſee Occaſion, againſt ſuch Of- 
fenders. The Legiſlature here conſiſts of two Parts only, the King's Repreſentative 
and the Repreſentatives of the People, without any middle State, reſembling the Houſe 
of Lords, between them; and neither of the Branches of the Legiſlature of this Pro- 
vince have any other Powers or Juriſdictions but thoſe which are expreſsly delegated 
and granted them. Admitting therefore, for Argument Sake, the Words of the Char- 
ter and Law of the Province, -you refer to, in their full Latitude and Extent, which 
are, that the Aſſembly ſhall have Power to chuſe a Speaker, and other their Officers ; and 
ſhall be Judges of the Qualifications and Elections of their own Members, fit upon their 
own Adjournments, appoint Committees, prepare Bulls, in order to paſs into Laws, in- 
peach Criminals, and redreſs Grievances ; and ſhall have all other Powers and Privileges 
of an Aſſembly, according to the Rights of the freeborn Subjects of England, and as is uſual 
n any of the King's Plantations in America; yet it does not follow, that the Governor 
of the Province has the Power of hearing, trying and paſling Sentence on ſuch Im- 
© peachments. No ſuch Juriſdiction is given him by the Words of the Charter, or 
1 elſewhere, that I can find, on the ſtricteſt Scrutiny. Nor does it ſeem to me for the 
| Security of the Lives and Liberties of the good People of this Province, that their Go- 
vernor alone, or any one Man living, ſhould be inveſted with ſo high a Truſt. Power 
has in it great Allurements, and, when offered, is ſeldom refuſed ; but I have the 
Pleaſure to find, that a preceding Governor of this Province had Virtue enough to de- 
cline acting as a Judge in a Caſe of Impeachment under the preſent Charter. . 
© Be pleaſed to remember, Gentlemen, that the Freedom and Happineſs of an Eng- 
« liſhman conſiſts, in a great Meaſure, in the moſt ineſtimable Privilege of being tried by 
his Equals, in every Caſe that affects his Life, Liberty, Character or Fortune, and 
* that to deprive him of that Right againſt Law, or without clear Law, is the higheſt 
© Injury that can poſſibly be done him; and that whoever in ſuch a Caſe, under an 
Engliſb Conſtitution, takes away the Life of a Subject, is anſwerable for his Blood, 
and guilty of Murder. Theſe Conſiderations, among others, have ſuch Weight with 
me, that I dare not accept of the Power you offer me as the ſole Judge in Impeach- 
ments, till it is demonſtrated to me, that the Law has inveſted me with it; when that 
« is done, I will chearfully comply with what my Duty requires of me ; but till then, 
you will excuſe me, if I decline any ſuch Juriſdiction, leſt I may juſtly ſubje& myſelf 
« to the Charge of eſtabliſhing a new Judicature, uſurping an illegal Power, infringin 

the Liberties of the People, and, in ſhort, of ſubverting the Conſtitution. 1 

Permit me now to remind you, Gentlemen, that the Defence and Protection of this 
Province, greatly depends on your attending, without Loſs of Time, to the ſeveral 
« weighty Matters recommended to you in my Meſſages of the Seventeenth of October, and 
* Third of this Inſtant; and therefore I again moſt earneſtly entreat you, that every 
« Conſideration of leſs Moment, and public Concern, may in your Deliberations give 
Place to them, and that you will defer all other Matters to more Leiſure, and con-

May it pleaſe your HoNouR, 


WE cannot help expreſſing our Surpriſe, that you ſhould be at a Loſs to conceive A Meſſage to 
« what could give Riſe to our Apprehenſions, that you had attempted to eſtabliſh . 

« a new Court of Judicature, unknown to the Conſtitution.” For the Cauſe we think ſembly. 

we could ſafely appeal to your Honour's Heart, but we know we can to your Expreſ- 

ſions. In your Meſſage of the Ninth Inſtant, you expreſsly inform us, “that common 

“ Juſtice required that no Man ſhould be condemned unheard in any Matter that af- 

« fected his Life, Fortune or Character, and therefore declared your Deſign of giving 

% William Moore an Opportunity of making his Defence.” That from the Moment 

cc you received the Addreſs of the late Aſſembly for his Removal, you were determined 

* on a full and cloſe Enquiry into the Charges againſt him, to make a public Example 

of him as far as your Power extended.” And that © to that End you had appointed 
the ſame Day for hearing all the Proofs in the Caſe, after due Notice given to the 
% Parties and their Witneſſes, and “ accordingly attended with your Council in the 
« Council Chamber.” Certainly, we ſhould be incredulous indeed, and very defective 
in our Apprehenſions, did not theſe poſitive Declarations prevail on us to believe 
you did attempt to ſet up a nzw Judicature; and had not our Serjeant at Arms, for a 
very high Miſdemeanor, arreſted the Perſon intended to be tried, that Attempt had been 
fully executed. If the ifſuing Proceſs to convene the Parties before your Honour, and 
your Council, the giving of Orders for the Summoning of Witneſſes by the Sheriff and 
his Deputies, in order to“ hear all the Proofs in the Caſe,” and thereupon to acquit 
or condemn the Perſon charged, and a Meeting at the Council Chamber for that Pur- 
poſe, are not evident Proofs of ſuch Attempt, we leave the Impartial to determine. 

Theſe are what your Honour calls © proper Steps, to enquire into the Truth of the 
many Petitions againſt ** William Moore; though you are pleaſed to declare, © that 
you could not be ſo abſurd as to ſuppoſe you had a judicial Power to Arraign, Try, 
Condemn and Puniſh.” If you did not intend to arraign, why was the Party charged 
to come before your Honour and Council ? If not to try or judicially determine, where 
was the Uſe of Witneſſes? If not to condemn or acquit, what could you mean by the 
Intimation, „that no Man ſhould be condemned unheard ?” If not to puniſh, how 
could you make a © public Example of him?” Or if no judicial Determination was to 
be had thereon, what could be the Deſign of hearing the Proofs,” and giving the 
« Party an Opportunity of making his Defence?“ 

As to the Propriety of theſe © Steps, we beg Leave to remark, that they are not ſup- 
ported by our Charters, or the Laws of the Conſtitution, nor by any Precedent in our 
Mother Country ; and have a Tendency to inſtitute an Authority, never attempted by 
our gracious Sovereign, or any of his Councils.“ Steps, that may be of dangerous 
Conſequence to the Lives, Liberties and Properties of the People; and ſhould your 
Honour and Council purſue them, we know not where they may end: For if you and 
your Council may, without the Shadow of Law, inſtitute a full and cloſe Enquiry, ” 
at which you are to hear all the Proofs, and examine the Witneſſes upon Oath, * give 
the Party charged an Opportunity of making his Defence,” and of being acquit- 
ted“ or “condemned, in this Caſe, you may with the ſame Kind of Reaſon and 
Degree of Law, do it in every other ; and at laſt determine not only Matters which af- 
fect the 5 but the Liberties and Lives of the Subject, and that without the Se- 
curity which ever muſt attend an antecedent Trial before, and Impeachment by, the 
Delegates of the People. Wherever a Perſon in a judicial Capacity breaks over the 
Verge and Confines of Law, he may rove in the Field of Oppreſſion, and never ſtop,

We have again conſidered, and ſtill perfiſt in, our Requeſt, that you would either re- 
move William Moore from his public Offices, or permit us to impeach him of the ma 
heinous Miſdemeanors charged againſt him, ſome of which are not cognizable in the or- 
dinary Courts of Juſtice. We have no Doubt reſpecting our Right to impeach; nor are 
we obliged to your Honour for admitting it, for Argument Sake” only. The Charter 

of Privileges, and a Law of the Province, are declarative of it, in too explicit Terms, to 
admit of the leaſt Doubt with the meaneſt and moſt prejudiced Capacity ; and we ſtill 
are of Opinion, that your Honour ought to determine on ſuch Impeachment. By the 
Royal Grant the Governor and Aſſembly here are conſtituted the two Branches of the 
legiſlative Authority ; the one holding his Power under the Crown, the other derivi 

their Authority from the People, and a Negative on our Laws is reſerved in the Crown; 
each of which, we agree, have inherent in them diſtinct Prerogatives, Privileges, 
Powers, and Juriſdictions, founded in the Nature of their Inſtitution, and the Principles 
of an Enghſh Government; and that to the Powers of each are annexed certain Re- 
quiſites, not expreſsly granted by the Royal Charter, which are to be exerted occaſionally 
for the neceſſary Support and Exerciſe of their reſpective Juriſdictions, for the Peace and 
Safety of the Province. The Governor here may be deemed to ſupply a middle State, 
and from the Nature of his Inſtitution muſt be inveſted with theſe Powers and Requiſites, 
and we apprehend ought, and was intended, to ſupply the Place of an Houſe of Lords 
in an inferior Degree, with reſpect to hearing and determining on Impeachments. This 
cannot be denied, confiſtent with the Freedom and Principles of an Eng/z/þ Government, 
where the Right of the Commons to redreſs Grievances is one of the moſt eſſential 
Checks in the Conſtitution. Without this Power in the Governor, there muſt be a ma- 
nifeſt Failure of Juſtice. The Proprietary Officers, and others, may be guilty of the moſt 
atrocious Offences, not cognizable in the ordinary Courts of Juſtice, and the Govern- 
ment will be deſtitute of the Means of puniſhing them; which would be ſuch a Defe& 
in our Conſtitution, that common Senſe forbids the Suppoſition. Of this Opinion was 
a former Aſſembly of this Province on the like Occaſion ; where they aſſert, that ** the 
Power of impeaching Criminals is incident to the legiſlative Authority, for the com- 
* mon Safety, and that the Ends of Government cannot be anſwered without it.” And 
in Purſuance of this Opinion, they Reſofved, N. C. D. 

Firſt, That the preſent Conſtitution of this Government, which veſts the legiſlative 
Authority in the Governor and Repreſentatives of the People of this Province, does 
« well warrant us to impeach, and the Governor to judge of ſuch Impeachments.” 

* Secondly, That the Council having, by our Conſtitution, no Share in the legiſlative 
Authority, ought not to fit with the Governor judicially upon ſuch Impeachments,” 

But your Honour is pleaſed to ſay, that “no ſuch Juriſdiction is given you by the 
«© Charter, or elſewhere, that you can find. We agree that it is not “ expreſly,” 
but contend, that it is implicitly granted to you, as the middle State of our Legiſlature, 
and © founded in the very Nature of your Inſtitution.” If you have no other Powers « 
Juriſdiction © but thoſe which are expreſsly delegated and granted, by Virtue of what 
expreſs Authority or Delegation has your Honour, and your Predeceſſors, aſſumed to 
yourſelves the Right and Power of altering and amending Bills paſſed by the Aſſembly, 
and of putting an abſolute Negative on them, with other Powers and Rights, belonging 
to the Houſe of Lords alone, and no more expreſsly granted than the Power of judging 
on Impeachments? It cannot be by Virtue of your Repreſentation of the Crown ; be- 
cauſe his Majeſty never exerciſed ſuch Powers. And therefore we confeſs we cannot 
underſtand why you ſhould be ſo fond of aſſuming the one, and fearful of the other. We 
hope it cannot proceed from an Inclination to ſcreen wicked Miniſters from Juſtice, and 
to render ineffectual an eſſential and invaluable Power of the Conſtitution. 

We beg Leave further to remark, that the Governor's aſſuming a Power to determine 
on the Impeachments of the Aſſembly, cannot be attended with the leaſt Inſecurity *to 

the Lives and Liberties of the People. But, on the contrary, the Invaders of their 
Liberties, and their Oppreſſors, by this Means will be brought to Juſtice, who otherwiſe 
would oppreſs on with Impunity, and the diſtreſſed Subject be without Redreſs. You! 
Honour will remember, that antecedent to any Impeachment before you, the grand In- 
queſt of the Province, the Repreſentatives of the People, his Peers and Equals, mul 
be made ſenſible of his Guilt. A Sheriff may be corrupted, a Jury packed, a Court who 
hold their Commiſſions during Pleaſure may be influenced; but it is unnatural to pre 
\ ſume that the Repreſentative Body of the People ſhould be partial, corrupted, or do 
Injuſtice. Beſides, your Honour has the ſame Power, which you are ſo fearful of af- 
ſuming, whenever a Bill of Attainder or Diſability is preſented for your Approbation 
and in that Caſe the * Lives, Liberties and Properties of the People are as much in

f We TERS we cannot ſee the © Virtue ” of refuſing to determine on the Impeach- 
ment of the Aſſembly, any more than that of inſtituting a new Court of Judicature, 
without their Aſſent. The Inſtance you give us of a preceding Governor's © Virtue in 


| « declining to act as a Judge in a Caſe of Impeachment,” muſt certainly ariſe from your 


not being acquainted with his Character. He was a Gentleman remarkable for being 
deſtitute of every Virtue, either moral, political or religious.' The Government was in 
a continual Ferment during his whole Adminiſtration: The Rights of the People in per- 
petual Jeopardy by his arbitrary and unjuſt Invaſions. He was charged by the Aſſembly 
with being guilty of frequent and notorious Exceſſes and Debaucheries, not fit to be re- 
« hearſed,” and that his Behaviour was offenfive to God Almighty, diſhonourable to the 
« Queen, and encouraging all Manner of Wickedneſs; and, upon their Complaint, re- 
moved from his Government. Whence we are induced to believe that this Gentleman's 
declining to determine on Impeachments, did not proceed from any Diſreliſh he had to 
Power, or from his Virtues, either public or private, but from a determined Reſolution 
to protect a Favourite. 
Had your Honour, upon the Addreſs of the late Aſſembly, founded 7 5 the moſt im- | 
partial Enquiry, paid that Regard to it, and the Examinations of many diſintereſted Wit- 
neſſes laid before you, which we humbly conceive you ought to have done, and removed 
William Moore, this Diſpute about your Power to determine on Impeachments had not 
happened : But, may it pleaſe the Governor, when we perceive you are deaf to the Ad- 
dreſs of that Aſſembly, regardleſs of the Affidavits laid before you, inſtituting a new Court 
of Judicature for his Trial without the Aſſent of the Repreſentatives of the People, and 
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in the mean Time permitting him to exerciſe all the Powers of his Offices, and the 


Means of his former Oppreſſion, to the great Terror and Anxiety of the People, who con- 
tinue to exhibit to this Houſe freſh Complaints againſt him, we cannot be ſilent. We beg 
Leave to ſay, it is uſual with the Crown to remove wicked Miniſters on the Addreſs of 
the Commons, ſometimes when that Addreſs is founded on Rumour only, and often 
when on an Examination before the Houſe. And a former worthy Governor of this 
Province, when he was about to paſs a Bill of Diſability, required no other Satisfaction 
of the Guilt of the Perſon, than what he collected from a Conference with a Committee 
of Aſſembly. It is well known, that the Complaints againſt this Gentleman are not of 
a late Date only, your Honour is the third Governor to whom the People have applied 
for Redreſs againſt his Oppreſſion; but as yet remain without Relief. 
We therefore entreat your Honour to conſider, that the principal Powers of our Aſ- 
ſemblies are, thoſe of making Laws, granting Aids to the Crown, and redreſſing the 
Grievances and Oppreſſions of the People. The firſt, you well know, is highly invaded, 
and greatly diminiſhed, by arbitrary Proprietary Inſtructions, now in your Poſſeſſion, 


which you have declared you are bound to obey. The ſecond has been greatly violated 


by the frequent and conſtant Amendments in our Money Bills, directing the Aſſemblies 
as to the Manner, Meaſure and Time of granting Supplies; inſomuch, that though the 

have not admitted ſuch Amendments, yet they have often been neceſſitated, for the Pre- 
ſervation of the Country, to frame new Bills agreeable to them. And ſhould your Ho- 


nour perſiſt in refuſing to remove William Moore, on the Addreſs of the late Aſſembly, 


and the earneſt Solicitations of this, and will not exerciſe your Power of determining on 
the Articles of Impeachment, we are ready to exhibit againſt him, the third and laſt, that 


of redreſſing Grievances, will in a great Meaſure be rendered ineffectual: A Failure of 


Juſtice muſt enſue in the Government : Wicked Miniſters and Magiſtrates may oppreſs 

the Subject, and diſtreſs the Poor, with Impunity : That important Check in the Con- 

ſtitution, on the Actions of wicked Officers, who hold their Commiſſions during Pleaſure, 

will be wanting: The three only eſſential and important Branches of the Aſſembly's Au- 

thority will be manifeſtly violated : The whole Powers of the Conſtitution be veſted in 

he. Bands of the Governor, and our excellent mixt Frame of Government totally 
iſſolved. 


Under theſe Circumſtances we entreat your Honour would conſider with what Spirit or 


Pleaſure can the Aſſemblies of this Province give, or the People pay, their Aids to the 


Crown. We are a faithful and loyal People, ſolicitous of aſſiſting in the general Defence 
of America, as well as in that of our own particular Province; we are willing and read 
to grant Supplies, if our Governors would leave us the Poſſeſſion of any Thing wort 
defending. Redreſs our Grievances, relieve our Fellow- Subjects from Oppreſſion and 
Slavery, reſtore the Conſtitution, and every Thing your Honour can reaſonably aſk, will 
be chearfully granted.

I HAVE taken into Conſideration your laſt Meſſage, not leſs remarkable for the 
«* XL great Freedom with which you are pleaſed to treat my Character, than the Strange. 
neſs of the Doctrines contained in it, and the weak Arguments brought to ſupport 
them. In my Meſſage of the Thirteenth Inſtant, I flattered myſelf, I had demonſtrated 
to you and all the World, that your Apprehenſions of my having a Deſign to eſtabliſh 
a new Court of Judicature (in the Steps taken by me on the late Aſſembly's Addreſs to 
remove William Moore from his public Offices) were groundleſs and unjuſt, and I ſo- 
lemnly diſclaimed any ſuch Intention. But, to my great Aſtoniſhment, I find a con- 
fiderable Part of your Meſſage is taken up with trite Queſtions and Reaſonings, tending 
to ſhew that I actually had ſuch a Deſign ; and you do not ſcruple to aſſert, that had 
not your Serjeant at Arms, for a very high Miſdemeanor, arreſted the Perſon intended to be 
tried, that Attempt had been fully executed.

The laſt Aſſembly, in their Addreſs againſt William Moore, only deſired that I would 
remove him from his Offices, on a Suppoſition, I preſume, that he was guilty of the 
Crimes laid to his Charge. It is not eaſy to conceive you could think, Gentlemen, 
that I would take this Guilt upon Hear-ſay, nor yet upon a Number of ex Parte De- 
ofitions, taken in the Abſence of Mr. Moore, who I know was not heard in his De- 
fence before the Houſe, nor any of his Witneſſes examined on his Behalf. It was my 
Duty to give him and his Accuſers a full Hearing Face to Face. I appointed a Day 
for that Purpoſe, and, from the whole Tenor of my Conduct in that Affair, I am per- 
* ſuaded that no impartial Perſon can be induced to think I had any Thing in View but 
« a full Examination of Witneſſes, to fatisfy my own Conſcience whether he was a ft 
* Miniſter of Juſtice, and worthy any longer to enjoy the Commiſſion he bore under this 
Government; without taking ſuch Steps, I might have been deemed arbitrary indeed. 
* This is a Method that fince my Arrival in this Government I have taken, where Com- 
* plaints have been made to me againſt Juſtices of Peace, one of whom I have actually re- 
moved in Conſequence of ſuch Enquiry, and it is further ſupported by the Practice of

* ſible, any Differences with you; and, notwithſtanding the Ignominy with which you 
have attempted to load me, I ſtill think myſelf indiſpenſably obliged fo far to ſup- 
« preſs my juſt Indignation, as that it ſhall have no Influence on my public Conduct with 
« you, or interfere with that Duty I owe to his Majeſty, and the good People he has been 
* pleaſed to commit to my Charge. 


© I have very cloſely attended to that Part of your Meſſage, wherein you endeavour to 


* manifeſt my Right, under the Charter and Laws of the Province, to fit as a Court of 


* Judicature on Impeachments, and am ſo far from changing my firſt Opinion, that I an 


« ſtill more confirmed in my Judgment, that ſuch a Power would be uſurped by me, and 
the Act arbitrary in the higheſt Degree. You agree with me, that in the Mother 
Country the Houſe of Lords, which is the middle State between the King and the Com- 
* mons, hath the ſole inherent Power of trying Impeachments, and that the Legiſlature

1A muſt confeſs, Gentlemen, that your Method of reaſoning on this Occaſion is very 
« dark and myſterious ; a middle State in a Legiſlature conſiſting of Two Eſtates only, or an 
«© intermediate Term between Two that admit of no Third, is to me incomprehenſible. 
Arguments founded on no better Proofs than what you may deem might be the Intent 
of the Charter; forced Conſtructions, and ſtrained Implications of Powers meant to be 


© oratited, will weigh but little with me in a Caſe fo important and intereſting as this 1s 


to the Lives and Rights of his Majeſty's Subjects. Nay, if the Proprietary Charter 
vas ever ſo expreſs on this Head, yet it might perhaps with great Reaſon be queſtioned, 
« whether, under the Royal Grant, the Proprietary could ſubject Engliſbmen to this Mode 
of Trial, before a ſingle Perſon, acting at once in the ſeveral Characters of a Judge and 
Jury, ſo very different from any known to the Brz74þ Conſtitution. At preſent, how- 
© ever, there is no Occaſion to go into the Diſcufſion of this Point, as you acknowledge; 


that neither by Charter or Law, the Governor has ſuch a Power expreſsly delegated 


to him. | 

But you are pleaſed to ſay, that you propoſe to veſt your Governor with the Power 
of a Houſe of Lords only in an inferior Degree. This is a Mode of Expreſſion as un- 
© intelligible to me as ſome of your former ones. The Power, Gentlemen, neceſſary to 
any Judicature, or public Body as ſuch, is indiviſible in its Nature; it cannot be par- 
« celled out into Parts; or if it could, I can hardly look upon you as the Diſpenſers of 
* it. If a Governor could once perſuade himſelf, that it is neceſſary for the Safety and 


© Peace of this Province, that he ſhould exerciſe the Power of a Houſe of Lords in one 


* Caſe, he may in another; and if you conſent to his exerciſing one Degree of that Power, 


he may think himſelf intitled to claim and exerciſe the Whole; and by this Means 


* may bring all Cauſes, both Civil and Criminal, before him in the laſt Inſtance, as is 
the Caſe in the Houſe of Lords, which is the laſt and higheſt Court of Judicature in 
* the Kingdom. Power, Gentlemen, once granted, is hardly eyer to be regained ; and 
* ſhould I depart ſo far from my Duty as to accept of the extraordinary Power you now 
preſs upon me, or could I think any Governor or fingle Man would be permitted by 


Lords, in theſe Colonies, you and your Poſterity might, perhaps, long have Reaſon to 


in the Eyes of all Men, that you, who have been denying your Governors the con- 
ſtitutional and eſſential Power of a Voice in the Appropriation of the Public Money, 
and the Right of appointing Militia Officers, ſhould now, all at once; defire to inveſt 
me with a Power over the Lives, Liberties and Fortunes of your Conſtituents, with- 
out the Aid of Juries, or the common Proceedings of Juſtice, 
ſafely veſted in ſo numerous and auguſt a Body as the Houſe of Peers, whoſe inde- 
pendent Stations and high Characters ſet them far above Corruption or. Party Views : 
But in the Hands of a ſingle Man, Gentlemen, it might prove of ruinous and dreadful 
Conſequences. 5 
That your Conſtitution is defective in many Reſpects, I ſhall not diſpute with you, 
but undoubtedly this would not be the Way to mend it. For my Part, I have nothing 
in View but to exerciſe the little Share of Authority it gives me, and to leave its De- 
fects, where it has any, to be amended by the Wiſdom of our Superiors. 

The Inſtance you give of a former Aſſembly's being of Opinion, that they had a Right 
to impeach, and the Governor to judge of ſuch Impeachments, is no better Proof than 
your own Opinion. It is a Rule, that long Cuſtom and Uſage are the beſt Expoſitors 
of every Law, and of the Senſe of thoſe who framed it; and in this Caſe, it is very re- 
markable, that you do not offer to produce a ſingle Inſtance, fince the Date of the pre- 
ſent Charter, where a Governor of this Province has dared to exerciſe the Juriſdiction 
you offer me, though greatly tending to aggrandize himſelf. 

* On the contrary, I mentioned to you a former Governor of this Province, who had 
the Virtue to refuſe a like Offer, and for that Reaſon you fall upon his Memory in the 
bittereſt Terms of Reproach, declaring him deſtitute of every Virtue, moral, political or 
religious, and alleging in Proof thereof, that he was charged by the Aſſembly with a Be- 
haviour offenſive to God Almighty. If the Charges, Gentlemen, which are made by the 
Aſſemblies of this Province againſt their Governors could be admitted as any Proof of 
their Guilt, it has been our Misfortune, that this Province has ſcarcely had an honeſt or 
good Governor in it. Mr. Evans, in all his Writings, ſhews himſelf to have been a 
Gentleman of Learning ; and we know that he was ſupported in this Inſtance by the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of an able Council, and a Judge, famous for his Integrity, and his 
Abilities in the Law. His Meſſages prove that he Pad political Virtues ; and whatever 
you may be pleaſed to allege to the contrary, the Refuſal mentioned above will ever 
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repent the Raſhneſs of the Offer. Will it not, Gentlemen, appear very extraordinary 
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the Britiſh Legiſlature to enjoy both the Powers of the Crown, and of the Houſe of 


Such a Power may be 
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be an Inſtance of his moral Virtue.——Almoſt every civilized Nation ſuffer their Deag 
to reſt in Peace: And ſurely, Gentlemen, it may be enough for you, that you can 
* uſe an unbounded Freedom in calumniating your Iiir Governors, without raking 
into the Aſhes of thoſe who are no more.. eee 
But you are pleaſed to remark further, that a Governor's aſſuming a Power to determine 
on the Impeachments of the Aſſembly, cannot be attended with the leaſt Inſecurity to the 
Lives and Liberties of the People, but will, on the contrary, be the bet Means of bringing 
* to Fuſtice thoſe who oppreſs the Subject. A Sheriff, ſay you, may be corrupted, a Fury 
« packed, a Court who hold their Commiſſions during Pleaſure may be influenced, but it is 
* unnatural to preſume that the Repreſentative Body of the People ſhould be partial, corrupted, 
or do Injuſtice. Is it poſſible, Gentlemen, that you, who conſider yourſelves as the 
Repreſentatives of Freemen and Enghſhmen, can be ſerious in theſe Opinions ? Can 
you be really defirous to deſtroy at once the great Bulwark of Engliſb Liberty, and 
throw an Odium upon Trials by Juries, and the Judgment of our Peers, that ineſtimable 
Privilege purchaſed and preſerved by our Fathers at fo great a Price; and which neither 
* ought or can be taken away by implied Conſtructions ? If it be unnatural to preſume 
that the Repreſentative Body of the People, who do not act under the Tie of a par- 
* ticular Oath, ſhould be partial, corrupted, or do Injuſtice, is it not yet more unnatural 
and uncharitable to ſuppoſe that in any Cauſe depending in a Court of Juſtice, a Serif, 
who, as well as yourſelves, in this Province, is elected by the People, may be corrupted, 
a Fury, againſt whom the indulgent Law gives the Party charged every juſt Cauſe of 
Challenge, 8 and a Court influenced; all of whom, it is further to be obſerved, 
diſcharge their ſeveral Duties under a particular and ſolemn Qualification and Oath? 
— What Man would not rather truſt his Cauſe to a Number of his Neighbours, and 
Equals, choſen and ſworn for that particular Purpoſe, than to any ſtanding Body what- 
ſoever, whoſe Powers may be ſtretched to any Extent, being uncontroulable and und:- 
- fined by any expreſs Law? FR” | 
* Upon the Whole, Gentlemen, give me Leave to tell you, once for all, that I neither 
will conſent to take upon me the Powers you offer, nor yet to remove Mr. Moore from 
* his Offices, without a full Hearing, in order to fatisfy myſelf of the Truth of the 
Charges againſt him, agreeable to the Practice of all preceding Governors of this Pro- 
vince on Complaints exhibited againſt Juſtices of the Peace. It will therefore be in 
vain for you to ſpend the public Time in any farther Debates or Overtures on this 
* Head. The late Aſſembly were ſo far from thinking ſuch an Enquiry unreaſonable, 
* that at my Inſtance, they furniſhed me with Copies of the Petitions and Evidence ex- 
hibited in their Houſe againſt him in his Abſence; and it is entirely owing to your 
* ſudden and unexpected Determination of changing the late Aſſembly's Addreſs to re- 
move Mr. Moore into Articles of Impeachment, and your Confinement of his Perſon, 
that Mr. Moore, if guilty, is thus long continued in his Commiſſion. Had you per- 
mitted the Enquiry I propoſed to go on, it would have been brought to a Concluſion 
before now, the Public would have been fully ſatisfied, and a great deal of Time and 
Expence ſaved to the Province. What may have been your Motives in this Part of 
your Conduct, I will not ſay, but muſt confeſs they appear to me very extraordinary. 
* You are quite miſtaken in aſſerting, that a former worthy Governor of this Province, 
* when he was about to paſs a Bill of Diſability, required no other Satisfaction of the Guilt 
* of the Perſon, than what he collected from a Conference with a Committee of Aſſembly. 
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The Council Books, which have been inſpected on that Occaſion, plainly ſhew, that 


* the Perſon, againſt whom the Bill was preferred, was called before the Governor in 
Council, the Matter fully heard, and the Governor ſatisfied of the Truth of the Facts 
* ſet forth in the Bill, previous to his paſſing it. 
A Governor muſt be made a very inſignificant Perſon indeed, if he was obliged to 
yield implicit Obedience to the Addreſs of an Aſſembly, which, as you ſay, may ſome- 
* times be founded on Rumour only, to remove or continue what Officers they think proper, 
* without ſatisfying his own Mind as to the Guilt or Innocence of the Perſons. It is 


© remarkable, that you have formerly put it among the Liſt of your Grievances, that 


* the Judges and Magiſtrates hold their Offices during the Pleaſure of a Governor ; and 
* now you defire that they ſhould hold them during your Pleaſure, and be continued 
or diſcarded agreeable to your Directions; which muſt be the Caſe, if they are to be 
* removed on your bare Remonſtrance againſt them. My Motive for refuſing the Power 


of judging on Impeachments, does not ariſe, as you inſinuate, from any Defire in me 


to ſcreen Mr. Moore from Juſtice ; he is a Gentleman with whom I have not the leaſt 
* Acquaintance, nor is he ſo much as perſonally known to me. 

* You conclude, Gentlemen, by calling on me to redreſs Grievances, to reheve your 
* Fellbw-Subjefts from Oppreſſion and Slavery, to reſtore the Conſtitution, and then you 
* promiſe that every Thing I can reaſonably aſt will chearfully be granted me. Gentlemen, 
if your Conſtituents feel the Weight of any Grievances, I will chearfully join in doing 
every legal Act in my Station to redreſs them; but beyond the Limits of mY juſt

power I never will venture to go. I have neither oppreſſed or enſlaved your F ellow-

« You will ſuffer me, Gentlemen, to call on you in my Turn, if you are that loyal 
and faithful 5 8 you profeſs to be, ſolicitous of aſſiſting in the general Defence of 
America, as well as in that of your own particular Province, to give ſome immediate 
Proof thereof. Proceed to grant the neceſſary Supplies for the current Year ; frame 
and paſs effectual and conſtitutional Bills to eſtabliſh a Militia, and regulate the Indian 
« Trade ; attend to the ſeveral weighty public Matters I have repeatedly recommended 
to you in my former Meſſages, and conſider how unbecoming it is to neglect theſe 
great Services, and employ yourſelves in new Heats arid Diſputes, at a Time when 
« public Danger ſurrounds us on every Side, and our vigilant Enemies, who indeed threaten 
« us with Oppreſſion and Slavery, are every Moment preparing to renew their Cruelties

© Meaſures are ſpeedily taken to defeat their wicked Schemes, may too ſoon accompliſh

N he Houſe, after ſome Time ſpent in conſidering the Words of the Royal Grant, 
and the Law of the Province, referred to by the Council, were of Opinion, that no 
Appeals were intended to be directed by either to the King and Council from Judgments 
of the Houſe of Aſſembly, relating to Breach of Privilege, and Contempt to the Houſe, 
but only from thoſe of the inferior Courts, relative to Matters of Property; and ac- 
quainted the Priſoner, that, upon making the Submiſſion required by the Houſe, he 
would be under no Neceſſity of giving Bail to prevent a Commitment. — To which 
the ſaid Priſoner replied, that as, in the Courſe of his Trial, no Evidence had been pro- 
duced ſufficient to convict him of the Charge objected to him, and as others, equally

H IS Majeſty having nothing more at Heart than to repair the Loſſes and Diſappoint- 
ments of the laſt inactive and unhappy Campaign, and by the moſt vigorous and 
extenſive Efforts to avert, by the Bleſſing of God on his Arms, the Dangers impending 
on North-America; and not doubting but all his faithful and brave Subjects there will 
chearfully co-operate with, and ſecond to the utmoſt, the large Expence and extraor- 
dinary Succours ſupplied by this Kingdom for their Preſervation and Defence: And his 
Majeſty conſidering, that the ſeveral Provinces, from Penn/yſvanza incluſive to the South- 
ward, are well able, with proper Encouragements, to furniſh a Body of ſeveral Thouſand 
Men to join the King's Forces in thoſe Parts for ſome offenſive Operations againſt the 
Enemy : And his Majeſty not judging it expedient to limit the Zeal and Ardour of any 
of his Provinces, by making a Repartition of the Forces to be raiſed by each reſpeCtively, 
for this moſt important Service; I am commanded to ſignify to you the King's Pleaſure, 
that you do forthwith uſe your utmoſt Endeavours and Influence with the Council and 


Aſſembly of your Province, to induce them to raiſe, with all poſſible Diſpatch, as large 


a Body of Men within your Government, as the Number of its Inhabitants may allow, 
and forming the fame into Regiments, as far as ſhall be found convenient, that you do 
direct them to hold themſelves in Readineſs, as early as may be, to march to the Ren- 
dezvous at ſuch Place or Places as may be named for that Purpoſe by Brigadier General 
Forbes, appointed to command his Majeſty's Forces in thoſe Parts, in order to proceed 
from thence, in Conjunction with a Body of his Majeſty's Br:#z/h Forces, and under the 
ſupreme Command of Brigadier Forbes, appointed as above, ſo as to be in a Situation to 


begin by the Firſt of May, if poſſible, or as ſoon after as ſhall be any way practicable, 


ſuch offenſive Operations as ſhall be judged, by the ſaid Commander of his Majeſty's Forces 
in thoſe Parts, moſt expedient for annoying the Enemy, and moſt efficacious towards re- 
moving and repelling the Dangers that threaten the Frontiers of any of the Southern Co- 
lonies on the Continent of America. And the better to facilitate this important Service, 
the King is pleaſed to leave it to you to iſſue Commiſſions to ſuch Gentlemen of your 
Province as you ſhall judge, from their Weight and Credit with the People, and ther 
Zeal for the public Service, may be beſt diſpoſed and enabled to quicken and effectuate 
the ſpeedy levying of the greateſt Number of Men: In the Diſpotition of which Com- 
miſſions, I am perſuaded, you will have nothing in View but the Good of the King's 
Service, and a due Subordination of the Whole, when joined to his Majeſty's Commander: 
And all Officers of the Provincial Forces, as high as Colonels incluſive, are to have Rank 
according to their ſeveral reſpective Commiſſions, in like Manner as is already given by 


his Majeſty's Regulations to the Captains of Provincial Troops in America. 


The King is further pleaſed to furniſh all the Men, fo raiſed as above, with Arms, Am- 
munition and Tents, as well as to order Proviſions to be iſſued to the fame by his Ma- 
jeſty's Commiſſaries, in the ſame Proportion and Manner as done to the reſt of the King's 
Forces; and a ſufficient Train of Artillery will alſo be provided at his Majeſty's Expence, 
for the Operations of the Campaign: The Whole therefore, that the King expects and 
requires from the ſeveral Provinces, is, the Levying, Cloathing and Pay of the Men; and 
on theſe Heads alſo, that no Encouragement may be wanting to the full Exertion of your 
Force, the King is further moſt graciouſly pleaſed to permit me to acquaint you, that 
ſtrong Recommendations will be made to Parliament, in their Seſſion next Vear, to grant 
a proper Compenſation for ſuch Expences as above, according as the active Vigour and 
ſtrenuous Efforts of the reſpective Provinces ſhall juſtly appear to merit. 2 

Although ſeveral Thouſand Stands of Arms will be forthwith ſent from England, to 
be diſtributed to the Troops now directed to be raiſed in the Southern and Northern 
Provinces; yet, as it is hoped that the Numbers of Men, levied in all Parts of Ameri, 
may greatly exceed the Quantity of Arms that can at preſent be ſupplied from England.

The Houſe, earneſtly ſolicitous that this Province may be diſtinguiſhed among the 
Colonies for its Loyalty, Ardour and Zeal, in promoting ſo great an Undertaking for 
the Defence and Preſervation of America, beg Leave to recommend it to your Honour, 
that you would exert your utmoſt Endeavours, and leave no Method uneſſayed, that may 
tend to raiſe the Men in ſuch Time, that they may be ready to march to the Place of 
Rendezvous by the Firſt of May, agreeable to his Majeſty's Royal Orders: To ac 
compliſh which, we apprehend nothing can ſo effectually contribute, as a ſtrict and 
ſpeedy Compliance on your Part with his Majeſty's wiſe and gracious Commands, in

from Time to Time, ſince the Treaty of Eaſton, it does not appear that any ef. 


the Aſſembly, fectual Meaſures have been taken to recover our Fellow- Subjects from the Captivity they 


are under with the Iadians, with whom a Peace has been long ſince concluded, nor even 
to remind them of their Engagements to reſtore them. We therefore think it our Duty 
to recommend it to your Honour, before the Indians depart from this City, to make 
ſome Enquiry after the Captives, and to take ſuch Meaſures as ſhall be moſt likely to 
reſtore them to their Country, Families and Friends. We alſo think it abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for the Welfare of this Province, and the Promotion of his Majeſty's Indian In- 
tereſt in America, that a friendly and kind Invitation ſhould be given to the Chiefs of 
each of the eight Tribes of Indians, that have, by a late Meſſenger, ſhewn an Inclin 
tion to enter into an Alliance with his Majeſty, and to take up Arms againſt his Ene- 
mies, that ſome of them would, when it was convenient to them, take an Opportunity 
of viſiting this Government, and further ratifying the great Work of Peace, ſo happily 
begun, and now almoſt perfected. The good Effects this Province has already felt, and 
his Majeſty's Intereſt in general is like to receive from the late Conferences with them, 
are ſuch Proofs of the good Policy of ſuch an Invitation, that we hope we need not add 
any Thing further to enforce it.

No Opportunity has offered, ſince the Treaty of Eaſton, for my taking any Meaſures 
reſpecting the Reſtoring of the Priſoners, more than reminding Teedyuſcuny of his En. 
* gagements on this Account, which I have not failed frequently to do, though not 
formally, as that would have anſwered no Purpoſe, The very firſt Opportunity that 
offers with theſe or any other Indians, ſhall be very heartily embraced, and the Matter 
* urged upon them with all the Zeal and Care in my Power. 

Not knowing how far an Invitation to the Chiefs of theſe eight Tribes of Indians, 
* who it ſeems live at great Diſtances from one another, might interfere with the Meaſures 
taken by his Majeſty's Commander in Chief, or Sir William Jobnſon, the Superintendant 
© of Indian Affairs in this Diſtrict, I have not ventured to make it; but have tranſmitted

Charge. But it is with Satisfaction that we can, from a conſcious Senſe of a faithful, in- 
duſtrious and honeſt Diſcharge of our Duty, call on the Governor, and every of h 
Council, who are concerned with him in this wicked Attempt to injure our Reput- i 
tions, to point out a fingle Inſtance of ſuch a Breach of Truſt. Until this ſhall be 
done, we reſt ſatisfied, that by this Houſe, and the honeſt and impartial Part of Man- 
kind, we ſhall be deemed groſsly injured in our public Characters, and unjuſtly accuſed.

out no particular Fact to which we can anſwer, does not aſſert the Manner in which we 1758. 
have “treated him with Diſtegard, and ſtands ſupported by his Aſſertion only, which « 
we apprehend ought not in the leaſt Degree to affect the Reputation of any Perſon what- 
ſoever. General Charges are like Stabs in the Dark, which the moſt innocent Man, or 
{ſkilful Swordſman, cannot guard againſt or parry, as he cannot know at what p - 
ticular Part the Lunge will be made. What the Governor means by our treating him 
with Diſregard, we cannot conjecture. In our public Conduct we are conſcious that 
we have never been guilty of this high Offence, unleſs a conſcientious Diſcharge of our 
Duty to the People, and the Truſt they had repoſed in us, and therein differing in 

Sentiments with the Governor on ſundry Occaſions, may be termed ſo. By the Law 
appointing us Provincial Commiſſioners, we had a Right, nay, it was our Duty to diſ- 
ſent from the Governor in every Matter, in which we apprehended he did not purſue 
the Country's Intereſt and Welfare. Indeed this was the very Deſign of our Appoint- 
ment, otherwiſe there could be no Uſe in appointing Commiſſioners at all. That we 
have repeatedly, from a fincere Regard for the. People's Intereſt, differed in Sentiments 
from the Governor, and refuſed to defray the Expence of many Projects, which we 
conceived could anſwer no uſeful Purpoſe, and were rather calculated to ſquander the 
Public Money entruſted to our Care, than do the Public Service, we acknowledge. 
Numerous Inſtances of this Kind might have been given by the Governor, had it 
ſuited his Purpoſe. A few of them at preſent we think it our Duty to mention. 
The Governor, on the Thirteenth Day of May laſt, did requeſt, that we would de- 
fray the Expence of erecting a Fortification at Ray's-Town, to be garriſoned with 
500 Men, in the Pay of the Province.” When we conſidered the advanced Situation 
of this Place towards the Enemy, its great Diſtance from the inhabited Parts of the Pro- 
vince, the vaſt Sum of Money which muſt be neceſſarily expended in erecting a Forti- 
fication there, the Expence of eſcorting Proviſions to ſupport 5oo Men, and the great 
Difficulty of defending it when finiſhed, . we rejected the Propoſal, —as it was manifeſt 
it would require more Money than was at that Time ſubject to our Draughts for de- 
fraying the whole Expence of the Year, and could only ſerve to waſte the public Money, Wl tf 
anſwer the private Purpoſes of Individuals, and to load the Country with a Debt it HORNY $f 
could not poſſibly bear. We have alſo thought it our Duty to refuſe to comply with 14 
the Governor's earneſt Requeſt, of throwing into the Hands of the Military Officers 
Sums of Money, from Time to Time, to be diſpoſed of by them as they ſhould think 
proper, without ever knowing to what Uſe they were to be appropriated : This we 
. we could not anſwer to ourſelves, nor the Public, as it would be giving up 
at Share in the Diſpoſition of the Money the Law inveſted us with, which would be 
a Violation of our Truſt indeed; yet ſuch an one as the Governor, we are aſſured, would 
never have complained of. It is with Reluctance that we are alſo obliged to declare, 
that wWe have been ſo bold, from Time to Time, as we frequently found it our indiſ- 
penſable Duty, whenever the public Intereſt and Welfare demanded it, to remonſtrate, with 
Decency, to the Governor, the great Negle& of the Military Service, which was ob= 
vious to every Body, and under his immediate Notice; the Diſregard ſhewn to the Law,

hend we are accountable for our Conduct, before we would draw Orders to defray their 
Expence, as this Houſe can teſtify. "Tis true, the Governor not attending the Board, 
the Commiſſioners. were obliged} to ſettle Accounts, and draw Orders, agreeable to the 
Directions of the. Law, in the Governor's Abſence ; but never, to our Knowledge, for 
any Purpoſes to which he had not agreed or given his previous Conſent, either by Let. 
ter, directed to the Board, or by having ſigned an Order for the like Service. This 
was ſtrictly agreeable to the Practice and Manner of tranſacting the Public Buſineſs, 
ſettled and agreed on by the late Governor Morris, and former Boards of Commiſſioners, 
and has never been altered or objected to by the preſent Governor. Their Method was, 
« for the Governor and Commiſſioners to agree on the Service for which Money was 
« neceſſary; then the moſt conſiderable Contracts are laid before him for his Approba- 
6 tion, or recommended by him to the Board, and thoſe Agreements and Approbations 
« are entered on the Minutes. The Commiſſioners, only, afterwards have ever ſettled 
* the Accounts, which is troubleſome. enough, and given Orders for the Payment, in 
« Purſuance of ſuch previous Agreements and Contracts, and the Direction of the Law. 
« They would be glad if the Governor would attend the Board, and affiſt in ſettling the 
« Accounts, and tranſacting the Buſineſs, but that would take up too much of his Time, 
« and is therefore impracticable. And it would be uſeleſs to give him the Trouble of 
« ſigning every Order, when he cannot ſpare Time to examine the Accounts, upon 
„ which the Orders are founded.” And could he ſpare Time, the Law does not render 

his ſigning neceſſary, provided his Approbation be obtained in any other Manner. Tis 
fortunate for us, that all the Contracts and Purpoſes to which the Public Money hath 
been appropriated, together with the Governor's Agreements to, and Approbation of, 
them, appear on our Minutes, and are, we hope, more than a ſufficient Refutation of 
the Governor's unjuſt and groundleſs Accuſations. And we further declare, That, to 
our Knowledge, we never did, either directly or indirectly, draw Orders at any Meeting, 
without Directions being given to the Clerk for ſummoning the whole Board, and, as 
we believe, without Lynford Lardner and John Miffim, Eſquires, the two Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Governor's Council, he ſo much approves of, having Notice to attend“. 
This is all the Anſwer the Nature of this general Charge will admit of, and we hope 
will be ſatisfactory to the Houſe, and every impartial Mind, until the Governor ſhall 
act ſo far on the Principles of Juſtice, as to be more particular herein, and point out 
the Sum that has been thus expended, ** contrary to Law, without obtaining his Con- 
«« ſent, or even conſulting him.” | | 
The third Charge is, that we have neglected to inform the Governor of the State of 
* our Accounts, or how we had applied the King's Money, though he had long fince 
* demanded it of us.” "Tis true, ſome ſhort Time before this Seſſion of Aſſembly, the 
Governor did defire that the Commiſſioners would lay their Accounts before him. Tis 
alſo as true, that the Board was ſo far from having any Deſign to conceal their Tranſ- 
actions from the Governor, that they gave immediate Orders to the Clerk to furniſh 
him with them as ſoon as poſſible; and as the Clerk had in every other Inſtance ated 
with the greateſt Care, we did not doubt but it had been done. How it happened to 
be neglected, we beg Leave to refer this honourable Houſe to the Examination of ther 
own Clerk, who at that Time was the Clerk of the Board. It ſeems, though the Books 
were put into the Hands of the Governor's Secretary's Clerk, and ſome Progreſs made 
therein, yet it was by ſome Means forgot by the Clerk of the Board to be ſent to the 
Governor, without the leaſt Knowledge or Privity of ours. We cannot help remarking, 
that there appears in this Tranſaction and Charge, a fixed Deſign to enfnare us. For had 
the Governor ever called on the Clerk (which perhaps was the propereſt Application to 
procure the Minutes or Accounts of a Board, of which he conſtituted one Half, and 
whoſe Officer the Clerk was, as well as the Commiſſioners) or had given us the leaſt 
Intimation of the Omiſſion, the Board, though they never met regularly after, would 
have reminded the Clerk of it, and had it done. From whence it would ſeem, that 
the Omiſſion was more pleaſing to the Governor, than a Compliance with his Requelt. 
Beſides, it ſeems ſtrange to us that he ſhould exempt from this Charge the two Com- 
miſſioners, Members of his Council, whoſe Duty it was equally with us to enquire into 
this Omiſſion. If there be any Crime in this Neglect, and it is imputable to the Com- 
miſſioners, we leave it to the Governor's great Impartiality to give a Reaſon, why the 
ſame Fact is Innocence in them, but conſtrued, in us, to an heinous Offence. 
As to the fourth Charge, that being “ informed the Commiſſioners had bought, with 
« the Money given for his Majeſty's Uſe, a Parcel of Goods, to be diſpoſed of in Pre- 
«« ſents to the Indians, he (the Governor) demanded a Liſt of ſuch Goods, and the 
Amount of them, that he might know how to conduct himſelf towards the Indians, 
which was delayed a long Time.” By the Manner of making this Charge, it would 
ſeem as if the Commiſſioners had purchaſed theſe Goods without the Governor's Conſent.

dee the Clerk's Affidavit. 
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The Facts relating to this Tranſaction will clear up that Inſinuation, and are as follow: 1758. 
The Governor, by his Letter to the Commiſſioners, dated the Eleventh of July laſt, in- CY 
formed us of the Number of Indians expected at the Treaty, and “ defired that we would * 
«« provide Preſents in Proportion to their Numbers, a Liſt of which ſhould be ſhewn to | 
« Mr. George Croghan, for his Approbation. A Lift was accordingly made out, and 


ſhewn to George Croghan, the King's Deputy Agent for Indian Affairs, and the Goods, 
under the Care of the Commiſſioners, carried up to Eaſton, where we attended on the 


Public Service, by the Direction of this Houſe. On the Twenty-ſixth of July tlie Go- 
vernor deſired we would furniſh him with a Liſt of the Goods provided for the Indian 
« Preſents ;” to which the Commiſſioners returned the following Anſwer : 8 


STIR, | 


« We have indeed brought up a Parcel of Goods, purchaſed for the Uſe of the Pro- 
vince, which we ſhall be ready to join with your Honour in diſpoſing of to the In- 
% gians, whenever the preſent Treaty is brought to an Iſſue, that will juſtify us to our 
« Conſtituents in ſuch Diſpoſition of them, and in due Time we ſhall prepare a Liſt of 
« the Goods to be laid before you, being heartily deſirous to concur with you in every 
Thing that will conduce to the public Utility.“ 
The uncertain Circumſtance and gloomy Proſpect the Conference was then under; the 
great Diſguſt T eedyuſcung had taken, in being refuſed the natural and reaſonable Privilege 
of a Clerk to take down the Minutes of the Conference on his Part; the Art made uſe of by 
the Proprietary Agents to divert and prevent the Indians from proſecuting their Claim to 
the Lands which they aſſert they have been deprived of by Fraud; and the Uneaſineſs 
they diſcovered at other Schemes, that were then proſecuting, rendered it very uncertain 
what Quantity, if any, of the Goods, the Commiſſioners could juſtify themſelves in giving 

at that Time, as they, with many others of the ſenſible and judicious Part of the People, 

deſpaired of any good Effects flowing from the then Meaſures ; and rather apprehended 

that the Conſequence would have been a more cruel and barbarous War, than a happy 
and fortunate Peace. However, on the Thirtieth of the ſame Month, theſe Meaſures 
being in ſome Degree laid aſide, and a better Proſpect preſenting itſelf, a Liſt, which had 
deen before made out by the Orders of the Board, was delivered by the Clerk to Fohn 
Mifflin, Eſq; one of the Governor's Council, by whom he repeatedly communicated with 
us. The Conference did not end until ſeven Days after, ſo that if the Governor had not 
the Liſt till after it was over, as he declares, how he can with Juſtice impute this Neglect 
to us, and not to the Commiſſioner to whom the Clerk delivered the Liſt, we are at a 
Loſs to judge. For the Truth of theſe Facts we beg Leave to refer this honourable 
Houſe to our Minutes, and the Examination of our Clerk. 

Thus much we have thought it neceſſary to ſay at preſent, in our Vindication againſt 
the unjuſt, trifling and groundleſs Charges exhibited againſt us by the Governor, without 
the leaſt Shadow of Reaſon or Proof to ſupport them ; Charges that have no other Foun- 
dation but his private Reſentment, occaſioned by our exerciſing our Judgments in the 
Diſcharge of a moſt important Truſt, and becauſe we could not pay the fame implicit 
Obedience to his Direction and Will, as he has declared'he is bound to do to the Inſtrue- 
tions of the Proprietaries. Had we joined with his Honour in every extraordinary Scheme 
that he propoſed to us, however inconſiſtent with our Duty, the Law, and the People's 
Welfare, theſe Charges, we are convinced, would never have been thought of; but, on 
the other Hand, the Monies entruſted to our Care would have been laid out, as we are 
ready to make it appear, to Purpoſes from which the People and Province would have 
received no Kind of Benefit or Advantage. We ſhall only add, that we hope theſe Facts 
will ſatisfy the Houſe, until the Governor ſhall do us the Juſtice as to aſcertain his ge- 
neral Charges in ſuch Manner that we may know what they are, and have an Opportunity 
of anſwering them. And whenever that ſhall be done, we hope we may be able to ſhew, 
from the moſt evident Proofs, that we have been actuated by no other Motives but the 
general Good and Welfare of the People, and how to lay out the Money, entruſted to 
our Diſpoſition, with the beſt Oeconomy and Juſtice to the Public. And that we have 


been ſo far from wittingly miſapplying it, or appropriating any Part thereof to our own 
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Uſe, that ſome of us are in conſiderable Advance, out of our private Fortunes, for his 
Majeſty's Service.

* mittee Room, or Council Chamber, for tranſacting Buſineſs, and that the Clerk give 
his Attendance accordingly.” A general Rule for the Meetings of the Board being 


thus eſtabliſhed, it could not be neceſſary, or a Duty incumbent on the Clerk, to call the 


Members together, except by particular Order from ſome of them, when ſpecial Meet- Wl 

ings were required on the intermediate Days, for diſpatching Buſineſs, not to be poſt- Wl 
oned : In which Caſes I ſolemnly declare and affirm, that I never received from any of 

the ſaid five Commiſſioners (Members of Aſſembly) the moſt diſtant Direction, or even 

a Hint, to omit giving due Notice thereof to their Brother Commiſſioners of the Go- 

vernor's Council; nor did I ever fail herein, to the beſt of my Knowledge, Recollection 

and Remembrance, except once, through Forgetfulneſs, with John Mzffimm, Eſq; who 

nevertheleſs, having by fome other Means received Notice of the Meeting, attended 


the Board, enquired why he had not been ſummoned, was acquainted with the Reaſon, 


and heard my Apology for the Omiſſion. 

I do further declare, teſtify and affirm, that I received Orders from the ſaid Commil-

the Taxation of the Proprietary Eſtate hath already been the Subject of much Alter- 
cation, in which a great deal of precious Time has been loſt. To ſolicit, and brin 
this unhappy Conteſt to a final Deciſion before our Superiors, an Agent hath been ap- 


pointed, and ſent Home, on the Part of the Aſſembly; and in the mean Time the 


* Diſpute hath been permitted to ſleep, and a Supply Bill paſſed by the Legiſlature, 
* wherein the Proprietary Eſtate hath been altogether exempted. This being the Cale, 
© I was not a little ſurprized to find a Foundation laid for new Debates, by a Clauſe in- 
ſerted in the above Bill for taxing the Proprietaries; and that too, at a Time when 
* Unanimity and Vigour in our Councils are ſo abſolutely neceſſary. Permit me 
* to remind you, Gentlemen, that our indiſpenſable Duty to the beſt of Kings, a Re- 
* gard to our own Intereſt, and every Motive that can actuate Britiſb Subjects, and Lo- 
vers of their Country, demand it of us, on the preſent Occaſion, to bury, or at leaſt 
* ſuſpend, all former Heats, and to guard againſt every Thing that can poſſibly impede 
the vigorous Efforts his Majeſty is determined to make againſt his Enemies the enſuing 
* Campaign ; on the Succeſs of which, the very Being of this Province may depend. 
* That nothing might be wanting on my Part, I have offered every Thing in my Power,

* Thing in Support of them. I cannot help lamenting it, however, as a public Mis- 
* fortune, that you did not turn your Attention to the raifing Supplies for the Service 
of the current Year, before the Seaſon was ſo far advanced: You muſt do me the Juf- 

tice to acknowledge, that I have not failed frequently to put you in mind of the Ne- 
ceſſity of making ſuch timely Proviſion. I preſſed you on this Subject, in my Meſ- 
ſage to you of the Seventeenth of October laſt, at your firſt Meeting; and at your next 
Meeting in my Meſſages of the Third, the Thirteenth, and Twenty-fourth of Ja- 
nuary, and Eighth of March, when I laid before you the Letter I received from his 
Majeſty's principal Secretary of State. It may not yet be too late to exert ourſelves, 
and do every Thing incumbent on us to comply with his Majeſty's juſt and reaſonable 
Demands. But if any Charge of Delay ſhould be imputed to this Province, it is a 
great Satisfaction to me, that no Part of the Cenſure can juſtly lie at my Door.

4 F to AE this Time of general Calamity and Diſtreſs of the Colonies, when every Liberty, 
Co ke Ke both civil and religious, is at Stake, we were determined to wave every Thing that 
ſembly. might tend to create new Diſputes between the two Branches of the Legiſlature, and 
therefore have poſtponed anſwering your ſeveral Meſſages, and rather ſubmitted, for a Time, 
to lay under the Load of Reflections and Calumny they contain, than, by any Means 
impede his Majeſty's Service, or obſtruct the generous Meaſures he has been pleaſed to 
concert for our Preſervation and Defence. But the Aids are now granted to the Crown,

_ poſition your Honour has diſcovered to deprive us of our juſt Rights, as a Branch of the 
| Legiſlature, and, as far as lies in your Power, to ruin our Reputations as Individuals, by 
calumniating and condemning, unheard, particular Members of our Houſe, without the 
leaſt Foundation. How far this Conduct correſponds with the large Profeſſions of Juſtice

Demands of the Crown, made by Secretary Pitt's Letter, were communicated to us, 


and therefore could not impede or affe& our Aids to his Majeſty for the enſuing Campaign; 
but rather proved advantageous to the common Cauſe, by preventing the Houſe from 
riſing before we had received the Secretary of State's Letter. However, inſolent as this 
Attack, and virulent as the Libel was, your Honour, and ſome of your Council, thought 
fit to take the Authors under your Protection, and therefore we are not ſurpriſed at your 
thinking the Enquiry ** unſeaſonable, ”' fince it is natural for a Man to call every Mea- 
ſure ſo that tends to ſupport thoſe Rights which he has ſo frequently ſhewn a Diſ- 


poſition, during his ſhort Adminiſtration, to abridge and deſtroy. 

Your Honour is next pleaſed to ſay, that we have delayed to turn our Attention to 
the important Concerns of the preſent Campaign; a groundleſs Charge, and not more 
eaſily made than refuted. The firſt Intimation we had of the Operations to the Weſt- 
ward, and of the Aſſiſtance expected from us, was by Lord Loudoun's Letter, laid before 
the Houſe the Twentieth of February; immediately thereupon our Proportion of the 


1 


Eight Hundred Men demanded was reſolved on with the greateſt Chearfulneſs, and the 


neceſſary Sum for their Support voted. On the Eighth of March we received his Ma- 
jeſty's paternal and animating Inſtructions, informing us of the Meaſures he was de- 


| termined to purſue, for the Preſervation of this and his other Colonies and deſiring us to 


exert the Strength and Abilities of the Province on this important Occaſion. It was with 
Impatience we waited to know what Part it was expected we ſhould act in theſe in- 
tereſting and neceſſary Operations; but we did not receive the leaſt Intimation of it before 
the Eighteenth of March, when General Abercrombie's Letter was laid before us, men- 
tioning the Number of Troops required of this Diſtri& of the Colonies, and therefore 


could not come to any determinate and certain Concluſion before. Eleven Days after we 


preſented your Honour with a Bill for furniſhing Two Thouſand Seven Hundred Men, 
to act in Conjunction with his Majeſty's Troops to the Weſtward, A Bill in its Nature 
reaſonable and juſt, adapted to the Circumſtances of the Province, and a Bill, which your 
Duty to his Majeſty, and the People entruſted to your Care, would have obliged you to 


| paſs, had not thoſe ſacred Obligations been conſtrained to ſubmit to the moſt tyrannical 


and unjuſt Proprietary Inſtructions. Had your Honour paſſed this Bill when preſented, 
as you ought to have done, we ſhould have been the firſt of the Weſtern Diſtrict who 
had given exemplary Proofs of an hearty Zeal for his Majeſty's Service, and a chearful 


Compliance with his gracious Demands. But this reaſonable Bill you thrice rejected, as 


you inform us, by the unanimous Advice of your Council,” and was reſolved, by taking 
an Advantage of our preſent bleeding and diſtreſſed Situation, either to exempt the Pro- 


effectually to prevent us from complying with the moſt intereſting Demands of the Crown. 
So that it ſeems his Majeſty's Province would have been defenceleſs, his gracious De- 
mands rejected, and the glorious Plan, concerted for the Defence of theſe Colonies, fru- 
ſtrated, had the Repreſentatives of the People, with the ſame Inflexibility, adhered to their 
natural Rights and Privileges, as your Honour has to the laviſh Inſtructions of the Pro- 
prietaries, impracticable in themſelves, arbitrary in their Nature, and abhorrent to every 
Rule of common Juſtice. Thus all the Delay from that Time can be only imputable, 
with Juſtice, to your Honour and Council, who have been fo regardleſs of his Majeſty's 
Intereſt and Service, and ſo fearful to infringe the Proprietaries Inſtructions, as to reject 
a reaſonable and moſt neceſſary Bill at this critical Juncture, becauſe their Eſtates were 
to bear a Proportion of the Tax, to defend their own Property. | 

Your Honour further aſſerts, That the firſt Bill we ſent you, was ſo framed; we 
knew you could not paſs it.” How you ſhould be acquainted with our Knowledge and 
Thoughts, we cannot conceive. We beg Leave to inform you, that in this you are un- 
der a great Miſtake, We well knew your Honour is bound to obey ſuch Inſtructions, 
from Time to Time, as are given you by the Proprietaries, which are liable to Alterations 
and Changes; and therefore we could not know but you might have received Orders to 


have paſſed a Bill in which their Eſtates were included. And we could not ſuſpect that 
his Majeſty had a Subject ſo deſtitute of Loyalty and Gratitude to the beſt of Kings, and 
regardleſs of every Rule of common juſtice and Equity, as to continue their Inſtructions 
to the contrary. Is it poſſible, that the Proprietaries can ſtill inſiſt that their great 
Eſtates ſhould be protected at the Expence of bis Majeſty, and every Perſon within his 
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1758. Dominions, capable of paying Taxes ? Could we conceive that they would venture to 
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V claim a Privilege no Peer of the Realm, nor even Royalty itſelf, eyer pretended to? If

theſe Things are reaſonable, then we might have known that the Bill we preſented was 
ſuch as * your Honour could not paſs ;” if otherwiſe, we ought to have been as well ac. 
quainted with the Proprietaries unjuſt Diſpoſition, as you ſeem to be, to have believed it. 
But your Honour would fain perſuade the World, that you are not againſt taxing the 
Proprietary Property, and are pleaſed to ſay, that one of the principal Objections to this 
« Bill related to the unjuſt Method propoſed for taxing their Eſtates.” Let us enquire 
what this * unjuſt Method“ was. In the Bill the Return of Property was to be procured 
and made by the Conſtables of the reſpective Townſhips, and Aſſeſſors, the latter of 
whom were to be Freeholders, and choſen by the People. By them, and the County Af. 
ſeſſors, the Eſtates of the Proprietaries, and all others, were to be taxed, by the ſame Me. 
thod and Rule, and in the ſame Proportion. Theſe have ever been Men of Character 
and Integrity; and being under the awful Obligation of an Oath, or ſolemn Affirmation, 
to diſcharge their Duty, no one can preſume they would do any Man Injuſtice in the 
Taxation. But ſurely our Proprietaries, in the Characters of private Subjects, may ven- 
ture to ſubmit to a Mode of Taxing, attended with equal Security and Equity, with that 
by which the Peers of Great- Britain, and their gracious Sovereign, are, by a long Series 
of Precedents, rated and afſefled. All Money Bills take their Riſe with the Commons. 
Supplies cannot be raiſed without their Grant. The King, and Houſe of Lords, do not 
pretend to the Right of amending Money Bills. They ever ſubmit their Eſtates to be 
aſſeſſed and rated by Perſons choſen by the Commiſſioners, who are nominated by the 
Commons, and have no Voice in the Election, or Negative on ſuch Perforis Where 
then is the eſſential Difference between, or greater Security in, their Mode of Taxing, 
than that pointed out in our Bill? Tis really no more than the Commiſſioners, who are 
nominated by the Repreſentatives of the People, chuſe the Aſſeſſors in the one Caſe, and 
in the other they are elected by the People themſelves. But nothing leſs will ſatisfy the 
Proprietaries than the inveſting their Deputies with a Share in the“ Nomination and Ap- 
* pointment of the Aſſeſſors. We entreat your Honour would inform us what Share 


would fatisfy them. Is it a fingle Vote? Or do they claim as many Votes as all the reſt 


of the People in the Province, or one Half of the Choice ? Or are we to preſent to your 
Honour Bull after Bill, alter and change the Aſſeſſors therein to be named, until we ſhall 
fix on ſuch Perſons as you ſhall approve of, and ſuch as will nearly anſwer all the Pur- 
poſes of totally exempting the Proprietaries Eſtates in the Bill ? This would be givin 

you the ſole Nomination of them; for we can ſee no Difference between a Perſon's chuſin 

an Aſſeſſor himſelf, and having a Power to reject, until the Perſon he likes be preſented 
to him. If either of theſe be the Meaning of your Meſſage, you will excuſe us, if we 
ſay, the Propoſal is anti-conſtitutional, and without Precedent in our Mother Country, 


and is the more unreaſonable in our Proprietaries, as it is claiming a Right which the No- 


bility of the Realm, or his Majeſty himſelf, do not pretend to. And as your Honour 
muſt know we cannot conſent to it, conſiſtent with our Duty to the People we repreſent, 
it muſt be mere Evaſion and Illufion, calculated only to exempt the Proprietary Eſtate 
from bearing a juſt Proportion, and to throw an additional Weight of Taxes on our 


Mother Country, the diſtreſſed Freemen of this and the neighbouring Provinces. This 
will appear ſtill more evident, when the Part of the Proprietaries Eſtate, which your Ho- 


nour propoſes to tax in this extraordinary Way, is conſidered. You aſſert, that the © Pro- 
« prietaries are willing that every Tract of Land within the Province, ſurveyed and ap- 
„ propriated for their Uſe, ſhould bear an equal and proportionable Share gf any Burdens 
* that may be impoſed on the People, in the neceſſary Defence of this and his Majeſty's 
other Colonies.” And is this all the Property the Proprietaries will ſuffer to be aſ- 
ſeſſed for the immediate Preſervation of their own Fortunes? Muſt the high Quit-rents, 
ariſing from ſeveral Millions of Acres; the large Eſtate in Ground-rents, and their other 
conſiderable Property in this Province, be exempted from bearing a proportionable Part 
of this neceſſary Burden ? This would be truly the Caſe, ſhould we loſe all Senſe of our 
Conſtituents Rights, and agree to the extraordinary Mode propoſed by your Honour; 
for nothing elſe is to be taxed but the located and appropriated Lands.” After men- 
tioning theſe Facts, how weak and abſurd appears your Aſſertion, That we “ choſe rather 
« to deprive our Conſtituents of the Benefit that would ariſe from an equal Taxation of 


_ © theſe Eſtates,” than not ſubject it entirely to our own Mercy in the Mode we pro- 


« poſed.” What great Benefit could flow from fo ſmall a Part of their Eſtates, when by 
much the greater Share was to be exempted? And in what Manner can it be ſaid, with 
Truth, we were determined © to ſubje& them to our Mercy? We had no Share by the 
Bill either in the Rating or Levying the Money.—— That Matter was left to the Com- 
miſſioners and Aſſeſſors, who were to be ſworn, or ſolemnly affirmed, to do equal Juſtice; 
nor could the Repreſentatives of the People interfere therein. 
Your Honour's ſecond Objection to our Bill, “related to the Appointment of the Pro-

But this ſtrange Conduct in your Honour we leave to be ac- 
counted for, whenever you ſhall think yourſelf capable of reconciling the moſt evident 
 Contradiftions. _ 5 „ | . 

With the ſame Degree of Reaſon and Juſtice, you next aſſert, © that we ſeem deter- 

« mined to ſee the Province brought to the utmoſt Deſtruction, rather than that the 

10 Fingering of the Public Money ſhould not be in a few leading Men of our Houſe. ” 

This, it is true, is a hard Charge, as you ſay: But we have been of late ſo uſed to 

receive high Accuſations from our Governors, which, upon a little Examination, have 

proved groundleſs, that, with the ſenſible Part of Mankind, they are looked upon as 

hings of little Meaning. As to the © leading Men of our Houſe, we know of none 
ſuch , here every Man is left to the free Exerciſe of his Reaſon and Judgment. We 
are not confined to the Inſtructions or Directions of any Man, or Set of Men ; and we 
fincerely wiſh, for your own Sake, the Sake of the People we repreſent, and of his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, you were as independent of, and free from, the Leadings and Directions 
of a few ruling Men of your Council, and Proprietary Inſtructions, as we are from any 
undue Influence whatever.—By the Bill the Commiſſioners are not to finger one Farthin 
of the Public Money, and their Power only extends to draw Orders on the Truſtees for 
the Purpoſes mentioned therein, with your Approbation, and the Money is to be paid 
by the Truſtees to the Perſons in what. Favour they are drawn. The great Reliſh for 
Fingering the Public Money, we apprehend, is rather to be found with the Governor, 
and we ſhould be glad his Connections were ſuch with the People that we could ſafely 
confide in him. But when he looks on himſelf only as © a Paſſenger,” and regards not 
whether the Barque, entruſted to his Care, ſhall fink or ſwim, provided he can by any 
Means reach the Shore, it is our indiſpenſable Duty to take every Meaſure in our Power, 
to preſerve that Oeconomy and public Juſtice in the Laying out and Appropriating the 
People's Money, for which this Government hath ever been ſo very remarkable. : 

As to the Commiſſioners, we ſhall only fay, that they have ever been reputed Men 
of Integrity, and are well acquainted with our Public Affairs, from long Experience. 

They have ſatisfied us of their Innocence with reſpect to the Charges you have made 

againſt them in the moſt looſe, general and unjuſt Manner. And we think ourſelves 

obliged to return them our Thanks, for the great Pains they have taken, the Time they 

have ſpent, and for their prudent Conduct in the faithful Diſcharge of the Duties en- 

joined them by the late Act for granting One Hundred Thouſand Pounds to the King's 

Uſe. Being convinced of this, we are not ſurpriſed to find your Honour's Indignation 

and Reſentment ſo remarkably exerted againſt that Part of our Bill, nominating the ſame 
= Gentlemen Commiſſioners, where the Fingering the Money is no more in your Powef  . WIRE? 
—_ than in theirs; this we ſuſpect will ever be the Caſe, till a Set of Men can be found 114 
gagreeable to your Honour's Mind, who may be lefs exact and careful of, and more Þ 
profuſe with, the Public Intereſt. The Commiſſioners, in the early Part of our Seſ- 
ſion, laid their Accounts before us, which have been for ſome Time in the Hands of a 
Committee, and will be ſettled as ſoon as poſſible. What therefore your Honour means 
by © obliging them to exhibit their Accounts when required,” we cannot underſtand, 
any more than we can your Deſign, or Merit, in declaring, ** with a folemn Proteſtation 
to all the World,” that the Paſſing our Bill was **contrary to your Conſcience, ” and 
that, © in Violation of Truth, your were obliged to ſay, that the former Hundred Thou- 
% ſand Pounds was expended with your Conſent.” Did you ever attempt to make out 
this Aﬀertion ? Did you ever point out the Sum that was not expended with your Con- 
ſent? Does your Honour think every Declaration of yours is to paſs with us for ſolemn 
and incontrovertible Truths, ſufficient to condemn and deſtroy the Reputation of Men, 
of whoſe Integrity and Fidelity to the Public we have had manifeſt Proofs ? We are ſorr 
for the Governor, and amazed at this Part of his Meſſage, and could wiſh ſincerely, for 
bis own Sake, that he had reconſidered the Bill, without that Bitterneſs and Paſſion, 
which appear too much to have blinded his Judgment in theſe folemn Aſſertions, which 
Can do him no Credit, with reſpect either to his moral, religious or political Repu- 
tation. 

Thus having anſwered all the material Parts of your unkind Meſſage, filled with the 
groſſeſt Invectives and Miſrepreſentations, we muſt aſſure you, that we are defirous to 
ſubmit our Merit to the Teſt of our Actions. Every Thing has been done for the Good

1758. of our Conſtituents, and his Majeſty's Service, that your Honour would permit us ts 
— do; and many Things further, equally neceffary, which your Honout has obſtructed, 
May 3- we would have done. It woulb be happy for Peunßylvania, could you, with equal 
Safety, appeal for a Juſtification of your Conduct, to the ſame Teſt. Have you not fup- 
ported a Man in his Acts of Extortion, Oppreſſion and Tyranny, over the poor Inna. 
itants of Chefter County, againſt the ſolemn Examinations and Remonſtrance of the 
Repreſentatives of the People? Are not the Widow and Fatherleſs groaning under his arbl- 
trary Meaſures, and yet remain without Hopes of Relief? Have you not continua 
uſurped an arbitrary Power of amending our Money Bills, and thereby repeatedly violatet 
one of the moſt eſſential Rights of the People? Have you not rejected a reaſonable Bill fot 
furniſhing the Crown with Two Thouſand Seven Hundred Men; for the Recovery of the 
Proprietaries Fortunes from the Poſſeſſion of the Enemy, becauſe their Eſtates wete to 
bear a reaſonable Proportion? Have you not retarded and obſtructed the granting Sup- 
plies to the Crown, by tenaciouſly adhering to your Inſtructions? Have you not had 
under your Command Fourteen Hundred Men, and yet permitted the moſt triff 
Parties of Indians to depopulate a great Part of the Province, captivate and murder the 
Inhabitants, while our Troops have been inactive in our Forts? Have not Orders fot 
making Incurſions into the Enemy's Country, though expreſsly directed by the Lay, 
been entirely neglected? Has a ſingle Party been ſent out on this Account, or one of 
the Enemy been killed or taken Priſoner ſince your Adminiſtration, though our Fron- 
tiers have been almoſt continually bleeding by their mercileſs Hands? Have not the 
People, through this unhappy Negle&, been ſurpriſed and murdered in their Beds, who 
otherwiſe might have had timely Notice of their Approach, and defended themſelves? 
In ſhort, what Protection or Defence has this unhappy Colony received from the large 
Sums of Money it has generouſly granted ? Theſe are the unhappy Marks of your Ho- 
nour's Regard for his Majeſty's Service, which the good People of this Province haye 
fatally felt, at a Time when their Repreſentatives have been exerting the Power and 
Strength of the Province almoſt beyond what it could bear, to relieve them from the 
Butchery and Ravages of the moſt barbarous Enemy, whoſe Blow has fallen the heavier 
on us through the Frauds and Injuſtice they declare they have received from the Pro- 
prietaries, and their Agents, with regard to their Lands.

* a direct Falſhood,” and that they claim a Right of vilifying and abuſing their Go- 

«« vernors as one among the many boaſted Powers and Privileges they have lately diſco- 

« yered.” This Kind of Warmth in his Honour's Meſſage, and Marks of his Efteem fo! 

the good People of the Province, the Houſe have been accuſtomed to, 'but ever paſſed 

them over unnoticed, as they were always averſe to any Diſputes but what a Regard for 

the Rights of the People neceſſarily engaged them in; the Governor, however, 

having thought proper to repeat theſe Charges, your Committee think it abſolutely ne- 

ceſſary to ſhew them in their true and natural Light. | 

It appears by the Governor's Meſſage of the Ninth of January, that“ he was deter- 

« mined on a full and cloſe Enquiry into the Charges againſt William Moore, 2 4

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e public ben of him, and to that End he had appointed the ſame Day for hearing 


* all the Proofs in the Caſe, after due Notice given to the Parties, and their Witneſſes, 


« and accordingly attended with his Council in the Council Chamber.” This Decla- 
ration rationally induced the Houſe to think that he intended to erect a new Court of 
Judicature, for the Trial of the Offences charged againſt William Moore, in which the 
Governor and Council were to fit both as Judges and Jurymen ; Judges of the Law, and 
Tryers of the Facts, without being veſted with a legal Power of compelling the Attend- 
ance of the Parties or Witnefles to adminiſter an Oath, or of forcing them to anſwer, 
when attending, or without the leaſt Spark of judicial Authority whatſoever, neceſſary to 
a juſt and legal Enquiry : That by this new Method of Enquiry, he did deſign to ſuper- 
ſede and lay aſide the candid and folemn Examination of the Aſſembly, whoſe Right to 
enquire into the oppreſſive Conduct of that Gentleman, or any other, in their public 
Station, cannot be diſputed ; though it is well known, that the Governor had delegated 
all his judicial Authority to the Judges of the ſeveral Courts of Juſtice, and therefore 
could not legally exerciſe any, and that his Council have not the leaft Pretence to it. 
That by the great Charter of Engliſb Liberties, no Man ſhall be put to anſwer, but by 
the Laws of the Land, or due Proceſs of Law: And that no Power in the Conſtitution, 
ſave the whole Legiſlative, can legally erect a new Court of Juſtice. It was alſo as evident, 
that as the Governor's intended Mode of Procedure was perfectly lawleſs, and unſup- 
ported by any known Example or Precedent in our Mother Country, fo it muſt be un- 
circumſcribed in its Authority, and tranſcendent in its Powers ; and as it has no Law 


or Rule to fix its Boundaries, or to limit its Extenſion, but the Diſcretion of his Ho- 
nour and Council, and that Diſcretion might extend it over the Lives and Properties of 


the Subject, the dangerous Tendency, and miſchievous Conſequences of this Mode of 
proceeding, could not fail of alarming any Set of Men, to whom the Safety of a free 
People was entruſted, eſpecially when it was calculated to deſtroy one of their funda- 
mental Rights, the Power of redreſſing Grievances : And therefore, with that Decency 
and Spirit that became a free People, this Houſe proteſted againſt it, and endeavoured 
to convince the Governor by fair Arguments, that it was lawleſs in itſelf, anti-conſtitu- 
tional, and of the moſt dangerous Tendency to the Liberties and Properties, if not 
Lives, of the Subject. To which the Governor was pleaſed only to reply, that “a conſider- 
able Part of our Meſſage was taken up with trite Queſtions and Reaſonings,” with- 


out attempting to confute one of them, and then cry out, that we had © in this charged 
him with a direct Falſhood.” If in this he was charged with a direct Falſhood, it 


was not by us, but by his own Expreſſions, from whence our Arguments were fairly 
and honeſtly deduced. | 


It certainly is as unbecoming, as it is uncommon, for a Perſon to be guilty of an Of- 


fence, and ſoon after venture, without any Foundation, to charge another with the ſame; 


and yet this will appear to be the Governor's Cale, to every Perſon who peruſes his Meſ- 
ſage of the Twenty-ninth of September laſt, wherein he declares, without the leaſt 
Proof, our Aſſertions to be falſe: This is Language which does not become one 
Gentleman to another, much leſs one Branch of the Legiſlature to the other. Decency 
is certainly due to the Governor of the Province. We have reviewed the Meſſages of 
the Houſe, and cannot find any Thing that has the leaſt Tendency to * vilify and abuſe 


our Governors, unleſs the melancholy Period is arrived, when ſpeaking Truths, and 
ſupporting the Rights of a free People, may be deemed ſo. Decency is likewiſe due to the 


Aſſembly, as Repreſentatives of the People, and however the Governor may have de- 
viated from it, in his Intercourſe with them, and endeavoured to provoke them to follow 
the Example, the Houſe have carefully avoided it, and proceeded in their Diſputes with 
that Reſpect which is due to his Station; but, at the ſame Time, with that Spirit and 
Reſolution, which became the Delegates of a free People, when every Thing they held 
dear and valuable is attacked and invaded. 

We are ſorry, that neither the Want of Law, Precedent in our Mother Country, or 
the direct Prohibition of Magna Charta, have ſo much Influence with the Governor, as 
the Practice of preceding Governors. We apprehend, a Practice not ſupported by, but 
contrary to, Law, ought to be aboliſhed, not purſued. We alſo know it to have been 
the Practice of preceding, as well as of the preſent Governor, to turn Juſtices out of 
Commiſſion without ſuch Enquiry, and either without any Reaſon at all, or upon pri- 
vate Repreſentations. 'The Inſtances are ſo recent, we need not particularize them. We 
are therefore at a Loſs to know why the fame Juſtice is not due to other Magiſtrates, 
as is to William Moore. Why one ſhall be removed without a Hearing, or Enquiry, 
and another ſhall be ſupported againſt the ſolemn Examinations of the Aſſembly ? Why 
the Governor will turn Officers out on private Complaints, and not upon the Addreſs 
of the Repreſentatives of the People? But further, to ſhew. the Danger of this Attempt 
in the Governor, your Committee beg Leave to make Uſe of his Honour's own Argu- 
ments againſt him, nearly in his own Words. 

The Power neceſſary to any Court of Judicature ** can only be granted by an Act of 


Parliament, 
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„Parliament, and when granted, is indiviſible in its Nature; * it cannot be par- 
« celled out into Parts; and, © if it could,” we can hardly think it conſiſtent with 
the Rights of the People, that a Governor, who is obliged to purſue the Advice of a 
Proprietary Council, and arbitrary Inſtru&tions, ** ſhould be the Diſpenſer of it. If a 
« Governor once perſuades himſelf that it is neceſſary, for the Safety and Peace of the 
« Province, that he ſhould exerciſe the Power of a Court of Judicature,” without the 
leaſt Tittle of Authority, “in one Caſe, he may in another: And if we ſhould conſent 
« to his exerciſing one Degree of that Power, he may think himſelf entitled to claim 
«© and exerciſe the Whole; and by this Means bring all Cauſes, both civil and criminal, 
« hefore him in the laſt Inſtance, as is the Caſe in the Houſe of Lords, which is the 
„ higheſt Court of Judicature in the Kingdom. Power once” uſurped, * is hardly 
« ever to be regained, and ſhould” this Houſe . depart ſo far from their Duty as” to 
permit a Governor to aſſume, without Law, the extraordinary Power he is ſo fond of, 
without proteſting againſt it, or could they think any Governor, or ſingle Man” 
ought to be permitted by an Aſſembly of this Province ** to enjoy all” the Powers of a 
Judge, the Grand and Petty Jury, we and our Poſterity would certainly have Reaſon 
« long to repent it. Will it not appear very extraordinary in the Eyes of all Men, 
% that” the Governor, who has appeared ſo averſe to aſſuming an Authority which he 
thinks not expreſsly granted, and has refuſed the Power of giving Judgment on the Im- 
peachment of, and Trial by, the Aſſembly, or to remove William Moore from his Office, 
upon their Remonſtrance, after they had, in the moſt ſolemn Manner, enquired into 
his public Conduct, and found it extremely diſtreſſing and oppreſſive to the Subject, 
ſhould be ſo earneſt and deſirous of uſurping a Power, which with the ſame Degree of 
Law he“ may extend over the Lives, Liberties and Fortunes of our Conſtituents, with- 
«* out the Aid of Juries, or the common Proceedings of Juſtice ? Such a Power may be 
« ſafely entruſted” with a Governor, aided by ſo numerous a Body as the Repreſenta- 
tives of the People, whoſe independent Stations ſet them far above Corruption or 
Party Views; but in the Hands of a fingle Man, it might prove of ruinous and dread- 
ful Conſequences. ' Ee 1 
Your Committee having thus vindicated the Houſe from the Imputation of treating 
the Governor ill in our late Meſſage, and ſhewn the dangerous Tendency of inſtituting 
a new Court of Judicature, unſupported by Law, with Deſign to defeat an inherent 
Power in the Aſſembly of impeaching Criminals, and redrefling Aggrievances, we ſhall 
carefully conſider that Part of his Honour's Meſſage, in which he has endeavoured to 
ſhew the bad Conſequences that might attend the Power of impeaching and trying Of- 
fenders before him. | 
The Power of impeaching Criminals, and redreſſing Grievances, the Governor agrees, 
is granted by the Proprietary Charter to the Repreſentatives of the People. By the Royal 
Grant, the whole Powers of Legiſlation, and of raiſing Money, are expreſsly given to 
the Proprietary, or his Deputies, with the Advice and Aﬀent of the Delegates of the 
Freemen of the Province. The Mode of exerciſing that Power has ever been, as near 
as might be, in a Parliamentary Way, though our Circumſtances are very different from 
a Britiſh Parliament, and the Method is not expreſsly pointed out. The Governors of 
this Province have ever aſſumed all the Legiſlative Authority of the Houſe of Lords, 
with every Incident thereto, though no more expreſsly granted to them, than the Power 
of judging on the Impeachments of the Aſſembly. The Impeaching and Trying of 
Criminals, and judging thereon, your Committee apprehend, is a concurrent Power in 
the Houſe of Lords and Commons, and cannot be exerciſed by one of them without the 


other. This Power, we conceive, is a neceſſary Incident to the Legiſlative Authority, 


and cannot be ſeparated from it. It is veſted in different Perſons, and diſtin& from that 
by which the King and Lords aſſume the Cognizance of all the Tranſactions of inferior 
Courts, correct and redreſs their Errors. The Power of impeaching and judging thereon 
is incident to the Legiſlative Authority; the Power of correcting the Errors of inferior 
Courts, veſted in the King and Lords, we apprehend, is independent of it, therefore 
the Commons have it not, and other Courts of Juſtice exerciſe it without any Legiſla- 
tive Capacity. The requeſting the Governor to aſſume a concurrent Juriſdiction with 
the Aſſembly, incident to their Legiſlative Capacity, and implicitly granted him by the 
Royal Charter, cannot, with the leaſt Appearance of Reaſon, be conſtrued to inveſt him 
with other Powers diſtin& therefrom, and neither expreſsly or implicitly granted, nor 
incident to his Legiſlative Authority, as is the Caſe of this remedial Power of the King 
and Lords. So that the Governor might and ought to perſuade himſelf, that it is ne- 
ceſſary for the Peace and Safety of the Province, that he ſhould exerciſe the Power of 
the Houſe of Lords, in ſome Caſes, to wit, in Matters of Legiſlation, and judging on 
Impeachments, which is an Incident thereto, and implicitly granted; but nothing could 
juſtify him in aſſuming other diſtin&t Powers of the Houſe of Lords, which are not in- 
cident thereto, and neither expreſſed or implicd in the Royal Grant, 
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The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, *our Method of Reaſoning is dark and myſterious, a 

« middle State in Legiſlature, confiſting of two'Eſtates only, is to him incomprehenſible. 
- The Houſe have endeavoured to convey their Ideas with Perſpicuity, and we apprehend, in 
ttis Caſe, a little Good-nature-and Attention, could the Governor ſpare them, would 
readily haye unfolded the Myſtery. In one Part of the Meſſage it is ſaid, the Governor 
<« may be deemed to ſupply a middle State; in another, quoted by the Governor, That 

« he may be deemed to ſupply the Place of the Houſe of Lords, in an inferior Degree. 
Had the Governor given proper Attention to the Words, it was no drficulf Taſk to un- 
derſtand them. — Tis eaſy to conceive that two Perſons may be inveſted with the Powers 
of a third, or that one of two'States may ſupply the Place of a third. But what gives 
us moſt Aſtoniſhment is, that the Governor, in order to find Reaſons to ſupport his Aſ- 
ſertions, ſhould deſcend fo far as to affirm, that we agree with him that the Houſe of 
« Lords hath the ſole inherent Powers of trying Impeachments. Upon this Poſition the 
Governor is pleaſed to build all the *dreadful and ruinous Conſequences” that would at- 
tend his accepting the Aſſembly's Offer; and in Purſuance thereof he declares, that the 
Houſe were **defirous of inveſting him with a Power over the Lives, Liberties and For- 
« tunes of our Conſtituents, without the Aid of Juries, or the common Proceec.ygs of 
« Juſtice.” This Aſſertion of the Governor's, your Committee beg Leave to ſay, is with- 
out the leaſt Foundation, and they cannot conceive in what Part of the Meſſage the Go- 

vernor could find it. 18 1 

The Houſe were not ſo ignorant of the Powers of Parliament, as to advance ſo great 
an Abſurdity. But if the Governor claims it as one of the Privileges in Controverſy, 
to make his Opponents ſpeak what he pleaſes, be it ever ſo abſurd or diſtant from their 
Thoughts, or the Meaning of their Expreſſions, he may firſt lay down ſuch Principles 
as will beſt ſuit his Purpoſe, take them for granted, and make them ſpeak the greateſt 
Inconſiſtencies in Nature. The Houſe of Lords, as we find, have a Power of judging 
* or determining upon the Complaints of the Commons, but do not aſſume to them- 
« ſelves Trial at common Law; neither do the Lords at the Trial of a common Im- 
« peaehment by the Commons, decedere de Fure ſuo, for the Commons are then inſtead 
« of a Jury, and the Parties Anſwer, and the Examination of Witneſſes are to be in their 
* Preſence, or they to have Copies thereof, and the Fudgment is not to be given by the 
Lords, but upon their Demand, which is inſtead of a Verdict, ſo the Lords do only 
&* judge, not try, the Delinquent.” In the Caſe of Simon de Brereford, the Lords * diſ- 
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« was contrary to the Laws of the Land.” For when the Commons impeach a Delin- 
quent, they are Patria ſua. If this was not fo, the Lords might try a common Perſon in 
direct Breach of that fundamental Maxim in the Conſtitution, that every Man ſhall be 
tried by his Peers or Equals. Hence the Power the Houſe offered the Governor, being 
no more than the Power of the Houſe of Lords, in the Caſe of an Impeachment of a 
common Perſon ; it was not the Powers of Trial, or of a Fury, but ſimply that of giving 
Judgment upon the Demand of the Aſſembly, they being ſatisfied of the Guilt of the 


Judges of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, conſtantly exerciſe. The Trial was to be by 
Thirty-fix Men, the Peers and Equals of the Delinquent, returned not by a Sherif, but 


mand no Judgment can be given, or Puniſhment inflicted. Thus the dreadful and

; meaneſt Capacity cannot ſee the Force of the Arguments in Support of it? The Houſe en- 
e deavoured to ſhew that Trials by and upon the Impeachment of the Aſſembly were attended 
a With as much, if not more, Security to the Rights of the People, than the Trials by a Jury;

the one being by Thirty-ſix Men, returned by the Freemen of the Province, from all 
Parts of it, who cannot be preſumed to be diſhoneſt, or prejudiced againſt any particular 
Perſon, nor partial or corrupt; and the other returned by a þngle Perſon, who may be 
with more Eaſe corrupted than a public Body: To explain this Truth, which the Go- 
vernor ſeems ſo unwilling to underſtand, A Sheriff is but a fngle Perſon, the Repreſenta- 
tives of the People in this Province are in Number Thirty-fix.—A jingle Perſon is more 
eaſily corrupted than Thirty-/ix; for if it requires an Hundred Pounds to corrupt one Man, 
it will require Thirty-/ix Hundred to corrupt Thirty-fix. Corrupt the Sheriff, and the

annually choſen. 'The Houſe of Commons is a **{tanding Body,” and have often aſſumed 
the ſame Power the Houſe contend for; and yet, till now, we never have heard of an 
Perſon who has ventured ſo far to reflect on the Honour and Juſtice of that reſpectable 
Body, as to inſinuate that there is greater Security in a Trial by a Fury of Twelve Men, 
than by that auguſt and honourable Houſe. 1 | 
The Governor further adds, that **a Governor muſt be made a very inſignificant Per- 
* ſon indeed, if he was obliged to yield implicit Obedience to the Addreſs of an Aſſembly.“ 
Your Committee are of Opinion with the Governor, that he is not to be obliged by an 
Aſſembly to do any Thing contrary to his **Reaſon and Judgment: We with he was 
as free and independent of arbitrary Proprietary Inſtructions and Council, as he is of the 
_ Repreſentatives of the People; we ſhould then have ſome Ground to believe that he 
would exerciſe his own Judgment and Reaſon, and more would be done for the Countr 
and his Majeſty's Intereſt, than ever will be under his preſent Situation. But the Go- 
vernor ſhould remember, that there is little Difference with reſpect to his © Significancy” 
in the Government, whether he is obliged to obey an Addreſs of an Aſſembly, or the In- 
ſtructions of the Proprietaries, and the Advice of their Council. In either Caſe he is 
equally inſignificant.”

The Governor is pleaſed to aſſert, he never has invaded the Conſtitution :”” We are 
charitably induced to hope he thinks ſo; but if he does, it muſt ariſe from a very great 
Defe& in the Knowledge of our Conſtitution. Inconteſtable Facts are againſt the Go- 
vernor; Facts, for the Truth whereof we appeal to his own Confeſſion and Meſſages. 
He has declared, that the whole Powers of Legiſlation are in the Governor and Aſ- 
« ſembly, and that it conſiſts of two Branches only.” If this be the Caſe, as it truly is, 
by the expreſs Words of the Royal Grant, in Virtue of what Right or Authority do our 
Proprietaries, Strangers to our Situation and Circumſtances, from Time to Time give un- 
reaſonable and arbitrary Inſtructions, reſpecting Matters of Legiſlation. Inſtructions 
that impede his Majeſty's Service, prevent the Defence of his Colony, and in their Con- 
ſequences, if not withdrawn or ſuperſeded, mult inevitably deſtroy the Province. 
Why did the Governor accept of them or his Commiſſion under /uch Terms? And why 
is he now, though he has from Experience found them to be very pernicious, reſolved to 
execute them? By Virtue of what Right does the Governor undertake to nominate Com- 
miſſioners in Bills, by which the Public Money is to be diſpoſed of, and invade one of 
the moſt eſſential Rights of the Aſſembly, the amending their Supply Bills? If theſe are 
not Inva/ions of the Conſtitution, we have no Conſtitution at all. Your Committee agree 
with the Governor, that Public Danger ſurrounds us on all Sides,” and that we have 
very © vigilant Enemies, both foreign and domeſtic, who indeed threaten us with Op- 
*« preſſion and Slavery.” Of the two our domeſtic Enemies are moſt to be dreaded, who 
are in the Bowels of our Country, and ſo far join with our foreign Enemies, as to em- 
brace the /ame Opportunity, while they are diſtrefling us Abroad, to execute their arbitrary 
Schemes at Home. Slavery is of the tame Nature, let it come from what Quarter it may; 
and your Committee have little Reaſon to hope that either ſalutary Laws will be paſſed,

The laying in Proviſions for the Support of the Army I attempted to do without even 
being obliged to impreſs any Carriages. The Quantity of Proviſions to have been col- 
lected at our principal Magazine, has fallen greatly ſhort of what I had Reaſon to expect, 
becauſe moſt of the Waggons were not loaded with more than Fourteen Hundred Weight, 
and took a Third more Time in the Carriage than they ought to have done, which ob- 
liged us to break in upon the Stock of Proviſions laid in at Rays-Town, while the Troops 
were opening a Road over the Mountains, and ſecuring its Communication, which is 
now effectually done to within forty Miles of the French Fort; fo that if the Inhabi- 
tants who have Waggons are not obliged to furniſh a ſufficient Number of them, who, 
in one Trip to Rays-Town, might tranſport the Quantity of Proviſions wanted, and 
where they may receive Payment for the 'Trip, at a juſt and equitable Price, to be fixed 
by Authority, in Proportion to the Quantity of Proviſions ſo delivered, and to the Length 
of the Journey that they make, the Expedition cannot go forward ; nor can I maintain 
the Ground I am already Maſter of, but ſhall be obliged to draw off my Maſter's Forces 
to the inhabited Parts of the Country, and take Proviſions and Carriages wherever they 
can be found. The Evil which will attend this Procedure is, that the Innocent muſt 
ſuffer with the Guilty, and the Exigence of the Caſe is ſo preſſing as to admit of no 
elay. | | 
I know there has been ſeveral Complaints made of the Scarcity of Forage, and that 
ſeveral Waggoners had been abuſed by Officers : If there was any Scarcity of Forage, it 
was owing to the Want of Waggons for its Tranſport ; and no Driver ever made his 
Complaint but the Perſon. who abuſed him was puniſhed ; ſo that I am induced to be- 
lieve every Complaint of that Kind is without Foundation, and therefore ſhall not further 
oy on a detailed Account of the infamous Breach of Contract on the Part of the In- 
abitants.

The Road that 
leads from the advanced Poſts to the French Fort, may be opened as faſt as a Convoy 
can march it ; therefore my Movement depends on his Majeſty's Subjects entering chear- 
fully in carrying up the neceſſary Proviſions. The new Road has been finiſhed with- 
out the Enemy's knowing it, the Troops having not ſuffered the leaſt Inſult in the 
cutting it. a 
Ang as one Trip of the Waggons will be ſufficient for carrying up Proviſions to Rays- 
Town, they ſhall be paid off at that Place for the Weight they carry, and diſcharged. 
When they arrive at Rays-Town, I ſhall have nothing to do, but proceed with the Army 
under my Command, which hitherto have exerted themſelves with the greateſt Vigour 
and Spirit, in the great Labour they have undergone. I have done every Thing, in the 
Power of Man, to carry on this Expedition with Vigour; if any Stop is made to it now,

Report of the OUR Committee, upon examining the Minutes of the laſt Aſſembly, find, That 
ere = from the Commencement to the End of their annual Seſſion, they were repeatedly 
enquire into interrupted in the Buſineſs of Legiſlation by a Number of Petitions preſented to the 
Bet. Houſe, from Time to Time, by the Inhabitants of Cheſter County; ſome of them ſigned 
Moore, &c. by a great Number jointly, others ſingly, by diſtreſſed Widows, and many poor labouring 
Mien, who were burdened by large Families of ſmall Children, charging William Moore, 

as well with many Acts of Injuſtice, Extortion and fraudulent and corrupt Practices in 

his Office of Juſtice of the Peace, as in his private Tranſactions as a Dealer, and entreating 

that Houſe to redreſs their reſpective Aggrievances ; ſome of them declaring, that unleſs 

they could obtain it from them, they had not the leaſt Expectation of it from any other 

Quarter; having, from Time to Time, as is well known to your Committee, made ſe- 

veral fruitleſs Applications to the executive Part of Government for that Purpoſe; but 

through the Intereſt of the ſaid Moore, by himſelf, or the Interceſſion of his F riends, 

their Complaints had been diſregarded, and their Injuries not only unredreſſed, but un- 

heard, We further find, that Houſe, in Compaſſion to the diſtreſſed Petitioners, and 


from 
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from a juſt Senſe of their Duty, having given the ſaid Moore repeated Notices to attend 


and vindicate his Conduct, if he could, proceeded to examine into the Complaints, with 


the utmoſt Candour and Impartiality, and in the moſt public and ſolemn Manner, a great 
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Number of the reputable Inhabitants attending on that Occaſion. And many Acts of Ex- 
tortion, fraudulent and corrupt Practices, and exceſſive Oppreſſion, being fully proved 
againſt him, by a great Number of Witneſſes, to the general Satisfaction of the Houſe, 
they apprehended it their indiſpenſable Duty to addreſs the Governor to remove the ſaid 
Moore from his ſaid Office of Juſtice of the Peace, and from all his public Offices, Poſts 
and Employments within the Government, under an Expectation 5 1 to procure, for 
the future, an Indemnity to the unhappy Sufferers, and that Relief which it is the Right 
of every Subject to expect under an Engliſb Government. 

But the Governor, regardleſs of the Addreſs of the Repreſentatives of the People, 
through the Influence of ſome of the Proprietary Council, as your Committee have good 
Reaſon to believe, hath continued the ſaid Moore in his ſaid Office, to the great Terror 
and Oppreſſion of the People, for near a Twelvemonth, under a Pretence of giving the 
ſaid Moore a Hearing before him and his Council, to ſatisfy his Conſcience, whether the 
ſaid Moore was a fit Miniſter of Juſtice, —— A great Number of poſitive and clear Af- 
fidavits, taken in the moſt ſolemn and public Manner, and laid deere his Honour, not 
being ſufficient for that Purpoſe. 1 0 

Your Committee muſt have been at a Loſs to account for this ſtrange Conduct in the 
Governor and his Council, had they not been Witneſſes to an apparent Deſign to over- 
throw the Conſtitution, and enſlave the People, by depriving their Repreſentatives of 
their moſt eſſential Rights, Powers and Privileges, and particularly that of redreſſing 
the Aggrievances of the Subject. We apprehend it cannot be neceſſary to ſay much to 
convince the Houſe, that upon the Preſervation of this Power in the Aſſembly, the Se- 


curity of the Liberties and Properties of the People eſſentially depends. It is the moſt 
important Check in the Conſtitution on the Actions of wicked Officers, who hold their 


Commiſſions during Pleaſure, and of Courſe are under the Influence and Direction of the 
executive Part of Government. Magiſtrates, whoſe Duty it is to adminiſter Juſtice, and 
relieve the Diſtreſſed, will become the Inſtruments, in the Hands of Power, to oppreſs 
the People, and enſlave the Country, when they know they are anſwerable only to thoſe 
whom they ſerve, and will ſupport them a? all Events. In ſhort, as a due Support and 


Exerciſe of this Power in our Aſſembly muſt bring about an upright Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice, a faithful Execution of our Laws, and a Reſtoration of our late happy Conſtitution ; | 
ſo on the contrary your Committee are of Opinion, the Want of it muſt, in the End, 


neceſſarily render the Liberty and Property of the Subject precarious, tend to a Sub- 


verſion of our Laws, and an Innovation in the Government, from a State of Freedom and 


Liberty, to that of the worſt of Tyranny and Oppreſſion; the Oppreſſion of inferior In- 
ſtruments, under Colour of Law. | 

This Deſign will appear more evident, when it is recollected, that the late infamous 
Libel againſt the Powers of Aſſemblies, ſigned by the ſaid Moore, was adviſed and approved 
of by ſome of the Proprietary Council, denying the Authority of the Aſſembly to enquire 
into and redreſs the Injuries of the People. Beſides, if this was not the Deſign, your 
Committee cannot conceive why the Governor, when the Addreſs of the Aſſembly was 
preſented to him to remove the ſaid Moore, and the Affidavits laid before him, containing 
all the Crimes laid to his Charge, did not order the King's Attorney, who is likewiſe one 
of his Council, to proſecute him in the inferior Courts of Juſtice, where ſome of them 
were cognizable. Had a private Perſon made Information to the Governor, or the King's 
Attorney, of any Acts of Extortion and Fraud againſt William Moore, can it be diſputed 
that it was not their Duty to ſet on Foot a Proſecution againſt him, that public Juſtice 
might. be done ? Could ſuch an Enquiry as was lately inſtituted before the Governor 
and Council, ſatisfy the Laws or public Juſtice ? Is it reaſonable to think that a Governor, 
who was defirous of honeſtly diſcovering the Guilt or Innocence of a Perſon accuſed, 
would not rather chuſe to haye had him tried by a Court of Juſtice, appointed by his 


own Commiſſion, and a Jury of the Country, than by an illegal, anti- conſtitutional and 


arbitrary Mode of Trial before himſelf and Council, unprecedented in our Mother 
Country, and but lately inſtituted here, to ſerve the Purpoſes of ſupporting bad Men in 
their Acts of Oppreſſion; eſpecially as it was deſtitute of any legal Power of compelling 
the Attendance of the Parties or Witneſſes, of adminiſtring the Oath to them when at- 
tending, and every Kind of judicial Authority, neceſſary to a legal and juſt Enquiry, 
Your Committee therefore apprehend, that this Hearing was calculated, not for the 
Sake of enquiring into the Guilt or Innocence of William Moore, but to render ineffectual 
the Enquiries of the late Aſſembly, and to prevent, for the future, the Repreſentatives of 
the People from exerciſing that eſſential Power of examining into their Oppreſſion, and 
redreſſing their Grievances ; a Power indiſpenſably neceſſary in a mixt Form of Govern- 
ment, to check and ſuppreſs the extravagant and lawleſs Uſe of Authority in the exe- 
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cutive Part of Government; and therefore is of the moſt dangerous Conſequence to the 
Freedom of the Conſtitution, and Rights of the People. | 5 

After theſe Obſervations, your Committee beg Leave to acquaint the Houſe, that, in 
Purſuance of their Orders, they proceeded to hear a Number of Perſons, who were pre- 
ſent at this Hearing before the Governor and Council, who were all examined in the 
moſt ſolemn Manner; by whoſe Teſtimony the foregoing Obſervations are abundantly 
confirmed. 2 98 

GEORGE ASHBRIDGE and SAMUEL LICGHT FOOT, Eſquires, being examined, both 
agreed, that when ſeveral of the Complainants, who charged the ſaid Moore with corrupt 
and fraudulent Practices, appeared to make good their Charge, they were told by the 
King's Attorney, and one of the Governor's Council, that they would not enquire into 
any Matters but ſuch only as related to the Malfeazanze in the public Office of the ſaid 
Moore, by which Means many of the Petitioners, who had been greatly injured and de- 
frauded, returned Home unheard. Among which your Committee beg Leave to men- 
tion one. 

JohN CaRL being examined before the late Houſe of Aſſembly, declared, that he pur- 
chaſed a Term of Years in a Piece of Land, in Pz:ke/and Townſhip, in Chefter County, 
for which he paid, and obliged himſelf to pay, Three Hundred and Thirty Pounds. That 
ſome ſhort Time after, the Leſſor applied to him for Forty-three Pounds, Rent due, but un- 
known to this Examinant at the Time of Purchaſe ; that he, this Examinant, made this 
known to the ſaid Moore, who adviſed him to make over his Leaſe to him, the faid 
Moore, and alſo One Hundred and Forty-ſeven Buſhels of Wheat, Eighty Buſhels of

| Oats, Eight Waggon Loads of Hay, a Waggon, T'wo Horſes, and Gears for Four Horſes, 


promiſing that he would ſecure them for him, this Examinant, and his Family, in Spite 
of all his Creditors. That by theſe fair Promiſes the Examinant was prevailed on to aſ- 


ſign over the ſaid Leaſe. That the ſaid Moore then produced a Bond for Fifty Pounds, 


and deſired the Examinant to ſign it, which he refuſed, declaring, that as he owed him, 
the ſaid Moore nothing, he knew not why he ſhould fign that Bond. That the faid 


Moore replied, you Fool, if you bring a Child to be chriſtened, muſt not you give it a 


Name? I (the ſaid Moore} muſt have ſomething to ſhew the People why I hold theſe | 
Goods. That hereupon the Examinant was prevailed on to execute the ſaid Bond, and 
a Bill of Sale for the Goods before mentioned. That upon this the faid Moore told him, 
he would give the Oats to his Horſes, that they might be ſtrong to carry him, this Exa- 
minant, off in the Spring. That the ſaid Moore further adviſed him, this Examinant, to 
go to Germany, and to be ſeen here no more, and offered him Money to carry him thither. 
That this Part of his Advice was too terrible, as he could not bear the Thoughts of 
leaving his Wife and fix ſmall Children to ſuffer Hardſhips and Want. And this Exa- 
minant further ſaid, that he was not, at the Time of the Aſſignment, indebted any Thing 


to the ſaid Moore, and that he never received any Conſideration for his Effects, but one 


Piſtole. And that he was not indebted to any other Perſon than as aforeſaid, ſave George 
Aſhbridge, who never ſued him. 
JohN Apams being examined in Support of the foregoing Facts, declared, that be- 
ing a Conſtable in the Neighbourhood, he was frequently aſked by the ſaid Moore, 
whether the ſaid John Carl was in Being, or whether in Goal or not; upon being told 
that he was neither dead nor in Goal, the faid Moore requeſted the Examinant to adviſe 
the ſaid Carl, when he ſaw him again, to go out of the Parts, and to tell him there were 
many Warrants or Writs out againſt him, the ſaid Carl, that ſhould he be taken, the faid 
Moore could not ſave him from Goal, and that the ſaid Moore ſent a Hayſe by the Exa- 
minant to the ſaid Carl, that he might make the beſt of his Way off. That the Exa- 


minant had no Warrants (though a Conſtable at the Time) to ſerve on the ſaid Carl. 


except one, ſomething under Five Pounds, whoſe Iflue depended on another Warrant, by 
which Five Pounds was recovered, and paid to the ſaid Car/'s Wife. | | 

It alſo appears to your Committee, that the faid Car/ did run away from this Province 
to Virginia, where he remained ſome Time, and is now returned, but as yet deſtitute 
of any Redreſs againſt the Fraud of the ſaid Moore. | 

GEORGE ASHBRIDGE being examined, declared, that a conſiderable Time after he 
heard that John Carl was run away, on or about the Twenty-firſt of January, 1755, he 
went to William Moore's, to ſee if he had any Effects of ſaid Carl's in his Hands, (as the 
ſaid Carl was, at the Time of his abſconding, indebted to the Examinant, in a con- 
ſiderable Sum of Money) upon which he, the ſaid Moore, told him, the ſaid Examinant, 
that Carl was much indebted to him, and that he had got his Place, for which he gave 
him, ſaid Carl, Fifty Pounds; the Examinant then aſked him, the ſaid Moore, if he would 
let him have it for Fifty Pounds? After a little Conſideration, ſaid Moore ſaid he would; 
and accordingly brought the Leaſe, and fat down to draw the Aſſignment, but making 2 
Stop, ſaid he had a Judgment Bond of Carl for Fifty Pounds, beſides the Fifty Pounds he 
had bought the Place for ; that he alſo had ſome Wheat, and a Waggon, with two 
Horſes, that was to be deducted out of it; but there would be a Balance due 12 him 

ter, 
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after, and that the Examinant muſt pay that too, which was agreed to; then the Aſſign- 1758. 
ment was made, and the Examinant obligated himſelf, on the Back of the faid Judge- SY. 
ment Bond, to pay to ſaid Moore what would be juſtly due to him from faid Car/, upon 7 a 
a fair Settlement, and the next Day the Examinant paid the firſt mentioned Fifty Pounds; 
afterwards he, the ſaid Examinant, went to ſaid Moore, to have a Settlement, and to pay 
the Balance that ſhould appear to be juſtly due upon this Judgment Bond, agreeable to 
his Contract; but ſaid Moore told him, that his Books were not poſted, and ſo could 
not conveniently ſettle with him then, and put it off at that Time; the ſaid Examinant 
went a ſecond time, when he had got an Account of the Effects in ſaid Moore's Hands, 
which, to the beſt of his Remembrance, was One Hundred and Forty-ſeven Buſhels of 
Wheat, and Eighty Buſhels of Oats, a Waggon, Two Horſes, and Gears for Four Horſes, 
which he defired to have allowed: But the ſaid Moore then would allow of no Settlement, 
but demanded of ſaid Examinant the full Sum of Fifty Pounds upon Account of the 
Judgment Bond; and further faid, that nothing ſhort of that Sum ſhould excuſe him; 
the Examinant then told ſaid Moore, that he knew what he had engaged to do, and that 
he would not pay the Fifty Pounds ; and farther, that if he would not ſettle with him 
according to Agreement, he would ſue him to a Settlement, for he would not let his Obli- 
gation remain on the Judgment Bond as it was, but that he could not get any Thing 
done at that Time. That on or about the Eighth Day of September following, he met 
with ſaid Carl's Wife, who told him, that ſaid Moore denied having received any Money 
of the ſaid Examinant for the Place, and offered to go to ſaid Moore's, to prove that he 
had not paid any, which was agreed to. And that they, the Examinant and Carl's Wife, 
did meet at ſaid Moore's, and, after a good deal of Diſcourſe, the ſaid Moore brought the 
aforeſaid Judgment Bond, and, without any Conſideration, offered him, the ſaid Exa- 
minant, the ſaid Judgment Bond, and told him to take off his own Seal, without defacin 
the Bond; but the Examinant replied, that nothing leſs than taking off his Name, as 
well as Seal, would ſatisfy him, and accordingly cut both off, as would appear by the ſaid 
Bond, were it produced; and that the ſaid Moore acknowledged, before the ſaid Carl's 
Wife, that he had received the ſaid Fifty Pounds, and denied he had told her to the 
contrary. | 
HS your Committee muſt obſerve, that had the Governor nothing elſe in View but 
« to ſatisfy his Conſcience whether William Moore was a fit Miniſter of Juſtice,” as he 
has expreſsly declared, they cannot ſee why this Heinous Fraud, ſo well atteſted, ſhould 
not deſerve his Notice. For certainly if a Man at once, by Art and Contrivance, can 
defraud the Creditor of his juſt Debt, rob the Owner of his Property, and reduce a help- 
leſs Family to Poverty and Want, he cannot be eſteemed a “ fit Miniſter of Juſtice,” nor 
heſitate as a Juſtice of the Peace to perpetrate Crimes, oppreſſive to the Subject, under 
Colour of his Office; Power of any Kind ought not to be truſted in the Hands of ſuch 
a Perſon. 
MichArL CYPHER being next examined, declared, that upon the Tenth of Auguſt, 
1755, he purchaſed of Conrad Shymer, in the Preſence of Simon Shunk, his, the ſaid Shy- 
1 mer's, Son-in-Law, a Servant Girl, for which he was to give the Sum of Four Pounds. 
= That this Examinant, with the ſaid Shymer, went the next Day to the ſaid William 
= Moore's, to have the Indenture of ſaid Servant aſſigned to him. That when the faid 
. Bs Moore was about drawing the Aſſignment, he aſked this Examinant what was the Con- 
- ſideration? who anſwered, Four Pounds, the ſaid Shymer being by; that the ſaid Moore 
; RS teplicd, that Sum will not do; it is too mean, and that it would prove to his, this Exa- 
_ = minant's, Prejudice, if he intended to ſell the Girl again, for if any Perſon who inclined 
—_ to purchaſe ſhould ſee ſuch a trifling Sum in the Aſſignment, it would give them Reaſon 


[ to ſuſpect the Servant was good for nothing, let us therefore put down Fourteen or Fi 
y teen Pounds; to which this Examinant agreed. That the Aſſignment was made accor- 
dingly, and Fourteen Pounds inſerted as the Conſideration. That in March following, 

A Conrad Shymer told him, this Examinant, that he muſt go to ſaid Moore's about the Ser- 

te vant Girl and the Money due for her; that this Examinant accordingly went, when 
Shymer being preſent, Moore aſked him why he did not pay Shymer ? That this Exa- 

= minant replied, that he owed Shymer Four Pounds for the Servant, and if Shymer deſired 

ho the Money, that he would pay him. That ſaid Moore anſwered, that was not the Caſe; 

hs that the Bargain was made before him, and that he would be an Evidence that he, this 

"2 Examinant, was to have nothing for the Girl, but a handſome Reward for the Sale of her ; 

5 which the Examinant denied, and repeated his Bargain again and again, that he had : 

bh bought the Girl for Four Pounds, in the Preſence of the ſaid Shunt. That the ſaid 

1d Moore replied, he could or would ſwear that the Examinant was to have but a handſome 

Id; Reward for ſelling the Girl, and aſked Shymer what he would have of the Examinant 

7 4 for his Servant ; who replied, Twelve Pounds Ten Shillings ; but being told by faid 

He Moore it was too much, he fell in his Demand from that Sum to Ten Pounds, then to 

5 Nine Pounds, —and at laſt to Eight Pounds ;—when the ſaid Moore ſaid that was very 

um 


reaſonable, and told this Examinant he muſt pay that Sum, which he repeatedly refuſed; 
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when the ſaid Moore told the ſaid Shymer, he might ſue the Examinant, and recover 
much more of him. — That the Examinant calling to Mind the Offer of the faid Moore 
to ſwear againſt him to a Bargain never made, and urging Shymer to ſue him, he was ſo 
intimidated and frightened, that he yielded to the Terms propoſed by the ſaid Moore, as 
he thought it in vain to contend with two ſuch powerful Opponents. That the ſaid Moore 
immediately drew two Notes of Four Pounds each, payable in one Month, which he, 
this Examinant, ſigned. That at the End of the Month he paid the Four Pounds due 
on one of the ſaid Notes, and refuſed to pay the other, deſiring Shymer would recollea 
the Bargain, and not inſiſt on it.— That Shymer replied, he made no Matter of Conſcience 
in taking it, ſince the Magiſtrate thought it was right. That ſome Time after the faid 
Moore ſent a Precept for him, the Examinant, for the Sum of Four Pounds unpaid, upon 
which he appeared. That the faid Moore ſhewed him the Note, aſked him if the Signing 
was his Hand. That the Examinant replied, perhaps it was. That the faid Moore faid he 
was ſure it was, for he was a Witneſs to it, and aſked why he had not paid it. That this 
Examinant replied, it was an unjuſt Debt. That the ſaid Moore then told him, if he did 
not pay the Money, or give good Security, he would ſend him immediately to Goal. 
That the Examinant produced his Bail, paid the Charges, by the Orders of the faid 
Moore, and two Days before the Time of Payment was expired, he alſo paid the faid 
Four Pounds to the ſaid Moore. 5 ü 

SIMON SHUNK being examined on ſome of the ſaid Facts, aid, that he was ſent by 
Shymer, his Father-in-Law, to bring Cypher to buy the ſaid Servant; that he was preſent 
when the Bargain was made between the Parties, and that Four Pounds, and no more, 
was the Conſideration which the ſaid Cypher was to pay for the ſaid Servant. 

Your Committee find theſe ſeveral Facts were declared before the Governor and his 
Council, in Subſtance as they are above related. But further, to confirm the Truth of 
the two laſt Examinations, we think it neceſſary to add the Examination of Conrad Shy- 
mer, the Perſon who ſold the ſaid Servant to the ſaid Cypher, who ſaid, that about three 
Years paſt he ſold a Servant Girl to ſaid Cypher for the Conſideration of Four Pounds, and 
no more, and that there was nothing to be allowed, or afterwards to be paid to the ſaid Shy- 
mer by the ſaid Cypher, as a further Confideration, ſave only the Four Pounds, and' that 
he never expected any further or other Conſideration. But that when he, the Examinant, 
was before the ſaid Moore, about the ſaid Aſſignment, he heard ſome Talk about havin 
the ſaid Aſſignment drawn, and the Conſideration of Fourteen Pounds inſerted therein; 
the Reaſon of which he was ignorant of. That in March following a certain Michael and 
Adam Hollman came in Company, and informed this Examinant, that by bringing faid 
Cypher before ſaid Moore, he might get conſiderably more Money for the faid Ser- 
vant than the Four Pounds, for which he had ſold her; and that the Perſon who told him 
of this Scheme, defired him to come down and get Cypher with him, and that the Exa- 
minant need not ſay any Thing, for that every Thing relating thereto was determined on 
already. That accordingly the Examinant did acquaint faid Cypher that he muſt appear 
before ſaid Moore about ſaid Servant, which they both did, and that the ſaid Moore did 
draw and procure for the Examinant two Notes, for Four Pounds each, payable to him 
by ſaid Cypher one Month after Date. That at the ſame Time he was ſenſible that it 
was wrong in him to take Four Pounds more for the ſaid Servant than what he had fold 


her for, but thought as the ſaid Moore, who was a Juſtice, did not object, he might fafely 


do it; and that at the ſame Time the faid Moore well knew that the Girl was really 
fold for Four Pounds, and no more. | 

EpwarD HuGBEs, being examined by the Committee, ſaid, that about May, 1754, 
he bought a Horſe of William Moore, Eſq; for the Conſideration of Twelve Pounds, was, 


by Agreement, to have a Year's Credit, and gave a Bond for the ſaid Sum, payable in 


May following, without Intereſt. That in Auguſt next after the Agreement aforeſaid, 
he was apprehended by Benjamin Robinſon, with a Warrant at the Suit of John Thomas, 
for a Debt not exceeding Five Pounds, granted by William Moore, commanding the Con- 
ſtable to carry the Examinant before the ſaid William Moore, and no other Fuſtice, at which 
he expreſſed much Surpriſe to the ſaid Robinſon, as he well knew he did not owe a Far- 
thing to any Man of that Name. That the next Morning he was carried by the ſaid Ro- 
binſon before the ſaid Moore, who, as ſoon as he ſaw this Examinant, called him a damned 
Raſcal, told him he was about to cheat him out of his Money, and that he woul com- 
mit him for a Cheat. That the Examinant replied, he did not intend to cheat him, and 
would give him his Clothes and Tools as a Security, he being a Carpenter by Trade. That 
notwithſtanding the Offer aforeſaid, the ſaid Moore told Robinſon, the Conſtable, to keep 
him in Cuſtody until John Thomas, the Plaintiff, could be had, for he was then very ill. 
That the Examinant then-aſked who the Plaintiff was, and whether he had left any Note 
or Account againſt him? declaring, at the ſame Time, that he owed no ſuch Man a Far- 
thing. That the ſaid Moore anſwered, there was no Note or Account left with him, but 
would give him, the Examinant, no Satisfaction, or other Account of the Plaintiff. T hat 


hereupon the faid Moore took the Examinant into a Room, and told him, that there 


were 
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were ſome fall Debts againft bim, which would ruin him ; but if he would give him three 
E on Den: for the Horſe before ſold, he, the ſaid Moore, would ſtand his 


Friend, and put him, the Examinant, in a Way that nobody ſhould hurt him. That the , 


Examinant, being much terrified at the Threats of Commitment, and of being detained 
in Cuſtody until the Plaintiff ſhould appear, conſented, and gave three Notes, payable to 
the ſaid Moore on Demand, two of them for Five Pounds each, and one for Forty Sbil- 
lings. That the faid Moore immediately encloſed the ſaid Notes in a Letter to J/aac Da- 
vis, Eſq; one of the Juſtices, &c. and commanded the ſaid Robinſon to keep the Exa- 
minant in Cuftody, by Virtue of the ſaid Warrant, until he ſhould carry the Examinant 
before the ſaid Davis. That the ſaid Robinſon then demanded his Fees of the ſaid Moore, 
who told him the Examinant muſt pay them. That he gave the ſaid Robinſon a Note for 


the Coſts on the ſaid fictitious Suit, which Robinſon delivered to the ſaid Moore, who af- 


terwards received the ſame of Abraham Williams, on this Examinant's Account. That 
ſhortly after, the ſaid Robinſon carried the Examinant in Cuſtody to Juſtice Davzs's, and 
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after a ſhort Time the ſaid Robinſon again arreſted him, at the Suit of ſaid Moore, on one 


of the ſaid Notes, and carried him into a Room before the ſaid Davis, who produced to 
him his ſaid three Notes, and read a Letter from ſaid Moore, directing him to proceed on 
ſaid Notes againſt the Examinant. That the Examinant then related the foregoing Facts 
to the ſaid Davis, and complained of the ill Uſage of the ſaid Moore; but was told by 
the ſaid Davis, that he was ty for it, but could not help it. That the ſaid Davis then 
gave Judgment againſt the Examinant, iſſued three Executions againſt his Body, by Virtue 
whereof he was ſent to Cheſter Goal, where he remained three Weeks and three Days. 
And the Examinant further faid, that at the Court following his Commitment, he of- 
fered to give ſaid Moore ſufficient Security, if he would wait untill the Money was law- 


fully due, which he refuſed, but ſaid he would give him a Month. That afterwards he 


procured Abraham Williams, by promiſing to make him Satisfaction by Servitude, to become 
Security for him to the ſaid Moore, for the Payment of the whole Money in one Month, 
Ten Pounds whereof the ſaid Williams afterwards paid the ſaid Moore, and likewiſe diſ- 
charged all the Coſts accrued on the ſaid three Executions ; and the Examinant repaid 
the ſaid Williams, Part by Service and Part in Money; and the remaining Forty Shillings 
was allowed by the ſaid Moore, for Work done before the Notes were given. 'That the 
Examinant hath never heard of the ſaid John Thomas fince, nor of any Claim any ſuch 
Perſon had againſt him. That, to the beſt of his Remembrance, he declared the above 
Facts before the Governor and his Council, and was aſked by one of the Council, if he 
had any Evidences? he replied, he had Evidences, but the Notice given him was too 
ſhort to have them there: Then the ſaid Moore was aſked if he had any? who anſwered, 
that he had nothing but his Memorial, which he read. And that this, to the beſt of the 
Examinant's Knowledge, was, in Subſtance, what paſſed relating to his Complaint before 
the Governor and Council. - 

BENJAMIN RoINSON being examined, declared, that about Auguft, 1754, a War- 
rant was delivered him, as a Deputy Conſtable, by Daniel Goldſmith, ſigned by William 


Moore, at the Suit of John Thomas, againſt Edward Hughes, upon which he arreſted ſaid 


Hughes, who told the Examinant that he owed no ſuch Man a Farthing. That he after- 
wards carried the faid Hughes before ſaid Moore, —who, upon meeting them, was very 
angry with ſaid Hughes, called him a Cheat ; that Hughes anſwered, he had no Deſign to 
cheat him, and offered the ſaid Moore his Clothes and Tools as a Security. That he 
attempted to return his Warrant to ſaid Moore, who told him he muſt keep the ſaid 


Hughes in Cuſtody by his Warrant until another Conſtable (he being a Deputy) ſhould 
come and take Care of him until 7% Thomas, who was ſick, ſhould appear. That af- 


terwards Moore and Hughes went into the Houſe, and left him before the Door, and on 
their Return he underſtood from them that Hughes had given Moore three Notes, two 
for Five Pounds each, and one for Forty Shillings, in Diſcharge of a Bond which Hughes 
told him was not due. That Moore ordered him to keep Hughes in Cuſtody, by 
Virtue of the faid Warrant, and carry him before Iſaac Davis, Eſq; That he did de- 
mand the Coſts of ſerving the ſaid Warrant of Moore, as no Plaintiff appeared, who ſaid 
Hughes muſt pay them, and that Hughes gave his Note for them and other Coſts due to 
the ſaid Robinſon. That the Examinant, according to Moore's Orders, did carry Hughes 
to ſaid Davis's, and thinks he delivered the Warrant at the Suit of ſaid Thomas to him. 
That while they were there, he received from ſaid Davis another Warrant, at the Suit of 


the ſaid Moore, againſt Hughes, with which he again arreſted him, who thereupon con- 


feſſed Judgments on the ſaid three Notes, and ſaid Davis immediately iſſued Executions 
againſt the Body of the ſaid Hughes, by Virtue of which he carried ſaid Hughes to the 
Goal at Cheſter. That he faw Moore's Son deliver to the ſaid Davis a Letter, which he 
underſtood, and believes, was to deſire Davis to proceed on ſaid Notes, to give Judge- 
ment, and iſſue Executions thereon. That he never heard of any one, by the Name 
of Jobn Thomas, appearing on the ſaid Suit ſince theſe Things happened. 

HumMenuRey WAYNE, being examined, ſaid, that about the Beginning of Harveſt, in 
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the Year 1754, the ſaid Moore told him he wanted Edward Hughes to work for him, 
for that he had ſold him a Horſe worth Fifteen Pounds, for Twelve Pounds only, and had 
given him twelve Months Credit for the Payment thereof. 4 

CHRISTIAN EVERHART, being examined, ſaid, that he was ſummoned before William 

Moore, Eſq; to anſwer Samuel Humphreys. That he appeared at the Day, carried the 
Money, and paid it to William Moore, before any Judgment was given; that there were 
no Witneſſes ſummoned, nor Qualifications adminiſtered, as he did not deny the Debt, 
and was ready to pay it on his Appearance; that he aſked the ſaid Moore what were 
his Fees, who anſwered Three Shi/lngs, which he then paid, and alſo Five Shillings to 
the Conſtable. 3 

WILLIA Evans, being examined, declared, that he, being a Conſtable, ſummoned 

Chriſtian Everhart, at the Suit of Samuel Humphreys, before William Moore, where the 
ſaid Everhart, and David Humphreys, in Behalf of his ſaid Son Samuel, appeared; that 
upon converſing together, Everhart told Humphreys that he could keep him out of his 
Money three Months, but rather than be at the Charge of a Judgment he would pay 
him, and that this was before they appeared before the ſaid Moore; that then this Exa- 
minant went in and informed Moore that the Parties were at the Door; Moore then aſked 
him why he did not call them in; he replied, that the Defendant had the Money, and 
was willing to pay it, and David Humphreys was ready to accept of it, in Behalf of the 
Plaintiff, his Son ; that Moore replied, you Fool ! you ſhould not let the People make it 
up, that does not bring Griſt, or Water, (he don't remember which) to our Mills ; and 
told the Examinant to call them immediately, which he accordingly did. That Moore 
then aſked Everhart if he had the Money, who replied, I don't know ; Moore then aſked 
if he had Bail, he replied, he believed fo; that the ſaid Everhart offered one Chriſtian 
Waganer for Bail, into whoſe Circumſtances Moore began to enquire, upon which Waga- 
ner perſuaded the ſaid Everhart to pay the Money, which he accordingly did in the Exa- 
minant's Preſence ; that no Bail was taken, the ſaid Yaganer refuſing, after the Enquiry 
aforeſaid, to be Bail; that no Service was done by the Juſtice but the Iſſuing of the War- 
rant, to his Knowledge ; that he gave on Oath this Account to the Governor and Coun- 
cil, as near in Subſtance as his Memory ſerved him. That the ſaid Moore produced his 
Docket to ſhew that Bail was entered, and that there was a Stay of Execution for three 
Months, and ſaid he would prove the Examinant perjured. 

Your Committee, to ſhew the Falſity of the ſaid Moore's Book, and in Support of the 
two foregoing Examinations, think it neceſſary to add the Afﬀidavit of CHRISTIAN Wa- 
GANER, who being examined, ſaid, that he was preſent when his Brother-in-Lay, 
Chriſtian Everhart, paid the Money due to Samuel Humphreys. That the Fees charged 
by the ſaid Moore was Three Shillings, and the Debt Forty Shillings. That he did not 
acknowledge to ſtand Bail in the ſaid Suit, but reſolved againſt it before he left Home, 
expecting that Everhart had ſufficient to pay the Debt, and that he and this Examinant 
could make up the Colts. And it further appears to your Committee, by a Receipt 
from David Humphreys, now in our Hands, that the Money was paid at the Time of 
their meeting before the ſaid Moore, as alſo by the Examination of Samuel Lightfoot, Eſq; 
to whom the ſaid Moore hath confeſſed it fince the Hearing aforeſaid before the Governor 
and Council, and therefore there could be no Occaſion for Bail. ——The Service done by 
the ſaid Moore then being no more than iſſuing his Warrant, for which, by the Table of 
Fees, he ought to take but Nine-pence; the taking Three Shillings, your Committee ap- 
prehends, is extortionate and unjuſt. | | 

James PUG, being examined, ſaid, that he bought for Thomas Dalrymple half a Gal- 
lon of Rum from James Fullerton; that ſome Time after he paid ſaid Fullerton for the 
ſaid Rum. That afterwards the ſaid Fullerton ſued the faid Dalrymple before William 
Moore, Eſq; That he, with the ſaid Dalrymple, appeared before the ſaid Moore, and made 
it appear that the Examinant had alreadyqpaid the ſaid Fullerton for the ſaid Rum. That 
finding the Examinant's Allegations, in Behalf of the ſaid Dalrymple, not regarded, to 
avoid future Trouble to the ſaid Dalrymple, he paid for the ſaid Rum a ſecond time. 
That ſome Time after the ſaid Moore iſſued his Warrant againſt the Examinant for the 
Coſts accruing on the ſaid Suit againſt Dalrymple, although he was not a Party thereto, 
nor concerned therein, nor ever aſſumed to pay the ſaid Coſts. That upon this Suit he 
was committed to the Goal of Chefter, where he was confined till he paid the Sum of 

Two Pounds and Six-pence for the Coſts aforeſaid, and the Coſts of the ſaid Commit- 
ment. That after his Diſcharge from Goal he received another Precept from the ſaid 
Moore, at the Suit of the ſaid Fullerton. That when he appeared before the ſaid Moore, 
he was informed the ſaid Fullerton had proved an Account againſt the Examinant, amount- 
ing to Two Shillings and Three-pence Halfpenny, upon which he offered to make his De- 
fence, as he had paid the ſaid Fullerton all his Demands ; but that the ſaid Moore would 

not admit him to ſay any Thing in his Defence, but ordered him to get out of the Houle, 
paſſed Judgment againſt him unheard, and iſſued Execution againſt the Examinant;

That upon the Evidence of the ſaid Pugh, the Account of the ſaid Fullerton 
(he not being preſent) was proved to be paid; but that the ſaid Pugh, in order to avoid 
any future Trouble from ſaid Fullerton, told the ſaid Moore he would pay it again, and 
upon that delivered the ſaid Moore a Bill, and that he ſaw other Money returned in

MokRISs Evans, being examined, declared, that hearing that John Hambright's Book 
was lodged in the Hands of William Moore, and that he had ſued a Number of People, 


and knowing that he was indebted to ſaid Hambright Six Shillings and. Four-pence, he 
went to the ſaid Moore, in order to pay the ſame, and prevent Coſts, but that the ſaid 


Moore refuſed to receive it without Coſts, vis. One Shilling for proving the Book, One 


Shilling for Serving, Two Shillings and Four-pence for Milage, and Nine-pence for a Judge- 


ment, though the Debt was never denied, nor any Precept ſerved, nor, to his Knowledge, 


| made out; and that he did borrow Money to dicharge the ſaid Coſts. 


JohN ERRIT alſo declared, that he was ſued by John Robinſon, for a Debt not ex- 
ceeding Five Pounds, and gave a Freeholder Security to pay the Money in three Months 
before William Moore, Eſq; and at the ſame Time paid, in the Preſence of the ſaid 
Freeholder, the Conſtable all his Fees. That, at the Expiration of the ſaid three Months, 
the Examinant, with the ſaid Freeholder, went to the ſaid Moore to pay the Debt, but 


the ſaid Moore obliged the Examinant to pay the Conſtable's Fees over again, although 


the ſaid Frecholder averred they had been paid before to the Conſtable. That the ſaid 


Moore ſaid the Conſtable was a damned Raſcal, and had no Buſineſs to receive it. That 


the Examinant then requeſted a Precept for the Conſtable to recover the ſaid Coſts 
again, not judging it reaſonable he ſhould pay it twice, but the ſaid Moore refuſed to 
give him one. 


WILLIAM EvaANs, being examined, ſaid, that, by Virtue of an Execution iſſued by 


Milliam Moore againſt Michael Nutt, he took in Execution a Horſe belonging to the ſaid 


Nutt, publiſhed the Sale of the ſaid Horſe, at which William Moore, Eſq; attended, cal- 
led the Examinant aſide, and ordered him, when he, the ſaid Moore, ſhould bid at the 
Horſe, to ſtrike him off to him; that, when the Horſe was on Sale, ſome of the People 
deſired the Privilege of riding him, to try his Gaits, which Requeſt the ſaid Moore for- 
bid him to grant. That the Horſe was, by this Means, fold for Two Pounds Eleven Shil- 
lings, though he was worth at the Time at leaſt Eight Pounds, —That being but a young 
Conſtable, and faid Moore a Magiſtrate, he did not think it right to diſobey his Orders. 
Thus far only your Committee have had Time to enquire into the fraudulent and ex- 
tortionate Acts of William Moore, Eſq; upwards of twenty Petitions and Complaints of 
the exceſſive Oppreſſion of the ſaid Moore, on the poorer Sort of People, remaining yet 
to be examined into. Many of the Witneſſes are of known Credit, and as all of them 
ſtand fair and unimpeached in their Reputation, they could not fail of giving your Com- 
mittee full Satisfaction as to the Guilt of William Moore. By ſuch unwarrantable Pro- 
ceedings as theſe, we apprehend, though ſeveral of the Sums extorted are not large, yet 


as the poorer People are moſtly affected by them, it muſt render their Lives miſerable, 


their Poverty inſupportable, and in the End their Families muſt become a Burden to 


the Public. 
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Your Committee beg Leave further to obſerve, that the late Acquittal of William 
Moore before the Governor and his Council not only appears to them highly partial and 
unjuſt, from the foregoing Examinations, but from the very Mode of the Enquiry. Firſt, 
Your Committee find that the Witneſſes examined were at Liberty either to qualify, or 
not, by which Means we do not underſtand that more than two were qualified. 2. That 
a Number of the Complaints laid before the Governor by the Aſſembly, even of thoſe 


which related to the Conduct of the ſaid Moore as a Magiſtrate, were not examined into, 


though the Governor, in his Acquittal, has endeavoured to perſuade the World, that 
all ſuch as related to the public Conduct of the faid Moore were with Patience and At- 
tention heard, and the reſt referred to the Courts of Law. 3. That as to ſeveral of thoſe 
he did enquire into, a Paper, drawn up by the ſaid Moore, called his Memorial, ſup- 
ported only by his own Aſſertion, appears to your Committee to have been received as 
concluſive Evidence againſt what was then alleged in Support of the Charge, and the 
ſolemn Examinations of the late Aſſembly, then jin the Governor's Poſſeſſion. Theſe 
being the true Circumſtances of the late Hearing before the Governor, we cannot help ex- 
preſſing our Aſtoniſhment to find him, in his Acquittal of the ſaid Moore, not only de- 
clare, that the Petitions appeared to him to be entirely groundleſs, and that the ſaid 
« Moore had acted in his Office with great Care, Uprightneſs and Fidelity; but that he 


_ ©© 'was ſo far from deſerving Cenſure, that, in many Inſtances, he merited the Thanks 


* of every good Man, and Lover of Juſtice.” 


Your Committee beg Leave further to add, that the Guilt of the ſaid Moore appears 
very evident to them, from the foregoing Examinations ; that he has arbitrarily deprived 
the Subject of his Liberty and Property by Virtue of his Power as a Juſtice of the Peace, 
and under Colour of his Office; that the ſaid Hearing was inſtituted with a Deſign to 
ſupport the ſaid Moore in his Oppreſſion, contrary to the earneſt Remonſtrance of the 
Repreſentatives of the People, and to ſerve as a Cloak for maintaining an arbitrary Mi- 
niſter of Juſtice in his Acts of Tyranny : And that if the Complaints of the Subject 
againſt the oppreſſive Meaſures of wicked Miniſters are to be thus ſuperficially enquired 
into, and paſſed over, and the ſolemn Examinations before the Repreſentatives of the 
People rendered ineffectual, a Door for the moſt univerſal Oppreſſion is open, and the 
Liberties and Properties of the People will not only be ſubject to the Will of every Chief 
Ruler of the Province, but to the arbitrary Inclination of each inferior Magiſtrate.” 

Ordered, That the foregoing Report of the Committee appointed to enquire into the
